The  President  appointed  the  same  joint  committee  as'  was 
appointed  to  notify  the  Governor  under  Senate  Joint  Resolu- 
tion No.  2. 

The  Governor  was'  escorted  to  the  Clerk's  desk  by  the  com- 
mittee where  he  was  presented  to  the  Convention  by  the  Presi- 
dent. Thereupon  the  Governor  read  his  message  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Worley  the  Joint  Convention  adjourned 
and  the  members  of  the  Senate  repaired  to  the  Senate  chamber 
and  were  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Speaker  Crabtree. 

On  motion  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

GOVEKNOR^S  MESSAGE. 

The  message  of  the  Governor  was  thereupon  filed  with  the 
Clerk  by  the  Governor's  private  secretary,  H.  W.  Goodloe,  and 
was  as  follows : 

To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  a  requirement  of  our  constitution,  I  sub- 
mit for  your  consideration  a  brief  review  of  the  condition  of  the 
State  and  her  finances  at  this  time,  together  with  some  sug- 
gestions as  to  some  legislation. 

I  will  not  attempt,  in  this  one  message,  to  cover  all  subjects 
of  needed  legislation,  nor  shall  I  attempt  to  review  the  work 
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accomplished  by  the  various  departments,  but  with  your  per- 
mission, will  take  occasion  from  time  to  time,  to  express  my 
views  and  suggestions  for  legislation. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  congratulate  you  individually  and 
collectively  on  being  the  representatives  of  so  happy  and  pros- 
perous a  people,  and  trust  you  may  not  lose  sight  of  the  great 
responsibility  resting  upon  you  as  legislators  at  this  time.  It 
is  true  our  people  are  prosperous  and  happy  and  no  one  seems 
to  be  poor  save  the  State,  as  will  clearly  appear  from  a  state- 
ment of  the  factS;. 

State  Debt — Revenue  and  Appropeiations. 

I  am  gratified  to  report  to  you  that  the  State  debt,  which 
has  been  a  matter  of  much  public  concern  and  has  furnished 
abundant  material  for  political  agitation  and  biennial  legisla- 
tion since  the  Civil  War,  has  been  successfully  refunded  at  a 
gratifying  rate  of  interest. 

One  Million  Dollars  Borrowed. 

In  the  refunding  of  this  debt  the  board  included  one  million 
dollars'  which  the  State  was  compelled  to  borrow  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  administration,  with  which  to  pay  off  and  discharge 
an  accumulation  of  outstanding  obligations  due  and  owing  by 
the  State,  amounting  to  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  dollars. 
This  million  dollars  added  to  the  permanent  indebtedness  of 
the  State  and  included  in  the  outstanding  bonds,  to-wit :  $9,- 
381,000.00  due  July  1st,  1915,  and  $1,400,000.00  due  October 
1st,  1915  (which  should  have  been  funded  under  the  former  ad- 
ministration in  July  and  October  of  1913),  make  the  total 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State  $11,781,000.00.  All  of  these 
bonds  were  sold  at  4.28  per  cent  per  annum.  In  the  settlement 
of  this  indebtedness,  we  adopted  the  same  method  employed 
by  the  Federal  Grovernment  in  its  Rural  Credit  System,  that  is 
the  serial  redemption  or  retirement  plan,  by  which  the  interest 
and  a  certain  part  of  the  principal  is  paid  each  year,  thereby 
reducing  the  interest  payments  annually  and  settling  the  en- 
tire indebtedness  at  a  period  forty  years  from  1915.  By  this 
method,  we  have  distributed  the  payment  of  this  indebtedness 
over  a  period  of  years  so  as  not  to  burden  too  heavily  any 
generation. 
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When  Did  We  First  Begin  to  Run  Behind? 
During  the  biennial  period  beginning  December  19, 1908,  and 
ending  December  19,  1910,  receipts  and  disbursements  were 
as  follows :

This  excess  disbursements,  $815,630.51,  was  paid  out  of  a 
balance  of  $1,132,900.40,  brought  forward  from  the  former 
biennial  period.  The  important  part  to  be  noted  during  the 
biennium  is  that  expenses  were  largely  in  excess  of  receipts, 
and  there  would  have  been  a  deficit  but  for  the  fact  of  the 
large  cash  balance  brought  forward. 

Another  interesting  fact  to  be  noted  is  that,  during  this*  bi- 
ennial period,  the  prohibition  or  four-mile  law  went  into  effect 
throughout  the  State.  The  revenues  from  whiskey  dealers' 
privilege  tax  was  thereafter  less  than  under  the  two  preceding 
years.

By  reference  to  Comptroller  Dibrell's  report  for  this  period, 
it  will  be  found  that  he  explains  an  increase  of  about  $400,- 
000.00  of  revenues  collected  from  soft  drink  stands,  over  the 
amount  collected  for  the  preceding  biennial  period,  from  such 
dealers.  It  appears  that  immediately  following  the  adoption 
of  the  State-wide  four-mile  law,  efforts  to  collect  a  liquor  privi- 
lege tax  were  somewhat  relaxed.

Both  receipts  and  disbursements  are  $1,000,000.00  above 
normal  for  this  period.  The  sale  of  bonds  amounting  to  $1,- 
000,000.00  and  the  disbursement  of  the  money  accruing  there- 
by, occurred  in  this  period.  To  this  excess  disbursements  for 
this  period  should  be  added  payable  warrants  outstanding, 
amounting  to  $430,662.34. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  the  period  ending  December  19,  1910, 
we  ran  over  $800,000  behind;  in  the  period  ending  December 
19, 1912,  the  amount  of  excess  receipts  over  expenditures  came 
principally  from  increased  revenues  on  soft  drink  stands ;  dur- 
ing the  period  ending  December  19,  1914,  the  actual  difference 
between  receipts  and  disbursements  does  not  represent  the 
amount  of  the  shortage  brought  over  into  my  administration. 
We  found  in  the  penitentiaries'  and  other  institutions,  many 
thousands'  of  dollars  of  old  claims,  made  before  December  19, 
1914,  and  paid  between  December  19, 1914  and  March  19,  1915, 
but  the  greater  portion  were  not  paid  until  the  bonds  were  sold, 
during  the  spring  of  1915. 

The  entire  amount  of  unpaid  claims  as  proven  by  outstand- 
ing obligations,  was  $1,022,866.31.  This  does  not  include  the 
State's  obligation  executed  in  payment  of  the  Baxter  farm, 
amounting  to  $196,520.00. 

During  the  last  two  years,  it  will  be  interesting  to  note  the 
falling  off  in  the  revenue  coming  from  County  Court  Clerks. 
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County  Court  Clerks. 

Eeceived  from  County  Court  Clerks,  period  ending  Decem- 
ber 19, 1912,  the  sum  of  $1,779,563.55. 

Eeceived  from  County  Court  Clerks,  period  ending  Decem- 
ber 19,  1914,  the  sum  of  $1,643,415.46. 

Eeceived  from  County  Court  Clerks,  period  ending  Decem- 
ber 19,  1916,  the  sum  of  $1,189,241.25. 

This  statement  shows  a  loss  through  receipts  from  County 
Court  Clerks  in  the  last  two  years,  of  $454,174.15.  This  is  by 
far  the  largest  and  most  important  of  all  the  items  or  factors 
entering  into  the  present  deficit.  It  is  accounted  for,  in  part 
by  tlie  fact  that  until  after  the  Legislature  met,  a  large  number 
of  soft  drink  stands  continued  to  pay  liquor  dealers'  license 
to  the  Clerks  of  the  County  Courts,  but  it  will  require  careful 
analysis  to  ascertain  the  real  cause  of  the  heavy  loss.  It  was 
right  to  enforce  the  law,  making  alleged  soft  drink  stands  pay 
liquor  dealers'  license,  but  unbusiness-like  to  fail  to  make  up 
the  revenue  lost  on  that  account.  It  may  be  observed  at  this 
time  that  no  etfort  was  ever  made  to  supply  the  loss  of  revenue 
incident  to  closing  the  saloons  after  the  passage  of  the  four- 
mile  law. 

Cutting  Expenses  to  Fit  Income. 

Can  we,  by  any  sort  of  sensible  economy,  make  our  present 
receipts  suffice  to  meet  necessary  expenditures?  Let  us  an- 
alyze our  financial  condition  and  see  if  expenses  can  be  reason- 
ably cut,  and  if  so,  where  we  can  begin?  Our  entire  receipts 
during  the  period  beginning  December  19,  1914,  and  ending 
December  19,  1916,  not  including  one  million  dollars  received 
from  sale  of  bonds,  were  the  total 

sum  of  $9,249,484.91 

Interest  paid  on  State  debt,  (deduct)   1,240,370.00

We  first  deduct  from  the  entire  total  sum  received  the  in- 
terest on  the  State  debt.  That  this  interest  had  to  be  paid 
will  not  be  questioned.

We  feel  assured 
that  the  most  strenuous  advocate  of  ^ living  within  income'' 
will  suggest  retrenchment  at  some  other  place  rather  than  at 
the  expense  of  the  old  soldiers.  Treating  interest  and  the 
amount  paid  in  pensions  to  old  soldiers  as  fixed  charges,  we

School  fund  and  interest  and  expenses, 

(deduct)   ,  :   2,741,304.64 


$3,592,229.13 

We  have  deducted  the  33  1-3%  of  the  gross  revenues  allowed 
to  the  public  school  system,  and  included  therewith  the  item  of 
interest  on  a  sum  set  apart  many  years  ago  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  also  an  item  of  common  school  expense.  Whether 
the  State  shall  continue  to  contribute  as  generously  as  it  has 
done  previously  to  the  cause  of  education  is  a  matter  for  you 
representatives  of  the  people  to  determine.  The  taxes  for 
State  Government  must  come  from  the  people,  and  it  is  for  you 
to  say  when  you  think  you  have  given  enough  to  the  cause  of 
popular  education.  I  trust,  however,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  reduce  the  amount  paid  to  the  cause  of  education  at  this 
time.  I  would  much  prefer  that  some  arrangement  could  be 
made  for  the  expenditure  of  more  money,  especially  for  the 
rural  schools.  However,  I  suggest  that  it  might  be  wise  to 
adopt  some  plan  by  which  a  fixed  amount  will  be  available  for 
educational  purposes,  so  that  the  department  would  know  ex- 
actly the  amount  of  money  to  be  distributed  for  school  pur- 
poses without  speculating  whether  it  would  increase  or  de- 
crease for  a  given  period  of  time. 

Penal  and  Chaeitable  Institutions. 

Having  deducted,  now,  the  three  important  items  of  interest, 
pensions,  and  public  education,  we  have  remaining  from  our 

total  fund,  the  sum  of  $3,592,229.13

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The  amount  of  the  last  deduction  represents  the  amount  of 
disbursements  on  account  of  the  insane  in  three  hospitals,  the 
inmates  of  the  Boys'  Reformatory,  the  Tennessee  industrial 
School— all  of  whom  are  maintained  on  $i:)5.00  per  year. 

The  per  capita  appropriation  for  the  blind,  and  the  deaf  and 
dumb  is  lower  than  almost  any  other  State  in  the  Union.  The 
inmates  of  the  penitentiaries  maintain  themselves,  but  their 
monies'  are  all  deposited  in  the  treasury  and  withdrawn  there- 
from to  pay  bills  in  the  same  manner  that  a  private  corpora- 
tion would  carry  on  business  through  a  bank.  .  Before  at- 
tempting to  reduce  the  per  capita  allowed  these  institutions, 
you  should  carefully  inquire  into  all  the  facts. 

Judicial  Salakies. 

We  are  left  now  with  the  sum  of  $1,399,054.62 

Judicial    and    Attorney    General  Sal- 
aries, (deduct)   537,633.97 


.$  861,420.65 

This  deduction  includes  the  salaries  of  all  of  our  judges, 
attorneys-general  and  their  assistants',  both  for  the  State  and 
the  districts  thereof.  The  question  of  whether  economy  can 
be  effected  or  retrenchment  brought  about  in  this  branch  of 
service,  should  be  carefully  weighed  and  considered. 

State  Pkosecutions. 

We  now  have  remaining  the  sum  of  $861,420.65

From  this  balance,  we  deduct  the  important  item  of  State 
prosecutions,  with  the  attendant  court  and  other  costs.  I 
recommend  this  subject  to  you  as  worthy  of  study.  If  any- 
thing can  be  done  to  reduce  current  costs,  it  should  be  done. 

Agricultural  Department.

In  deducting  the  highway  fund,  we  merely  pay  back  the  fund 
given  this  department  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  turning  over 
all  taxes  on  automobiles  to  that  department.  The  money  col- 
lected by  the  Treasury  Department  on  this  account,  belongs  to 
this'  department.

It  may  be  readily  inferred  that  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
the  Legislative  session  will  be  sought  out  of  available  funds. 
In  making  this  demonstration,  however,  we  deferred  paying 
the  bills  of  the  Legislature  until  the  funds  were  almost  ex- 
hausted. We  have  therefore,  standing  against  the  treasury 
an  overdraft  of  $68,219.46.  This  amount  can  be  added  to  the 
long  list  of  claims  unpaid  and  unprovided  for. 

We  have  taken  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the 
last  two  years,  as  representing  average  conditions  and  results 
under  our  present  laws.  We  have  endeavored  to  simplify  the 
work  of  the  members'  of  the  Legislature,  or  the  citizen  who 
hopes  he  can  find  a  way  out  of  our  financial  difficulties,  with- 
out increasing  taxes  or  assessments,  by  deducting  fixed  charges 
first.  It  will  be  observed  that  we  have  disposed  of  all  of  our 
revenue  and  have  included  no  other  items  except  those  named, 
to-wit : 

Eevenue  Exhausted. 

Interest  on  State  debt;  Confederate  Soldiers'  Pensions; 
Confederate  Widows'  Pensions;  Maintenance  Confederate 
Soldiers'  Home;  the  distribution  to  public  schools;  mainten- 
ance of  insane  in  three  hospitals;  inmates  of  reformatory;  In- 
dustrial School;  Blind  School;  Deaf  and  Dumb  School;  and 
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the  inmates  of  the  penitentiaries';  judicial  and  attorneys-gen- 
eral salaries; — this  includes  Supreme  Judges,  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, Attorney-General  for  the  State,  and  all  District  Judges 
and  Attorneys-General ;  cost  of  State  prosecutions ;  salaries  of 
Agricultural  Commissioner,  his-  assistants,  inspectors,  office 
force,  and  agricultural  extension  work  in  the  various  coun- 
ties; the  per  diem  of  members  of  the  Legislature,  and,  in  part, 
the  miscellaneous  items  of  expense  incident  to  the  session. 

It  should  be  stated  that  we  must  pay  this  year  on  our  State 
debt,  th9  first  of  the  forty  payments.  This  is  a  fixed  charge, 
like  interest  on  the  entire  debt,  and  should  be  provided  for  and 
considered  first.    The  payment  will  be  $150,000.00. 

1916-1918. 

If  there  were  no  other  items  of  expense  save  those  mentioned 
above,  our  problem  of  "cutting  the  garment  to  fit  the  cloth" 
would  not  be  so  difficult.  In  this  demonstration,  we  have  ex- 
hausted all  of  our  revenue  for  two  years — are  about  to  begin 
a  new  period,  with  both  interest  and  a  payment  on  the  princi- 
pal of  our  State  debt,  to  be  met  and  paid,  with  all  the  items 
enumerated  above  to  be  cared  for,  as  well  as  the  following 
items  which  were  not  deducted  from  the  total  of  State  revenue 
in  the  demonstration,  above  submitted,  to  show  how  easily  our 
revenues  are  absorbed  by  a  few  charges.

E'XPENSEs  or  Operation. 


I  have  enumerated  the  foregoing  items  which  cover  salaries 
of  the  Governor,  State  officers,  clerks  and  employees  of  the  de- 
partments, also  covers  expenses  of  operating  important 
branches  of  the  public  service,  maintaining  State  property  and 
for  aiding  in  important  educational  and  other  activities.  These 
items  aggregate  approximately  $1,045,270.15,  and  will  be  a 
part  of  this  year 's  deficit,  and  a  part  of  the  future  deficits  un- 
less some  provision  for  avoiding  it  is  provided. 

I  have  shown  you  plainly  the  amount  of  the  State  revenues 
collected  during  the  past  two  years.  In  demonstrating  the 
inadequacy,  I  applied  them  first  for  the  uses  and  in  the  order 
stated,  beginning  with  the  interest  on  the  State  debt.  It  will 
be  noted  that  the  revenues  were  overdrawn  before  the  long  list 
of  official  salaries,  expenses,  etc.,  beginning  with  the  Executive 
Department,  was  reached. 

The  financial  condition,  as  revealed  by  the  foregoing  figures, 
cannot  be  corrected  by  small  economies ;  sources  for  larger 
revenue  must  be  developed.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
while  we  are  faced  with  a  deficit,  we  are  also  confronted  with 
conditions,  which  call  for  serious  and  thoughtful  considera- 
tion and  in  the  solution  of  which  much  money  will  be  needed. 
There  is  hardly  a  single  State  institution  but  needs  extensions 
in  buildings,  lands,  overhauling,  general  improvements,  and 
new  equipment.  The  Girls'  Vocational  School  and  State  Tu- 
berculosis Hospital  were  not  built,  largely  on  account  of  lack 
of  funds.  The  question  of  larger  State  care  of  the  insane ;  of 
finding  homes  for  the  dependent  children;  better  provisions 
for  caring  for  all  delinquent  boys;  the  care  of  the  feeble-minded 
and  epileptic;  the  tubercular  and  criminal  insane;  the  pella- 
grous insane;  of  all  the  many  classes  of  unfortunates  for 
which  we  make  inadequate  or  no  provision  at  all  will  come  be- 
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fore  you  for  consideration.  Also  the  cost  of  maintaining  these 
different  classes,  now  in  institutions,  on  the  small  per  capita 
allowed.  The  humanitarian  and  social  problems,  to  a  part  of 
which  I  have  referred,  cannot  be  ignored. 

Chakity  and  Education. 

Under  existing  conditions,  our  charitable  and  educational 
institutions  cannot  now,  with  present  appropriations,  be  con- 
ducted as  a  great  State  should  maintain  and  conduct  such  in- 
stitutions' and,  but  for  the  wise  and  economical  management  of 
these  institutions'  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, the  deficit  we  are  facing  today  would  have  been  far  in 
excess  of  what  it  is,  or  the  inmates  of  these  institutions  would 
have  suffered  for  want  of  that  care  and  that  attention  humani- 
ty demands  for  them.  These  institutions  have  been  materially 
improved  in  the  past  two  years,  but  very  much  remains  to  be 
done  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  that  high  degree  of  efficiency 
and  us'efulness  consistent  with  the  duties  and  obligations  that 
a  great  State  owes  to  its  dependent  and  helpless  ones.  Whether 
the  needs  and  necessary  provision  for  these  institutions  can  be 
made  depends  solely  upon  you  as  the  representatives  of  the 
people.  For  in  you  is  lodged  the  only  power  that  can  furnish 
the  necessary  means  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  end.  Your 
hands  alone  can  furnish  to  these  dependent  ones  the  support 
and  sustenance  they  so  much  need.  In  the  presence  of  your 
power  and  your  authority,  those  directly  charged  with  the  du- 
ties and  responsibilities  of  administering  to  their  wants,  stand 
helpless,  appealing  to  your  authority  for  succor  and  support 
for  these  deserving  ones. 

State  Development. 

The  development  of  the  State  and  its'  people,  through  better 
public  highways,  public  education,  progressive  agriculture,  im- 
proved health  and  sanitary  conditions,  protection  of  property, 
inspection  of  foods,  drugs',  fires',  live-stock  and  the  various 
other  activities  demanded  of  the  State,  will  all  appeal  to 'you 
as  deserving  and  worthy  subjects  for  consideration.  You 
must  remember  at  all  times  that  the  present  State  revenues 
can  be  consumed  by  the  payment  of  a  few  leading  items,  such 
as  I  have  made  use  of,  in  demonstrating  our  financial  condi- 
tions ;  that  there  will  then  be  left  a  great  number  of  expenses 
and  charges  to  be  carried  into  and  reported  in  our  deficiencies 
at  the  end  of  each  biennial  period. 
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In  Need  of  Money. 

Unless  necessary  provision  is  made  for  additional  revenue, 
the  State  will  inevitably  suffer  impaired  credit,  and  its  proper 
activities  will  cease  or  be  largely  curtailed. 

Are  the  Taxpayers  of  Tennessee  Burdened  With  State 

Taxes? 

No  doubt  many  good  citizens  of  the  State  believe  themselves 
heavily  burdened  by  taxes  levied  for  carrying  on  State  Gov- 
ernment. To  such,  the^  following  table  showing  what  several 
different  States  pay  per  capita  for  State  Government,  will  be 
interesting  and,  perhaps,  reassuring :

By  comparison  it  will  be  found  that  every  State  in  the  Union, 
save  North  Carolina,  pays  more  than  Tennessee.  In  Tennes- 
see we  pay  the  operating  funds  of  the  penitentiaries  into  the 
State  Treasury  and  withdraw  them  for  paying  expenses  in 
the  same  manner  as  a  private  business  corporation  would  do, 
conducting  its  business  with  a  bank.  If  the  amount  shown  as 
receipts  in  this  way  was  properly  reckoned  and  the  difference 
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taken  into  account  of  interest  paid  on  the  State  debts  of  North 
Garolina  and  Tennessee,  then  Tennessee  will  have  the  distinc- 
tion of  paying  the  smallest  per  capita  for  State  Government  of 
any  of  her  sister  states.  I  ask  you  to  compare  the  per  capita 
cost  of  State  Government  in  Tennessee  with  our  near  neigh- 
bor, Kentucky,  with  the  well  governed  States  of  Ohio,  Wiscon- 
sin, and  California.  It  should  be  remembered  also  that  of  the 
total  sum  of  $9,353,730.83  collected  from  all  sources  during  the 
last  two  years,  hardly  50%  comes  from  direct  taxes  on  real 
and  personal  property  and  privileges.  The  actual  amount  of 
per  capita  paid  for  State  Government  by  the  citizens  direct,  is 
less  than  one  dollar  per  year.  Compare  this  meagre  sum  with 
the  cost  of  National  Government  whose  activities  are  brought 
s'omewhat  close  to  us  through  the  mail  service,  the  weather 
bureau,  the  Congressional  Eecord,  free  garden  seed  and  bi- 
ennial contests  for  seats  in  Congress.  Mr.  McAdoo,  Secretary 
of  the  Treasurer,  estimated  expenses'  for  each  of  the  new  two 
years'  at  one  and  a  half  billions  dollars  per  year.  If  we  have 
one  hundred  millions  of  people,  this  would  make  a  per  capita 
expense  of  $15.00  for  each  person  for  the  cost  of  carrying  on 
our  National  Government. 

Surely  our  people  have  not  realized  the  different  activities 
and  functions  they  would  have  the  State  Government  perform. 
It  has  been  but  a  little  while  since  we  had  no  Normal  or  Poly- 
technic Schools  for  training  teachers  or  developing  trained 
workers' — only  a  few  years  ago  we  were  contributing  in  a  very 
small  way  to  public  education.  Now  the  State  gives  one  out 
of  every  three  dollars  received,  to  this  good  cause.  It  has  not 
been  many  years  since  the  policy  of  pensioning  Confederate 
soldiers  was  begun — now  about  one-fifth  of  our  entire  revenues 
is  devoted  to  this  purpose.  Eevenues  that  were  formerly 
turned  into  the  State  treasury  from  the  inspection  of  fertiliz- 
ers and  of  feedstuffs,  are  now  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  part 
of  the  expenses  of  trained  farm  demonstrators,  who  are  being 
unsanitary  surroundings,  call  for  increased  expense ;  the  con- 
sent to  the  homes  and  on  the  farms  of  our  citizens  to  teach  bet- 
ter farming  methods.  Factory  inspection  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  humane  laws  against  working  children  of  tender 
years  in  factories,  and  in  working  older  people  in  unsafe  and 
unsanitary  surroundings,  call  for  increased  expense ;  the  con- 
servation of  the  public  health;  the  examination  of  State  banks; 
and  many  other  new  and  increased  functions  and  activities  of 
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g-overnmont  have  been  assumed  by  the  Sfate  since  any  pro- 
visions' was  made  for  increasing  revenue. 

DEMOCRATIC  Platform,  1914. 

The  platform  of  the  Democratic  party  strongly  pledged  it- 
self and  its  representatives  in  1914  to  a  fair  and  equitable 
assessment  law  with  back  assessments'  reduced  to  a  minimum; 
property  not  to  be  subject  to  back  assessment  after  it  had 
passed  the  Equalizing  Board ;  and  to  a  tax  commission  for  mak- 
ing assessments  uniform  and  thorough. 

The  platform  further  pledged  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
commission,  composed  of  six  competent  men,  to  serve  without 
compensation,  while  investigating  and  preparing  bills'  to  carry 
into  effect  the  party  promises. 

In  pursuance  of  this  sacred  promise,  to  which  I  willingly 
committed  myself,  I,  as  strongly  as  I  knew  how,  in  my  first 
message,  called  the  attention  of  the  last  Legislature  to  the 
needs  of  the  State  for  a  new  and  adequate  assessment  law, 
quoted  our  solemnly  made  pledges  and  promised  to  appoint 
the  commission  to  perform  the  work  required  of  them.  This 
I  did.  The  commission  was'  composed  of  high-class  men  who 
rendered  notable  service.  As  a  result  of  their  long  and  ardu- 
ous labors  they  submitted  a  series  of  bills',  accompanied  by  an 
exhaustive  report.  The  bills  followed  the  lines  laid  down  by 
the  party  platform. 

Pledges  Kept— 1915. 

On  April  1st,  1915,  I  sent  a  special  message  to  the  Legisla- 
ture, touching  upon  the  importance  of  financial  conditions,  and 
earnestly  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bills  prepared  by 
the  Tax  Commission.    I  used  the  following  language : 

"I  wish  to  impress  upon  the  General  Assembly  that  the 
passage  of  these  bills  is  necessary  as  a  first  step  toward  the 
placing  of  the  State  on  a  sound  financial  basis.  An  estimate 
of  the  expenses  of  the  State  for  the  next  biennial  period  which 
has  been  furnished  me  is  $10,527,010.00,  including  appropria- 
tions up  to  date,  and  the  estimate  of  receipts  is  $10,000,000.00. 
The  State  will  have  to  derive  an  increased  revenue  of  at  least 
$500,000.00,  and  perhaps'  a  $1,000,000.00,  if  the  new  appropria- 
tion now  under  way  shall  be  passed.  I  wish  to  avoid  this.  I 
feel  sure  you  will  be  unwilling  to  adjourn  this  Legislature  and 
go  back  home  to  your  people  without  making  adequate  pro- 
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vision  for  raising  revenue  sufficient  to  meet  our  governmental 
expenses  and  preventing  a  deficit.  I  have  believed  it  my  duty 
to  call  your  attention  again  to  the  fact  that  with  governmental 
expenses  on  its'  present  basis  and  with  appropriations  already 
made,  we  will  run  deeply  into  debt,  and  deeply  into  disgrace 
at  the  same  time.  As  representatives  of  the  people,  it  is  your 
duty,  your  privilege  and  your  responsibility  to  say  what  ap- 
propriations shall  be  made,  and  from  what  sources,  and  in 
what  manner  the  State's  revenues  shall  be  derived." 


As  the  end  of  the  session  approached,  I  sent  other  messages, 
urging  that  all  our  platform  pledges  be  redeemed  by  the  enact- 
ment of  all  promised  legislation.  The  Legislature  adjourned 
— its  members  returned  to  their  homes — the  conditions  which 
they  found  to  exist  and  which  they  permitted  to  continue,  have 
run  the  State  deeply  into  debt  again.  I  urged  in  every  public 
and  private  way  that  faith  with  the  people  be  conscientiously 
kept — that  the  interest  of  the  State  be  made  paramount  to 
petty  and  selfish  views  or  interests. 


Today,  with  our  party  pledges  newly  made  for  a  thorough 
and  business-like  regulation  of  this'  important  matter-facing  a 
deficit  in  our  revenue  of  large  proportions,  I  call  ujjon  all  of 
you  who  respect  honorable  obligations  to  be  mindful  of  your 
public  promises  and  all  that  is  implied  therefrom.  A  grave 
fiscal  problem  is  presented  for  your  solution.  The  material, 
moral  and  social  welfare  of  a  great  State  and  of  a  great  people, 
will  be  advanced  or  held  back  just  in  accordance  with  your 
action. 

The  Financial  Conditions  of  State  Treasury. 

Approximately  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  on  Jan, 
1st,  1917,  is*  as  follows :

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There  must  be  some  means  provided  for  the  payment  of  this 
deficit.  A  great  State  cannot  afford  to  have  its  paper  dis*- 
counted,  peddled,  or  refused. 

The  State,  like  an  honorable  citizen  who  values  his  business 
standing,  and  his  personal  honor,  should  be  able  to  either  pay 
its  bills  promptly  or  name  the  day  whereon  they  will  be  paid. 

The  work  of  the  Legislature  should,  in  my  opinion,  begin 
with  consideration  of  the  financial  questions  to  which  1  am 
calling  your  attention.  The  necessity  of  a  new  assessment  law 
is  a  fundamental  proposition — it  is  the  very  starting  point  of 
any  attempt  to  improve  financial  conditions.  Without  pro- 
viding money  for  meeting  necessary  expenses  and  for  doing 
those  wise,  progressive,  constructive  and  patriotic  things,  you 
will,  by  a  proper  conception  of  duty,  be  moved  to  do,  it  were 
better  that  you  had  remained  at  home. 

I  trust  you  will  begin  with  the  consideration  of  the  first  and 
most  important  questions — give  proper  heed  to  the  experience 
of  other  States,  get  information  and  counsel  from  those  who 
have  given  time  and  thought  to  the  consideration  of  it,  and 
bring  in  an  assessment  bill  that  will  be  just,  equitable  and  fair, 
to  all  interests — a  bill  vesting  power  and  authority  in  such  way 
that  it  can  be  made  practical,  workable,  and  enforceable.  The 
information  gained  by  the  Tax  Commission  of  two  years  ago, 
and  the  measures  submitted  by  them,  to  which  I  then  gave  my 
strong  approval,  is  available — likewise  the  report  and  the  bill  i 
submitted  recently  by  the  Kentucky  State  Tax  Commission. 

To  show  how  ineffective  our  methods  of  assessing  real  estate 
have  been,  and  how  disproportionate  our  assessments  are  to 
actual  value,  as  values  are  known  and  understood  by  our  peo- 
ple, I  append  the  following  table  showing  our  entire  assessment 
of  lands  in  the  State :

The  rate  in  1868  was  sixty  cents,  in  1916,  thirty-five  cents. 
Increase  in  value  of  land  per  acre  46  years,  20.2%,. 

While  during  the  last  25  years,  the  value  of  all  lands  in  the 
State  has  shown  an  increase  from  100%  to  500%,  the  increases 
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in  as'sessment  from  the  nominal  valuation  of  $6.18  in  1898  has 
only  advanced,  in  nearly  twenty  years,  to  $8.64. 

The  Fee  System. 

If  there  is  one  good  reason  for  continuing  the  system  of  al- 
lowing the  Clerks  of  Courts,  and  other  county  officers  in  the 
more  populous  counties,  to  receive,  for  their  own  use  and  bene- 
fit, all  the  fees'  which  it  is  their  duty  to  collect,  I  have  failed  to 
hear  it.  In  counties  like  Shelby  and  Davidson,  the  value  of 
the  offices  range  from  $10,000.00  to  $40,000.00  per  year,  accord- 
ing to  public  estimate.    It  is  known  that  the  fees  are  large. 

The  principle  underlying  the  system  is  wrong  and  vicious. 

District  Attorneys-General  and  Coil  Oil  Inspectors  were 
once  allowed  the  fees  of  the  offices,  but  this"  bad  practice  ceased 
many  years  ago,  and  the  fees  are  now  carried  into  the  State 
/  Treasury.  The  Secretary  of  State,  who  collects  large  sums  in 
fees  and  who  receives  a  salary  of  $4,000.00  per  year ;  the  In- 
surance Commissioner  who  collects  several  hundred  thousands 
of  dollars  from  the  insurance  companies,  and  receives  a  sal- 
ary of  $3,600.00  per  year,  and  many  other  State  officers  are  as 
much  entitled  to  all  the  fees  and  collections  made  by  them,  as 
the  Clerks  of  the  Courts*  and  other  Court  officials  are,  to  the 
entire  fees  of  their  offices.  They  undoubtedly  perform  more 
labor,  and  the  duties  of  their  offices  require  as  high  order  of 
ability  than  is  required  to  discharge  the  duties  of  county  offi- 
cers. The  whole  system  is  iniquitous.  We  are  pledged  by 
the  Democratic  platform  to  abolish  it,  and  substitute  a  salary 
system  therefor,  that  will  fairly  compensate  the  office-holders 
for  the  labor  and  responsibilities.  If  we  were  not  committed 
by  a  party  promise,  we  should  be  constrained  by  a  sense  of 
right  and  justice,  to  rid  the  State  of  an  unwholesome,  corrupt- 
ing influence  in  its  politics,  both  local  and.  State.  In  working 
out  the  details  of  a  measure  of  this  kind,  careful  provision  must 
be  made  for  protecting  the  rights  of  the  State  in  the  collection 
of  its  proper  proportion  of  the  fees  which  the  law  should  re- 
quire to  be  conveyed  into  the  treasury. 

I  mention  this  fact  in  my  message  to  you,  at  this  time,  for 
the  reason  that  we  cannot  have  a  just  financial  system  so  long 
as  we  have  a  rotten,  iniquitous,  corrupting  fee  system. 

Budget  Commission. 

A  well  devised  budget  system  of  revenue  and  expenditure 
is,  I  believe,  essential  as  a  part  of  any  program  for  putting 
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the  State's  fiscal  affairs  on  a  business  basis.  This  plan  has 
also  been  successfully  employed  in  a  number  of  the  States. 

It  simply  means  a  plan  or  system  whereby  estimates  are 
made  before  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  of  the  probable 
revenues  and  the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  needed  during 
the  next  annual  or  biennial  fiscal  period,  for  paying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  State  Government  and  enabling  it  to  carry  on 
properly  all  of  its  needed  activities  and  functions. 

A  burget  system  should  require  of  every  department  and 
every  official  charged  with  the  duty  of  submitting  estimates, 
the  most  thorough  and  complete  statement  of  facts,  and  the 
fullest  information  respecting  every  item  included  in  his  esti- 
mates. The  value  of  the  budget,  the  weight  that  should  be 
given,  the  recommendation  of  the  official  or  officials  who  sub- 
mitted to  the  General  Assembly,  will  be  determined  largely  by 
the  information  required  of  the  department  touching  its  vari- 
ous items. 

The  finance  and  appropriation  committees  of  the  General 
Assembly,  during  the  short  period  of  its  Legislative  session, 
cannot  make  the  careful  and  painstaking  investigation  neces- 
sary to  a  correct  judgment  of  the  many  items  that  they  are 
asked  to  have  included  in  appropriation  bills. 

Log  rolling  and  other  reprehensible  methods,  under  our  pres- 
ent system,  are  possible,  and  the  Governor,  under  our  Consti- 
tution, has  not  the  right  to  veto  a  single  objectionable  item, 
but  he  must,  if  he  acts  at  all,  veto  the  entire  bill,  which  often 
reaches  him  during  the  closing  hours  of  the  Legislative  session. 

Such  a  system  does  not  contemplate  the  usurpation  of  the 
powers  belonging  to  the  Legislature. 

If  unwise  expenditures  are  submitted  in  the  budget  they  can 
be  eliminated  by  the  House  Appropriation  Committee,  on  the 
floor  of  the  House ;  by  the  Senate  Appropriation  Committee,  on 
the  floor  of  the  Senate;  in  Conference  Committee  of  both 
Houses;  or  by  the  Governor's  veto  of  the  entire  bill. 

The  budget  system  puts  the  matter  of  appropriations  and 
expenditures  in  the  open  and  clearly  above  board. 

It  is  recommended  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency. 

It  is  the  surest  preventive  of  hidden  or  obscure  items  in  ap- 
propriation bills,  and  the  deathly  enemy  of  graft. 

It  contemplates  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  law-makers 
carefully  prepared  estimates  and  full  information  gathered 
and  submitted  by  the  heads  of  departments,  to  the  Budget  Com- 
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mission  or  Budget  Commissioner,  respecting  every  suggested 
expenditure. 

Enlarging  the  Power  of  State  Auditor. 

Under  our  complex  system  of  State  Government — ^with  Leg- 
islation increasing — with  expenses*  exceeding  receipts — with 
demands  on  every  hand  for  new  and  increased  activities  along 
business  and  social  lines,  it  behooves  you  to  give  careful 
thought  and  consideration  to  devising  plans',  not  only  for  rais- 
ing needed  revenue,  but  for  providing  such  a  system  as  will 
safeguard  the  expenditure  of  public  money,  and  for  making 
plain  to  the  people  of  the  State  in  what  manner  every  dollar  of 
public  money  is  to  be  spent. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  and  great  need  of  an  intelli- 
gent and  business-like  system  of  preparing  estimates  of  ex- 
penditures to  be  considered  by  the  Legislature,  I  recommend 
that  Legislative  Committees  be  appointed  at  once  for  begin- 
ning the  investigation  of  budget  legislation,  studying  the  sys- 
tems in  use  in  the  cities  and  other  states,  and  for  drafting  a 
bill  putting  that  information  into  practical,  workable  shape. 

Uniform  Bookkeeping. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  or  the  amendment  of  the  law  passed 
in  1913,  creating  the  office  of  State  Auditor,  so  as  to  create  an 
Auditing  Department  with  full  power  and  authority  to  audit 
the  books  of  all  State  ^nd  county  officials,  who  are  charged  with 
the  duty  of  collecting  revenue,  and  to  establish  a  uniform  sys*- 
tem  of  bookkeeping  for  these  officials.  In  my  judgment,  many 
a  good  man  has  fallen  into  error  and  became  a  defaulter  simply 
because  of  the  careless  method  of  bookkeeping  adopted  for  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  his  office. 

The  auditor  should  be  required  to  examine  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  all  State  offices  and  departments  not  less  than  once 
in  each  year,  and  make  report  to  the  Governor ;  to  examine  the 
books  and  accounts  of  all  educational,  charitable,  penal  and 
reformatory  institutions  in  lilfe  manner,  and  make  a  report  to 
the  governing  boards  or  authorities  over  such  institutions ;  to 
examine  not  less  than  once  in  two  years,  through  deputies  or 
field  examiners,  the  books  and  records'  of  every  county  official 
in  the  State  who  has  anything  to  do  with  the  collection  or  dis- 
bursement of  any  moneys  in  which  the  State  is  interested,  and 
make  report  of  his  findings  to  the  Comptroller. 
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The  auditor  should  be  clothed  with  ample  powers  to  enable 
him  to  effectively  perform  his  duties.  The  appointment  of 
an  auditor  should  be  authorized,  and  the  necessary  assistants 
and  machinery  provided  to  efficiently  accomplish  all  the  audit- 
ing work  required  of  him  within  the  time  fixed  by  law.  The 
expenses  thereof  should  be  borne  by  the  counties  and  by  the 
State. 

It  is'  a  well  known  and  lamentable  fact  that  a  very  consider- 
able portion  of  the  revenues,  to  which  the  State  is  entitled,  is 
either  not  collected  or  never  accounted  for.  Defalcations  of 
county  officers,  with  all  of  the  ensuing  bad  results  and  evil  con- 
sequences, or  financial  loss  to  the  counties  and  the  State,  of 
disgrace  of  public  officers,  loss  to  bondsmen,  litigation  and  dis- 
turbance to  the  citizenship  of  the  counties,  have  been  of  too 
frequent  occurance.  Effective  provisions  should  now  be  made 
by  law  to  prevent  and  to  reduce  their  recurrence  to  a  minimum. 

By  providing  such  machinery,  no  doubt  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  may  be  saved  to  the  State  and  counties, 
as  has'  been  done  in  other  states.  By  the  enforcement  of  such 
a  law,  a  higher  sense  of  public  responsibility  will  be  aroused  in 
officials  generally,  and  public  office  will  be  better  understood  as 
being  a  public  trust. 

In  the  interest  of  good,  sound  business — as  a  necessary  part 
of  an  intelligent  business-like  system  of  handling  our  fiscal 
system,  I  recommend  the  suggested  changes'  to  your  careful 
consideration. 

It  is  also  submitted  as  worthy  of  consideration,  that  the  title 
of  Auditor''  might  be  changed  to  ^ 'Chief  Accountant,"  or  to 
a  '' Bureau  of  Accountancy,"  as  the  position  is  known  in  other 
states.  The  office  of  auditor  in  the  Treasury  Department  of 
the  United  States  Grovernment,  and  in  many  of  the  states,  is 
practically  identical  with  that  of  the  Comptroller  in  this  State. 

Must  Cut  Expenses. 

In  order  that  the  State  may  be  able  to  meet  her  just  obliga- 
tions, to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  her  institutions  along 
lines  consistent  with  the  growth  and  development  of  a  great 
State,  and  at  the  same  time  avoid,  in  so  far  as  possible,  in- 
creasing the  burden  of  taxes,  I  suggest  that  we  first  cut  out  all 
needless  and  unnecessary  expenses  in  the  departments  of  the 
State,  and  I  know  of  no  better  place  for  this  reformation  to 
begin  than  in  the  halls  of  the  law-making  bodies  of  the  State. 
If,  upon  an  investigation,  it  is  found  there  are  needless*  and 
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unnecessary  expenditures  in  an  effort  to  enact  laws,  and  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  law-making  powers  to  practice  economy,  then 
I  am  sure  there  is  no  better  place  to  begin  than  at  home.  To 
this  end  I  suggest  that  only  a  sufficient  force  "be  employed  to 
intelligently  and  efficiently  carry  on  the  business  and  aid  your 
Honorable  body  to  properly  perform  the  functions  and  duties 
devolving  upon  you  as  representatives  of  the  people.  I  am 
sure  that  you  will  agree  with  me  that  there  has  never  been  a 
time,  and  can  never  be  a  time,  when  extravagant,  needless  and 
unnecessary  expenditures  of  the  people's  money  can  be  justi- 
fied. Strict  economy  should  be  the  desire  and  the  determina- 
tion of  every  one  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  adminis- 
tering the  affairs  of  the  State,  and  especially  should  economy 
be  rigidly  practiced  at  this  time,  when  the  State's'  Treasury  is 
empty,  and  we  are  forced  to  continue  governmental  activities 
by  the  creation  of  additional  indebtedness. 

In  order  to  call  your  attention  to  some  reforms  that  might 
possibly  be  made,  it  will  be  observed  by  reference  to  the  ap- 
propriation bill  that  the  last  Legislature  expended  for :

I  realize  the  importance  of  having  proper  officials  and  suffi- 
cient force  to  discharge  the  duties  incumbent  upon  these  dif- 
ferent officials,  and  I  call  attention  to  this  matter  merely  in 
order  that  you  may  take  occasion  to  review  the  situation  and 
see  if  expenses  can  be  reduced  along  these  lines. 

System  of  Taxation. 

I  have  endeavored  to  make  plain  the  facts  regarding  our  fi- 
nancial conditions,  for  the  information  of  all  the  members. 
I  have  reminded  the  Democrats  of  their  duty  with  respect  to 
the  questions  that  are  specifically  mentioned  in  our  party  plat- 
form.   The  question  of  a  just  and  equitable  system  of  taxa- 
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tion;  of  sufficient  revenues  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  State 
Government  and  to  carry  on  in  a  proper  maimer  all  of  its 
needed  activities;  of  intelligent  information  to  be  furnished 
the  Legislature  relative  to  all  proposed  expenditures  through 
a  budget  system;  of  uniform  methods  of  book-keeping  in  all 
State  land  county  offices ;  and  a  proper  auditing  and  checking 
thereof,  at  proper  intervals';  and  of  the  abolition  of  the  fee 
system,  are  discussed  at  this  time  because  they  are  closely  re- 
lated and  are  of  paramount  importance.  These  are  not  party 
questions,  therefore,  I  appeal  to  members  of  different  political 
beliefs  to  join  in  working  out  a  series  of  bills  on  the  sxibject  of 
ass-essment,  revenue,  and  the  related  subjects.  In  my  anxiety 
to  have  these  matters  gain  precedence  in  your  deliberations 
over  all  others,  I  have  not  mentioned  other  subjects  nor  raised 
other  questions. 

I  shall,  at  an  early  date,  give  full  and  detailed  information 
respecting  the  different  departments  of  the  State  Government, 
and  make  suggestions  and  recommendations  touching  the  needs 
and  requirements  of  the  various  branches  of  the  public  service. 

I  now  commend  to  your  earnest,  careful,  and  immediate  con- 
sideration the  questions  which  I  have  had  the  privilege  of 
bringing  to  your  attention,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

1.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned;  shall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order  and  cause  the  roll  to  be  called ;  and, 
on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall  cause  the  Journal  of  the 
preceding  day  of  sitting  to  be  read,  corrected  (if  necessary), 
and  approved. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  decide  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  member,  on  which  ap- 
peal no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  unless  by  leave  of 
the  Senate. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  state  or  put  a  question. 

4.  Question  shall  be  put  directly,  in  this  form :  ' '  Senators 
in  favor  of  (then  state  the  proposition)  say,  'Aye;'  after  the 
affirmative  will  is  expressed,  Senators  who  are  opposed  say, 
'No.'  "  If  the  Speaker  doubt  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the 
Senate  shall  divide.  Those  voting  in  the  affirmative  of  the 
question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,,  and  afterwards  those 
in  the  negative ;  or  the  question  may  be  decided  bv  a  call  of  the 
roll. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member 
to  perform  any  duties  of  the  Chair,  but  such  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment.  If  he  be  absent  at  the 
time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  any  meeting  of  the  Senate,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  a  Speaker  pro  tern 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
Speaker. 

6.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cially directed  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Senate  viva  voce;  and  if,  upon  the  first  time  of 
voting,  there  is  no  election,  there  shall  be  a  second  voting,  in 
which  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  prevail. 
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7.  In  all  other  elections'  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
Senators  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

8.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
chamber  gallery,  the  Speaker  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  same  to  be 
cleared. 

9.  He  shall  procure  (or  appoint  a  committee  for  that  pur- 
pose) a  minister  of  the  gospel  or  other  suitable  person  to  open 
each  day's  sitting  of  the  Senate  with  prayer;  he  shall  appoint 
as  many  porters  to  wait  upon  the  Senate  under  his*  directions, 
as  necessary. 

ORDEK  OF  BUSINESS. 

10.  As  soon  as  the  Journal  is  read,  the  Speaker  shall 
-through  the  Clerk,  call  for^ — 

(1)  Petitions  and  Memorials. 

(2)  Reports  from  Standing  Committees, 

(3)  Reports  from  Select  Committees. 

11.  After  the  morning  business  is  gone  through,  the  bus- 
iness before  the  Senate  shall  be  taken  up  in  the  following 
order : 

(1)  Introduction  of  Resolutions.^ 

(2)  Introduction  of  Bills. 

(3)  Unfinished  Business  of  Previous  Day, 

(4)  Resolutions  Lying  Over. 

(5)  House  Bills  on  First  Reading, 

(6)  House  Bills  on  Second  Reading. 

(7)  Senate  Bills  on  Second  Redding. 

(8)  House  Bills  on  Third  Reading. 

(9)  Senate  Bills  on  Third  Reading. 

(10)  Announcement  of  Committee  Meetings. 

DECOEUM,  ORDER  AND  DEBATE. 

12.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  de- 
liver any  matter  whatsoever  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from 
his  appropriate  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  ^'Mr. 
Speaker''  and  shall,  after  he  is  recognized  by  the  Chair,  pro- 
ceed in  his  remarks,,  which  may  be  made,  at  his  option,  in  front 
of  the  Clerk's  desk,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  question 
under  debate  and  avoiding  all  personalities. 

13.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
subject,  without  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  Senators  who  have 
once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for 
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the  purpose  of  explanation),  to  the  exclusion  of  another  who 
has*  not  spoken ;  and  no  member  shall  speak  longer  than  twen- 
ty minutes  in  the  first  speech  and  ten  minutes  in  the  second 
speech  on  lany  question,  unless  by  consent  of  the  Senate. 

14.  If  any  member  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
Rules'  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may, 
call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order 
shall  immediately  sit  down,  when  the  point  of  order  shall  be  at 
once  decided  by  the  Chair,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 
After  the  decision  is  rendered,  the  member  having  the  floor 
can  proceed,  subject  to  the  decision  made. 

15.  If  a  member  be  called  to  order  by  a  Senator  for  words 
spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall  be  immediately  repeated 
by  the  Senator  excepting  and  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Clerk. 

16.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Senate  without  leave  first  obtained ;  and  in  case  a  less  number 
than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  shall  convene,  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  send  the  Sergeant- at- Arms,  or  any  other  person  or 
pers'ons,_for  any  or  all  absent  members,  as  the  majority  of 
such  members'  present  shall  agree,^  at  the  expense  of  such  ab- 
sent members,  respectively,  unless  such  excuse  for  non-attend- 
ance shall  be  made  as  the  Senate,  when  a  quorum  is  convened, 
shall  judge  sufficient;  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  authorized 
and  empowered  to  arrest  absent  members'  and  to  use  all  the 
force  and  means  necessary  to  effect  said  arrest.  For  this  pur- 
pose he  may  summon  all  needed  deputies  and  do  all  things 
necessary  to  secure  the  presence  in  the  Senate  chamber  of  the 
absent  members. 

17.  Every  member  shall  address  the  Chair  from  his  appro- 
priate table ;  and  no  member  shall  be  recognized  by  the  Speak- 
er unless  he  be,  when  he  addresses  the  Speaker,  in  his'  proper 
place;  but  when  recognized  by  the  Speaker,  he  may  take  his 
place  in  front  of  the  Clert's  desk.  In  all  cases  the  member 
who  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Chair  shall  be  entitled  to 
speak  first ;  but  when  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  and  ad- 
dress the  Chair  at  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the 
member  who  shall  speak  first. 

MOTIONS. 

18.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  is  seconded 
and  stated  by  the  Speaker. 

19.  When  a  motion  shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  (if  desired  by  the  Speaker  or  any  member), 
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delivered  at  the  table,  and  read,  before  the  same  shall  be  de- 
batable. 

20.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  commit,  or  amend,,  or  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged. 

PEEVIOUS  QUESTION. 

21.  The  previous  question  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker 
in  this  form :  ' '  Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put  It  shall 
be  admitted  only  when  voted  for  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present ;  and  if  the  call  is  made  and  sustained,  its  effects  shall 
be  to  preclude  all  further  amendments  and  terminate  all  de- 
bate ;  but  it  may  be  applied  to  the  main  question,  or  to  the  main 
question  and  amendment,  or  the  main  question,  amendment, 
and  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  shall  bring  the  Senate 
to  a  direct  vote  on  the  question,  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  and  from  the  point  where  the  call  was  applied.  But  in 
all  debates  upon  resolutions  or  bills,  immediately  prior  to  their 
final  passage  on  third  reading,  the  mover  or  author  of  the  reso- 
lution or  bill  shall  have  the  right  to  close  the  debate  thereon, 
and  no  call  for  the  previous  question  nor  any  other  motion 
shall  cut  off  this  right  in  the  mover  or  author  of  the  measure ; 
provided,  however,  when  the  demand  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion has  been  made  and  rejected  under  the  foregoing  provis- 
ion, it  shall  be  in  order  upon  the  demand  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Senate,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules  to  meet 
and  report  for  adoption  by  a  majority  of  the  Senate  a  rule  or 
order  fixing  or  limiting  the  time  in  which  debate  on  said  ques- 
tion shall  be  closed. 

22.  When,,  by  order  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  has  risen  to 
submit  a  question,  or  when  there  is  a  call  for  the  ayes  and  noes 
or  a  count  of  the  Senate,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
decision  of  the  Senate  is  declared  by  the  Chair.  At  all  other 
times  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  in  order,  provided 
some  business  has  been  transacted  since  the  last  motion  to  ad- 
journ. 

DIVISION  OP  QUESTION. 

23.  Any  Senator  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question, 
which  shall  be  divided  if  it  comprehend  propositions  in  sub- 
stance so  distinct  that,  one  being  taken  away,  a  substantive 
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proposition  shall  remain  for  tlie  decision  of  the  Senate;  but  on 
motions  to  strike  out  and  insert,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to 
move  for  a  division  of  that  question.  But  a  rejection  of  the 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  pre- 
vent a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  different  propositin, 
nor  prevent  a  subsequent  motion  simply  to  strike  out,  nor  shall 
a  rejection  of  a  motion  simply  to  strike  out  prevent  a  subse- 
quent motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

24.  An  amendment  to  an  amendment  in  the  third  degree 
shall  not  be  in  order. 

25.  In  filling  up  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time 
shall  first  be  put. 

26.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  the  same 
is*  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  decided  by  a  vote  of 
the  Senate  without  debate. 

AYES  AND  NOES. 

27.  The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  for  by  any  five  mem- 
bers, and  then  each  member  called  upon  shall,  except  for  spe- 
cial reasons,  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  declare  openly  and 
without  debate  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

28.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes  upon  call  of  the  Senate, 
the  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  taken  alphabetically. 

29.  When  the  "ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  upon  any  ques- 
tion in  pursuance  of  the  above  rules,  no  member  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  change  his  vote  after  the  decision  is  announced  by 
the  Chair,  unless  by  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate. 

30.  All  questions,,  whether  in  committee  or  in  the  Senate, 
shall  be  propounded  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  moved, 
except  that  of  filling  up  blanks. 

KECONSIDEEATION. 

31.  When  a  question  has  been  made  and  carried  in  the  af- 
firmative or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  vot- 
ing in  the  majority  to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  at 
any  time  the  siame  day  or  the  two  next  succeeding  days  of 
actual  session. 

No  motion  to  reconsider  a  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order, 
except  that  it  shall  be  in  order  when  a  bill  or  resolution  is  re- 
jected by  the  Senate,  and  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
tabled,  for  any  Senator  who  voted  for  the  rejection  to  move  to 
take  from  the  table  the  motion  to  reconsider ;  but  such  motion 
shall  not  be  in  order  after  the  expiration  of  three  whole  days 
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from  the  date  of  its  rejection,  and  two-thirds'  of  the  members 
voting  shall  vote  in  the  affirmative  before  said  motion  shall 
prevail;  provided,  that  not  less  than  twenty-five  members  of 
the  Senate  shall  be  present  when  such  -action  is  taken.  If  the 
motion  to  take  from  the  table  the  motion  to  reconsider  shall 
prevail,  the  question  shall  then  be  upon  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider. In  all  other  cases  it  shall  be  a  finality  when  a  motion 
to  reconsider  is  tabled. 

The  Clerk  shall  transmit  to  the  House  no  bill,  resolution, 
message,  report,  amendment,  or  motion;  nor  shall  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enrolled  Bills  present  any  bill  or  resolution  to  the 
Grovernor  for  his  action  until  the  time  for  moving  a  reconsid- 
eration thereof  shall  have  expired,  unless  otherwise  expressly 
ordered  by  the  Seniate. 

PETITIONS  AND  MEMOKIALS. 

32.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the  Sen- 
ate shall  be  received  and  read  at  the  table,  a  brief  statement 
of  the  contents  of  the  petition  or  memorial  shall  be  verbally 
made  by  the  introducer. 

BILLS  AND  EESOLUTIONS. 

33.  All  bills'  and  resolutions  shall  be  written  on  not  less 
than  a  full  piage  of  legal  paper,  and  shall  have  indorsed  on  the 
back  thereof  the  title  thereof  and  whether  ^' Local"  or  Gen- 
eral" bill,  and  if  local,  the  county  and  population  to  which  it 
applies'  shall  be  endorsed  thereon,  and  the  name  of  the  author ; 
and  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee, 
but  may  at  any  time  be  referred  to  such  committee  as  the 
Chair  may  order. 

34.  Bills  coming  from  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
have  precedence  of  bills  in  the  Senate  on  the  same  subject. 

35.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  or  leave,  or  by 
an  order  of  the  Senate  on  the  report  of  committee ;  and  all  bills 
shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  introduced 
unless  when  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  direct. 

36.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information ;  and 
if  opposition  is  made  to  it,  the  question  shall  be:  ''Shall  this 
bill  be  rejected?"  If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  question 
to  reject  be  negatived,  the  bill  shall  pass  its  first  reading  and 
be  placed  on  the  calendar  for  its  second  reading. 

37.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  it  shall  be  referred  to 
the  proper  committee. 
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APPEOPRIATIONS  AND  REVENUE  BILLS. 

38.  No  resolution,  or  bill  appropriating  money,  or  relating 
to  the  assessment  or  collection  of  revenue,  shall  be  put  upon 
final  passage  until  the  same  has  been  referred  to  and  consid- 
ered by  the  Finance,  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

39.  After  commitment  and  report  thereof  to  the  Senate,  at 
any  time  before  its  passage,  a  bill  may  be  recommitted. 

40.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  executed  in  a 
fair  hand  or  with  typewriter  without  interlineation. 

41.  After  any  bill  or  other  matter  shall  have  been  in  com- 
mittee for  seven  (7)  days,  the  same  may  be  called  for  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  voting  and  ordered  placed  upon  the  cal- 
endar of  the  Senate. 

42.  Upon  the  request  of  not  less  than  five  members  of  the 
Senate,  the  Committee  on  Rules  shall  call  from  any  standing 
committee  at  any  time  any  bill  and  place  it  upon  the  calendar 
of  the  Senate. 

43.  No  bill  shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject,  that  sub- 
ject to  be  embraced  in  the  title.  All  bills  to  repeal,  revive,  or 
amend  former  laws  shall  recite  in  their  captions,  or  otherwise, 
the  title  of  the  law  to  be  repealed,  revived,  or  amended. 

44.  When  a  bill  shall  pass,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk, 
noting  the  day  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

45.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  Speaker  shall 
leave  the  chair,  and  a  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  to  preside  in  committee. 

46.  Upon  bills  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
the  bill  shall  be  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk,  and  then  again 
read  and  debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last 
considered.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  inter- 
lined; but  all  amendments,  noting  the  page  and  line,  shall  be 
duly  entered  by  the  Clerk  on  a  separate  paper,  as  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the 
Senate.  After  report,  the  bill  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  de- 
bated and  amended  by  clauses  before  being  put  on  its  final 
passage. 

47.  All  amendments  made  to  an  original  motion  in  commit- 
tee shall  be  incorporated  with  the  motion,  and  so  reported. 
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48.  All  amendments  made  to  a  report,  committed  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  shall  be  noted  and  reported,  as  in  case  of 
bills. 

RULES. 

49.  The  Rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  so  far  as*  applicable ;  but  no  member  shall 
speak  twice  to  any  question  until  every  member  choosing  to 
speak  shall  have  spoken. 

50.  No  standing  rule  of  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  re- 
scinded or  changed  without  one  day's  notice  to  be  given  of  a 
motion  thereof;  nor  shall  any  rule  be  suspended,  except  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

51.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills 
to  report  at  any  time. 

52.  A  motion  ^'To  postpone  indefinitely,''  or  *^To  strike 
out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill,"  or  ^'resolving  clause  of  a 
resolution,"  if  concurred  in,  is  equivalent  to  a  rejection.  When 
a  bill  or  resolution  has  been  rejected  the  same  shall  not  be  re- 
considered except  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Senators  pres- 
ent, and  it  shall  take  a  majority  of  Senators  voting  to  reject  a 
bill  or  resolution. 

53.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  for  the 
previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  provided, 
the  mover  of  a  proposition  sought  to  be  laid  upon  the  table,  or 
on  which  the  previous  question  is  called  for  by  the  opposition 
thereto,  may  speak  upon  said  motion  and  not  longer  than  ten 
minutes. 

54.  Messages  may  be  introduced  at  any  stage  of  business, 
except  while  a  question  is  being  put,  while  the  ayes  and  noes 
are  being  taken,  or  while  voting  in  an  election. 

55.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees,  to- 
wit : 

(1)  Agricultural  and  Immigration, 

(2)  Bamks, 

(3)  Buildings  and  Loans. 

(4)  Penal  and  Charitable  Institutions, 

(5)  Claims. 

(6)  Constitutional  Amendments. 

(7)  Corporations. 

(8)  Education  and  Common  Schools. 

(9)  Enrolled  Bills. 
(10)    Federal  Relations. 
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(11)  Finance,  Ways  and  Means. 

(12)  Game,  Fish  and  Forestry. 

(13)  Insuramce. 

(14)  Judiciary. 

(15)  Labor. 

(16)  Manufacturing  and  Mining. 

(17)  Military  Affairs. 

(18)  Municipal  Affairs. 

(19)  Neiv  Counties  and  County  Lines.

56.  The  Speaker  shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  standing 
committees'. 

EESOLUTIONS  AND  BILLS. 

57.  When  a  bill  is  withdrawn  for  amendment,  the  same 
shall  be  returned  within  three  days'  thereafter. 

58.  All  resolutions  shall  lie  one  day  on  the  table  before  they 
receive  the  action  of  the  Senate,  unless  by  a  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

59.  All  bills  passed  in  the  Senate  shall,  before  they  are  sent 
to  the  House  of  Representatives,  be  examined  by  a  committee 
of  three  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  bills, 
amendments,  resolutions,  or  motions  before  they  go  out  of  the 
possession  of  the  Senate,  and  to  make  report  that  they  are  cor- 
rectly engrossed,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

60.  No  member  or  other  person  shall  smoke  tobacco  within 
the  chamber  during  the  hours  of  the  session. 

SERGEANT-AT-AEMS. 

61.  The  Sergeant-iat-Arms  shall  admit  no  persons  into  the 
S^mate  chamber  except  the  offiicers  of  the  State,  members  of 
the  House,  ex-members  of  the  Senate,  officers  and  members  of 
Senate,  and  re[)orters  properly  authorized  to  represent  the 
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various  newspapers  of  the  country;  and  all  visitors  and  specta- 
tors shall  have  access  to  the  gallery  so  long'  as  they  preserve 
order  ;  but  the  Speaker  shall  have  power  to  suspend  this*  rule 
at  pleasure. 

62.  The  rules  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Roberts 
Rules  of  Order"  shall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  to  which 

they  are  applicable  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  foregoing  Rules. 

63.  "  During  the  last  ten  (10)  days  of  the  session  no  bills 
shall  be  referred  to  any  committee,  except  by  a  vote  of  the 
Senate,  and  no  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
Journal  during  such  time. 

COMMITTEE  MEETINGS. 

64.  No  committee  shall  meet  and  consider  or  act  upon  any 
bill  or  resolution  'except  after  due  and  reasonable  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  given  in  open  session  of  the 
Senate  under  head  ten  of  the  order  of  business.  The  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate  is  required  to  write  all  calls  for  a 
committee  meeting  on  the  Senate  blackboard  immediately  af- 
ter the  announcements  lare  made  in  the  open  Senate. 

SETTING  SPECIAL  OKDEK. 

65.  The  Senate,  by  a  majority  vote,  may  set  any  general 
bill  or  joint  resolution  for  special  order  at  any  time. 

66.  The  foregoing  Rules  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote ;  but  a  motion  to  alter  or  amend  the  Rules  shall, 
in  all  cases',  lie  over  one  day.  When  a  bill  has  been  substituted 
for  another  bill  the  bill  displaced  by  the  substitution  shall  be 
considered  to  be  as  going  to  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Worley  the  Clerk  was  ordered  to  have 
printed  500  copies  of  the  Rules  together  with  the  usual  direc- 
tory and  Federal  Census*. 

The  motion  prevailed.

The  message  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly: 

In  pursuance  of  a  requirement  of  the  Constitution  I  submit 
herewith  a  general  message,  dealing  with  the  conditions  of  the 
various  departments  and  institutions  of  the  State,  together 
with  recommendations  for  legislation  to  which  the  party  is 
committed  by  its  platform  pledges. 

State  Board  of  Control. 
Penal,  Reformatory  and  Charitable  Institutions. 

Two  years  ago  I  recommended  to  the  General  Assembly  the 
enactment  of  a  law  creating  a  Board  of  Control,  with  powers 
adequate  to  supervise,  manage  and  control  our  penal,  reforma- 
tory and  charitable  institutions.  The  plan  outlined  met  with 
legislative  approval,  and  the  law  creating  the  Board  went  into 
effect  March  19th,  1915. 

The  Board  of  Control,  when  first  organized  for  business, 
faced  the  largest  and  most  difficult  assortment  of  problems  that 
has  ever  confronted  a  new  department  of  our  State  Govern- 
ment. A  majority  of  the  institutions,  over  which  it  assumed 
supervision,  were  in  bad  physical  condition ;  their  systems  of 
bookkeeping;  of  accounting;  of  keeping  records;  of  purchas- 
ing and  caring  for  supplies;  of  preparing  and  distributing 
foods ;  of  using  fuels ;  of  managing  farms  ;  of  institutional  bus- 
iness in  every  department,  were  inefficient,  inadequate,  waste- 
ful, and  unbusiness-like. 

During  the  twenty-one  months  of  its  busy  official  existence, 
the  Board  has  made  rapid,  substantial  and  gratifying  progress, 
in  looking  after  the  physical  properties  and  improving  the  ma- 
terial conditions  of  the  institutions.    Of  the  humanitarian 
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side— the  educational— the  remedial —the  reformatory —it 
may  be  truthfully  said  that  all  have  been  promoted,  stimulated 
and  improved. 

In  no  part  of  their  work  has  the  improvement  in  conditions 
been  more  noticeable,  and  in  no  part  was  the  necessity  for  im- 
provement more  urgent,  than  in  the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane. 
The  staffs  of  physicians*  have  been  increased,  and  made  more 
efficient ;  the  nursing  and  attendant  service  improved ;  ^  they 
have  been  provided  with  better  equipment ;  the  dietary  is  re- 
ceiving more  careful  attention,  and  they  are  daily  becoming 
further  removed  from  the  mere  custodial  asylums  or  jails,  into 
which  our  mentally  diseased  were  formerly  cast.  They  now 
promise,  under  improved  superintendence,  and  with  the  adop- 
tion of  modern  methods,  to  become  hospitals,  in  fact — places  to 
which  the  mentally  diseased  may  go  or  be  sent,  for  hospital 
treatment  with  a  fair  chance  for  recovery.  Not  the  least  of 
the  gains  to  society — to  the  State,  from  the  work  of  the  Board 
of  Control  is  the  distinct  awakening  of  a  measure  of  public 
sentiment,  which  the  Board  has  been  a  potent  factor  in  arous- 
ing, favorable  to  better  care  and  treatment  of  all  the  insane  in 
the  State.  In  like  manner,  interest  has  been  aroused  and  stim- 
ulated in  all  of  the  questions  relating  to  the  welfare  of  children 
— the  dependent,  delinquent,  and  feeble-minded  classes,  over 
whom  the  State  has,  or  should  have  supervision. 

The  dependent  and  delinquent  children  in  the  Reformatory, 
and  in  the  Industrial  School,  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind, 
and  the  institutions  to  which  these  different  classes  of  the 
State's  wards  have  been  committed,  have  all  received  a  degree 
of  thought,  attention  and  intelligent  direction,  which  has  been 
of  material  help  along  moral,  educational,  hygenic,  and  indus- 
trial lines. 

The  inmates  of  our  penitentiaries  were  never  better  fed  or 
better  clothed.  Their  health  and  bodily  ailments  were  never 
before  so  carefully  and  adequately  cared  for.  The  prisoners 
have  been  treated  humanely,  and  it  has  been  the  constant  pur- 
pose to  impress  upon  them  that  merit  and  good  conduct  are 
the  only  sure  means  of  gaining  favorable  consideration  either 
for  parole  or  pardon. 

I  am  gratified  at  being  able  to  report  that  with  the  limited 
funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
institutions,  it  has  been  able  to  lift  the  institutional  work  from 
the  ruts  into  which  it  had  fallen,  and  to  start  it  on  the  way 
towards  the  realization  of  higher  standards  and  to  the  better 
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accomplishment  of  the  aims  and  purposes  for  which  the  insti- 
tutions were  created. 

In  doing  all  of  this,  the  Board  has  also  been  able  to  effect 
economies  in  buying  supplies',  in  administration,  and  in  other 
ways  that  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  centralized  control 
of  the  institutions,  and  of  having  a  centralized  purchasing  de- 
partment of  all  needed  supplies  for  their  use. 

The  institutions  had  on  hand  December  19th,  1916,  not  in- 
cluding the  balances  brought  forward  March  19th,  1915,  the 
sum  of  $48,422.73.  It  had  in  food,  and  other  necessary  sup- 
plies, in  the  State  Board  of  Control :  store-rooms  of  the  insti- 
tutions, not  including  the  penitentiaries,  excess  over  the  stocks 
on  hand  March  19th,  1915,  the  day  when  it  assumed  supervision 
$38,896.59.  It  has  paid  for  improvements,  equipment,  or  ex- 
tensions of  the  institutions,  out  of  the  maintenance  funds — not 
including  the  penitentiaries — $20,931.82.  The  total  sum  on 
hand  saved  and  gained  from  the  maintenance  funds  of  these 
institutions,  amount  to  $108,251.14,  from  which  the  unpaid 
bills  of  the  institutions  incurred  before  December  19th,  should 
be  paid.  After  paying  all  of  these  bills  it  would  leave  us  a  net 
result,  the  sum  of  $51,789.88. 

The  total  net  profits  of  the  Brushy  Mountain  Penitentiary 
for  a  period  of  two  years  beginning  Dec.  19th,  1914,  and  ending 
December  19th,  1916,  was  $78,859^.33 ;  of  the  Tennessee  State 
Penitentiary  for  the  same  period,  $99,691.89^  Of  this  total 
sum  of  net  profits  of  $178,551.22,  there  is,  in  cash,  in  the  treas- 
ury, to  the  credits  of  the  institutions,  $73,049.73.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  profits  is  represented  in  collectible  accounts; 
stocks  in  store  rooms ;  stocks  and  equipment  in  manufacturing 
plants ;  on  farms ;  in  barns ;  in  live  stock ;  and  farm  and  other 
equipment. 

The  two  penitentiaries  expended  out  of  their  earnings  for 
extraordinary  repairs,  for  additions  to  plans,  and  for  rehabili- 
tation of  properties,  the  total  sum  of  $50,221.84.  The  extra- 
ordinary expense  was  made  necessary  for  reasons  that  are  ex- 
plained in  detail  by  the  Superintendents,  Engineers  and  Man- 
aging Offi'cers  of  the  institutions,  in  their  reports. 

Summing  up  the  results,  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report 
to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  State, 
that  while  this  centralized  method  of  control  has  cost  $768.67 
per  month  more  than  the  old  system,  or  $16,142.07  more  for  a 
period  of  21  months  than  the  old  system,  it  has  effected  tangi- 
ble savings  many  times  more  than  the  difference  in  cost.  The 
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savings  on  contracts  for  bacon  and  lard  during  last  year  will 
more  than  offset  the  difference  in  cost  for  the  entire  period,  so 
with  other  contracts  such  as  beef  for  one  year,  and  of  coal  for 
the  institutions. 

The  earnings  of  the  penitentiaries  for  two  years  of  $178,- 
551.22  will  compare  favorably  with  the  years  preceding. 

A  majority  of  you  are  no  doubt  familiar  with  the  distressing 
business  conditions  prevailing  in  the  coal  mining  business  until 
a  few  weeks  ago  when  a  car  shortage  caused  prices  to  increase 
enormously.  The  Brushy  Mountain  Mines,  in  1915,  sold  much 
coal  at  85c  and  90c  per  ton  that  it  is  now  selling  at  $3.50  and 
$4.00  per  ton ;  coke  sold  in  1915  at  from  $1.50  to  $1.75  per  ton 
that  is  now  selling  at  $5.00  to  $6.00  per  ton.  During  both  1915 
and  1916  the  force  of  the  convicts  was  largely  reduced  to  place 
them  on  the  public  highways.  During  the  month  of  December 
the  mines  were  operated  with  all  the  convicts  back  at  work  since 
December  1st,  at  a  profit  of  $33,534.72.  If  cars  could  have  been 
had  the  profit  would  have  been  much  larger — on  the  other  hand 
a  full  general  supply  of  cars  would  have  kept  the  prices  down 
to  normal. 

To  those  who  are  intej^ested  in  the  social  and  humanitarian 
phases  of  institutional  endeavor,  rather  than  the  financial 
side,  we  point  them,  with  pride,  to  the  care  of  the  tuberculars 
in  the  prisons ;  to  the  improved  sanitation  everywhere ;  to  the 
improved,  educational,  medical,  surgical,  dental  and  remedial 
service  in  all  of  the  institutions;  to  the  creation  and  develop- 
ment of  the  spirit  of  kindliness  among  employees,  and  a  better 
understanding  of  the  aims  and  purposes  of  every  branch  of 
the  service;  to  the  clearer  and  better  comprehension  on  the 
part  of  the  public,  of  its  relations  to  the  social  problems,  to 
the  proper  solution  of  which  the  Board  and  the  management 
of  the  institutions,  must  of  necessity,  be  intimately  connected. 

The  Purchasing  Department  of  the  Board  or  Control. 

A  large  part  of  the  actual  cash  savings  come  through  the 
purchase  of  supplies  for  all  the  institutions,  by  the  Purchasing 
Department  of  the  Board  of  Control,  which  is  under  the  im- 
mediate and  personal  sxipervision  of  its  Fiscal  Supervisor, 
Mr.  W.  W.  Baird. 

By  buying  under  contract;  buying  in  carload  lots,  and  in 
larger  quantities;  by  anticipating  the  needs  of  the  institu- 
tions, not  only  has  the  Board,  largely  through  this  department, 
saved  and  maintained  a  cash  balance  in  the  State  Treasury, 
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but  it  has  effected  a  large  savings  which  cannot  be  shown  as 
cash  in  the  Treasury. 

As  an  instance,  this  department  contracted  in  January,  1916, 
for  200,000  lbs.  of  side  meat,  of  a  certain  kind  or  cut,  to  be  de- 
livered within  a  period  of  four,  months,  at  $7.02  per  hundred 
pounds.  Before  it  was  delivered  and  before  it  was  used,  the 
price  advanced  to  almost  an  average  of  four  cents  per  pound. 
If  the  same  quantity  of  meat  had  been  bought  under  the  old 
system  of  buying — each  institution  for  itself — generally  at  re- 
tail— and  then  only  for  a  month's  supply  at  a  time,  it  would 
have  required  not  less  than  $8,000.00  more  to  pay  for  the  same 
quantity.  The  Board  cannot  point  to  that  specific  sum  in  the 
Treasury  as  a  saving  on  that  transaction,  but  under  the  old 
system,  $8,000.00  more  would  have  withdrawn  than  has  been. 
The  Board  has  furnished  me  with  a  statement  showing  that  on 
sugar,  coffee,  lard,  meat  and  flour  bought  in  quantities,  and 
under  contract  since  October,  1915,  the  sum  of  $28,758.32  was 
saved,  according  to  the  actual  figures  taken  monthly,  under 
competitive  bids  for  these  commodities,  through  the  periods 
while  these  contract  goods  were  being  used.  On  the  same 
basis,  figuring  the  following  additional  articles  or  commodi- 
ties contracted  for,  at  advanced  prices,  namely : 

California  dried  fruits,  canned  salmon,  macaroni,  oatmeal, 
canned  apples,  cheese,  canned  corn,  peas,  soaps,  butterine, 
dried  beans,  dried  peas,  shoes,  beef  for  one  year,  and  bread 
for  one  year  for  certain  institutions,  there  is  a  saving  of  $35,- 
000.00. 

The  items  mentioned  constitute  only  a  portion  of  the  Board's 
total  purchases.  The  purchase  of  all  the  supplies,  and  pay- 
ment therefor,  at  the  price  when  purchases  were  made  has  re- 
sulted in  buying  the  required  quantity  of  needed  food  and 
other  supplies,  for  many  thousands  of  dollars  less  than  would 
have  been  paid  if  bought  currently  and  in  the  open  market  each 
month.  There  is  no  doubt,  but  that  the  institutions  under  the 
old  system  would,  long  since,  have  exhausted  their  cash  re- 
sources. They  would  either  have  been  deeply  in  debt  or  the 
inmates  would  have  suffered.  In  endeavoring  to  make  these 
conditions  clear  to  you,  I  have  lead  up  to  another  important 
question  under  the  following  heading: 

Per  Capita  Appropriations  For  the  Institutions. 

For  many  years  the  General  Assembly  has  appropriated 
$135.00  per  capita  for  each  inmate  maintained  at  State  ex- 
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pense,  in  our  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  also  for  Tennessee  In- 
dustrial School.  Two  years  ago,  the  per  capita  was  increased 
from  $125.00  to  $135.00  per  capita  for  the  inmates  of  the  Boys' 
Reformatory.  The  pupils  of  the  Blind  School  receive  a  per 
capita  of  $220.00 ;  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  School,  a  per  capita  of 
$180.00;  the  inmates  of  the  newly  created  Girls'  Vocational 
School  will  receive  $125.00  per  capita,  and  pending  the  com- 
pletion of  that  institution,  the  maintenance  of  a  large  number 
of  girls  in  different  private  institutions,  is  being  paid  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day,  or  $182.50  per  capita.  The  pris- 
oners afflicted  with  tuberculosis  at  the  Penitentiary  Hospital 
are  maintained  at  a  per  capita  of  $150.00,  however  this  institu- 
tion has  run  and  its  deficiency  met  and  paid  out  of  the  earnings 
of  the  State  Prison  behind  to  the  extent  of  $3,200.00  during  a 
period  of  fifteen  months. 

I  have  before  me  a  list  of  staple  food  commodities'  of  certain 
standard  specifications,  comprising  thirty  different  leading  and 
important  articles  of  daily  use,  with  the  prices  quoted  the 
Board  of  Control  in  May,  1915,  and  the  prices  on  January  1st, 
1917.  These  prices  show  an  advance  during  that  period  of 
from  33  1-3  to  200%.  In  dry  goods,  the  staples*  things  that 
are  purchased  in  large  quantities  for  institutional  use,  have  ad- 
vanced from  30%  to  100%. 

The  savings  effected  by  the  Board  were  made  during  its  first 
fifteen  months — during  the  last  six  months,  contracts',  many  of 
which  expired  January  1st,  protected  the  institutions  against 
running  behind  current  income.  With  the  present  enormous 
increase  in  commodity  prices ;  with  contracts  for  the  new  year 
to  be  renewed,  and  purchases  now  to  be  made  for  many  com- 
modities at  the  very  high  prices',  maintenance  on  the  per  capita 
becomes  a  very  serious  and  doubtful  problem. 

Tennessee's  per  capita  appropriations'  stand  very  near  the 
bottom  of  the  list  of  the  State.  I  believe  our  obligations  to 
humanity  require  of  us  that  we  make  such  appropriations 
for  all  of  these  institutions',  and  for  all  of  the  different  classes 
of  the  State's  wards,  and  all  properly  the  object  of  State  care, 
as  will  enable  them  to  enjoy  plenty  of  wholesome  and  well  pre- 
pared food,  proper  clothing,  the  medical  attention  that  is  re- 
quired by  their  ditf erent  mental  and  physical  states ;  the  edu- 
cational, industrial,  and  reformatory  training  and  oversight 
suited  to  their  needs.  I  favor  the  strictest  economy  in  the 
use  of  supplies  and  in  every  expenditure  connected  with  the 
institutions,  but  we  must  not,  by  parsimony,  defeat  the  aim 
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and  purpose  of  the  existence  of  our  institutions,  and  prevent 
them  from  performing  proper,  progressive,  humanitarian 
work.  Hospital  superintendents,  physicians,  and  employees 
must  be  paid  sularies  commensurate  with  their  services  and 
abilities,  if  we  expect  good  service. 

You,  no  doubt,  have  kept  up  with  the  serious  newspaper  dis- 
cussion of  scientific  experiments  made  in  Chicago  to  demon- 
strate that  grown,  normal  men  can  be  maintained  in  good  health 
on  a  daily  diet  costing  forty  cents ;  and  the  undertaking  in  New 
York  to  feed  a  number  of  policemen  on  twenty-five  cents  per 
day.  A  recent  meeting  of  Tennessee  Sheriffs'  declared  in  fa- 
vor of  memorializing  your  body  to  allow  them  an  advance  from 
forty  to  sixty  cents  per  day  for  feeding  inmates  of  jails.  By 
making  a  simple  calculation,  you  will  find  that  the  State  allows 
a  little  less  than  thirty-seven  cents  per  day  for  the  inmates  of 
the  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  Eeformatory,  and  Industrial 
School.  This'  allowance  is  not  for  food  alone — out  of  it,  the 
staff  physicians,  the  nurses,  attendants,  engineers,  farmers, 
dairymen,  feedstuff s,  clothing,  fuel,  light,  water,  and  every  ex- 
pense of  every  kind  must  be  paid.  I  am  informed  that  hos- 
pitals through  the  country  generally  calculate  to  allow  one- 
third  of  their  daily  allowance  for  food  supplies — this'  rule  or 
practice  conforms  closely  to  our  experience  during  the  past. 

I  recommend  to  you  the  careful  study  and  consideration  of 
this  important  matter.  I  called  upon  you  to  devise  meai:is  of 
raising  revenue  to  overcome  and  prevent  deficits.  I  bring 
now  to  your  attention,  the  question  of  feeding  and  maintaining 
all  of  the  State's'  wards,  together  with  the  necessary  attend- 
ants and  employees.  The  high  cost  of  living  is  a  ''Condition, 
not  a  theory,'' — the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  and  proper 
care  of  all  the  legitimate  wards  of  the  State,  must  be  consid- 
ered as  an  important  factor  in  your  budgetory  estimates  of 
needed  revenue. 

Additional  Farming  Lands  For  Institutions. 

The  Boys'  Eeformatory  is  using  about  400  acres  of  rented 
lands.  It  owns  about  225  acres.  The  institution  should  own 
not  less  than  1,000  acres. 

Each  of  the  three  hospitals  for  the  insane  need  large  addi- 
tions of  tillable  land,  so  that  their  holdings  of  tillable  lands  will 
approximate  the  generally  accepted  standard  of  one  acre  for 
each  inmate.  The  lands'  owned  by  the  State  and  the  buildings 
thereon,  in  connection  with  the  nine  institutions,  are  valued  at 
about  $4,000,000.00.    Farming  lands  bought  at  fair  prices,  in 
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connection  with  institntionn  wh(3re  there  is  a  larii^o  amount  of 
labor  that  otherwise  woukl  \)2  unenii)loye(l,  is  undoubtedly  a 
good  investment.  By  the  use  of  inmate  labor,  substantial  re- 
ductions should  be  effected  in  the  cost  of  maintenance.  At  the 
Tennes'see  State  Penitentiary  an  average  of  150  men  working 
on  the  farm  and  in  the  truck  gardens  during  the  past  year,  not 
only  earned  an  arbitrary  charge  of  seventy-five  cents  per  day, 
charged  against  the  farms  for  this  labor,  but  the  farm  showed 
a  profit  of  $18,000.00  or  more  than  6%  on  the  entire  investment 
in  land  and  equipment. 

The  question  of  buying  lands  is  one  which  you,  as  business 
men,  should  solve.  It  is  not  good  business  policy  for  the  State 
to  rent  its  lands. 

I  submit  it  to  you  as  an  important  proposition  to  be  kept  in 
mind  while  planning  and  providing  the  revenues  for  the  next 
two  years. 

Buildings  foe  the  Institutions. 

All  of  the  hospitals  for  the  insane  are  practically  filled  to 
capacity.  The  Board  of  Control  recommend  that  congregate 
dining  rooms,  to  take  the  place  of  the  small  dining  rooms  scat- 
tered throughout  the  buildings,  be  built.  They  also  recom- 
mend that  in  these  new  buildings,  quarters  be  prepared  for 
the  nurses'  and  attendants,  both  male  and  female.  The  space 
required  for  an  average  bed  in  the  hospitals'  cost  about  $500.00. 
The  new  dining  rooms  are  recommended  not  only  as  necessary 
for  the  proper  and  economical  feeding  of  the  inmates,  but  also 
by  vacating  small  dining  rooms  and  attendants  rooms,  bed 
room  space  worth  several  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  use 
of  additional  inmates',  can  be  gained  thereby  at  a  very  moder- 
ate cost. 

These  institutions  all  require  additional  equipment — pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  both  the  tubercular  and  pellagrous 
insane,  and  a  new  and  fireproof  building  built  to  accommodate 
the  negro  patients  at  the  Central  Asylum,  large  enough,  per- 
haps, for  caring  for  the  negro  insane  from  one  or  both  of  the 
other  divisions'  of  the  State. 

Provisions  should  also  be  made  for  caring  for  the  criminal 
insane,  in  a  suitable  building  connected  with  or  built  on  the 
property  of  the  Tennessee  State  Penitentiary. 

The  Boys'  Keformatory  is  crowded  beyond  capacity.  This 
important  school  should  be  provided  with  buildings  to  house 
its'  officers,  teachers  and  inmates.    The  buildings  should  be  so 
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arranged  as  to  permit  classification  according  to  age  and  con- 
duct. The  small  boys  should  certainly  be  kept  separate  from 
the  older  ones.  A  cottage  system  of  building  is  desirable  for 
classification,  as  well  as  other  purposes.  The  school  will  need 
additional  farming  equipment,  and  its  industrial  work  should 
be  constantly  and  intelligently  developed  and  directed. 

Dependency  and  Delinquency. 

The  laws  should  be  changed  so  as  to  define  dependency  and 
delinquency  and  clearly  settle  the  classes  of  children  to  be  sent 
to  both  the  Reformatory  and  Industrial  School;  making  clear 
the  forms  of  committment  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts, 
and  to  prevent  overlapping  in  the  work  of  the  Industrial  School 
and  Reformatory. 

Home  Finding  For  Children. 

Finding  homes  for  normal  dependent  children  has  become 
an  important  function  of  many  of  the  State  governments.  The 
home  is  the  natural  and  proper  place  for  rearing  children. 
While  I  would  not  depreciate  the  good  work  that  has  been  ac- 
complished by  orphan  asylums',  and  other  institutions  in  which 
many  dependent  children  have  been  reared,  I  believe  that  home- 
finding  should  be  vigorously  and  intelligently  prosecuted  by 
proper  agents  and  agencies'  of  the  State. 

Tennessee  Industrial  School. 

The  Tennessee  Industrial  School  has  cared  for,  reared  and 
trained  many  thousands  of  children  and  has  achieved  success 
and  accomplished  great  good  in  the  child  welfare  work  which 
it  has  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  its  able  superintendent, 
who  a  few  days  ago  rounded  out  a  full  period  of  thirty  years 
of  official  life  as  the  head  of  this  school.  The  suggestions  we 
made  with  reference  to.  home-finding  for  children  are  applica- 
ble to  many  dependent  children  who  are  being  sent  to  this 
S(ihool. 

State  Highway  Commission. 

A  progressive  and  important  step  taken  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture was  an  Act  creating  a  State  Highway  Commission.  A 
registration  tax  or  fee  on  automobiles  was  authorized  by  a  sep- 
arate measure.  The  funds  to  be  collected  from  this  source  are 
to  be  turned  over  to  the  Highway  Department.    The  taxes  col- 
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lected  from  this  source  up  to  December  19,  1916,  amounted  to 
$199,373.60. 

The  Act  provided  that  10%  of  all  moneys  collected  in  this 
way  be  used  for  meeting  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  remainder  of  the  fund  to  be  apportioned  to  the 
counties  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  payments  were  made  by 
them,  and  used  for  road  maintenance.  The  authority  and 
powers  conferred  by  the  Act  on  the  department,  should  be  en- 
larged, and  provisions  should  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for 
complying  with  every  necessary  requirement  of  the  United 
States  Government,  in  order  to  enable  the  State  to  receive  its* 
full  share  of  the  benefits  that  will  accrue  to  it  from  the  yearly 
distribution  of  the  funds  already  appropriated  by  Congress, 
under  what  is  known  as  The  Federal  Aid  Act  for  rural  post 
roads.  Tennessee  ^s  part  the  first  year,  which  ends*  June  30, 
1917,  will  be  $114,153.48 ;  the  second  year,  ending  June  30, 1918, 
$228,306.96 ;  the  third  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  will  be  $342,- 
460.44 ;  and  it  will  increase  from  year  to  year  thereafter  until 
1921.  In  order  to  obtain  the  sum,  a  like  amount  must  be 
raised  or  guaranteed  by  the  State.  The  money  will  be  spent 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Highway  Department.  It 
has  already  demonstrated  its  ability  to  supervise  and  success- 
fully direct  road  work  so  as  to  get  the  best  results.  In  every 
instance  where  it  has  had  any  connection  with  the  supervision 
of  construction  of  roads,  or  of  their  maintenance,  through  its 
efficient  system  of  accounting,  it  Is  able  to  show  exact  costs, 
and  more  important  still,  the  expenditure  of  funds  have  been 
so  safeguarded  as  to  practically  eliminate  all  chance  of  graft 
and  waste,  which  seems  to  be  the  pet  foes  of  highway  work. 

The  Department  has  rendered  invaluable  service  to  many  of 
the  counties  in  aiding  their  County  Courts  in  the  preparation 
of  all  resolutions,  orders  and  decrees  necessary  to  an  issuance 
of  bonds  under  the  right  conditions  and  in  compliance  with 
our  laws  and  in  conformity  with  the  usages  of  the  best  bonding 
companies,  also  in  finding  the  best  and  most  available  markets 
for  the  road  bond  issues.  In  many  instances  it  has  saved  large 
sums  of  money  in  this  way.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowl- 
edge that  large  issues  of  bonds  have  been  made  in  counties  for 
road  purposes  without  the  proper  safeguard  being  thrown 
around  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  or  without  proper  specifica- 
tions, on  which  the  contracts  were  awarded.  The  contracts 
for  the  work  have,  in  many  cases,  been  loosely  and  imperfectly 
drawn,  and  the  work  performed  without  the  benefit  of  the 
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proper  engineering  service  and  accounting,  thereby  causing 
the  counties  serious  and  irreparable  loss. 

By  proper  amendment  to  the  Highway  Commission  Act,  the 
service  of  this  department  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
counties,  so  as  to  avoid  future  loss  and  mistakes. 
»  Through  its  engineering  service,  valuable  advice  has  been 
given,  as  well  as  free  engineering  supervision  by  competent 
and  practical  men.  The  Highway  Department,  through  its 
engineers,  has  also  been  able  to  render  valuable  service  to,  the 
counties  in  checking  up  bids  and  proposals  on  highway  and 
bridge  construction.  The  good  roads  movement  is  in  its  in- 
fancy in  this  State.  You  will,  I  am  sure,  be  disposed  to  have 
Tennessee  receive  the  benefits  offered  under  the  terms  of  the 
Federal  law,  and  you  will,  I  know,  bear  the  great  need  of  the 
State  in  this  matter,  of  good  permanent  roads,  strongly  in 
mind,  when  you  come  to  devise  plans  for  raising  the  needed 
revenue  to  carry  on  the  State  Government,  and  to  do  those 
things  that  every  citizen  will  recognize  as  necessary  to  keep 
Tennessee  in  line  with  the  progress  of  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

Printing  Commission. 

A  law  creating  a  Printing  Commission  was  enacted  by  the 
last  Legislature.  It  requires  the  Secretary  of  the  Commis- 
sion, who  is  the  chief  executive  officer,  to  take  competitive  bids 
on  estimates  and  specifications  furnished  him  on  all  printing 
for  the  use  of  the  various  departments.  Under  the  law,  which 
has  been  in  operation  about  one  and  one-half  years,  large  sav- 
ings have  been  effected.  It  is  conservatively  estimated  that 
not  less  than  25%  has  been  saved  from  a  printing  bill  for  which 
aggregated  for  all  of  the  departments  for  the  year  1914,  $145,- 
000.00. 

As  an  instance  of  its  value  during  the  year  1914,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  paid  for  printing  $13,182.87;  for 
the  same  period  since  the  Printing  Commission  law  became 
effective,  $5,273.49.  In  the  Agricultural  and  other  depart- 
ments, the  reduction  in  the  printing  bills  was  proportionately 
large.  With  some  changes  and  modifications  in  the  law,  which 
experience  has  proven  the  need  of,  and  with  better  facilities 
for  carrying  on  its  business,  there  is  no  single  activity  or  office 
of  State  Government  from  which  better  returns  should  be  had, 
on  the  small  necessary  outlay  for  its  operation,  than  the 
Printing  Commission. 
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The  National  Guard. 

In  the  event  of  insurrection,  riot,  invasion  or  of  failure  on 
the  part  of  tlie  civil  authorities  to  cope  with  any  mob  or  body 
threatening  to  or  producing  a  serious  breach  of  the  peace,  the 
responsibility  under  our  laws  devolves-  upon  the  organized 
militia  to  respond  promptly  to  the  call  of  the  State's  Chief 
Executive  Officer,  and  to  render  such  aid  or  take  such  steps  as 
they  may  be  directed  or  as*  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  nieet 
the  situation  and  conditions  presented.  As'  a  State  organiza- 
tion it  is  highly  important  that  the  best  standards  of  discipline 
and  effiiciency  be  maintained.  Under  the  present  laws  of  the 
United  States'  the  efficiency  and  preparedness  of  the  National 
Guard  has  become  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  United 
States  Government. 

You  are  familiar  with  recent  events  connected  with  our  Na- 
tional Guard.  You  know  that  in  response  to  the  call  of  the 
War  Department  for  mobilization  of  our  State  troops  that  two 
regiments,  three  troops  of  cavalry,  ambulance  company  and  a 
field  hospital  consisting  of  2500  officers  and  men  promptly  re- 
sponded, ready,  if  necessary  to  make  the  supreme  sacrifice  for 
their  country.  They  were  encamped  for  training  for  a  period 
of  several  weeks  at  the  State  Fair  Grounds,  near  this  city. 

Every  obligation  and  duty,  imposed  by  law,  upon  the  Ad- 
jutant General  and  his  corps  of  assistants  in  the  work  of  mob- 
ilizing, during  the  encampment  and  later  in  their  removal, 
were  promptly,  capably  and  efficiently  discharged.  The  re- 
moval of  our  Tennessee  troops  for  a  long  period  of  duty  and 
training  on  the  Mexican  border,  under  the  Act  of  Congress 
federalizing  the  State  militia,  has  imposed  upon  many  of  the 
individual  members  serious  hardships,  sacrifices,  and  burdens. 
To  the  lasting  credit  of  our  militiamen  it  can  be  said  that  they 
have  borne  with  patience,  fortitude  and  courage  all  of  the  hard- 
ships and  privations  incident  to  this  unpleasant  service. 

In  the  great  scheme  of  preparedness,  which  the  United 
States  Government  has  undertaken,  you  must  remember  that 
we  will  be  called  upon  to  bear  our  part  of  the  cost  and  our  full 
share  of  the  burden. 

Tennesseans  have  never  proven  laggards*  when  the  country 
called  for  their  services.  When  we  shall  clearly  and  fully  un- 
derstand and  comprehend  our  duty  as  a  State  and  as  citizens 
thereof  with  regard  to  the^great  problem  of  National  prepared- 
ness, I  know  the  old  Volunteer  State  and  its  sons-  will  again 
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measure  up  to  their  responsibilities  and  give  good  accounts  of 
themselves. 

I  commend  to  you  a  careful  study  of  the  new  Federal  laAv  as 
it  affects  the  militia  and  in  connection  with  it  the  study  of  our 
State  laws.  If  our  laws  do  not  conform  to  the  National  law, 
changes  should  be  made  to  make  it  conform  thereto  and  such 
steps  taken  as  will  enable  Tennessee  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Federal  law  so  as  to  receive  its  benefits. 

The  Adjutant  GeneraPs  Department  received  appropria- 
tions from  the  last  legislature  of  $50,000.00;  of  this  about  $22,- 
000.00  was  not  spent  principally  on  account  of  the  Government 
taking  over  the  National  Guard  and  the  reduction  in  the  arm- 
ory rents  and  in  general  administration.  This  is  an  unusual 
showing,  which  may  not  again  be  repeated.  I  commend  to 
you  a  careful  study  of  the  probable  future  needs  of  the  militia 
and  recommend  that  you  deal  with  it  in  a  spirit  of  fairness  and 
liberality  commensurate  with  the  financial  ability  of  the  State, 
and  of  the  needs  and  importance  of  this-  branch  of  the  State 
service. 

Insurance  Department. 

This  important  department  is  under  the  supervision  of  a 
trained,  capable,  efficient,  and  honest  Commissioner,  whose  in- 
telligently directed  efforts  and  activities  have  brought  about 
conditions  in  this  branch  of  the  public  service  that  should  be 
gratifying  alike  to  the  public  and  to  the  insurance  companies. 
The  laws  with  respect  to  the  collection  of  taxes  on  agents,  on 
the  business  of  companies  and  regulating  the  manner  in  which 
insurance  offices  are  conducted,  have  been  enforced  and  exe- 
cuted in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner,  and  the  department  has 
never  enjoyed  in  greater  degree,  the  confidence  of  that  portion 
of  the  public  who  keeps-  informed  concerning  insurance  affairs, 
than  it  does  today. 

During  the  year  ending  December  19,  1915,  this  department 
collected  $409,842.38 ;  in  1916  it  collected  $460,539.65.  For  the 
No.  1,  as  amended,  on  the  same  subject  and  on  motion  House 
full  period  of  two  years,  this  represents  an  increase  of  $133,- 
039.30  over  the  preceding  biennial  period.  A  part  of  this  large 
increase  was  due  to  the  actual  growth  and  development  in  busi- 
ness-, but  a  large  portion  of  it  is  traceable  to  economical,  care- 
ful, and  vigorous  administration.  The  Commissioner,  by  en- 
forcing certain  regulations  of  his  department  with  respect  to 
licensing  agents,  was  enabled  to  collect  the  privilege  tax  of 
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$10.00  on  agents,  levied  by  the  Act  of  1897.  During  the  Bi- 
ennial Period  $56,099.50  was  collected  from  this  source,  or  an 
increase  over  previous'  biennial  period  of  $11,387.60. 

The  department  required  the  banks,  with  which  its  funds 
were  deposited,  to  pay  interest  on  the  average  deposits,  and 
during  the  period  ending  December  19,  1916,  $3,104.11  was  re- 
ceived on  this  account.  This  is  the  first  showing  of  interests 
on  deposits  recorded  in  this  office. 

The  Insurance  Department  co-operates  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  in  the  enforcement  of  the  ' '  Blue  Sky  Law, ' '  and  as  a 
result,  the  smooth  stock  salesman,  with  insurance  stocks'  of 
questionable  value  has  been  forced  to  seek  fields  not  so  well 
protected.  Many  millians  of  dollars  worth  of  questionable  and 
worthless  stock  had  been  placed  among  our  people  during  the 
last  few  years,  through  salesmen  and  alluring  paper  pros- 
pectuses. 

This  department  should  be  clothed  with  full  legal  authority 
and  jurisdiction  to  examine,  pass  upon,  approve  or  disapprove 
such  companies  from  their  inception. 

State  Boakd  of  Health. 

The  Democratic  party  stands  committed  to  the  promotion 
of  public  healtli,  through  the  prevention  of  communicable  dis- 
eases. Tuberculosis,  typhoid  fever,  pellagra,  and  other  fatal 
preventable  diseases  are  responsible  for  great  loss  of  life  in 
Tennessee  each  year.  Other  states  have  adopted  and  applied 
modern  methods  for  the  control  of  such  diseases,  and  marked 
reductions  in  their  death  rate  has  followed. 

Rural  sanitation  work  has  been  done  in  a  few  of  the  counties 
of  tKe  State.  Nine  thousand  dollars  out  of  State  appropria- 
tions were  expended  for  this  purpose  during  the  last  two 
years.  The  International  Health  Commission  donated  $10,- 
500.00  to  supplement  the  amount  set  apart  by  the  State  and 
this  organization  stands  ready  to  furnis-h  an  amount  equal  to. 
the  State's  appropriation,  for  carrying  forward  to  completion 
this  important  work  so  ably  and  satisfactorily  done  in  the 
counties'  in  which  the  surveys  were  made.  We  stand  commit- 
ted to  modernizing  our  State  Health  Department,  and  to  such 
liberal  appropriations  as  will  enable  it  to  carry  forward  its 
legitimate  and  valuable  activities*. 

By  reasonable  biennial  appropriations  for  the  continuance 
of  the  rural  sanitation  work  it  can  be  carried  forward  to  final 
completion. 
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The  work  of  rural  sanitation  is  remedial  in  that  it  deals  vig- 
orously with  present  actual  conditions.  In  a  larger  and  broad- 
er sense  it  is*  educational  and  preventive.  Diffusing  practical 
knowledge,  information,  and  suggestions  touching  the  actual 
conditions  under  which  our  people  are  living,  it  does  no  doubt ; 
and  it  should  be  the  means  of  preventing  disease  and  death  and 
all  the  losses  that  result  therefrom. 

Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  Public  School  System  of  Tennessee 
have*  received  much  careful  thought  during  past  years  and  seem 
to  be  adequate  for  working  out  a  good  system  with  some  small 
changes. 

In  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  for  the  State 
that  elementary  school  funds  cannot  be  used  to  pay  for  the 
teaching  of  subjects  not  included  in  the  elementary  course,  it 
appears  necessary  for  some  modification  of  the  law  so  that  sec- 
ondary work  can  be  provided  for  and  paid  out  of  the  ordinary 
funds. 

The  work  of  the  High  Schools  has  been  gratifying  and  the 
High  School  System  should  be  developed  by  proper  legislation 
until  the  high  schools  are  placed  within  the  reach  of  the  entire 
population  of  the  counties. 

There  are  doubtless  other  changes  that  may  be  made  in  the 
law  to  make  the  system  more  perfect.  The  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  and  his'  Board  have  given  very  earnest 
and  conscientious  effort  to  the  administrative  and  other  prob- 
lems relating  to  the  work. 

It  has  been  our  purpose  and  hope  that  this  department  shall 
in  fact  be  removed  as  far  from  political  influence  and  domina- 
tion as  possible.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  political  activi- 
ties of  every  branch  of  the  public  school  work  in  Tennessee 
seem  to  have  been  reduced  to  negligible  proportions. 

I  am  sincerely  anxious  that  the  entire  public  school  system 
and  all  the  institutions  to  which  we  render  aid,  comprising  the 
Normal  Schools,  State  University,  and  Polytechnic  Institute, 
shall  be  dealt  with  that  spirit  of  liberality  commensurate  with 
our  financial  ability. 

Department  of  Agricui.ture. 

This  important  department  has  served  the  farmers  of  the 
State  with  fidelity,  energy,  intelligence  and  efficiency  during 
the  last  two  years.    The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  from 
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the  very  inception  of  his  official  tenure  of  offi'ce,  has  had  a  clear 
and  proper  conception  of  his  official  duties  and  functions.  He 
regards  farming  as'  a  science — to  be  taught,  expounded,  dem- 
onstrated and  made  plain — by  scientists  and  teachers,  quali- 
fied by  education,  training  and  experience  in  its  various 
branches,  to  speak  with  authority  on  farming  subjects.  He 
has  therefore,  left  the  scientific  field  to  Prof.  Morgan,  Dean  of 
the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  State  University,  to  his 
Assistants,  his-  Demonstrators  and  Instructors.  The  Com- 
missioner very  properly  regards  the  duties  of  his  department 
as  being  of  an  executive  and  administrative  character.  He 
found  a  law  upon  the  Statute  books  providing  for  the  sale  only 
of  pure  seed.  This  law  was  not  being  enforced  and  but  slight 
attempt  had  been  made  toward  its  enforcement.  In  his  efforts 
to  enforce  the  law,  litigation  ensued  and  the  case  is  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Supreme  Court,  that  will  test  its  constitution- 
ality. If  the  law  should  be  found  defective,  another  should 
be  enacted  at  once,  in  its  stead,  that  will  stand  the  tests  and 
by  proper  enforcement  guarantee  and  assure  purity  and  germ- 
inating of  all  seed  offered  and  sold  to  the  farmers.  The  Com- 
missioner has  enforced  the  law  respecting  feedstuffs.  A  force 
of  six  field  inspectors  has  been  constantly  employed.  It  is 
necessary  to  see  that  all  commercial  feedstuffs,  much  of  it  con- 
taining many  different  elements,  is  legally  branded  showing  its 
contents',  and  that  the  feed  actually  conforms  to  its  formula  as 
contained  in  the  brand  thereon. 

The  department  maintains'  a  laboratory  in  which  analysis  of 
samples  of  feeds  are  made  and  through  the  tests,  examinations 
and  supervision  by  his  official  force,  many  thousands  of  dollars 
are  saved  to  the  consumers  throughout  the  State.  In  like 
manner,  commercial  fertilizers  are  subjected  to  analysi's  and 
tests  that  determine  their  purity  and  value. 

In  all  of  this  important  work,  the  department  has  found  em- 
ployment for  its  energies,  leaving,  as  it  should  do,  the  educa- 
tional field  to  be  cultivated  by  the  Department  of  the  State 
University,  and  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  United 
States,  upon  whom  this  duty  has'  been  very  properly  devolved. 

In  promoting  and  directing  farmers  institutes  the  adminis- 
trative capacity  of  the  department  has  been  fully  demonstrat- 
ed. The  delegates  selected  to  attend  the  institutes,  are  now 
selected  in  county  meetings  of  farmers  and  are  thoroughly 
representative  of  the  farming  interests.  The  programs  and 
proceedings  are  fee  from  departmental  or  political  domina- 
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tion.  In  establishing  these  organizations  upon  a  sound  per- 
manent independent  basis,  free  from  political  control,  the  de- 
partment has  rendered  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State 
a  very  just  and  lasting  service. 

In  the  work  of  preventing  hog  cholera,  and  other  communi- 
cable and  destructive  diseases  among  live  stock,  the  State  Vet- 
erinarian has  been  aggressive,  intelligent  and  conservative. 
Through  the  employment  of  careless,  reckless  or  improper 
methods  or  agents  in  many  parts  of  the  State  great  losses 
have  been  heretofore  sustained  by  the  farmers,  and  the  effi- 
ciency of  what  are  now  regarded  as  standard  preventive  meth- 
ods of  treatment,  was  formerly  regarded  with  doubt,  and  very 
great  distrust.  Slowly  but>  surely  the  department  has  won  the 
confidence  of  the  farmers  and  at  the  present  time  there  are  but 
few  of  the  larger  dealers,  growers  and  breeders  of  hogs,  who 
will  take  chances  on  their  herds  without  the  use  of  the  anti- 
hog  cholera  serum. 

While  the  State  Treasury  suffers  temporary  embarrassment 
on  account  of  past  legislatures  failing  to  provide  revenue  for 
paying  the  expense  of  State  government,  I  trust  that  in  work- 
ing out  a  constructive  program  for  relief,  you  will  keep  in 
mind  the  proper  needs  of  this  department.  Agriculture  is  at 
the  very  foundation  of  our  whole  social  and  business  structure 
in  Tennessee.  During  the  last  few  years  notable  progress  has 
been  made  in  every  line  of  agriculture  and  stock  raising.  I 
trust  that  you  will  provide  the  means  for  carrying  forward  and 
fostering  every  good  and  practical  movement  for  the  advance- 
ment of  our  agricultural  interests. 

Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Department. 

By  the  continued  activity  of  the  agents  of  this  important 
department,  a  very  wholesome  regard  for  the  law  and  for  hon- 
est practices,  has  been  taught  the  careless  or  dishonest  dealers 
in  food  products,  and  drugs  throughout  the  State.  It  is  true 
that  there  are  many  violations  of  the  law,  it  is  also  true  that 
both  the  number  of  the  offenders  and  of  offenses  have  been 
largely  diminished  through  fear  of  detection,  and  of  the  busi- 
ness disgrace  which  results  from  exposure  and  conviction. 
This  department  has  been  vigilant  in  the  inspection  of  the  sani- 
tary conditions  of  markets,  and  places  where  food  and  drug 
products  are  dealt  in.  It  has  enforced  the  laws  relating  to 
hotels  and  restaurants  and,  in  a  general  way,  has  rendered  a 
measure  of  service  commensurate  with  the  size  of  its  officiaJ 
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force  and  its  facilities.  The  last  General  Assembly  devolved 
upon  it  the  important  duty  of  investigating  soft-drink  stands ; 
of  taking  samples  of  all  baverages  offered  for  sale,  analyzing 
them  for  the  purpose  of  determining  their  alcoholic  contents, 
and  if  found  to  contain  more  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of 
alcohol,  to  take  steps  for  the  seizure  of  stock,  and  for  the  prose- 
cution of  the  parties  guilty  of  violating  the  different  provis- 
ions of  our  liquor  laws. 

With  many  other  important  duties  devolving  upon  this  de- 
partment, and  with  its'  limited  force  with  which  to  do  this  work, 
it  has  found  the  time  to  make  many  investigations  of  soft- 
drink  stands,  and  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  very 
difficult  undertaking  of  breaking  up  the  illegal  traffic  in  intoxi- 
cants. 

Department  of  Game  and  Fish. 

At  the  1915  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  laws  relating 
to  the  propragation  and  protection  of  game  and  fish,  were 
amended  and  modified  in  many  important  respects.  One  of 
the  most  salutory  changes  made,  was  that,  placing  the  Game 
Warden  on  a  salary  and  providing  that  the  fees  and  receipts 
of  his  office  should  belong  to  the  State.  The  receipts  turned 
into  the  treasury  for  the  period  ending  December  19,  1916, 
were  $33,262.35;  the  disbursements  were  $15,986.66.  Under 
the  provisions'  of  this  law,  a  State  game  farm  comprising  sev- 
eral thousand  acres,  has  been  established  a  few  miles  south  of 
Nashville,  embracing  a  range  of  hills,  near  Brentwood.  On 
this  game  preserve,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  department  to 
propagate  many  different  kinds  of  game  birds  for  distribu- 
tion in  the  State. 

I  very  earnestly  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  that 
our  game  laws  be  made  and  kept  uniform  for  the  State,  and 
that  the  practice  of  enacting  local  measures  with  provisions 
radically  at  variance  with  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  shall 
not  be  encouraged. 

State  Banking  Department. 

This  department  has  prosecuted  its  worked  with  diligence 
and  the  limited  number  of  failures  of  private  or  State  banks 
during  the  past  two  years  is  the  best  tribute  that  can  be  paid 
to  its  careful  and  efficient  examinations  and  the  close  super- 
vision which  it  exercises  over  an  important  interest  which 
touches  closely  and  intimately  the  business  affairs  and  the 
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general  welfare  of  a  great  number  of  our  people.  It  is  grati- 
fying that  during  the  last  two  years'  but  few  State  bank  fail- 
ures, with  all  of  their  bad  and  disasterous  results,  have  oc- 
curred. 

State  Board  of  Charities. 

This  important  organization  has  been  active  during  the  last 
two  years  in  prosecuting  its  investigations  of  the  conditions 
in  State  and  County  Institutions,  and  has  rendered  a  measure 
of  intelligent  public  service  not  heretofore  equalled  by  this 
Board  during  a  biennial  period.  It  has  at  all  times  shown  a 
proper  and  commendable  disposition  to  bring  about  correc- 
tions of  defects  in  institutional  service  without  sensationalism 
and  in  a  proper  manner  by  friendly  counsel  with  those  in 
charge.  The  work  of  this  Board  is"  an  important  check  upon 
the  management  of  State  and  county  institutions.  Its  mem- 
bers are  citizens  of  the  highest  type,  who  serve  without  com- 
pensation and  who  are  actuated  alone  by  motives  of  the  broad- 
est humanitarism.  I  ask  you  to  give  this  important  Board 
such  increase  of  power  as'  to  require  County  Health  Offices'  to 
furnish  the  Board  with  quarterly  health  reports  showing  the 
sanitary  and  hygienic  conditions  of  the  county  institutions  and 
their  inmates;  also  requiring  the  County  Judges,  Clerks  and 
Sheriffs  to  furnish  the  Board  with  necessary  statistical  data 
touching  the  county's  wards  and  institutions.  I  recommend 
that  you  give  this  important  service  the  funds  necessary  for  it 
to  carry  on  its  work  in  an  effective  manner. 

Shop  and  Factory  Inspection  Bureau. 

This  department  has  been  active  during  the  biennial  period 
in  enforcing  the  Shop  and  Factory  Inspection  Laws  and  sxib- 
stantial  advancement  has  been  made  all  along  the  line  of  its 
duties. 

There  are  a  number  of  important  measures  affecting  the 
welfare  of  labor,  of  women  and  children,  that  will  be  presented 
for  your  consideration  and  to  which  I  invite  your  careful  con- 
sideration. I  have  under  a  separate  specific  heading  recom- 
■mended  the  enactment  of  a  workmen's  compensation  law  in 
compliance  with  our  platform  pledges.-  There  are  needed 
amendments  to  the  Child's"  Labor  Law,  making  more  certain 
and  definite  the  powers  of  the  Factory  Inspector  with  refer- 
ence to  their  employment,  and  as  subjects  for  your  thoughtful 
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consideration,  mi^ht  be  suggested  a  minimum  wage  law,  and 
steam  boiler  and  pressure  inspection. 

This  Bureau  deals  directly  with  the  welfare  of  our  X)eople 
who  are  engaged  in  industrial  and  other  wage  earning  em- 
ployments. It  is  important  that  the  Bureau  be  clothed  with 
proper  powers  to  carry  on  its  work  and  also  with  reasonable 
appropriations  to  meet  necessary  expenses. 

Mining  Department. 

The  biennial  period  ending  December  19th,  1916,  is  notable 
in  the  work  of  this  department,  in  that  there  were  no  ex- 
plosions during  this  period,  and  a  smaller  number  of  fatal  ac- 
cidents than  in  any  corresponding  time,  since  the  Mining  Bu- 
reau was  established. 

During  the  two  years  there  were  less  than  forty  (40)  fatal 
accidents  from  all  causes  in  all  of  the  mines  of  the  State.  The 
inspection  service  during  the  year  just  ended  was  vigorously 
prosecuted  and  a  larger  number  of  inspections  made  than  in 
any  former  year. 

Confederate  Pensions. 

The  Democratic  party  is  irrevocably  committed  to  the  policy 
of  adequately  caring  for  Confederate  soldiers  and  their  wid- 
ows, and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  whatever  legislation  may 
be  needed  to  carry  out  this  declaration  of  our  platform  shall 
be  seriously  considered  and  faithfully  kept,  to  the  end  that 
every  needed  assistance  that  the  State  can  render  to  the  rapid- 
ly diminishing  body  of  our  faithful  soldiers  and  citizens  be  ac- 
corded them. 

Coal  Oil  Inspectors. 

The  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  Coal  Oil  Inspectors, 
and  providing  for  the  inspection  of  coal  oil,  should  be  amended 
so  as  to  provide  for  inspecting  gasoline.  Gasoline  is  now  used 
to  such  an  extent,  and  the  quality  of  it,  in  view  of  the  high 
prices,  is  of  STich  importance  to  the  users,  that  the  tests  pro- 
vided for  determining  its  quality,  as  well  as  the  tests  of  coal 
oil,  should'^be  carefully  made  and  of  approved  scientific  charac- 
ter. 

Inspection  fees  on  coal  oil,- during  the  last  two  years  amount- 
ed to  $153,886.10.  The  salaries  and  compensation  to  inspec- 
tors amounted  to  $27,199.71.  The  fees  from  the  inspection  of 
gasoline  should  amount  to  a  large  sum — perhaps  equaling  the 
fees  received  from  coal  oil,  and  a  valuable  service  rendered 
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the  public  by  such  inspection.  A  measure  of  this  kind  should 
require  the  railroad  companies'  who  ship  it,  to  furnish  in  ad- 
vance the  name  and  number  of  the  cars  in  which  it  is  shipped, 
the  name  of  consignee,  and  the  destination  of  car.  For  ob- 
vious reasons,  the  Act  should  provide  that  the  terms  of  office 
of  all  inspectors  should  be  made  to  terminate  on  a  fixed,  uni- 
form date. 

The  oath  and  bond  required  of  inspectors  should  be  so  work- 
ed as  to  require  the  personal  inspection  of  the  inspector  of 
every  tank  or  car  of  oil  or  gasoline.  Failure  to  perform  his 
duties  should  not  only  subject  the  official  to  removal,  but 
should  also  make  him  guilty  of  violating  his  oath  of  office,  as 
well  as  the  terms  of  his  official  bond. 

Fakmers^  Co-operative  Organizations. 

Eesolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Middle  Tennessee  Farmers' 
Institute  at  a  recent  meeting,  held  in  the  capitol,  declaring 
that  the  farmers,  cannot,  under  the  present  laws,  organize 
themselves  into  real  co-operative  organizations,  such  as  co- 
operative creameries,  buying  associations,  clubs  or  associa- 
tions for  the  ownership  or  pure-bred  live  stock.  It  was  re- 
quested that  the  General  Assembly  pass  a  law  giving  this  au- 
thority. I  very  heartily  endorse  the  request  of  the  farmers  in 
this  matter  and  recommend  that  a  measure  be  passed  that  will 
permit  the  co-operative  movement,  with  the  very  greatest  free- 
dom from  embarrassing  or  burdensome  restrictions,  that  can 
be  legally  and  properly  given. 

Torrents  Land  Title  System. 

With  easy  access  provided  by  Congress,  for  money  at  low 
rates  of  interest,  by  the  enactment  of  rural  credits  legislation 
it  becomes  highly  important  to  the  farmers  that  land  titles  be 
,  perfected  and  assured,  so  that  hypothecation  of  lands,  or  con- 
veyances thereof,  may  be  rendered  easy  and  inexpensive. 

The  Torrents  system  is  in  use  in  a  number  of  states — is 
hi$^hly  commended  and  would,  no  doubt,  be  welcomed  by  many 
owners  of  real  estate,  who  fully  appreciate  the  imperfections 
of  our  system  of  conveyancing.  -If  it  should  be  enacted  with 
the  option  of  the  owner  as  to  whether  he  would  immediately 
avail  himself  of  it,  the  system  might,  in  that  way,  be  gradually 
introduced  and  in  time,  no  doubt,  be  generally  accepted  and 
used. 
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Corrupt  Practices  Act  and  Honest  Elections. 

The  Democratic  party  is  pledged  to  bona-fide  representation 
to  both  political  parties  on  every  Election  Board,  and  at  every 
ballot  box.  It  has  declared  that  every  legal  voter  should  be 
permitted  to  cast  his  ballot  according  to  his  own  will,  have  it 
counted  and  returned  as  cast,  and  that  the  violation  of  all  elec- 
tion laws  be  made  a  felony.  I  heartily  approve  these  platform 
declarations  and  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  that  will 
cover  every  phase  of  corrupt  practices,  both  in  general  elec- 
tions and  in  primaries.  Candidates  for  office  should  be  re- 
quired to  publish,  under  oath,  their  campaign  contributions 
and  the  sources  thereof,  and  return  sworn  statements  show- 
ing their  disbursements.  The  amount  of  money  candidates 
for  office  should  be  permitted  to  spend  should  also  be  limited 
to  a  fixed,  definite  and  reasonable  amount. 

Lobbying. 

The  pernicious  practice  of  legislative  lobbying  received  brief 
but  emphatic  condemnation  by  the  Democratic  Convention,  and 
its  platform  demands  that  you  should  pass  an  Act  putting  an 
end  to  it.  The  public  business  has  been  much  impeded  during 
the  past  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  activity  of 
lobbyists  of  high  and  low  degree. 

A  well  considered  anti-lobbying  measure  should  be  prepared 
and  enacted  into  law.  Proper  exceptions  can  be  made  in  favor 
of  committee  and  other  proper  hearings  from  the  representa- 
tives of  all  legitimate  interests.  The  public  business  will  be 
better  looked  after  by  passing  a  measure  forbidding  lobbying 
and  a  party  promise,  made  in  the  interest  of  safe,  orderly  and 
honest  legislative  procedure  will  thereby  be  redeemed. 

The  Free  Pass. 

The  Democratic  party  in  its  last  platform,  as  it  had  in 
previous  party  platforms,  demanded  the  passage  of  an  Act 
forbidding  the  issuance  of  passes  by  transportation  companies. 
Not  only  has  the  Democratic  party  in  its  past  platforms  con- 
demned this  practice,  but  the  Eepublican  platform  denounced 
the  same  and  demands  the  enactment  of  laws  to  prevent  same. 
Good  faith  with  the  people  demands  the  prompt  fulfillment  of 
this  promise  by  the  representatives  of  both  political  parties. 

The  enactment  of  a  law  forbidding  the  distribution  of  these 
favors  will  no  doubt  be  of  advantage  to  both  the  public  and 
the  transportation  companies. 
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Acting  on  the  assumption  that  their  interests  would  be  ad- 
vanced by  the  withdrawal  of  free  passes,  a  number  of  the  lead- 
ing railroads  of  the  State  discontinued  this  practice  on  Janu- 
ary 1st  and  others  have  greatly  curtailed  these  privileges. 

I  recommend  that  you  make  such  exceptions'  in  the  interest 
of  Charity,  Argiculture,  Education  and  in  favor  of  employees 
and  their  families,  and  such  other  people  as'  in  your  judgment 
may  be  just  and  proper  and  that  you  respond  fully,  freely  and 
without  delay  to  our  pledges  made  to  the  people  by  the  passage 
of  an  Anti-Pass  Law. 

Weekly  Deposit  of  State  Funds. 

All  of  the  institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Control  are  required  by  law,  to  deposit  all  funds  collected  by 
them,  in  the  State  Treasury,  or  s'ome  authorized  depository 
thereof,  not  later  than  Monday  of  each  week.  Large  collec- 
tions are  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  Commissioner  of  Ag- 
riculture, Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Insurance  Com- 
missioner, State  Mining  Department,  State  Game  Warden,  and 
other  officials  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting  public  reve- 
nue. 

It  has  been  the  custom  for  the  officials  to  carry  the  revenue 
collected  by  them,  in  banks  of  their  own  choosing.  Generally 
they  have  received  no  interest  for  the  State  on  their  deposits, 
and  in  some  cases  the  funds  have  been  purposely  placed  so  as 
to  establish  the  official  in  political  and  business  favor  with  the 
bank. 

A  proper  regard  for  the  safety  of  public  funds  would  sug- 
gest their  deposits  in  the  State  Treasury.  Under  the  law,  the 
Governor  is  authorized  to  deposit  surplus  funds  in  banks  and 
receive  interest  thereon. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  the  weekly 
deposit  in  the  treasury  of  all  funds  collected  by  every  depart- 
ment, official,  or  institution.  Officials  sliould  be  forbidden  by 
law,  and  by  a  correct  system  of  bookkeeping  and  accounting,  to 
use  for  any  purpose  or  any  account,  whatsoever,  money  col- 
lected in  fees  or  received  on  any  other  account.  Payments 
should  only  be  made  by  properly  approved  vouc^hers  drawn 
upon  the  appropriation  or  fund  set  aside  for  payment  of  the 
particular  service. 
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Convicts  on  Public  Highways  and  Railroads. 

Under  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1915,  the  Board  of 
Control  contracted  the  labor  of  100  convicts  to  work  on  the 
Tennessee  Railroad,  which  is  being  extended  up  New  River  in 
Anderson  County,  towards  the  Brushy  Mountain  Penitentiary 
lands';  also  fifty  convicts  to  work  on  a  highway  in  Williamson 
County.  In  1916  the  Board  contracted  200  to  work  on  the 
highways  of  Campbell  County;  150  to  work  on  the  highways 
of  Marion  and  Hamilton  Counties,  and  fifty  to  work  in  Wil- 
liamson County.  Under  the  law,  the  Board  is  not  permitted, 
to  place  them  before  April  1st,  nor  to  keep  them  on  highway 
work  later  than  December  1st. 

The  experiments  made  in  road  work  resulted  in  a  slight 
profit,  showing  as  follows : 

New  River  Railroad,  days  at  $1.00—1915   $  

Williamson  County  Highway,  days  at  $1.00 — 1915   $  

Campbell  County  Highways,        days  at  $1.00—1916   $  

Marion  &  Hamilton  Co.  High^,  days  at  $1.00—1916  $  

Williamson  County  Highway,  days  at  $1.00—1916   $  

The  financial  results  were  seasonably  good  considering  the 
inexperience  of  the  State  forces  in  work  of  this  kind.  The 
Board  contracted  the  labor  at  the  minimum  price  of  $1.00  per 
day.  The  State  made  but  little  profit  but  the  spirit  of  the  Act 
was  interpreted  as  meaning  that  the  convicts  thus  employed 
were  expected  to  earn  but  little  of  anything  above  the  cost  of 
their  maintenance,  and  through  this'  labor  the  State  was  ex- 
pected to  contribute  to  the  cause  of  good  roads. 

During  the  year  1916  with  labor  conditions  as  they  were 
during  the  entire  period,  the  labor  under  all  of  the  conditions 
was  reasonably  worth  $1.25  to  $1.50  per  day.  The  State, 
theref  ore,  gave  liberally  in  this  way  to  the  cause  of  good  roads. 
The  convicts  who  worked  on  the  highways  returned  in  good 
health  and  evidently  were  better  physically  and  otherwise,  by 
reason  of  their  experience. 

During  the  summer  months'  of  1915  and  1916,  the  forces  of 
miners  in  the  Brushy  Mountain  Penitentiary  mines  were  re- 
duced to  about  the  minimum  requirements  of  300.  Competi- 
tion during  the  very  dull  summer  season  was  reduced  to  a 
minimum  and  both  coal  operators  and  miners  understood  that 
we  had  endeavored  to  honestly  and  faithfully  carry  out  the 
law. 

During  the  month  of  December  the  Brushy  Mountain  Mines 
have  made  substantial  contribution  of  coal  and  coke  at  high 
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prices,  in  meeting  a  very  distressing  situation  in  the  cities  and 
towns  in  the  territory  adjacent  to  the  mines.  The  shortage  of 
cars  and  other  conditions  resulted  in  abnormally  high  prices 
and  danger  of  shut-downs  of  factories*  giving  employment  to 
many  hundreds  of  people.  If  such  conditions  were  to  promise 
to  continue  for  a  period  beyond  April  1st,  the  Board  should 
be  authorized  to  disregard  the  mandatory  feature  of  the  Act 
requiring  road  employment  to  begin  April  1st.  Under  the 
conditions  now  existing,  instead  of  the  mines  hurting  labor,  it 
has  proven  to  boom  it  by  helping  to  supply  the  coal  needed  to 
keep  many  plants  and  industries  in  operation. 

The  experiment  of  working  convicts  on  the  highways  has 
proven  successful.  In  Campbell  County,  I  personally  inspect- 
ed several  miles  of  road  on  which  thie  convicts  were  employed, 
inspected  their  camps,  interviewed  a  large  number  of  them  and 
became  personally  satisfied  both  as*  regards  the  moral  and 
physical  betterment  of  the  men. 

i  was  particularly  gratified  to  find  about  60  Honor  Men'' 
working  without  guards  and  doing  a  full  measure  of  intelli- 
gent service.  The  majority  of  them  were  negroes.  This  ex- 
periment furnished  convincing  evidence  of  the  trustworthiness 
of  the  negro  prisoner  under  proper  treatment  and  conditions. 

Convict  Lease  or  Contract  System. 

In  another  part  of  my  message,  I  called  your  attention  to  the 
success  of  our  experiments  in  working  convicts  on  the  public 
highways. 

We  are  committed  to  the  policy  of  abolishing  the  lease  or 
contract  system,  and  removing  prisoners  from  the  coal  mines 
and  factories,  and  placing  them  at  work  on  the  public  highways, 
as  soon  as  advisable,  in  the  interest  of  humanity  and  the  de- 
velopment of  the  State's  resources.  In  order  to  terminate 
contracts',  under  which  about  650  inmates  of  the  main  prison 
are  employed,  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  body  to  give  six 
months  notice  to  the  contractors  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
State  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  contracting  the  labor  of 
convicts  for  manufacturing  purposes.  If  such  notice  be  given 
in  conformity  to  the  Act,  the  present  contracts  made  for  a  con- 
ditional x)eriod  of  six  years,  will  terminate  in  two  years  from 
the  date  whereon  they  were  made,  or  in  six  months  from  the 
end  of  the  first  two  years  of  their  full  period. 

If,  in  pursuance  of  the  policy  declared  by  the  Democratic 
platform  and  advocated  by  me,  as  a  candidate  for  Governor, 
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you  shall  give  the  notice  and  declare  the  future  policy  of  the 
State  with  reference  to  this  matter,  it  will  then  become  your 
duty  to  make  necessary,  proper,  and  adequate  provisions  for 
the  employment  of  all  the  labor  during  the  period  when  the 
convicts  cannot  be  employed  on  public  highway  work,  and  for 
the  employment  during  all  of  the  year  of  female  convicts,  life 
term  men,  and  those  who  are  physically  unfit  for  employment 
on  the  roads. 

During  the  winter  season  a  large  number  of  prisoners  can 
be  kept  employed  in  the  State  coal  mines  without  the  competi- 
tion of  the  State's  product  being  seriously  felt,  either  by  mine 
operators  or  miners.  In  connection  with  the  subj'c^ct  of  using 
such  surplus  labor,  the  matter  of  developing  the  Herbert  Do- 
main and  preparing  it  for  farming  and  stock  growing  pur- 
poses, is  submitted  as  worthy  of  being  considered;  provision 
for  manufacturing  shoes,  clothing,  blankets,  drainage  tile, 
brick,  and  other  things  for  State  or  institutional  use ;  of  cloth- 
ing the  Board  of  Control  with  discretionary  powers  for  their 
employment  in  other  ways  than  the  contract  system;  and  au- 
thorizing the  employment,  on  a  larger  scale,  of  trusties  or 
honor  men  on  State  owned  lands  in  connection  with  our  insti- 
tutions. 

In  the  consideration  of  all  these  matters,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  Tennessee,  during  a  long  period  of  time,  has  con- 
ducted its  prison  system  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  it  self-sus- 
taining and  has  often  made  a  tangible  showing  of  profits  from 
their  labor.  In  a  majority  of  states,  public  sentiment  has 
brought  about  the  enactment  of  laws  forbidding  the  contract 
employment  of  convicts  in  manufacturing  or  other  purposes, 
where  they  come  in  contact  with  free  skilled  labor.  In  such 
states,  generally  large  appropriations  are  made  for  pajdng 
portions  of  the  maintenance  of  convicts  out  of  the  public  funds. 

By  the  employment  of  our  convicts  on  the  public  highways, 
in  the  mines,  in  a  limited  way,  on  farms  and  in  State  owned  and 
State  operated  factories  and  industries,  it  is  believed  that  they 
can  be  made  self-sustaining  by  their  labor,  and  at  the  same 
time,  every  proper  regard  can  be  given  to  their  welfare,  both 
from  the  humanitarian  and  reformatory  standpoints. 

Finding  proper  and  profitable  employment  for  the  convicts 
is  one  of  the  most  important  problems  vou  will  have  to  deal 
with  during  the  legislative  session,  and  I  earnestlv  urge  you  to 
give  it  your  most  thoughtful  consideration. 
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The  Girl's  Vocational  Reformatory, 

The  last  General  Assembly  authorized  the  expenditure  of 
$35,000.00  for  purchasing  lands  and  erecting,  buildings.  It 
also  authorized  the  payment  of  a  per  capita  of  $125.00.  It  au- 
thorized the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Managers  consisting 
of  five  members,  three  men  and  two  women.  These  were  duly 
appointed  by  me.  The  Board  of  Control  has  taken  some  steps 
looking  to  the  location  of  the  Reformatory  and  the  erection  of 
buildings.  The  last  General  Assembly  authorized  the  payment 
of  fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  care  of  delinquent  girls  in  insti- 
tutions suitable  therefor.  During  the  period  ending  Decem- 
ber 19,  1916,  $25,534.35  had  been  paid  on  this  account,  which 
would  indicate  that  an  average  of  more  than  110  girls  had 
been  maintained  at  State  expense  during  this  period.  Ade- 
quate provision  should  be  made  for  the  proper  work  of  this  in- 
stitution. The  law  creating  it,  if  not  now  definite  under  terms 
and  provisions,  should  be  amended  so  as  to  make  definite  and 
certain  where  the  business,  supervision  and  control  of  the  in- 
stitution is  lodged  and  to  assure  careful  and  business-like 
handling  of  its  affairs. 

Legalized  Compulsory  Primaries. 

The  Democratic  party  contains  a  plain  unequivocal  declara- 
tion in  favor  of  legalized  primaries  with  all  the  safeguards  of 
regular  elections  and  severe  penalties  against  corrupt  prac- 
tices of  all  kinds.  I  just  as  unequivocally  recommend  the  spe- 
cial enactment  of  such  a  law.  The  measure  should  be  care- 
fully prepared  and  considered.  Conflicting  views  that  may 
arise  respecting  certain  features  should  be  reconciled.  As  it 
will  be  applicable  to  all  parties  the  framing  of  the  bill  should 
receive  the  best  thought  of  all  the  interests  concerned  and  a 
measure  worked  out  that  should  contribute  much  to  the  peace 
of  mind  of  the  people  of  the  State  in  the  future. 

Workmen's  Compensation  and  Fellow  Servants'  Law. 

The  Democratic  party  pledged  itself  anew  in  favor  of  a  fel- 
low servant's  law,  and  a  workmen's  comj)ensation  law.  To 
the  enactment  of  these  measures  it  has  become  a  fixed  habit 
of  both  parties  to  pledge  themselves  every  two  years. 

The  growth  and  development  of  our  manufacturing,  power, 
and  transportation  facilities,  and  systems,  with  the  large  use 
of  complicated  and  hazardous  machinery  operated  by  both 
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skilled  and  unskilled  workmen,  demands  the  enactment  of  a 
workmen's  compensation  law,  which  shall  be  fair,  just  and 
equitable  to  both  employer  and  employee.  I  recommend  to 
you  the  careful  study  and  investigation  of  these  important 
questions  to  the  end  that  carefully  considered  measures,  which 
in  their  terms,  shall  be  simple,  direct,  definite,  and  reasonable, 
shall  be  submitted  and  enacted  by  you  into  law,  and  our 
pledges  solemnly  made  and  often  repeated,  shall  be  finally, 
fully  and  honestly  redeemed. 

Equal  Suffrage. 

The  Democratic  party  by  its*  party  declaration  recognized 
the  right  of  our  women  to  have  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple the  question  of  a  constitutional  amendment,  giving  to  them 
Equal  Suffrage.  It  is  agreed  that  under  our  present  constitu- 
tion the  right  of  Equal  Suffrage  cannot  be  extended  to  women, 
without  such  constitutional  amendment.  It  is  also  agreed  that 
you  have  the  right  to  extend  to  them  the  privilege  of  voting  for 
presidential  electors  and  the  right  to  participate  in  municipal 
elections,  and  a  bill  of  this  character  has  been  introduced  and 
awaits  your  consideration. 

Our  women  can,  and  do,  own  property  in  their  own  names 
and  are  clothed  with  the  power  of  acquiring  and  disposing  of 
property  of  every  character  and  kind.  This  property,  under 
existing  laws,  is  subject  to  State,  county  and  municipal  taxes, 
and  these  powers  can  and  do  reach  out  and  compel  this  class  of 
property  belonging  to  our  women  to  contribute  to  the  support 
of  State,  county  and  municipal  governments',  and  yet  the  owner 
of  this  property  has*  no  voice  whatever  in  governmental  af- 
fairs, and  cannot  in  any  way  participate  in  the  fixing  of  tax 
rates,  assessments  or  exemptions,  and  for  no  other  reason  in 
the  world  that,  this  class  of  citizenship  are  the  mothers  of  our 
men  and  not  the  men  themselves*. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  message  to  inflict  my  personal 
opinions,  as  an  individual  on  this  or  any  other  question  upon 
your  Honorable  Body,  or  ask  to  have  these  individual  pinions 
or  convictions  enacted  into  law,  but  I  cannot  at  this  time  re- 
frain from  saying  that  I  can  s-ee  no  reason  why  our  women  are 
not  entitled  to  the  privileges  they  ask  at  the  hands  of  their 
representatives  and  desire  to  express  the  hope  that  due  con- 
sideration may  be  given  their  reasonable  requests. 

They  have  shown  themselves  capable  and  competent  to  grap- 
ple with  and  deal  intelligently  and  successfully  with  questions 
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and  affairs  that  have  challenged  the  best  efforts  and  energies 
of  our  men,  and  I  respectfully  submit  that  this  class  of  citizen- 
ship is  entitled  to  just  and  proper  consideration  at  your  hands. 

State  Geological  Survey. 

It  is  important  from  a  business  standpoint  that  the  mineral 
resources  of  Tennessee  should  be  definitely  located  and  ascer- 
tained. This  work  properly  belongs  to  the  Geological  De- 
partment. The  present  Geologist  has  been  active  and  intelli- 
gent in  the  work  of  this  department  and  I  recommend  that  you 
make  suitable  appropriation  for  carrying  on  in  a  proper  man- 
ner this  important  work. 

Anti-Shipping  Law. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States",  declaring  the  constitutionality  of  the  Webb-Kenyon 
Act  was,  and  is,  a  cause  of  great  rejoicing  by  all  good  citizens, 
and  especially  by  every  wife  and  mother  in  Tennessee.  It  is 
but  the  answering  of  the  many  fervent  prayers  which  for  years 
have  been  wearying  Heaven's  throne  day  and  night,  for  the 
emancipation  of  humanity  from  the  slavery  of  drink.  It  is  the 
harbinger  of  the  day  dawn  of  a  sober  citizenship.  A  day  when 
man  shall  walk  erect  with  face  toward  God  and  heart  and  soul 
in  unison  and  sympathy  with  a  higher  and  better  citizenship. 
A  day  when  all  shall  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  liquor  traffic 
is  really  and  truly  dead,  for  its  hasty  demise  will  inevitably 
follow  when  once  deprived  of  the  protecting  care  and  jealous 
guardianship  of  interstate  law,  rules  and  regulations. 

It  was,  indeed,  fortunate  that  this  decision  should  come  at  a 
time  when  your  Honorable  Body  had  assembled  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enacting  laws  for  the  good  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
had  before  it  a  program  of  immediate  legislation,  prepared 
and  approved  by  the  friends  of  law  enforcement  and  temper- 
ance, with  a  view  of  remedying  existing  defects  in  present 
laws.  This  decision  of  the  highest  tribunal  in  the  land,  in 
construing  the  West  Virginia  statute,  which  forbids  the  trans- 
portation of  intoxicating  liquors  into  the  State  by  public  car- 
riers, brings  to  your  door  the  much  coveted  power  and  authori- 
ty to  protect  your  people  and  compel  respect  and  obedience  to 
your  laws  by  simply  decreeing  that  no  intoxicating  liquors 
shall  be  permitted  to  cross  the  borders  of  your  State. 
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By  this  decision  the  Supreme  Court  has'  solemnly  declared 
against  the  ancient  rule  of  immunity  under  interstate  laws 
from  interference  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

With  this  authority  as  a  Beacon  Light  to  guide  us  it  affords 
me  pleasure,  and  I  must  admit  a  degree  of  satisfaction  not 
heretofore  felt  during  my  public  career,  to  recommend  that 
you  enact  a  measure  forbidding  the  shipment  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  in  any  quantity,  into  the  State,  to  the  end  that  we  may 
have  the  full  benefit  of  all  this'  law  can  afford  us. 

If  the  experiment  proves'  a  failure,  or  disappointing  in  its 
operation  we  can  remedy  the  same,  but  we  can  never  know 
what  blessings  this  law  can  bring  to  our  people  until  we  have 
fully  tried  the  experiment. 

So  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  have  no  fears  of  the  result  and  am 
not  only  willing  to  test  the  effects  of  such  a  law,  believing  that 
it  will  bring  untold  blessings  to  our  people,  but  am  willing  to 
assume  and  bear  my  share  of  whatever  blame  or  responsibility 
may  attach,  no  matter  what  the  results,  or  consequences  may 
be. 

You  have  already  shown  a  willingness  and  desire  to  enact 
legislation  needed  to  bring  the  blessings  we  claim  will  follow 
real  prohibition — you  now  have  the  opportunity  to  refute  the 
charges  of  hypocracy  so  often  flaunted  in  the  face  of  those 
who  have  labored  for  the  cause  of  temperance  and  prohibition 
by  enacting  a  law  which  means  real  prohibition  in  Tennessee. 

I  congratulate  you  that  the  opportunity  is  yours  to  here  and 
now  put  *^on  the  finishing  touch"  and  bring  to  full  fruition  the 
work  on  which  the  best  manhood  and  womanhood  of  Tennessee 
have  spent  years  of  splendid  effort.

SPECIAL  OEDEE. 

The  hour  of  11  o  'clock  having  arrived,  being  the  hour  set  for 
special  order  for  consideration  of  Senate  Bill  No.  29 — To  reg- 
ulate the  salaries'  of  certain  county  officials  in  Shelby  County, 
the  bill  was  put  on  its  third  and  final  reading. 

Mr.  Bates  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  all  of  the  bill  be- 
low the  caption  and  inserting  the  following : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  That  the  Clerk  and  Master  of  the  Chancery 
Court,  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Clerk  of  the  County  and 
Probate  Court,  Clerk  of  the  Criminal  Court,  County  Trustee, 
Eegister  of  Deeds*  and  Sheriff  in  all  counties  in  the  State  of 
Tennessee  having  a  population  of  more  than  one  hundred  and 
ninety  thousand  fixed  salary  alone,  payable  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  compensation;  pro- 
vided that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  taken  to  apply  or  refer 
to  any  fees,  commissions,  emoluments*  or  perquisites'  in  which 
said  officers  shall  have  vested  a  right  at  the  time  this  Act  shall 
go  into  effect. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  various  officers 
mentioned  in  Section  1  above,  shall  each  be  paid  an  annual  sal- 
ary out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  county,  payable  in  equal 
monthly  installments'  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  each  month 
for  services  rendered  in  the  preceding  month  upon  a  warrant 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court  as  follows : 


The  Clerk  and  Master  of  the  Chancery  Court  $4500.00 

The  Clerk  of  the  County  and  Probate  Courts   6500.00 

The  County  Trustee    6000.00 

The  Clerk  of  the  Criminal  Court   4000.00 

The  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court   5500.00 

The  Register  of  Deeds    4000.00 

The  Sheriff    6500.00 


Section  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  fees,  commis- 
sions', perquisites  and  emoluments,  no  matter  whether  said 
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sums  arise  from  fees,  commissions^,  perquisites  or  emoluments, 
or  order  or  direction  of  court,  or  pay  for  special  services'  as 
trustee,  receiver  or  otherwise,  that  are  or  may  be  hereafter 
received  directly  or  indirectly  by  virtue  of  their  offices  by  the 
County  Trustee,  Eegister  of  Deeds,  Sheriff,  Clerk  and  Master 
of  the  Chancery  Court,  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Clerk  of 
the  County  and  Probate  Court,  and  Clerk  of  the  Criminal 
Court  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
property  of  the  county,  and  the  same  shall  be  charged  and 
taxed  by  the  several  officers  for  the  county  according  to  the 
then  existing  s^'hedule  of  fees  and  commissions,  and  they  shall 
be  paid  by  the  several  officers  into  the  county  treasury  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  become  a  part  of  the  general  funds  of 
the  county.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  of  the  aforesaid 
officers  to  remit  or  release  any  of  the  items  of  costs  covered 
or  intended  to  be  covered  by  this  Act. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  officer  enume- 
rated in  Section  1  of  this  Act  shall,  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of 
each  month,  make,  under  oath,  and  file  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  County  Court  a  true  exhibit  containing  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  all  fees,  commissions,  perquisites  and  emoluments 
received  by  him,  or  by  any  of  his  deputies  or  assistants  by 
virtue  of  his  office  during  the  preceding  month,  regardless'  of 
whether  the  said  sums  arise  from  fees,  commissions,  per- 
quisites or  emoluments  or  order  or  direction  of  court,  or  for 
pay  for  services  as'  special  commissioner,  trustee,  receiver  or 
otherwise ;  and  he  shall  at  the  time  of  making  such  statement 
pay  into  the  county  treasury  all  of  the  amounts  shown  by  said 
statement  to  have  been  collected  during  the  preceding  month ; 
and  if  he  fail  to  make  any  payment  as  required  herein,  he 
shall  be  proceeded  against  by  the  Chairman  of  the  County 
Court  by  motion  on  his  official  bond ;  provided,  however,  that 
if  any  of  the  aforesaid  costs  did  not  accrue  in  the  office  making 
the  collection,  the  officer  making  the  collection  shall  promptly 
pay  all  such  costs  to  the  officer  in  whose  office  the  same  ac- 
crued. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  of  the 
officers  mentioned  in  Section  1  above  finds  that  the  duties  de- 
volving upon  his  office  are  more  than  he  can  perform  by  devot- 
ing his  entire  time  and  attention  thereto,  he  may  appoint  one 
or  more  deputies  or  assistants'  as  hereinafter  set  out,  whose 
salaries  shall  be  as  follows : 
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The  Clerk  and  Master  shall  be  allowed  not  more  than  six 
deputies  or  assistants,  who  shall  receive  the  following  monthly 
salaries,  namely: 

One  at  $225.00

The  County  Trustees  shall  be  allowed  not  more  than  seven 
deputies  or  assistants,  who  shall  receive  the  following  monthly 
salaries,  namely :

The  Clerk  of  the  County  and  Probate  Court  shall  be  allowed 
not  more  than  five  deputies  or  assistants,  who  shall  receive 
the  following  monthly  salaries,  namely :

The  Register  of  Deeds  shall  be  allowed  not  more  than  seven 
deputies  or  assistants,  who  shall  receive  the  following  month- 
ly salaries,  namely :

Provided,  however,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  of  the 
officers  comprehended  within  this  Act  to  pay  any  deputy  or 
assistant  more  than  one  of  the  salaries  above  provided  for. 

Provided,  further,  that  the  Sheriff,  whenever  necessary, 
shall  be  allowed  to  appoint  such  additional  deputies  as  may  be 
necessary  to  attend  upon  the  courts  of  the  county,  and  also  a 
Chief  Jailer  and  an  Assistant  Jailer  as  may  be  necessary  in 
watching  over  the  county  jail,  such  additional  deputies  and 
the  Chief  Jailer  to  each  receive  a  monthly  salary  of  $100.00, 
and  the  Assistant  Jailer  to  receive  a  monthly  salary  of  $90.00. 

Provided  further,  that  all  deputies  in  any  of  the  offices 
enumerated  in  this  Act  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  to  the  same 
effect  as  required  of  the  officer  appointing  him,  and  every  of- 
ficer enumerated  herein  shall  be  liable  for  any  malfeasance, 
misfeasance  or  nonfeasance  in  office  of  any  deputy  or  assist- 
ant appointed  by  him. 
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And  provided,  further,  that  upon  each  officer  herein  enumer- 
ated presenting  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  a  sworn,  item- 
ized statement  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  each  month,  giving 
the  name  of  and  the  monthly  salary  due  each  deputy  or  assist- 
ant in  his  office,  containing  the  said  officers' '  certificate  that  the 
services  of  each  of  the  deputies  or  assistants  named  in 
his  said  statement  were  indispensible  for  the  proper  carry- 
ing on  of  the  work  of  his  office,  then  all  the  deputies'  and 
assistants  provided  for  herein  shall  be  paid  monthly 
out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  several  counties  at  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  several  coimty 
officers',  and  such  statements  shall  be  filed  with  the  County 
Court  Clerk  and  become  a  part  of  the  public  record. 

Section  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  The  Sheriff  is  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  sufficient  deputies,  in  addition  to  those 
provided  for  in  Section  5,  above,  to  perform  exclusively  the 
deputies  required  by  law  to  be  performed  by  such  officers  for 
the  courts  of  the  several  Justices'  of  the  Peace  in  his  county, 
and  such  deputies  shall  receive  for  their  compensation  the 
fees  allowed  by  law  to  such  officers  for  such  services,  and  col- 
lection thereof  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  as  is  provided  by 
law.  * 

Section  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  at  the  times  the 
various  officers  enumerated  in  Section  4  above  shall  present 
their  statements  of  receipts  of  office  as  herein  provided,  each 
shall  also  present  to  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court  a 
sworn^,  itemized  statement  of  all  necessary  office  expense  (ex- 
clusive of  all  books,  stationery  and  office  supplies'  provided 
for  in  Section  8  hereafter)  that  may  have  been  incurred  by 
him  for  the  same  period  covered  by  his  statement  of  receipts, 
stating  that  the  same  were  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  his  office,  and  were  bought  or  incurred  at  the  rea- 
sonable and  customary  cost  or  price  therefor,  and  stating  also 
the  reason  or  necessity  why  such  extraordinary  expense  was 
incurred,  for  which  a  warrant  on  the  county  treasury  shall 
then  be  issued  to  him  for  the  amount  of  snch  expense  to  reim- 
burse him  for  the  money  so  expended,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund  of  the  county,  which  statements  shall  be  filed 
with  the  County  Court  Clerk,  and  become  a  part  of  the  public 
record. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Sheriff  shall  be  authorized  to 
include  in  such  expense  account  as  a  part  of  the  necessary  ex 
pense  of  his  office,  the  necessary  cost  of  arresting  all  county 
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I    criminals,  the  expense  of  furnishing  and  operating  the  county 
!    jail  and  maintaining  the  county  prisoners  therein,  and  all 
other  necessary,  proper  and  legitimate  expense  incurred  in 
the  proper  and  efficient  administration  of  his  office. 

But,  providing  that  the  issuance  and  payment  of  any  such 
warrant  shall  in  no  way  prejudice  or  preclude  the  disallow- 
ance of  any  one  or  more  items  of  expense  found  to  be  improp- 
erly incurred  or  improperly  included  in  any  of  said  expense 
accounts  when  the  same  shall  be  audited,  nor  relieve  such  of- 
ficer from  repaying  to  the  county  all  such  items  so  improperly 
received  by  him  from  the  county  as  is  hereinafter  provided 
for. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  various  officers 
enumerated  in  Section  1  above,  shall,  on  or  before  the  5th  day 
of  each  month  present  to  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court  a 
sworn,  itemized  requisition  in  writing  for  all  books,  stationery 
and  other  necessary  office  supplies  needed  by  them  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  their  respective  offices;  and 
thereupon  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court  shall  solicit  com- 
petitive bids  for  such  books,  stationery,  and  office  supplies, 
and  shall  accept  the  lowest  and  best  bid  therefor,  or  he  may 
reject  all  bids  and  solicit  others;  and  he  shall  purchase  for 
such  officers  the  books,  stationery,  and  office  supplies  as  shown 
by  their  requisitions,  and  have  same  delivered  to  them,  and  for 
the  cost  thereof  county  warrants  shall  be  issued  to  those  fur- 
nishing the  same,  and  paid  as  provided  by  law.  And  all  such 
requisitions  when  filed,  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Court 
Clerk  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  public  records. 

Section  9.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of  the  respect- 
ive officers  enumerated  in  Section  1,  above,  except  Sheriffs, 
shall  have  authority,  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary,  to  employ 
additional  help,  sufficient  to  perform  the  clerical  work  of  his 
office,  to  whom  he  is  authorized  to  pay  the  compensation  al- 
lowed by  law  for  such  services,  and  if  the  compensation  is  not 
fixed  by  law  for  such  services,  then  reasonable  compensation 
therefor.  But  before  any  such  officers  shall  be  authorized  to 
employ  such  extra  help,  he  shall  make  oath  in  writing  stating 
that  such  extra  help  is  necessary,  and  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  therefor,  such  oath  to  be  taken  by  the  Clerk  and  Master 
before  a  Chancellor  of  the  Chancery  Court,  by  the  Clerks  of 
the  Circuit  and  Criminal  Courts,  before  a  Judge  of  their 
Courts,  and  by  the  Register,  the  Trustee  and  the  County  and 
Probate  Clerk  before  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court. 
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Sworn;  itemized  statements  of  the  amounts  paid  for  said  extra 
help,  accompanied  by  the  officer's  oath  as  to  the  necessity  for 
the  same,  and  reasonableness  of  the  charge,  shall  be  included 
in  and  presented  with  his  monthly  expense  charge,  and  be  in- 
cluded in  and  presented  with  his  monthly  expense  account, 
and  the  various  county  officers  shall  be  reimbursed  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  the  county  as  provided  in  Section  7  above  for 
the  money  so  expended  by  them. 

Provided^,  however,  that  the  employment  of  any  additional 
help  by  any  of  said  officers  shall  not  be  for  a  longer  period 
than  sixty  days  without  renewal  of  authority  to  so  employ  for 
same  period  of  time  or  less,  and  the  monthly  salary  to  be  paid 
each  person  so  employed  shall  not  exceed  $100.00. 

Section  10.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  and  all  depu- 
ties, jailers  and  assistants  in  any  of  the  offices  enumerated  in 
this  Act  shall  be  removed  by  the  officer  for  whom  they  are  act- 
ing, when  there  is  no  longer  need  for  their  services,  and  any 
and  all  such  deputies,  jailers  and  assistants  may  be  removed 
at  will  by  the  officer  for  whom  they  are  acting ;  and  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  or  prohibit  the  various 
officers  enumerated  herein  from  appointing  an  additional 
deputy  or  deputies,  assistant  or  assistants  when  their  compen- 
sation is  to  be  paid  personally  and  individually  by  the  officer 
making  such  appointment  or  appointments. 

Section  11.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  various  officers 
enumerated  in  Section  1  above,  in  addition  to  the  bonds  now 
required  of  them  by  law,  shall  each  give  a  bond  to  the  county 
in  the  penalty  of  double  the  amount  of  the  yearly  salary  of 
such  officer,  which  said  bond  as  to  its  solvency  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court,  and  it  shall  be 
conditioned  that  said  officer  properly  collect  and  duly  account 
as  herein  required  to  the  county  for  the  fees,  costs,  emolu- 
ments, perquisites  and  commissions  that  he  shall  receive,  or  by 
the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence  ought  to  receive  by  virtue 
of  this  office,  the  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  bonds  contemplated 
in  this  section,  and  on  all  other  bonds  required  by  law  of  such 
officers,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  out  of  its  general  fund  on 
warrants  drawn  therefor  by  the  Chairman  of  the  County 
Court,  which  warrants,  when  paid,  shall  be  preserved  and  be- 
come a  part  of  the  public  records. 

Section  12.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  and  every  of 
the  officers  enumerated  in  this  Act  shall  keep  a  well  bound 
book  or  books,  called  fee  book,  in  which  each  officer  shall  enter 
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in  ink  every  fee,  emolument,  perquisite,  commission  or  com- 
pensation to  which  the  county  shall  he  entith^d  under  this  Act, 
giving  the  nature  and  amount  of  each  item,  with  a  brief  state- 
ment of  how  and  when  same  accrued,  and  if  accruing  in  a  law- 
suit, giving  the  style  and  number  of  the  suit,  and  the  court  in 
which  the  suit  was  brought,,  and  these  books  shall  be  carefully 
preserved  in  each  office,  and  shall  become  a  part  of  the  public 
records. 

Section  13.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  offices  of  the 
various  officers  mentioned  in  Section  1  above,  shall  be  audited 
annually  as  of  August  31st  of  each  and  every  year.  The 
Chairman  of  the  County  Court  shall  employ  a  practicing  Pub- 
lic Accountant  for  this  purpose,  who  shall  not  be  related  to  any 
of  the  officers  whose  offices  are  to  be  audited,  such  employment 
to  be  made  by  August  31st  of  each  and  every  year,  or  as'  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  said  audit  to  be  completed  by  De- 
cember 1st  of  each  year.  But  before  making  such  employ- 
ment, the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court  shall  solicit  written 
competitive  bids  from  at  least  two  practicing  public  account- 
ants inviting  them  to  name  the  prices  for  which  they  are  will- 
ing to  audit  said  offices,  and  said  Chairman  shall  then  employ 
the  one  who  in  his  opinion  will  best  serve  the  county,  or  he 
may  reject  both  or  all  and  solicit  other  bids ;  and  the  written 
bids  of  all  such  practicing  public  accountants  shall  be  filed 
with  the  County  Court  Clerk  and  become  a  part  of  the  public 
records.  The  accountant  employed  to  make  the  audit  shall 
examine  the  various  records'  in  each  and  every  office  and  re- 
port whether  the  officer  therein  has  properly  taxed  all  fees, 
commissions,  perquisites,  emoluments  and  compensation 
which  accrued  or  should  have  accrued  to  the  county  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit,  and  to  report  whether  such  officer 
has  collected  all  such  items  as  should  have  been  collected  by 
him  during  such  period,  or  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  dili- 
gence were  collectible.  Such  accountant  shall  also  examine 
the  exhibits  of  receipts  of  the  officer  and  report  if  he  has  prop- 
erly accounted  for  and  paid  to  the  county  all  collections  made 
by  him,  and  he  shall  also  report  the  fees,  commissions,  perqui- 
sites, emoluments  and  compensation  which  have  accrued  to  the 
county  but  which  have  not  been  collected.  Such  accountant 
shall  also  examine  the  statements  of  expenses  of  the  various 
officers  and  report  if  all  items  of  expense  included  therein  are 
properly  incurred  and  were  properly  charged  against  the 
county  and  the  proper  amount  charged  therefor,  and  when- 
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ever  any  such  officer  is  found  to  have  employed  extra  help, 
such  accountant  shall  investigate  and  ascertain  if  the  employ- 
ment of  such  extra  help  was  necessary  and  proper.  Such  ac- 
countant shall  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
County  Court  as  soon  after  the  completion  of  the  audit  as 
practicable.  Such  report  shall  then  be  presented  to  the  Coun- 
ty Court,  and  if  it  be  shown  that  any  such  officer  has  failed  to 
properly  account  to  the  county  for  any  sums  collected  by  him, 
proper  steps  shall  then  be  taken  to  recover  all  such  sums.  If 
such  report  shows  that  any  such  officer  has'  negligently  failed 
to  collect  any  sums  due  thg  county  which  he  should  have  col- 
lected, or  if  it  shows  that  he  has  included  in  any  of  his  expense 
statements  any  items  for  extra  help  unnecessarily  employed, 
or  any  items  which  are  not  proper  and  legitimate  items'  of  ex- 
pense of  the  office  for  which  he  has  been  reimbursed  by  the 
county,  then  such  officer  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  ap- 
pear before  the  County  Court,  or  before  a  committee  appoint- 
ed by  it,  and  give  his  explanation  as  to  why  such  collections 
were  not  made,  and  why  such  items  were  included  in  his  ex- 
pense accounts;  after  which  the  County  Court  shall  decide  if 
such  officer  shall  be  charged  with  any  or  all  of  such  sums,  and 
for  such  sums  as- it  shall  decide  to  charge  him  with,  demand 
shall  then  be  made  of  him  to  make  same  good  to  the  county 
within  ten  days,  and  if  he  fail  to  do  so,  then  proper  steps  shall 
be  taken  to  recover  same.  And  in  all  controversies  between 
any  officer  and  the  county  over  any  such  matters,  the  burden 
of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  officer  to  establish  his  contention. 
After  the  completion  of  the  audit,  the  accountant  shall  present 
his  account  for  services  to  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court, 
who  shall  approve  same,  if  correct,  and,  thereupon,  a  warrant 
therefor  shall  be  drawn  on  the  county  and  paid  out  of  its  gen- 
eral fund;  and  all  such  accounts  and  the  reports  of  all  audits 
shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Court  Clerk  and  become  a  part 
of  the  public  records,  and  said  warrants,  when  paid,  shall  also 
become  a  part  of  the  public  records. 

Section  14.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  officer  enum- 
erated in  this  Act  who  shall  evade  the  letter  or  spirit  of  this 
Act,  by  failing  to  charge  against  or  to  collect  from  the  one 
liable  therefor,  and  which  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  dili- 
gence could  be  collected,  every  fee,  commission,  perquisite, 
emolument  or  compensation  that  the  county  may  be  entitled 
to,  or  by  failing  to  present  his  statement  or  receipts  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Act,  or  by  making  or  conspiring  with  any  one  in 
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any  manner  to  make  a  false  or  incorrect  statement  of  receipts, 
statement  of  expenses  or  statement  as  to  any  fact  required  to 
be  stated  by  this  Act  under  oath,,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  be  subject  to  presentment  or  indictment,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  he  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $500.00  or 
more  than  $1,000.00,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  State  peni- 
tentiary for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years, 
either  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  trying  the  case. 
If  the  jury  by  whom  the  defendant  is  tried  and  convicted  on 
such  charge  shall  find  that  his  violation  of  any  provision  of 
this  Act  was  wilful,  such  officer  shall  be  removed  from  his  of- 
fice as  a  part  of  the  judgment  of  the  Court.  If  any  such  officer 
shall  knowingly  make  a  false  or  incorrect  statement  of  re- 
ceipts, "statement  of  expenses  or  statement  as  to  any  fact  re- 
quired to  be  stated  under  oath  by  this  Act,  he  shall  be  consid- 
ered guilty  of  perjury.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  recovery  by  the 
county  by  a  civil  suit  of  the  amount  of  receipts  which  any  of- 
ficer fails  to  account  for,  or  which  he  negligently  failed  to  col- 
lect, or  of  the  amount  of  expenses  improperly  charged  in  any 
expense  account,  and  which  the  county  may  be  justly  entitled 
to  from  such  officer  or  from  his  bondsmen,  or  to  modify  or  re- 
peal any  criminal  law  or  laws  relating  to  such  officers. 

Section  15.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  not 
effect  the  State  tax  on  litigation  or  on  transfers  of  realty,  or 
any  other  State  tax  or  fee  which  is  now  collected  by  any  of  the 
officers  enumerated  in  Section  1  above,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
State,  but  all  such  States  taxes  or  fees  shall  be  collected  here- 
after by  said  officers  for  the  State  and  shall  be  accounted  for 
by  them  to  the  State  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  16.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  and  every 
one  of  the  officers  enumerated  in  this  Act  before  being  allowed 
any  deputies,  jailers  or  assistants  for  their  respective  offices, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following  oath : 

"I  (here  state  name  and  office)  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  and 
my  present  force  of  deputies  and  assistants  are  unable,  by 
working  eight  hours  a  day,  to  properly  perform  the  duties  and 
transact  the  business  of  my  office,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to 
the  accommodation  of  those  who  have  business  with  my  office 
to  increase  my  force  by  employing  more  additional  deputies  or 
assistants."  (Here  state  facts  as  distinguished  from  con- 
clusions showing  the  necessity  for  such  deputies  or  assistants.) 
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Provided  that  this  oath  shall  be  taken  by  the  Clerk  and 
Master  before  one  of  the  Chancellors  of  the  Chancery  Court, 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  and  Criminal  Courts  before  one  of 
the  Judges  of  their  respective  courts ;  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  and  Probate  Courts,  the  Register,  the  Sheriff  and  the 
Trustee  before  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Court. 

Section  17.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  18.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  and  after  September  1st,  1918,  the  public  welfare 
requiring  it.

Section  3.  That  any  common  carriers  violating  this  Act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  pay  to  the 
State  of  Tennessee  a  sum  of  not  less  than  One  Hundred  Dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  Two  Thousand  Dollars,  and  any  person 
other  than  the  persons  excepted  from  the  provisions'  of  this 
Act  who  uses  any  such  intrastate  transportation  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  life  penalty.

By  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate,  Mr,  Worley  intro- 
duced Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  24 — To  elect  State  Elec- 
tion Commissioners. 

On  motion  the  rules  were  suspended  for  immediate  consid- 
eration of  the  resolution. 

On  motion  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  24  was  adopted. 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

The  following-  message  was  received  yesterday  from  the  Gov- 
ernor through  his  private  secretary  and  was  read  by  the  Clerk 
at  the  hour  of  11  o'clock,  it  having  been  set  as  a  special  order 
yesterday : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Sixtieth 
General  Assembly : 

In  a  message  which  I  delivered  to  your  honorable  body  on 
January  3rd,  I  endeavored  to  show  as  clearly  as  I  could,  the 
present  embarrassing  financial  condition  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury, and  the  causes  leading' to  this  unfortunate  situation.  In 
that  message,  I  referred  to  the  definite  and  specific  pledges 
imposed  by  the  Democratic  platform,  two  years  ago,  upon  the 
party  candidates  for  the  Legislature  and  for  Governor,  re- 
specting the  matter  of  an  assessment  measure  and  the  method 
of  administering  our  tax  laws. 

The  Commission  appointed  by  me,  as  Governor  two  years 
ago  in  pursuance  of  platform  pledges  to  investigate  the  sub- 
ject, submitted  its  report  together  with  certain  bills  to  meet 
the  existing  conditions  and  provide  for  the  future.  They  did 
not  become  laws,  and  another  deficit  of  approximately  one 
million  dollars,  which  in  a  message  of  April  1st,  1915,  I  pre- 
dicted would  follow,  if  these  measures,  or  others  equally  ef- 
fective were  not  passed,  must  now  be  dealt  with  by  you. 

A  commission  composed  of  the  State  Treasurer,  Comptroller 
and  three  distinguished  citizens  of  the  State  acting  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Tax  Commission  of  two  years  ago,  have  submit- 
ted to  me  a  report,  in  which  they  recommend,  with  a  few 
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changes  the  bills  prepared  by  the  Tax  Commission,  two  years 
ago.    These  bills  are  styled  as  follows': 

' '  Providing  for  State  Taxation. ' ' 

"General  Assessment  Bills.'' 

'^To  Quiet  Land  Titles.'' 

''To  Provide  for  the  Assessment  of  Sleeping  Car  Property." 

''The  bills  provide  for  a  permanent  Tax  Commission  of 
three  members  to  have  the  supervision  of  assessments*  and 
equalization  of  all  property  in  the  State."  This  bill  provides 
that : 

"The  County  Assessors'  are  to  perform  their  work  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Tax  Commission." 

"That  Merchants  Taxes  assessed  by  County  Court  Clerks 
shall  be  equalized  by  the  Tax  Commission. ' ' 

"The  Tax  Commission  will  equalize  the  property  assessed 
by  the  State  Railroad  Commission. ' ' 

"That  it  shall  act  as  a  Board  of  Equalization  for  all  other 
property." 

"That  the  holders  of  mortgage  notes,  lien  notes,  bonds,  and 
all  such  securities,  public  and  priv/ite,  shall  pay  a  State  tax  on 
their  incomes  from  such  property;  also  a  small  registration 
tax." 

"That  there  shall  be  a  survey  of  the  State  and  taxes  as- 
sessed with  the  aid  of  County  maps." 

"That  a  time  limit  shall  be  given  for  the  adjudication  of 
every  title  now  disputed  in  the  courts'  and  payment  of  taxes 
shall  be  requisite  to  establishment  of  claims." 

"That  after  a  receipt  for  taxes  has  been  issued  there  shall 
be  no  re-assessment  of  the  property  for  that  or  previous 
years'. ' ' 

One  of  the  strong  features  of  the  proposed  assessment  law 
is  that  providing  for  imposing  a  tax  in  lieu  of  the  ad  valorem 
tax  on  the  income  from  property  designated  as  bonds  which 
includes  mortgage  and  lien  notes.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that 
but  little  of  this  class  of  property  is  ever  uncovered  for  taxa- 
tion. Much  of  it  is  held  in  the  cities  where  the  total  rate  of 
taxation  for  city,  county  and  State  purposes'  may  be  as  high  as 
$3.50  per  $100.00.  To  submit  it  for  taxation  would  mean  con- 
fiscation of  practically  all  the  income  on  a  5%  or  6%  security, 
therefore,  the  holder  dodges  the  assessment,  or  finds  a  tempor- 
ary home  for  his  securities  in  another  State  at  assessment 
time. 
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The  sliding  scale  applicable  under  the  proposed  law  to  the 
rate  of  taxation  is  one  of  its  strong  features  and  will  furnish 
assurance  to  the  taxpayer  that  after  the  assessments  shall 
have  been  increased  from  about  the  present  aggregate  of  $700,- 
000,000.00  to  $1,000,000,000.00  that  the  rate  will  automatically 
drop  from  fifty  cents  per  hundred  at  which  it  has  been  fixed 
since  1907,  for  State  and  school  purposes,  to  forty-six  and  one- 
half  cents,  and  by  regular  gradations  the  tax  rate  will  be  re- 
duced as  the  assessable  values  increase  so  that  when  the  as- 
sessment reaches  two  billions  dollars,  rate  for  State  and  schools 
will  be  thirty-four  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars. 

Our  present  system  of  taxation  is  unjust  and  inequitable  in 
so  many  ways  that  it  is  useless  for  me  to  undertake  to  point 
out  the  many  inequalities,  which  are  so  well  understood  by 
you  and  by  the  people. 

The  greatest  gain  to  the  State  through  this  system  will  come 
from  the  equalization  of  the  tax  burden.  In  many  adjoining 
counties  the  assessments  are  so  widely  at  variance  with  each 
other  and  so  far  below  reasonable  valuation — their  contribu- 
tion to  the  State  Government  so  small  that  the  whole  matter  is 
looked  upon  as  a  joke.  In  these  counties  it  is  a  well  settled 
policy  to  make  the  assessments  very  low  and  secure  the  reve- 
nue needed  for  county  purposes  by  levying  a  high  tax  rate.  * 
All  of  these  different  processes  and  methods  have  had  a  dis- 
astrous effect  upon  the  State's  finances. 

In  order  to  further  illuminate  the  matter  of  the  State's  fi- 
nancial condition — to  present  to  you  every  detail  possible  re- 
specting its  finances,  I  am  embodying  tables  showing  from 
whence  its  revenue  has  been  derived,  and  the  amount  received 
from  all  leading  sources,  during  each  biennial  period  for  the 
last  eight  years.  Similar  information  is  given  regarding  its 
disbursements.  I  recommend  to  you  a  careful  study  of  these 
figures,  which  are  arranged  so  as  to  permit  comparisons  and 
have  been  taken  from  the  records  of  the  State's  fiscal  officers. 

By  carefully  weighing  the  facts'  contained  in  these  tables 
you  will  better  be  able  to  draw  your  conclusions  as  to  the 
causes  that  produced  these  unfortunate  conditions. 

In  order  that  you  may  have  the  figures  before  you,  I  have 
had  printed  and  placed  in  your  hands  comparative  statements 
by  biennial  periods  for  the  last  eight  years,  showing  the  prin- 
cipal sources  from  which  the  State  derives  its  revenues  and  the 
principal  items  of  expense. 
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First,  we  have  the  thirty-five  (35c)  cent  ad  valorem  tax  col- 
lected by  County  Trustees :

This  shows  an  increase  of  only  $124,000.00  as  between  the 
1912-14  and  1914-16  periods,  and  an  increas'9  in  eight  years  of 
only  $647,000.00.  The  gain  from  1910  to  1912  was  10.4%  ; 
from  1912  to  1914,  was  6.1%  ;  and  from  1914  to  1916,  3.4%. 

The  collections'  for  the  period  1890-92',  twenty-four  years  ago 
were  $1,924,108.07,  a  difference  as  between  that  date  and  the 
present  of  $l,785,691.00-^less  than  fifty  (50% )  per  cent.  Does 
this  represent  a  normal  increase?  What  explanation  can  be 
made  of  the  constantly  decreasing  percentage  of  gain  in  re- 
ceipts from  that  same  source! 

Next  in  importance  are  the  receipts  from  County  Court 
Clerks,  who  collect  merchants'  ad  valorem  privilege  and  in-

This  is'  due  to  two  causes ;  first,  during  1912-14  the  law  pro- 
vided a  tax  on  estat9s  of  $5,000.00  or  more,  during  the  latter 
period,  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1915,  Chapter  101, 
Section  20,  the  law  was  changed  to  apply  only  to  estates  of 
$10,000.00  or  more;  second,  the  amount  that  may  be  derived 
from  this'  source  is  not  within  the  regulation  of  mortal  hands. 
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We  have  placed  in  your  hands  a  printed  itemized  statement 
coverini^^  the  annual  eolk^'tions  of  all  privilege  taxes'  for  the 
last  ten  years.  You  will  see  from  this  statement  that  the  in- 
crease from  this  source  has  not  been  normal  or  by  any  means, 
what  was  expected.

There  are  several  reasons  why  the  operation  of  coal  mines 
have  been  unprofitable  during  the  last  few  years.  The  under- 
lying reason — the  one  which  has  affected  all  mine  operators  in 
East  Tennessee,  is  that  an  industrial  depression  beginning  be- 
fore the  outbreak  of  the  European  war,  was  very  much  aggra- 
vated by  that  catastrophe.  The  year  1915  was  a  year  of  dis- 
aster to  mine  operators  generally,  and  only  the  strongest  sur- 
vived. There  are,  and  were,  physical  reasons  why  the  opera- 
tion of  the  State  mines  could  not  be  made  very  profitable  in 
1915-16;  first,  the  property  was  in  a  run-down  and  neglected 
condition  and  a  great  amount  of  labor  and  money  amounting  to 
$43,996.73,  was  required  to  put  it  in  condition  for  operating; 
secondly,  the  mine  has  been  worked  back  such  a  distance  that 
the  cost  of  production  is  too  great  when  the  prices  are  as*  low 
as  they  were  in  1915  and  the  first  part  of  1916 ;  thirdly,  during 
1915,  one  hundred  and  fifty  convicts  worked  12,329  days  on 
railroad  and  highway  work ;  in  1916,  400  convicts  worked  56,- 
886  days  on  public  highways.  The  State  cannot  work  convicts 
on  the  highways  and  get  the  benefit  of  their  labor  and  whatever 
profit  they  might  make  in  the  coal  mines  at  the  same  time.

Our  largest  item  of  expense  is,  of  course,  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  scihool  purposes. 

Chapter  25,  Acts  of  1873,  Section  34,  provides  as  follows : 
"The  permanent  school  fund  of  the  State  shall  be  the  one 
million,  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ascertained  and  declar- 
ed by  Section  946  of  the  Code  and  recognized  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  to  be  the  permanent  fund.  To  this  shall  be 
added  the  interest,  which  has  accrued  on  the  same  and  not 
been  paid  by  the  State,  amounting  on  the  first  of  January, 
1873,  to  one  million,  twelve  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars, 
making  this  entire  permanent  State  School  Fund  two  million, 
five  hundred  and  twelve  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars,  ($2,- 
512,500.00). 

For  this  $2,512,500.00  a  certificate  of  indebtedness  shall  be 
issued,  signed  by  the  Governor,  under  the  great  Seal  of  the 
State  and  deposited  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  and 
which  on  its  face  shall  show  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  is- 
sued, and  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum,  payable  semi-annually  on  the 
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first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1873.'' 

To  this  fund  is  added  the  proceeds  of  all  escheated  property, 
all  property  forfeited  to  the  State,  of  all  lands  sold  and  bought 
for  taxes',  of  the  personal  effects  of  intestates,  having  no  kin- 
dred entitled  thereto,  and  any  donation  made  to  the  State  for 
school  purposes. 

The  distribution  of  the  interest  on  this  permanent  fund  is 
known  as  ''Interest  on  School  Fund"  and  amounted  in  1914- 
1916  to  the  sum  of  $271,711.11.  Chapter  105,  Acts  of  1903, 
Section  2  and  Chapter  213,  Acts  of  1905,  Section  3,  provided 
that  any  surplus  remaining  in  the  Treasury  s'hould  be  appor- 
tioned to  the  School  Fund. 

This  law  was  in  operation  until  the  passage  of  Chapter  264, 
Acts  of  1909,  which  provided  that  for  the  year  1909,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  gross  revenue  ot 
the  State  should  be  paid  into  the  "General  Education"  Fund. 

This  was  operative  until  the  passage  of  Chapter  23,  Acts  of 
1913,  which  increased  the  apportionment  to  thirty-three  and 
one-third  per  cent  of  the  gross  revenue  of  the  State. 

The  figures  given  in  the  apportionment  table  above  clearly 
show  the  effect  of  these  several  increases. 

The  falling  off  in  the  amount  apportioned  under  the  law 
during  the  1914-1916  period  is  readily  accounted  for  by  the 
falling  off  of  the  gross  revenue  of  the  State.  This  amounted 
to  $79,281.27  in  the  school  apportionment. 

The  loss  in  revenue  from  liquor  dealers  alone  was'  $385,- 
248.01 ;  one-third  of  this  is  $128,416.00,  which  more  than  ac- 
counts for  the  ditference. 

In  considering  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  State 
for  educational  purposes  it  should  not  be  overlooked  that  the 
schools  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  the  blind,  and  the  industrial 
school,  and  the  reformatory  for  boys  are  also  educational  in-> 
s'titutions— in  fact,  State  public  schools— and  as  they  are  sup- 
ported by  appropriations  outside  of  the  school  fund,  I  have 
added  the  amounts  expended  for  these  institutions  to  the 
amount  apportioned  to  the  Board  of  Education  direct.  This 
gives  a  total  expended  for  educational  purposes  for  the  1914- 
3916  period  of  $3,335,230.71  or  a  percentage  of  44.3%  of  the 
gross'  revenue  of  the  State  which  is  applicable  for  school  pur- 
poses.

You  will  notice  that  the  amount  of  interest  shown  as  having 
been  paid  during  the  1914-16  period  is  $1,240,370.00,  but  from 
this,  there  should  be  deducted  $165,750.00,  which  is  shown  on 
the  books  of  the  Comptroller  as  a  receipt.  This  was  a  rebate 
on  account  of  the  difference  in  dates  as  between  the  time  of 
floating  the  refunded  bond  issue  and  the  annual  due  date  of  the 
old  bond  issne.  This  leaves  the  net  amount  of  interest  paid 
for  the  two  year  period  of  1914-1916,  $1,  074,620.00,  an  increase 
over  the  preceding  two  year  period  of  $95,994.00. 

The  amount  shown  as  paid  for  interest  on  the  State  debt  re- 
quires explanation  for  the  following  reasons:

Although  the  refunding  of  the  debt  was  authorized,  it  was 
not  funded  until  during  the  first  year  of  my  administration. 

A  temporary  arrangement  was  made  with  the  National  Park 
Bank  of  New  York  City,  to  carry  the  above. past  due  obligation, 
and  short  term  loans'  were  also  made  to  take  care  of  accrued 
obligations'  at  a  rate  of  interest  approximating  7%,  all  of 
which  were  cared  for  during  my  term  of  office.    This,  of  course, 
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forced  all  of  the  expense  of  refundino'  the  State  debt,  amount- 
ing approximately  to  $40,000.00,  into  the  last  two  year  period, 
together  with  the  high  rate  of  interest  which  was  paid  on  the 
short  term  loans.

The  increase  in  maintenance  might  be  easily  accounted  for 
on  the  ground  of  the  well  known  and  well  understood  increased 
cost  of  food,  clothes,  and  all  kinds  of  maintenance  supplies  and 
service.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  increase  in  the  mainten- 
ance cost  is  only  about  7%  over  the  preceding  two  years,  while 
the  increase  in  the  cost  of  supplies  has  ranged  from  10%  to 
200%  advance.  There  were  ninety  more  prisoners  in  both  peni- 
tentiaries on  Dec.  19,  1916  than  on  the  corresponding  date  of 
1914.

I  call  particular  attention  to  a  typographical  error  made  in 
my  message  of  January  3rd,  1917.  In  stating  the  amount  of 
the  item  of  expenditure  for  "Enforcement  of  Prohibition 
Laws."  There  was  a  transposition  to  this  account  of  the 
amount  expended  by  the  Highway  Commission,  and  vice-versa ; 
correctly  stated,  the  items  are  as  follows :

The  recapitulation  table  of  receipts  shown  above,  accounts 
for  the  larger  items  of  State  revenue;  likewise,  the  table  of 
disbursements  shown  in  the  table  of  receipts  approximate  the 
total  amount  received  during  the  entire  biennial  period  from 
all  sources.  The  same  is  true  of  disbursements.  The  cost  of 
administration — the  salary  and  expense  items  of  the  various 
departments  are  not  included  in  disbursements.    It  will  be  ob- 
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served  that  disbursements  exceed  receipts  by  over  ane  million 
dollars  in  these  statements.  I  harve  presented  the  matter  to 
you  in  this  way — furnished  all  the  above  information  and  data 
— to  further  impress  upon  you  that  State  expense  long  ago 
passed  beyond  State  receipts. 

All  the  salaried  offices  and  clerkships  in  the  State,  including 
that  of  the  Governor  and  members  of  our  Supreme  Court, 
might  be  abolished  and  the  revenues  would  still  be  insufficient 
to  meet  interest  on  the  State  debt,  make  payment  on  the  prin- 
cipal, carry  on  our  educational  work,  support  our  charities, 
pay  pensions'  to  the  old  Confederate  soldiers  and  support  other 
present  and  necessary  activities  of  State  Government. 

During  the  clamorous  period  of  factional  strife  which  pre- 
vailed during  so  many  years,  constructive  thought  and  effort, 
unfortunately  for  the  State,  was  not  directed  towards  the  im- 
provement of  its  finances.  State  institutions  grew  and  multi- 
plied ;  its'  public  school  system  received  a  constantly  increasing 
measure  of  aid;  the  generous  treatment  accorded  to  Confed- 
erate soldiers  was  extended  to  their  widows ;  the  complexity  of 
modern  business  and  the  changed  attitude  of  society  towards 
social  and  economic  problems  forced  the  State  into  exercise  of 
new  functions — all  of  these  things  went  forward  without  seri- 
ous thought  of  rehabilitation  of  our  finances  or  the  repair  of 
many  items  of  great  financial  loss. 

The  gravity  of  the  situation  prompts  me  to  communicate 
with  you  again  on  this  subject  and  to  furnish  data  which  I 
trust  you  will  find  informative  and  helpful. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  measures  already  submitted  as 
the  work  of  the  committee,  I  hope  you  will  bear  constantly  in 
mind  the  great  needs  of  the  State  and  the  urgency  of  the  situa- 
tion. By  prompt  action  these  measures  can  be  made  appli- 
cable to  the  present  year.  I  appeal  to  you  to  discourage  all 
petty  or  obstructive  efforts  to  amend  or  ameliorate  these  laws. 

I  hope  your  action  on  the  measures  will  be  protected  solely 
by  the  best  interests  of  the  State — that  Democratic  members 
will  by  their  votes,  redeem  Democratic  pledges,  and  that  all 
members  will  render  that  high  and  patriotic  service  to  the 
State  that  is  demanded  by  our  present  conditions. 

I  take  this  public  occasion  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  service  rendered  by  the  commission  appointed  by 
me  two  years  ago  and  of  the  committee  recently  appointed  to 
act  jointly  with  this  commission;  also  to  the  many  citizens 
throughout  the  State  who  have  rendered  valuable  assistance 
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to  the  commission  during  the  investigation  of  this  subject  and 
in  the  preparation  of  the  bills  which  have  already  been  bubmit- 
ted  to  your  honorable  body.  Tom  C.  Rye,  Governor.

HOUSE  MESSAGE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House  through 
its  Clerk: 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  to  transmit  to  the  Senate, 
House  Bill  No.  67 — To  provide  equal  suffrage,  passed  by  the 
House. 

Also  I  am  directed  to  return  to  the  Senate,  Senate  Bills 
Nos. : 

83 — To  grant  certain  powers  to  school  directors. 

93 — To  provide  stock  law  for  certain  counties. 
110 — To  authorize  Hamilton  County  to  issue  bonds. 
All  substituted  for  House  Bills  on  same  subject  and  passed 
by  the  House.  Green,  Clerk. 

The  hour  of  12  o'clock  M.  having  arrived,  the  time  fixed  by 
House  Joint  Eesolution  No.  12,  to  inaugurate  Governor-elect 
Tom  C.  Rye,  on  motion  the  Senate  took  a  recess  and  repaired 
in  a  body  to  the  chamber  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
where  they  joined  the  House  in  Joint  Convention. 

JOINT  CONVENTION. 

The  Joint  Convention  met  at  12  o'clock  M.,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  President  Crabtree. 

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  praver  by  the  Chaplain, 
Rev.  T.  J.  McGill. 

On  a  call  of  the  roll  the  following  Senators  responded  to 
their  names:  Messrs.  Allen,  Bates,  Bingham,  Blackburn,  Bur- 
ton, Caldwell,  Creswell,  Fleming,  Fulghum,  Fuller,  Haston, 
Henard,  Hill,  Houk,  Humphreys,  Ingram,  Jarvis,  Johnson, 
Kinney,  Matthews  of  Overton,  Matthews  of  Smith,  Miller, 
Nichols,  Ogle,  Rooks,  Stockard,  Thompson,  Underhill,  Wor- 
ley,  and  Mr.  Speaker  Crabtree — 30. 

On  a  call  of  the  roll  of  the  House,  93  members  responded  to 
their  names. 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  read  the  Joint  Resolution  calling  for 
the  Joint  Convention. 
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The  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House  announced  that  the 
Governor  and  his  staff  were  at  the  bar  of  the  House,  and  the 
President  ordered  that  they  be  admitted  and  escorted  to  the 
stand.  The  Governor  accompanied  by  his  staff,  State  officials 
and  members  of  the  Supreme  Court,  was  escorted  to  the 
Speaker's  stand  by  the  Inaugural  Committee,  composed  of 
members  of  the  House  and  Senate. 

Mr.  President  Crabtree  addressed  the  Convention  introduc- 
ing Gov.  Tom  C.  Rye,  Governor-elect,  who  proceeded  to  deliver 
his  inaugural  address  which  was  as  follows: 

Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Two  years  ago  I  was  inaugurated  Governor  of  Tennessee, 
and  now  for  a  second  time  this  high  honor  is  about  to  be  con- 
ferred upon  me.  When  I  shall  have  taken  and  subscribed  to 
the  oath  of  office  the  record  of  the  two  years  past  will  have 
been  history,  and  I  shall  turn  to  the  future  fondly  cherishing 
the  hope  that  the  events  crowding  themselves  into  the  days, 
the  weeks  and  the  months  which  go  to  make  up  the  years  of  my 
first  term  may  be  found  some  blessings,  some  substantial  and 
lasting  good  for  the  people  of  my  State  whose  interest  I  have 
tried  to  serve. 

I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  position  to 
which  I  had  been  elected  by  your  suffrage,  deeply  conscious  of 
my  inability  to  measure  up  to  my  idea  of  a  Governor  of  a  great 
State  like  Tennessee,  but  with  a  desire  to  be  faithful  to  every 
trust;  true  to  every  promise,  and  with  the  determination  to 
meet  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  the  responsibilities  of  the  high 
office  to  which  you  had  called  me.  In  a  short  time  I  shall  again 
take  the  oath  of  office  as  Governor  without  mental  reservation, 
and  with  the  deliberate  determination  to  discharge  with  fidelity 
every  duty  and  responsibility  imposed  upon  me,  and,  insofar 
as  I  can  bring  to  bear  every  legitimate  means  and  justifiable 
effort  for  the  redemption  of  party  pledges.  In  the  two  years 
before  me,  I  shall  endeavor  to  give  greater  expression  of  grati- 
tude for  the  honor  conferred,  by  a  constant  effort  to  discharge 
my  duties  in  a  acceptable  manner,  and,  insofar  as  within  me 
lies,  compel  all  those  who  hold  office  by  my  consent  and  under 
my  appointment  to  render  to  the  State  a  full  measure  of  hon- 
est, capable  and  efficient  service. 

In  looking  back  over  the  two  years  that  I  have  come  and 
gone,  I  am  reminded  of  the  fact  that  mistakes  have  been  made. 
But  I  pray  God  whatever  evil  consequences  to  which  they  tend 
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may  be  averted  and  that  no  harm  has  or  shall  come  to  the  State 
because  of  any  error  that  may  have  been  committed.  I  feel, 
however,  liaving  done  the  best  that  I  could,  with  the  lights  be- 
fore me,  that  I  am  not  called  upon  to  apologize  for  what  may 
have  been  done. 

The  first  of  my  administration  seems  to  have  been  the  begin- 
ning of  the  end  of  a  long,  hateful,  hurtful,  horrid  period  of 
factionalism,  of  animosities  born  of  political  strife  and  party 
discord,  the  result  of  which  was  to  divide  the  party  into  fac- 
tions, communities'  into  hostile  divisions,  change  friendships 
into  deadly  enmities,  arrest  the  progress  and  development  of 
material  resources'  and  render  impossible  wise  and  calm  con- 
sideration of  constructive  measures  and  policies  for  the  gen- 
eral welfare. 

During  this  long  period,  party  alignments*  were  broken  fac- 
tions created,  discord  and  distrust  fomented,  combinations 
made  and  entered  into  by  self-seeking  leaders  who  made  free 
use  of  these  disturbing  issues  and  conditions  for  their  own 
political  gain  and  advantage. 

In  my  opening  speech  two  years  ago,  I  proclaimed  ''peace" 
as  the  paramount  issue  of  the  campaign.  I  believed  then  that 
our  people  were  weary  of  strife,  discord  and  bitterness*,  and 
that  those  who  had  felt  impelled  to  repudiate  party  candidates 
for  a,  principle  in  which  they  believed,  still  entertained  some 
love  and  affection  for  the  party  of  their  fathers  and  were  anx- 
ious* for  the  day  to  come  when  they  could  consistently  espouse 
its  cause  and  enlist  again  under  its'  banner. 

It  was  my  belief  then  that  a  great  majority  of  the  people 
of  Tennessee,  irrespective  of  party  affiliations,  were  at  heart 
in  favor  of  law  enforcement  and  believed  in  temperance.  I 
know  now  that  a  great  majority  of  our  people,  irrespective  of 
party  affiliations,  are  at  heart  more  in  favor  of  law  enforce- 
ment and  wish  and  desire,  above  everything  else,  the  absolute 
destruction  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

To  have  been  elected  as  your  Governor  after  all  this*  long, 
disordered  and  distempered  period,  through  which  the  people 
had  passed,  upon  a  platform  pledging  the  Democratic  party 
unequivocally  to  law  enforcement  and  temperance ;  to  have 
been  your  Governor  for  the  two  years  just  passed,  during 
which  so  many  effective  law-enforcement  measures  have  been 
placed  upon  the  Statute  books,  tried  and  their  efficiency 
proven ;  to  have  been  in  a  position  to  contribute  in  some  hum- 
ble way  to  this  long-desired  result,  gave  me  a  measure  of  pleas- 
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ure  and  gratification  that  I  felt  could  hardly  be  equalled ;  but, 
a  few  days  ago  when  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
handed  down  its  now  famous  Webb-Kenyon  opinion,  depriv- 
ing the  liquor  traffic  of  the  protection,  care  and  guardianship 
of  interstate  laws,  and  making  it  possible  to  enact  a  constitu- 
tional bone-dry  law"  that  would  forbid  the  shipment  of  liq- 
uor as  a  beverage,  in  any  quantity,  into  a  state  where  its  sale 
is'  prohibited,  I  was  indeed  thankful  that  I  was  your  Governor 
and  would,  more  than  likely,  be  your  Governor  when  a  meas- 
ure, which  I  am  sure  you  will  pass,  forbidding  interstate  ship- 
ments is  submitted  for  executive  approval.  My  cup  of  happi- 
ness, already  full,  on  account  of  the  splendid  law-enforcement 
measures  you  have  enacted  into  laws  at  the  present  session, 
will  indeed  be  overflowing  when  this  last  and  final  measure  for 
the  happiness  and  benefit  of  our  people  shall  have  received 
your  approval  and  becomes  a  part  of  a  great  system  of  laws 
that  it  has  required  ceaseless  effort  to  place  upon  our  statute 
books  for  the  good  of  humanity. 

The  enactment  of  the  Ouster  law  by  the  last  Legislature 
has  proven  the  most  effective  weapon  yet  devised  with  which 
to  deal  with  unfaithful  public  officials.  That  and  other  meas- 
ures already  passed  and  those  that  you  will  enact  at  this  ses- 
sion make  possible  the  establishment  of  an  era  of  peace  and 
good  will  not  yet  experienced  by  our  beloved  State. 

With  this  record  of  achievement  behind  us,  we  may  turn  to 
the  consideration  of  other  important  and  constructive  meas- 
ures for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  State's  finances  and  to  the 
passage  of  other  laws  for  the  advancement  and  interest  of 
the  Commonwealth;  and,  while  the  General  Assembly  is  en- 
gaged in  the  laudable  task  of  constructive  legislation  for  the 
benefit  of  the  State,  I  trust  that  necessary  and  immediate 
laws  will  be  enacted  to  repair  the  injuries  and  wrongs  inflicted 
upon  our  splendid  cities  and  communities  because  of  misrule 
during  the  reign  when  liquor  and  bossism,  twin  companions 
of  evil,  dominated  our  affairs. 

I  received  my  nomination  for  Governor  from  the  hands'  of 
a  re-united  Democratic  party.  It  declared  in  its  platform  for 
certain  specific  legislation  which  its  representatives,  in  con- 
vention assembled,  believed  to  be  the  best  interest  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. T  accepted  that  nomination  with  a  full  knowledge 
and  understanding  of  what  its  platform  contained,  and,  on 
every  stump,  declared  my  approval  of,  any  my  belief  in  its 
declarations.  I  was  elected  by  a  majority  s-ufficient,  at  least,  to 
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indicate  approval  of  that  platform.  The  Democratic  members' 
of  the  General  Assembly  were  elected  on  platforms  endorsing 
the  State  platform  and,  as  candidates,  declared  themselves  in 
harmony  with  party  declarations.  To  my  mind,  that  platform 
was  a  chart  prepared  for  our  direction  and  guidance,  by  the 
people  who  gave  us  the  right,  by  their  ballots,  to  hold  the  of- 
fices we  fill  today. 

It  committed  the  party  to  prohibition  and  law  enforcement. 

It  pledges  unstinted  support  to  the  public  school  system  of 
the  State  and  all  its  educational  institutions  from  the  element- 
ary schools  to  the  State  University. 

It  lays  particular  stress  upon  the  need  of  improving  and 
encouraging  the  rural  schools. 

It  declares  in  favor  of  fair  and  honest  elections,  bona  fide 
representation  to  both  parties  on  every  election  board  and  at 
every  voting  place. 

For  the  enactment  of  a  legalized  primary  law. 

For  the  proper  regulation  of  the  fee  system. 

It  endorses  the  creation  of  a  State  Highway  Department 
and  declares  for  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  obtain  any  Federal  road  funds  that  may  be  available 
for  Tennessee. 

It  favors  modification  of  our  tax  laws  with  reference  to  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  all  revenues,  so  as  to  equalize  tax 
burdens,  minimize  expense  and  insure  collection  with  the  least 
vexation  to  the  citizens. 

It  endorses  the  policy  of  working  convicts  on  the  public 
highways. 

Declares  in  favor  of  abolishing  the  convict  lease  system  as 
soon  as  deemed  advisable. 

Declares  in  favor  of  a  workmen's  compensation  law. 

Demands  the  passage  of  an  Act  forbidding  the  use  of  free 
passes. 

Declares  for  an  Act  forbidding  lobbying. 

For  advanced  and  progressive  public  health  work  and  for 
modernizing  the  Department. 

Declares  in  favor  of  all  co-operative  movements  and  legisla- 
tion for  the  benefit  of  farmers. 

For  the  development  of  our  agricultural  interests. 

For  legislation  that  may  be  needed  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  State  Banking,  Pure  Food,  and  Drug  Departments. 

To  me  this  platform  is  not  a  mere  scrap  of  paper''  but  it 
has  a  meaning,  and  I  favor  the  enactment  into  laws,  at  this 
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session  of  the  General  Assembly,  every  measure  declared  for 
by  the  duty  of  that  document.  Grood  faith  with  the  people 
whose  servants  we  are,  demands  this  much  at  our  hands.  If 
these  laws  should  prove  unwise  or  hurtful,  they  can  and  will 
be  appealed  by  future  legislation. 

The  splendid  program  of  practical  and  progressive  legisla- 
tion approved  by  the  Democratic  party  should,  and  no  doubt 
will,  appeal  to  the  representatives  of  all  parties.  Their  en- 
actment into  laws  should  be  a  matter  of  duty  and  of  conscience 
with  those  of  us  who  owe  allegiance  to  the  Democratic  plat- 
form. In  this  connection  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that, 
thus  far,  in  the  deliberations  of  the  General  Assembly,  we 
have  found  our  Republican  brothers  striving  with  might  and 
main,  as  the  good  citizens  they  are,  to  aid  the  majority  party 
in  its  efforts  to  pass  constructive  legislation  for  the  good  of 
all  the  people,  and  I  entertain  the  hopes  and  confidently  be- 
lieve that  this  course,  upon  their  part,  will  continue  during  the 
entire  session  of  the  Legislature. 

During  the  years  of  factional  strife,  through  which  we  have 
passed,  but  little  time  was  devoted  to  methods  of  economy  and 
efftciency  in  the  administration  of  the  State  Government.  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  those  days  are  past  and  gone,  let  us  hope 
forever,  and  now  the  public  is  keenly  alive  to  the  importance 
of  needed  and  necessary  legislation  for  the  good  of  the  whole 
State,  and  the  people  will  demand  of  us  an  accounting  when 
our  labors  here  shall  have  ceased. 

I  have  in  different  messages  called  attention  to  the  finan- 
cial needs  of  the  State.  I  have  endeavored  to  furnish  all  the 
data  and  information  I  could  gather  bearing  upon  this  impor- 
tant subject  for  the  use  of  the  committees  and  members  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

It  was  inevitable  that  financial  difficulties  should  overtake 
us,  when  many  years  ago,  we  undertook  to  establish  normal 
schools  in  the  State  and  began  to  contribute  with  lavish  hand 
to  the  laudable  causes  of  public  schools  and  increased  pen- 
sions for  Confederate  soldiers,  without  making  provisions  for 
additional  revenues. 

•We  have  arrived  now  where  the  question  must  be  dealt  with 
by  the  General  Assembly  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  an  in- 
crease of  revenue,  sufficient  to  meet  the  just  obligations  of  the 
State. 

During  my  two  years'  service  as*  Governor,  I  have  sought  to 
impress  upon  the  heads  of  all  departments  and  employees  of 
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the  public  service  for  which  I  am  in  any  way  responsible,  the 
I  necessity  of  practicing  the  strictest  economy  and  the  duty 
they  owe  of  rendering  a  full  day\s'  service  for  tlie  pay  which 
they  receive.  The  result  is,  we  can  point  to  a  larger  number 
of  unexpended  special  appropriations  and  a  larger  saving 
from  general  appropriations  than  has  occurred,  perhaps,  un- 
der any  previous  administration.  I  have  sought  in  every  pos- 
sible manner  to  develope  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  public 
business'.  I  am  anxious  that  every  department  of  the  State's 
G^overnment  shall  be  carefully  examined  and  such  reduction 
made  in  the  number  of  employees  as  may  be  done  without  im- 
pairing the  efficiency  of  the  services.  If  there  are  useless  of- 
fices, they  should  be  abolished;  if  bureaus  or  departments  can 
be  consolidated  without  detriment  to  the  service,  it  should  be 
done. 

The  laws  relating  to  our  State  institutions;  to  the  better 
care  and  treatment  of  those  who  are,  and  should  be,  wards  of 
the  State,  demand  much  thought  and  many  changes,  in  order 
to  bring  them  up  to  that  high  degree  of  efficiency  consistent 
with  the  duties  a  great  State  owes  to  its  dependent  and  help- 
less ones'.  It  must  be  admitted  that  in  social  and  humanita- 
rian legislation  we  are  far  behind  our  more  progressive  sister 
States. 

In  all  the  questions  affecting  the  public  welfare,  I  bespeak 
for  the  General  Assembly  the  helpful  counsel  and  the  friendly 
advice  of  the  public  press'  and  of  the  people. 

To  the  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  often  sorely 
pressed  to  decide  between  platfo.rm  pledges,  public  duty,  and 
the  importunity  of  friends  or  the  demands  of  selfish  interests, 
I  would  say: 

' '  This  above  all,  to  thine  own  self  be  true. 
And,  it  must  follow,  as  night  the  day. 
Thou  canst  not  then  be  false  to  any  man.'' 

That  my  fellow  citizens  have  placed  the  seal  of  approval 
upon  my  official  conduct  and  again  committed  to  my  care  the 
high  and  sacred  trust  which  I  am  about  to  formally  and  offi- 
cially accept,  manifests  a  degree  of  good  will,  confidence  and 
approval,  not  fully  merited,  but  which  shall  always  be  grate- 
fully and  profoundly  appreciated. 
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Conscious  of  my  utter  inability  to  perform  acceptably  the 
duties  of  the  position  and  to  guard  well  the  trust  committed  to 
my  keeping  without  divine  assistance  and,  humbly  appealing 
to  a  higher  power  for  the  needed  and  necessary  help  in  the 
proper  discharge  of  the  official  duties  I  am  about  to  assume,  I 
am  now  ready  to  take  the  oath  of  office. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  inaugural  address  the  oath  of  office 
was  administered  by  Acting  Chief  Justice,  D.  L.  Lansden,  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Tennessee,  to  the  Governor-elect,  Tom 
C.  Rye,  who  kissed  the  Bible  in  prescribed  form,  after  which 
the  following  oath  was  duly  signed  by  the  Governor-elect:

I,  the  undersigned,  Tom  C.  Rye,  do  solemnly  swear  that  1 
have  not  directly  or  indirectly  given,  accepted,  or  knowingly 
carried  a  challenge,  in  writing  or  otherwise,  to  any  person, 
being  a  citizen  of  this  State,  since  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution in  1835,  or  aided  or  abetted  therein  since  the  adoption 
of  the  Constitution  in  1835,  and  that  I  will  not  during  my  con- 
tinuance in  office  be  guilty  of  either  of  these  acts ;  and  that  I  do 
further  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  I  do  further  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  per- 
form with  fidelity  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Governor  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  to  which  I  have  been  elected,  and  which 
I  am  about  to  assume,  so  help  me  God.

The  Senate  met  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  recess  taken  under 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  26  having  expired,  pursuant  to 
adjournment  and  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Speaker  Crab- 
tree.

Mr.  Hill  moved  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  arrange 
a  place  for  the  portrait  of  Mrs.  Holman. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Worley  the  following  communication  from 
State  Treasurer  Dnnlap  to  Mr.  Worley  as  Chairman  of  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Finance,  Ways  and  Means,  was  ordered 
spread  on  the  Journal : 

Hon.  J.  Parks  Worley,  Chairman  Joint  Finance,  Ways  and 
Means  Committee. 

Bear  Sir : 

September  9,  1916,  I  advocated  through  the  medium  of  the 
public  press  the  adoption  into  law,  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  a  ''budget''  system,  requiring  an  estimate 
of  governmental  expenses,  also  an  estimate  of  revenues  for  the 
ensuing  biennium  period. 

I  endeavored  to  show  the  beneficial  effects  resulting  from 
such  a  policy,  namely :  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  a  deficit  in 
the  treasury  and  to  avoid  creating  a  surplus,  thus  further  pre- 
venting the  custom  of  appropriating  money  ''not  otherwise 
appropriated."  The  operation  of  this  systerii  would  encour- 
age the  cultivation  of  a  spirit  of  economy  and  bring  extrava- 
gance in  the  use  of  public  funds  so  broadly  to  public  attention 
that  this  practice  or  further  attempt  to  so  use  them  would  be 
forced  to  be  abandoned.  I  venture  the  assertion  that  no  legis- 
lature within  the  memory  of  any  public  official  in  Tennessee 
has  passed  any  appropriation  bill  with  any  degree  of  intelli- 
gent knowledge  of  the  total  amount  appropriated  therein,  or 
had  made  any  effort  to  ascertain  an  estimate  of  State  revenues 
with  the  view  of  keeping  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  with- 
in safe  and  proper  bounds. 

This  is  said  without  the  slightest  spirit  of  censure,  for  T  am 
well  awake  that  systems  fallen  into  by  long  usage  are  difficult 
to  remedy,  and  it  is  the  fault  of  the  system  and  not  of  the  men. 
I  am  quite  certain  that  the  distinguished  body,  that  you  have 
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the  honor  to  be  a  member  of,  realizes  the  great  necessity  of  so 
regulating  the  fiscal  affairs  of  our  State  government  that  a 
change  to  more  business  like  methods  will  be  made  by  it.  Hav- 
ing full  confidence  in  your  determination  to  do  this,  I  have 
taken  the  liberty  to  draw  a  ^'budget"  bill,  which  I  herewith 
submit  for  your  consideration. 

Under  the  present  constitution  no  limitations  can  be  made 
upon  the  power  of  the  legislature  in  appropriating  money, 
therefore  any  bill  adopted  by  the  legislature  merely  becomes  a 
policy  of  the  administration  under  which  it  may  be  enacted 
into  law  for  any  succeeding  legislature  may  amend  or  repeal. 
I,  therefore,  urge  this  as  a  strong  and^  in  my  judgm.ent,  con- 
vincing reason  for  a  new  constituti'onal  convention,  for  I  am 
firmly  persuaded  that  there  should  be  a  constitutional  pro- 
vision regulating  the  making  of  appropriations  by  the  General 
Assembly,  and  giving  the  Governor  of  the  State  the  right  to 
veto  any  item  of  the  appropriation  bill,  as  well  as  compelling 
the  legislature  to  vote  separately  on  each  departmental  appro- 
priation, so  that  each  appropriation  must  rest  upon  its  own 
merits  and  not  become  a  "rider"  to  those  having  virtue  in 
their  claim. 

The  bill  which  I  have  proposed  contemplates  more  than  a 
mere  superficial  estimate  but  commands'  a  detailed  investiga- 
tion into  the  needs  of  every  department  and  report  the  findings 
to  your  honorable  body,  grouping  the  estimates  under  correct 
classification  and  with  a  statement  accompanying  the  pro- 
posed expenditures  under  each  classification.  In  other  words, 
the  estimated  budget  must  recite  in  specific  detail  and  classify 
the  various  schedules. 

I  wish  especially  to  call  your  attention  to  one  feature  of  the 
bill  which  I  think  in  the  future  would  have  a  very  salutary  ef- 
fect. It  would  serve  as  a  most  dutiful  and  effective  sentinel  on 
the  ''border"  line,  separating  economy  and  extravagance,  and 
that  is  the  requirement  of  ''public  hearings."  I  rest  with 
sanguine  confidence  that  your  distinguished  body  recognizes 
with  equal  forcibleness  the  great  need  of  this  change  and  that 
that  most  important  committee,  which  has  honored  you  with 
its  chairmanship,  will  in  future  legislatures'  finds  its  now  la- 
borious duties  greatly  lessened.  A  broad  and  comprehensive 
periodical  statement  by  the  budget  committee,  containing  a  re- 
port and  an  estimate  of  expenses  and  revenue  will,  in  the  fu- 
ture, prevent  what  could  and  would  have  been  prevented  in 
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the  past  had  such  a  method  been  practiced,  the  most  unfortmi- 
ate  occurrence  of  a  State  deficit. 

I  have  endeavored  to  lay  bare,  without  the  use  of  extrava- 
gant terms,  a  glaring  fault  in  our  fiscal  system,  and  T  am  sure 
that  a  proper  rectification  rests  secure  in  the  wisdom  of  the 
,  law  making  body  of  the  great  State  of  Tennessee. 

If  I  may  further  seek  the  kind  of  indulgence  of  your  always 
generous  patience,  and  if  it  is  not  presnming  too  much  upon 
my  meager  authority,  which  I  assure  you,  even  in  its  brief 
bounds  I  have  endeavored  to  restrain  the  usage  of  except  in 
cases  of  necessity,  without  encountering  the  repelling  voice  of 
transgression,  I  shall  be  very  grateful. 

I  account  to  no  one  a  deeper  interest  in  the  people  of  our 
State,  their  present  state  and  future  interests,  than  I  have, 
therefore,  he  earns  my  gratitude  who  enables  me,  even  in  a 
small  way,  to  assist  by  contributing  my  feeble  efforts  in  the 
solution  of  the  gravest  of  all  questions — taxation.  Relating 
to  the  question  of  taxation  the  great  resources  of  a  state" 
are  frequently  referred  to.  This  term  is  too  often  misunder- 
stood and  oftener  erroneously  used.  The  wealth  of  a  state 
consists  simply  of  the  individual  wealth  of  its  citijzens,  •  No 
inherent  state  right  of  taxation  exists.  In  whatever  form  or 
manner  a  tax  may  be  levied  and  collected  it  is  a  privilege  tax. 
All  power  of  the  State  to  tax  is  granted  by  the  people  to  those 
in  governmental  authority  and  such  authority  may  be  increas- 
ed, diminished  or  completely  taken  away  through  the  prescrib- 
ed function  any  time. 

I  merely  call  attention  to  this  to  show  where  the  authority 
to  tax  primarily  comes  from,  from  whence  the  authority  you 
are  about  to  exercise  is  derived,  for  it  is  certainly  not  my  pur- 
pose to  discuss  the  elementary  questions  relating  to  taxation. 
This  trust  with  which  your  honorable  body  has  been  empow- 
ered to  discharge  is  sacred.  It  has  become  necessary  to  in- 
crease the  tax  burden  of  our  State  more  than  a  million  dollars 
.  annually,  perhaps  two  million,  to  meet  the  growing  needs.  I 
can  conceive  of  no  more  sacred  trust  to  perform. 

I  believe  that  every  officer  should  perform  his  duty  fearless- 
ly when  he  knows  he  is  right.  But  if  there  is  the  shadow  of  a 
doubt  in  his  mind  in  the  exercise  of  a  duty  in  which  there  is 
couched  such  vast  potentialities  for  evil  or  good,  should  he 
not  as  an  agent  or  a  servant  seek  fresh  authorty  and  advice? 
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A  great  writer  said  on  the  subject:  "As  long  as  taxes  *  *  * 
are  moderate,  few  persons  care  to  defraud  the  revenue  *  *  ^ 
but  when  taxation  becomes  unbearably  heavy,  people  no  longer 
feel  morally  bound  to  pay  the  taxes,  and  even  honest  people 
feel  justified  in  evading  payment  arguing  that  the  demands 
made  upon  the  taxpayer  ought  to  be  in  accordance  with  his 
ability  to  pay,  and  that  no  community  is  entitled  to  deprive 
its  citizens  of  the  fruits  of  their  labor  and  to  pauperize  them 
by  taxation  or  otherwise."  While  I  would  not  subscribe  even 
abstractly  to  this  view  based  upon  inate  principles  of  honesty, 
yet  no  one  will  deny  the  inate  justness  of  his  argument. 

The  same  writer  continues:  "It  is  a  universal  experience 
that,  wherever  taxation  is  excessive,  frauds  upon  revenue  are 
no  longer  considered  dishonorable.  Moderate  taxation  begets 
diligence  and  thrift;  immoderate  taxation,  despair  and  uni- 
versal fraud.  The  former  is  educational,  the  latter  demoral- 
izing. *  *  *  Fraud  begets  fraud,  and  bad  trade  begets  bad 
morals.  Dishonest  practices  towards  the  State  lead  to  dis- 
honest practices  towards  individuals." 

Can  we  read  this  without  being  at  once  stricken  with  sober 
thought  of  our  own  condition  in  our  own  beloved  Tennessee! 
Can  we  read  this  without  these  prophetic  words  sinking  into 
our  own  hearts?  Can  we  read  this  without  visualizing  before 
our  mind's  eye  the  finger  of  warning  against  the  continuance 
of  a  system  and  administration  of  a  system  of  taxation  that 
not  only  has  brought  us  to  but  is  driving  us  further  into  the 
very  condition  described  by  these  words  ?  Echo  does  not  have 
to  answer  these  questions.  In  the  sadness  of  our  own  admis- 
sion we  know  it. 

I  appeal  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  representatives  of 
as  great  and  brave  a  people  as  live  and  whose  lineage  repre- 
sents stock  than  which  no  greater  ever  existed  in  bravery  and 
honesty  to  do  something !  And  in  doing  whatever  you  may  do, 
shatter  to  the  very  foundation  the  system  that  rivets  truth  to 
this  admission !  if  you  do  this,  the  inevitable  result  will  be  a 
consitutional  convention,  with  no  change  in  our  present  laws 
until  the  constitutional  change  comes,  so  that  we  can  build  a 
structure  of  laws  in  consonance  with  present  conditions  and 
hand  to  posterity  a  system  that  we  will  not  be  ashamed  of. 

I  advocated  this  before  the  tax  committee,  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  January  10th,  and  so  urgently  did  I  insist  upon  such 
a  program  that  the  committee  yielded  to  my  wishes,  if  I  would 
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agree  for  the  tax  bill  of  1915  to  be  submitted  first.  J^ly  con- 
tention was  for  a  constitutional  convention  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  legislating  solely  upon  the  subject  of  taxation  and  reve- 
nue, however,  I  further  agreed  to  a  provision  to  amend  the 
amending  clause  of  the  constitution  which  by  its'  lethargic 
.  course  at  present  is  practically  prohibitive.  I  yielded  to  the 
superior  judgment  of  gentlemen  more  experienced  than  I.  and 
according  to  agreement,  signed  the  report  recornmending  the 
bill  now  before  you,  known  as  the  tax  bill  of  1915.  I  conform- 
ed to  the  suggestion  of  some  members  of  the  committee  that 
no  publicity  be  given  to  the  views  that  I  advocated  until  the 
bill  was  presented  and  was  well  under  consideration.  I  stated 
to  the  committee  that  we  were  a  million  dollars  short  now  and 
unless  we  raised  our  assessments  or  the  rate  of  taxation,  we 
would  be  two  million  short  two  years'  from  now,  in  fact,  more 
than  that,  for  as  the  revenue  of  the  State  increases  the  school 
proportion  under  the  present  law  increases.  In  other  words, 
the  educational  department  receives  one  dollar  out  of  every 
three  that  comes  into  the  treasury  as  gross  revenue,  so  in  or- 
der to  make  buckle  and  tongue  meet  in  1917-18  we  must  raise 
three  million  dollars.  I  only  mention  the  educational  depart- 
ment to  show  the  necessity  of  raising,  three  million  instead  of 
two  as  one  would  think  by  being  only  one  million  in  debt  now. 

I  stated  that  we  could  hope  for  no  appreciable  increase 
through  a  new  revenue  bill  for  nearly  all  properties  and  privi- 
leges taxed  under  it  had  been  whittled  to  the  quick  and  were 
already  flinching  from  the  burden.  This  being  true,  only  one 
other  avenue  was  left,  the  real  and  personal  property  now 
bearing  the  burden  of  the  35  State  tax  rate,  the  tax  collected 
through  county  trustees  and  returned  to  the  State  Comproller. 
I  then  showed  that  the  total  amount  of  revenue  collected  and 
turned  into  the  State  treasury  by  the  trustees  for  1915-16  was 
$3,710,069.37,  figured  upon  the  State  tax  rate  of  35  cts*.  on 
every  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property.  To  meet  the 
present  deficit  and  raise  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  the  dis"- 
bursements  for  the  next  biennial  period,  (1917-18)  we  must 
necessarily  increase  the  above  collection,  including  the  million 
dollars  increase  for  the  schools,  made  necessary  by  the  33  1-3 
percentage  system,  instead  of  being  upon  a  fixed  ample  basis, 
to  at  least  $6^710,069.37.  If  the  present  rate  of  taxation,  35  cts., 
on  every  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property,  is  maintain- 
ed, then  the  present  assessment  on  every  piece  of  property  in 
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Tennessee  will  have  to  be  increased  over  seventy-five  per  cent. 
If  the  present  assessment  is  to  remain  and  the  rate  raised,  it, 
too,  would  be  raised  seventy-five  per  cent,  or  from  35  cts.  to 
more  than  62  cts'. 

If  this  is  true,  then  the  burden  of  paying  off  our  present  de- 
ficit of  $1,000,000  and  raising  enough  revenue  to  avoid  a  three 
million  dollar  deficit,  will  inevitably  fall  upon  only  one  class  of 
taxpayers— those  who  now  pay  taxes  through  the  county 
trustees'  on  real  and  personal  property,  that  is,  those  who  now 
bear  the  burden  of  the  35-cent  State  tax  rate. 

What  would  be  the  result  of  this  !  If  the  assessment  is 
raised  and  equalized  it  would  necessarily  fall  at  last  upon  the 
farming  class  of  property.  To  be  more  specific,  nearly  all 
personal  property  is  assessed  at  its  cash  value  and  under  the 
law  could  not  be  raised.  Nearly  all  city  real  property  is  like- 
wise assessed  at  its  cash  value  and  could  not  be  raised.  In- 
evitably the  three  million  dollar  additional  tax  burden  would 
fall  upon  country  real  property,  that  class  of  property  which 
as  a  rule  has  such  a  small  earning  capacity  that  it  has  been 
under  assessed  because  of  the  high  rate.  Would  not  the  same 
result  eventuate  if  we  should  broadly  raise  the  rate?  Why 
not  ?  Would  not  personal  property  now  assessed  at  its  cash 
value  be  forced  to  seek  shelter  in  hiding  from  the  search  of 
the  tax  assessor!  This  would  leave  city  and  county  real 
property  to  bear  the  burden.  What  personalty  was  unable  to 
escape  would  in  effect  suffer  confiscation. 

Would  not  either  course  be  unfair  and  unjust  and  immeas- 
urably disastrous  to  the  morals  of  the  citizens  of  our  State? 

We  need  a  reclassification  of  properties:  Properties  have 
different  earning  capacities  just  as  men  have.  In  all  proba- 
bility no  two  crowns  in  heaven  will  have  the  same  number  of 
stars  to  ornament  them.  Men's  talents  differ  the  same  way. 
What  is  "sauce  for  the  goose  is'  sauce  for  the  gander,"  a  goose 
may  think,  but  not  an  intelligent  human  being  of  sound  mind 
and  perfect  memory. 

Referring  to  the  reclassification  of  property  so  it  can  be 
taxed  according  to  the  governmental  protection  it  receives  and 
its  earning  power,  what  fairer  principle  can  be  stated  than 
this!  Yet  under  our  present  constitution  such  a  fair  and 
honest  method  is'  impossible.  The  government  of  the  United 
States  gathers  annually  through  the  income  tax  one  million 
and  a  quarter  for  the  State  of  Tennessee. 
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If  the  people  of  Tennessee  will  call  a  constitutional  conven- 
tion and  enact  a  fair  income  tax  law  that  of  itself  will  solve 
the  financial  troubles  of  our  State,  but  that  alone  would  not 
correct  the  gross  evils  and  the  great  injustice  of  our  present 
system. 

Concluding  my  remarks  before  the  tax  committee  on  Jan.' 
10th,  I  said:  "I  wish  to  propose  that  this  committee  shall  ask 
the  Legislature  to  do  two  things;  first,  authorize  a  temporary 
bond  issue  to  meet  the  absolute  present  needs  of  the  treasury ; 
second,  authorize  the  people  to  vote  for  calling  a  constitutional 
convention  at  once,  having  the  power  to  deal  with  one  subject 
alone,  that  of  taxation  and  revenues.  If  the  constitutional 
convention  question  shall  fail  then  the  Legislature  can  be  re- 
convened and  we  can  do  the  best  we  can  under  the  present  con- 
stitution. But  anything  we  can  do  under  our  present  consti- 
tution is  confessedly  a  makeshift. 

I  would  be  willing  to  head  the  campaign  for  a  new  constitu- 
tion as  a  financial  necessity  to  the  State.  If  the  convention  is 
to  consider  taxation  and  revenue  only,  we  will  not  have  the 
opposition  of  the  county  courts,  magistrates,  anti-suffragists, 
the  liquor  men  and  others  who  formerly  opposed  it.''  And 
closing,  I  advocated  an  income  tax.  This  would  be  a  new 
s'ource  of  revenue  that  would  settle  our  financial  difficulties.  I 
advocated  this  course  Jan.  10th  before  the  committee.  I 
strongly  urge  it  upon  you  now,  and  through  you  the  repre- 
sentatives of  our  people. 

Is  it  not  better  to  borrow  money  for  a  little  while,  until  we 
could  get  our  troubles  settled  upon  a  fair  and  just  basis  under 
a  new  constitution  than  to  foster  incalculable  injury  upon  our 
people  by  collecting  the  revenue  from  the  avenues  available 
under  our  present  constitution,  or  to  fail  to  do  anything  and 
face  a  larger  deficit  two  years  hence? 

It  is-  said  by  eminent  lawyers  that  the  Legislature  has  no 
power  to  limit  the  action  of  delegates  in  a  constitutional  con- 
vention assembled.  I  accept  this  as  true.  Legally  I  am  pre- 
pared to  believe  them,  but  these  same  eminent  lawyers'  believe 
with  me  that  should  the  Legislature  state  by  resolution  or 
otherwise  that  recognizing  the  constitutional  change  of  our 
tax  laws'  as  a  financial  necessity,  and  request  that  only  this 
subject  be  legislated  upon  that  it  would  serve  as  a  moral  obli- 
gation equal  to  any  legal  obligation.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
upon  this  question^  and  however  great  their  desire  may  be  to 
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make  other  changes  this  obligation  would  be  as  strictly  observ- 
ed as  though  legal  barriers  made  it  impossible. 

Since  the  last  constitutional  convention  was'  held  conditions 
have  radically  changed.  We  should  adjust  our  fundamental 
laws  to  these  changes.  I  believe  in  rigid  constitutional  regu- 
lations; without  them  the  vacillating  opinions  of  representa- 
tive bodies  would  make  stable  government  impossible.  But 
adjustment  periods  are  necessary  to  meet  the  changes  brought 
by  the  development  of  the  country,  which  sometimes  even 
changes  the  habits  of  the  people. 

The  genius'  of  man  has  revolutionized  the  industrial  life  of 
the  world.  Business  of  all  kinds  has  been  forced  to  adopt 
new  rules  and  methods  to  meet  this  progress.  Since  1899  the 
receipts  in  Tennessee  have  increased  something  over  one  mil- 
lion three  hundred  thousand,  yet  the  one  item  of  schools  has 
increased  in  the  same  period  one  million  three  hundred  thou- 
sand, also.  Within  this  period  we  have  increased  our  appro- 
priations to  charities  over  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  and 
to  pensions  ovsr  eight  hundred  tlwusand.  I  call  attention  to 
this  to  show  that  while  the  status  of  our  revenue  has  remained 
almost  stagnant  we  have  been  compelled  to  meet  the  constant 
demand  of  growth  in  State  affairs. 

Tennesseeans,  regardless  of  political  affiliations,  love  and 
are  proud  of  their  State.  I  know  that  they  will  rise  to  the 
heighth  of  their  great  intellectual  statute  and  solve  this'  ques- 
tion and  solve  it  right.  This'  is  no  time  for  efforts  at  partisan 
advantage,  and  if  such  efforts  should  be  made  they  should  be 
swiftly  rebuked.  I  make  no  distinction  in  my  assessment  of 
the  patriotism  of  democrats  and  republicans  and  I  make  my 
appeal  to  all  on  a  common  cause  for  a  get-together,  shoulder- 
to-shoulder  effort  to  bring  Tennessee  out  of  an  intolerable 
condition  to  a  condition  that  is  fair  and  just,  a  condition  where 
men  will  not  want  to  hide  their  belongings,  but  will  be  glad  to 
shoulder  their  full  measure  of  responsibility.

Recess  Committee  on  An  Anti-Fee  Bill, 

The  following  report  was  presented  to  the  Senate  by  Mr. 
Hasten  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  serving  on 
the  Recess*  Committee  appointed  to  draw  up  an  Anti-Fee  Bill: 
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To  the  Members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly  of  Ten- 
nessee: 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  As- 
sembly appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  under  House 
Joint  Resolution  No.  36  to  draft  and  present  to  the  legislature 
an  Anti-Fee  Bill,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

Pursuant  to,  and  acting  under  said  resolution,  we  report 
that  immediately  on  the  beginning  of  the  recess  taken  by  the 
Greneral  Assembly  on  the  third  day  of  February  as  to  the  mat- 
ter of  fees  received  by  the  various  county  officials  of  the  State, 
and  as  to  the  advisability  of  placing  said  county  officials  on 
salaries  we  gathered  the  above  mentioned  data,  both  by  going 
to  many  of  the  various  county  seats  of  the  several  counties  of 
the  State  and  interviewing  the  county  officials  in  person  and 
also  by  writing  many  letters  to  the  officials  over  the  State. 

We  further  report  that  immediately  thereafer  we  met  in 
Nashville  and  proceeded  to  effect  an  organization  of  the  com- 
mittee by  electing  Garland  S.  Moore,  Chairman;  and  Louis 
E.  Elkins,  Secretary.  It  was  then  found  necessary  for  the 
committee  to  have  a  clerk  to  take  down  such  proof  as  might  be 
submitted  to  the  committee  and  tabulate  the  same  and  also  to 
aid  in  the  drafting  of  the  bill  to  be  submitted  to  the  House  and 
Senate. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  committee  writ- 
ten notices  were  sent  out  to  the  various  county  officials  of  the 
State  to  appear  before  the  committee  and  to  make  a  statement 
as  to  the  amount  of  fees  received  by  them  from  their  various 
offices  and  as  to  the  amount  of  salary  each  should  be  paid.  We 
had  many  county  officials  representing  a  large  majority  of 
the  counties  to  appear  before  us  and  from  that  date  until  the 
21s't  of  the  present  month  we  took  such  proof  as  was  offered. 

We  further  report  that  we  have  made  a  most  thorough 
study  and  examination  of  the  fee  system  during  the  limited 
time  at  our  disposal,  and  when  the  taking  of  proof  was  closed 
the  committee  appointed  Senator  E.  N.  Haston,  of  Van  Buren 
County,  and  Representatives  Garland  S.  Moore,  of  Davidson 
County,  and  Louis  E.  Elkins,  of  Gibson  County,  to  draft  an 
Anti-Fee  Bill.  This  bill  we  herewith  submit  to  you  for  your 
consideration,  together  with  this  our  report. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  Anti-Fee  Bill  the  members  of  your 
committee  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  draw  such  a  bill  as 
we  believe  will  produce  revenue  to  the  State  and  counties 
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thereof,  and  at  the  same  time  be  fair  and  just  to  the  office- 
holders. We  had  before  us  several  local  anti-fee  bills  togeth- 
er with  the  Macon  Bill  and  the  Louthan  Bill,  besides  the  great 
amount  of  proof  produced  before  the  committee,  as  well  as  the 
anti-fee  laws  of  several  other  states.  In  the  drafting  of  this 
bill  we  have  taken,  what  we  believe  to  be  the  best  parts  of  the 
various  bills  and  laws'  before  us',  and  at  the  same  time  have 
eliminated  their  objectionable  features  thereby  securing  what 
we  believe  to  be  a  just  and  equitable  bill,  to  both  the  people 
and  the  officials. 

We  have  spent  much  time  and  have  labored  hard  in  the 
preparation  of  this  measure  and  present  it  to  you  trusting  that 
you  will  give  it  your  most  serious  consideration,  and  enact  the 
same  into  law.

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  PENSIONS. 

The  Select  Joint  Recess  Committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  Pension  Department,  made  their  report,  which  was  order- 
ed spread  on  the  Journal,  the  same  being  as  follows : 

To  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee: 

We,  your  Sub-committee  on  Pensions,  appointed  under  Sen- 
ate Joint  Resolution  No.  22„  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  and  recommendations : 

In  pursuance  to  the  above  resolution,  we  met  and  organized 
with  Senator  R.  E.  Blackburn  of  Giles  County,  as  Chairman, 
and  Representative  J.  Mack  Robbins  of  Marshall  County,  as 
Secretary.

*  Acting"  within  tlie  scope  of  tho  aiitliority  ;<»ivGn  us  under  the 
above  resolution,  we  have  made  an  investigation  as*  thorough 
as  possible  within  the  time  allotted.  Numerous  petitions  and 
memorials  have  been  filed  all  of  which  have  been  carefully 
considered.  We  have  also  held  public  meetings  and  accorded 
to  everyone  desiring,  the  right  to  appear  and  discuss*  every 
phase  of  the  pension  question. 

It  is  a  source  of  genuine  pleasure  and  gratification  to  your 
committee,  and  we  want  to  congratulate  the  people  of  the  State 
upon  the  fact  that  Tennessee  is  making  the  most  liberal  ap- 
propriations of  any  State  in  the  South,  to  the  Confederate 
heroes  and  their  widows'. 

The  first  pension  law  in  this  State  was  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  1891.  The  Pension  Board  acting  under  said 
Act,  up  to  1893  placed  540  pensioners  on  the  roll,  and  drew  an- 
nually $57,560.00.  From  time  to  time  each  subsequent  Gen- 
eral Assembly  increased  the  appropriation  for  the  Confeder- 
ate soldiers  and  their  widows.  A  detailed  report  furnished 
us  from  the  Hon.  J.  B.  Thomason,  State  Comptroller,  is  as 
follows : 

Pensions. 

Acting  under  the  Act  of  1891,  the  Pension  Board  had  added 
to  the  pension  roll,  up  to  1893,  540  pensions  who  drew  annu- 
ally, $57,560.00. 

At  that  time  there  were  three  classes  of  pensioners.  The 
first  class  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  $300.00  per  year ;  the  second 
class  at  the  rate  of  $120.00  per  year,  and  the  third  class  at  the 
rate  of  $100.00  per  year. 

Appropriations  to -care  for  the  pensioners  added  to  the  roll 
were  gradually  increased  until  1903,  when  the  Legislature  ap- 
propriated $400,000  for  the  care  of  the  old  soldiers  for  the 
years'  1903-04,  at  which  time  there  were  2299  on  the  roll. 

The  Pension  Board  had  added  a  fourth  class  pensioner 
drawing  $60.00  per  year. 

The  appropriation  of  1905,  for  the  old  soldiers  for  1905-06 
was  $500,000  and  $50,000  for  the  widows  of  ex-Confederate 
soldiers'. 

There  was,  under  the  Acts  of  1905,  an  additional  class  of 
men  added  to  the  roll,  which  made  five  classes  of  pensioners 
and  a  total  of  3333  men. 
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There  was  also  added  two  classes  of  widows,  the  first  cla^s 
drawing  $72.00  per  year,  and  the  second  class  drawing  $60.00 
per  year,  a  total  of  643  widows  being  added  to  the  roll. 

In  1907-08  there  was  appropriated  $600,000  for  pensioning 
soldiers,  and  $150,000  for  the  widows  of  Confederate  soldiers: 
There  were  4815  men  on  the  roll  and  1527  widows. 

In  1909-10  there  was  appropriated  $700,000  to  pay  pensions 
of  soldiers,  and  $250,000  for  the  widows. 

In  this  appropriation  all  pensioners  receiving  less  than 
$100.00  per  year  were  increased  to  $100.00  per  year.  At  this 
time  there  were  5272  men  and  2318  widows. 

In  1911-12  there  was  appropriated  $1  040,000  to  pay  soldiers 
and  $420,000  for  widows,  at  which  time  there  were  5350 
soldiers  and  2359  widows  on  the  roll. 

In  1913-14  there  was  appropriated  $960,000  for  soldiers  and 
$640,000  for  the  widows",  at  which  time  there  were  4841  soldiers 
on  the  roll  and  3232  widows. 

In  1915-16  all  pensioners  receiving  $100.00  per  year  were 
increased  $20.00,  or  $120.00  per  year. 

The  appropriation  for  both  soldiers  and  widows  for  the  two 
years  was  $1,800,000.  There  were  4203  soldiers  and  3418 
widows'  on  the  pension  roll.    See  Exhibit  ^'A."

I  will  also  state,  per  your  request,  that  a  large  number  of 
widows  on  the  roll  were  born  during  or  since  the  war.  With- 
out having  time  to  go  over  the  roll»,  I  can  safely  say  that  over

fifty  per  cent  of  the  widows  on  the  roll  were  too  young  to  know 
anything-  of  the  horrors  of  our  war.

The  Board  of  Pension  Examiners  have  added  the  following 
pensioners  to  the  roll  within  the  last  two  years,  or  since  Janu- 
ary 1,  1915 : 

Soldiers    374 

Widows  ^   722 

This  proportionate  increase  will  continue  as  at  least  eighty 
per  cent  of  the  soldier  pensioners  who  die,  leave  widows,  and 
they  apply  at  once  so  as  not  to  lose  a  single  quarter's  draw. 

Of  the  374  soldiers  added,  fifty  of  them  were  soldiers  from 
other  southern  states  and  did  not  belong  to  Tennessee  com- 
mands. 

Of  the  722.  widows  added,  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of 
them  were  widows  whose  husbands  did  not  belong  to  Tennes- 
see commands.  Moreover,  one  hundred  and  six  of  them  were 
married  since  January  1,  1880. 

It  has  been  frequently  asked  why  so  many  pensioners  were 
added  from  East  Tennessee.  The  reason  is  very  obvious,  and 
for  the  following  reason:  Virginia  pays  its  pensioners  $33.00 
per  year ;  North  Carolina  pays  its  pensioners  $32.00  per  year, 
and  South  Carolina  pays  its  pensioners  $36.00  per  year.  It  is 
a  very  easy  matter  for  soldiers  or  widows  to  move  from  one  of 
these  states  over  into  East  Tennessee,  live  there  three  years, 
and  draw  more  under  the  laws  of  Tennesse  in  one  year,  than 
they  could  draw  in  three  years  in  their  own  states.  Besides 
they  will  continue  to  draw  $120.00  per  year  from  Tennessee  as 
long  as  they  may  live. 

In  fact,  the  same  reason,  but  not  to  so  gre^t  degree,  will  ap-

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  only  five 
states  pay  as  much  as  $120.00  per  year.  Two  of  these  states, 
Florida  and  Kentucky,  required  an  actual  residence  since  be- 
fore 1907.  I  don't  know  the  residence  required  in  Missouri 
and  Oklahoma,  but  they  must  be  stringent,  as  they  only  ap- 
propriate $100,000  and  $20,000  annually,  respectively.  Ten- 
nessee pays'  $120.00  annually,  and  only  requires  an  actual  resi- 
dence of  three  years. 

Therefore,  it  will  be  seen  that  Tennessee  has  the  most  liberal 
pension  laws  of  any  State  in  the  South.

We  are  very  sorry  to  report  that  there  lias  been  some  dis- 
sension and  discord  between  some  few  individual  members  of 
the  various  Confederate  Bivouacs  and  the  United  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy. 
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There  has  been  some  objection  to  the  present  method  of  se- 
lecting the  Pension  Board,  which  is  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor, on  the  recommendation  of  the  Confederate  Bivouacs,  and 
after  a  full  and  complete  hearing  on  this  subject,  we  believe 
and  recommend  that  it  is  the  only  proper  method  of  selecting 
the  Pension  Board.  It  is  a  position  that  should  be  filled  on 
recommendation  of  the  Confederate  soldiers  themselves,  and 
the  present  method  should  not  be  disturbed.  The  soldiers 
are  the  only  ones  affected,  and  if  mistakes  have  been  made 
they  are  responsible,  and  any  time  dissatisfied  can  elect  whom 
they  desire.  There  have  been  some  assertions  made  that 
there  are  men  drawing  pensions  who  are  not  entitled  to  draw, 
but  no  specific  case  or  cases  have  been  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion, except :  A.  Black,  No.  13569.  War  Eecords :  Left  Army 
in  Feby.,  1865.  H.  D.  Foust,  a  pensioner  who  was  paroled  at 
Washington,  Ga.,  swears  that  he  and  Mr.  Black  were  together 
at  the  Salt  Works  fight  in  West  Virginia,  in  December,  1864, 
after  the  army  of  Tennessee  had  retreated  from  Tennessee. 
Several  witnesses  swear  that  he  was  furloughed  in  January, 
1865.  A  number  of  witnesses  swear  that  Mr.  Black  was  unable 
to  return  to  the  army  before  the  close  of  the  war. 

The  Board,  on  this  evidence,  considered  Mr.  Black  pension- 
able. The  Trustee  certifies  that  neither  Mr.  Black  nor  his 
wife  own  any  property. 

It  has  also  been  charged  that  pensioners  have  been  dropped 
from  the  roll  wrongfully,  but  only  two  cases  have  been  pre- 
sented to  us  for  consideration. 

It  appears  that  one,  Mr.  Dero  F.  Mills,  a  citizen  of  Davidson 
County,  made  application  for  pension  in  1908,  and  was  placed 
on  the  roll.  It  further  appears  that  he  was  dropped  from  the 
roll  in  December,  1912,  and  again  restored  in  1914.  His  in- 
sistence is  that  he  was  out  of  the  State  in  Alabama  with  a  sick 
son,  and  that  he  asked  that  his  pension  be  paid  to  a  trustee, 
which  the  Board  declined  to  do.  It  is  evident,  upon  this  con- 
tention, that  the  Board  could  not  do  otherwise,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons : 

1.  Under  the  existing  law  at  present,  when  a  pensioner  ab- 
sents himself  from  the  State  for  a  period  of  ninety  (90)  days, 
he  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll. 

2.  There  is  no  authority  under  the  law  to  pay  a  pension  to 
a  trustee.  Unless  it  is  shown  that  a  pensioner  is  wasting  his 
pension.   See  Sec.  10,  Acts  1891.  Also  see  Exhibit  ^^B 
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The  second  case  presented  to  us  was  that  of  one^  W.  C.  West, 
a  resident  of  Smith  County.  It  appears  that  his  name  was 
stricken  from  the  roll  because  he  was  not  indigent,  and  owned 
property  valued  at  more  than  $1000.00.  He  insisted  that  his 
daughter  was  the  owner  of  21  acres  of  land,  and  that  he  had  no 
property  in  his  own  right.  We  have  investigated  the  record 
on  which  the  Pension  Board  acted  in  dropping  this  pensioner 
from  the  roll,  which  shows,  from  a  statement  by  the  Trustee  of 
Smith  County,  that  Mr.  West  and  his  wife  own  93  acres  of 
land  assessed  at  $1630.00,  and  a  statement  from  three  citizens 
of  Smith  County  that  the  land  was  worth  $5000.00.  With 
this  record  before  the  Board  we  fully  concur  in  their  findings, 
and  commend  their  course  in  dropping  this  pensioner  from 
the  roll. 

Charges'  have  also  been  preferred  against  the  Hon.  John  P. 
Hickman,  Secretary  of  the  Pension  Board,  and  it  has  been 
claimed  by  some  that  he  has  been  using  his  office  for  political 
purposes.  A  large  number  of  people  have  appeared  before 
us,  both  for  and  against  Mr.  Hickman,  and  we  have  given  this 
matter  careful  consideration. 

Under  the  law,  when  an  applicant  is  placed  upon  the  pension 
roll  by  the  Board,  a  warrant  is  issued  to  him  by  the  State 
Comptroller  upon  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  of  his 
pension,  and  not  one  cent  passes  through  the  hands  of  the 
Board  or  the  Secretary.  In' other  words,  they  do  not  have 
access  to  a  dollar  of  the  pension  fund. 

It  has  been  charged  that  Mr.  Hickman  is  holding  three  of- 
fices, viz:  Secretary  of  the  Pension  Board,  Secretary  of  the 
Soldiers'  Home  and  a  member  of  the  Revenue  Commission  for 
Davidson  County,  and  while  no  legal  opinion  has  been  furnish- 
ed your  committee  as  to  this  particular  charge,  a  general  opin- 
ion has  been  filed  with  us  by  the  County  Attorney  of  David- 
son County,  in  which  he  holds  that  no  person  shall  hold  more 
than  one  lucrative  office  at  the  same  time,  as  follows : 

February  28,  1917. 

Sergt.  jJ.  N.  Long,  Nashville,  Tenn. 
My  Dear  Sir: 

Responding  to  an  inquiry  made  by  you  as  to  whether  or  not 
any  person  is  permitted  to  hold  more  than  one  lucrative  office 
at  the  same  time  in  this  State,  I  beg  to  state  that  in  Article  ' 
II,  Section  2f)  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
the  following  provision  is  made: 
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"No  Judge  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  Secretary  of  State, 
Attorney-General,  Register,  Clerk  of  any  court  of  record,  or 
person  holding  any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States',  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly;  nor  shall 
any  person  in  this  State  hold  more  than  one  lucrative  office  at 
the  same  time;  provided,  that  no  appointment  in  the  militia  or 
to  tl'.e  office  of  Justice  of  th(^  Peace  shall  be  considered  a  lucra- 
tive office  or  operative  as  a  disqualification  to  a  seat  in  either 
House  of  the  General  Assembly/' 

If  any  person  holds  any  two  offices  whether  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  State  or  county,  where  the  fees  of  the  offices  are 
fixed  by  law,  he  is  construed  as  holding  two  lucrative  offices. 

Our  Supreme  Court,  in  the  case  of  State  ex  rel  vs.  Slagle, 
reported  in  115  Tenn.  p.  336,  held:  A  lucrative  office  is  one 
whose  pay  is  affixed  by  the  performance  of  its  duties  and  when 
the  duties  of  the  office  are  fixed  by  statute,  it  is  immaterial 
that  the  compensation  of  the  officer  is  fixed  by  some  other 
board  or  officer.  Citing  Chambers  vs.  State,  Ind.  Sup.  26  N. 
E.  893;  11  L.  R.  A.  613.  In  this  case  our  court  held  that  a 
constable  could  not  accept  the  offi'ce  of  Deputy  Sheriff  because 
the  deputy  sheriff's  office  was  a  lucrative  one.  Also  see  State 
ex  rel  vs.  Grace.  113  Tenn.  p.  9. 

This  conclusion  was  reached  by  me  after  a  conference  with 
General  Frank  M.  Thompson^,  who  concurs  in  my  opinion.

In  reply  to  this'  contention  we  have  been  furnished  with  the 
following  opinion: 
Hon.  R.  E.  Blackburn,  Chairman: 

In  reply  to  the  question  which  has  been  asked  us  in  regard 
to  what  is  an  office"  and  who  is  an  ''officer"  under  that  part 
of  Section  26  of  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  of  Tennessee, 
which  says:  ''Nor  shall  any  person  in  this  State  hold  more 
than  one  lucrative  office  at  the  same  time,  etc.,"  will  s-ay  that 
the  first  question  to  be  determined  is,  "What  is  an  office?" 

In  the  case  of  Dodd  vs.  Weaver,  2  Sneed,  670,  which  was  a 
case  of  contested  election  for  constable,  from  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Henderson  County,  the  Court  says  on  page  671 : 
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^'As  to  the  nature  of  the  subject  in  contest  the  office  is  an 
incorporeal  right,  and  it  consists  in  the  right  to  execute  a  pub- 
lic trust,  and  to  take  the  emoluments  belonging  to  it. ' '  Citing 
3  Kent's  Com.  362. 

In  the  case  of  Maloney  v.  Collier,  4  Cates,  78,  which  is  a  con- 
tested election  case,  the  Court,,  on  pages  100  and  101,  said: 

It  is  said  in  Dodd  v.  Weaver,  2  Sneed,  670,  that  office  is  an 
incorporeal  right,  and  consists  in  the  right  to  execute  a  public 
trust  and  to  take  the  emoluments  belonging  to  it,  and  that  an 
injury  to  this  right  is  an  injury  to  a  private  right,  for  which 
there  ought  to  be  a  remedy;  and  in  Boring  v.  Griffith,  1  Heisk. 
456,  that  a  contest  is  not  in  any  sense  a  criminal  proceeding, 
but  a  controversy  between  two  private  individuals  as  to  the 
right  to  exercise  the  functions  and  enjoy  the  emoluments  of 
the  office ;  that  it  is  an  incorporeal  right  and  the  party  has  the 
right  to  enforce  it  by  civil  proceedings ;  and  the  same  language 
was  in  substance  repeated  in  Moore  v.  Sharp,  98  Tenn.  65,  38 
S.  W.  411. 

The  foregoing  statements'  of  principle  are  sound  and  were 
correctly  enunciated  in  the  cases  where  they  occur. 

In  the  case  of  Malone  v.  Williams,  10  Cates,  391  to  480,  the 
Court,  on  pages  467-468-469,  discusses  the  question  as  to  what 
constitutes  an  office,  and  cites'  approvingly  a  statement  in  the 
opinion  in  the  case  of  Memphis  v.  Woodard,  12  Heisk.  499,  in 
an  Alabama  case  wherein  it  was  said : 

^^And  an  office  is  as  much  a  species  of  property  as  anything 
which  is  capable  of  being  held  or  owned,  and  to  deprive  one  of 
it  or  unjustly  withhold  it,  is*  an  injury  which  the  law  can  re- 
dress in  a  manner  as*  ample  as  it  can  any  other  wrong. '  * 

And  says: 

*^The  right  to  exercise  a  public  office  is  a  species  of  property 
equally  with  any  other  thing  capable  of  possession,  and  the 
law  affords  adequate  redress  when  the  enjoyment  of  it  is 
wrongfully  prevented, ' '  etc. 

The  Court  then  cites  from  a  number  of  other  cases  in  this 
State  and  other  States,  and  on  page  471  it  cites  from  a  North 
Carolina  case  and  Throop  on  Public  Offices,  as  follows*: 

^'Nor  can  a  legislature  take  from  a  person  the  substance  of 
the  office  and  transfer  it  to  another  to  be  appointed  in  a  diff- 
ferent  manner,  and  to  hold  by  different  tenure,  although  the 
nature  of  the  office  is  change^,  and  the  office  divided  and  the 
duties  assigned  to  two  or  more  offices  under  different  names/' 
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The  pension  law  was  enacted  as  Chapter  64,  of  the  Acts  of 
1891,  and  is  found  in  Section  2709  et  seq.  of  Shannon's  Code. 
Sec.  2711  says  said  Board  of  Pension  Examiners  are  hereby 
empowered  to  employ  a  secretary  at  a  salary  of  $500.00  per 
annum,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  monthly,  on  the  warrant 
of  the  Comptroller. 

So  that,  under  the  wording  of  the  law,  Mr.  Hickman  is  not 
elected,  but  is  employed  as'  secretary  of  the  Board. 

In  the  case  of  Budd  v.  The  State,  reported  in  3  Hum.  482  to 
493,  it  appeared  that  Thos.  L.  Budd  was  employed  by  the  bank 
as  clerk  of  the  individual  ledger,  the  same  being  one  of  the 
bank  books  in  which  they  kept  the  individual  accounts  of  their 
customers.  One,  H.  A.  Cargill,  a  customer  of  the  bank,  drew 
from  the  bank,  by  check,  the  sum  of  $1,608.09  more  than  he 
had  deposited  in  the  bank,  and  Budd,  the  clerk,  by  a  false 
entry  of  credit  to  Cargill  of  $1,608.09,  balanced  his  account, 
and  for  this'  he  was  indicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Davidson 
County,  under  the  Act  which  provides  that  if  the  cashier  or 
any  other  of  the  officers',  agents  or  servants  of  a  corporation, 
shall  embezzle,  and  without  authority,  from  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  bank,  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said 
corporation  to  his  own  use,  with  intent  to  cheat  and  defraud 
the  president,  directors  and  company  of  said  bank,  or  shall 
fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  shall  make  false  entries'  upon 
the  books  of  said  bank,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  bank  or 
any  other  person  whatsoever,  said  officer,  agent  or  servant  of 
said  bank  shall  be  held  and  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or 
penitentiary  of  this  State  for  a  period  not  less'  than  five  nor 
more  than  twenty  years.  See  page  488.  The  indictment 
which  is  set  out  on  page  488,  charged  that  said  Budd  being 
then  and  there  a  person  employed  as  clerk  of  the  individual 
ledger,  the  same  being  a  book  of  the  bank  hereinafter  named, 
etc.,  and  then  and  there  such  clerk  as  aforesaid,  etc.,  and  then 
proceeds  to  set  forth  the  false  entry.  The  Supreme  Court 
through  Judge  Reece,  says  that  the  question  is  whether  the 
prisoner  in  the  indictment  before  us,  has  been  properly  and 
sufficiently  charged  within  the  terms  of  the  22ud  section  of  the 
statute  above  quoted,  and  so  on,  and  they  held  that  the  indict- 
ment against  the  prisoner  as  clerk  of  the  individual  ledger  of 
a  bank  was  not  sufficient,  under  said  statute,  which  authorizes 
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the  indictment  for  the  particular  offense  of  any  of  the  officers, 
agents  or  servants  of  said  bank. 

This  case  is  cited  in  Michies'  Digest,  Vol.  9,  page  517,  under 
the  head  of  "Office  and  Officer,"  as'  follows:  ''The  term  'Of- 
ficer '  is'  held  not  to  include  a  clerk. ' ' 

In  said  Digest^  Vol.  9,  on  page  516,  he  says,  in  speaking  of 
office : 

In  Jones  v.  Hobbs,  4  Baxter,  113-119,  it  is  said:  "Mr.  Bur- 
rell,  on  page  257  of  his  Law  Dictionary,  says,  '  The  idea  of  an 
office  clearly  embraces  the  idea  of  tenure,  duration,  fees  or 
emoluments',  rights  and  powers,  as  well  as  that  of  duty. ' 

In  20,  J.  R.  493,  Piatt,  J.  defines  it,  an  employment  on  be- 
half of  the  government  in  any  station  or  public  trust,  not 
merely  transient,  occasional  or  incidental." 

The  case  of  State  ex  rel  v.  Slagle  (115  Tenn.)  5  Gates,  336, 
held  that  a  general  deputy  of  a  sheriff  is  an  officer  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution  and  Statutes  of  the  State,  and 
that  was  a  lucrative  office  within  the  constitutional  provision 
declaring  that  no  person  shall  hold  more  than  on?  lucrative  of- 
fice at  the  same  time,  and  the  case  held  that  the  same  person 
could  not  hold  the  office  of  constable  and  at  the  same  time,  the 
office  of  deputy  sheriff.  Both  these  offices  are  statutory  of- 
fices, and  we  do  not  think  that  that  case  can  be  cited  as  au- 
thority for  saying  that  a  man  who  is'  employed  by  other  per- 
sons is  an  officer. 

If  a  man  is  employed  by  persons,  it  follows  that  he  can  be 
discharged  by  them,  and  that  he  has  no  tenure  of  office,  which 
is  one  of  the  necessary  prerequisites  of  an  officer,  and  that  he 
cannot  claim  to  be  an  officer  with  tenure  of  office,  and  if  he 
should  be  discharged  by  the  parties  employing  him,  that  he 
would  only  have  the  rights  of  any  other  employee  as  against 
the  persons  who  had  employed  him  and  discharged  him.  In 
other  words,  he  would  be  serving  under  a  contract  and  not 
under  an  office.  They  could  employ  him  for  a  month  or  for 
any  other  time  they  saw  fit,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  em- 
ployment, they  could  employ  any  one  else,  without  violating 
any  legal  right  that  he  had. 

It  was  proven  before  your  committee  that  Mr.  Hickman  was 
not  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pension  Commissioners,  but 
only  an  employee,  and  he  could  only  be  an  employee  under 
the  statute. 

It  was  also  shown  that  Mr.  Hickman  was  not  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  but  was  only 
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employed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  do  certain  clerical  work, 
which  he  performed.  • 

It  was  also  shown  that  he  was  employed  by  the  County 
Court  to  do  certain  clerical  work,  and  under  the  definition  of 
an  office,  as  defined  by  our  Supreme  Court,  we  do  not  think 
that  Mr.  Hickman  is  an  officer,  but  simply  an  employee. 

The  case  of  State  ex  rel  vs.  Grace  (113  Tenn.)  5  Cates  9,  is 
not  one  which  decides  what  an  officer  is,  nor  one  which  dis- 
cusses what  is  a  lucrative  office,  but  only  one  which  holds  that 
officers'  acceptance  by  qualification  and  induction  of  another 
office  incompatible  with  one  then  held  by  him  is  ipse  facto  a 
vacation  of  the  office  first  held. 

In  that  case  the  defendant  Grace  was  elected  in  1902  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  Memphis  and 
ex-officio  of  its  Legislative  Council  for  the  statutory  term  of 
four  years;  that  he  resigned,  and  his  resignation  was  accepted; 
that  at  a  meeting  subsequent  to  that,  he  wanted  to  withdraw 
his  resignation,  and  at  the  next  election  following  that  the  re- 
lator was  9lected  to  fill  said  office.  Suit  was  filed  by  him,  and 
the  Court  held  that  he  was  entitled  to  the  office. 

We  insist  that  there  has  been  no  proper  proof  before  your 
committee  that  Mr.  Hickman  is  holding  a  lucrative  office  in  the 
sense  that  an  office  has  been  defined  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State.

However,  this  being  a  legal  question  is  not  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  determine,  for  it  would  be  an  invasion  of  the  judicial 
branch  of  our  government. 

We  further  report  that  we  have  visited  the  Soldiers'  Home, 
and  find  that  they  are  being  well  cared  for  and  that  everything 
is  being  done  to  make  them  as  cheerful  and  happy  as  possible 
during  their  remaining  days.  • 

It  has  been  charged  that  some  inmat?s  of  the  Soldiers'  Home 
have  been  drawing  pensions.  Under  the  law  they  would  be 
entitled  to  draw  until  they  entered,  and  the  cases  we  have  in- 
vestigated we  find  this  is  as  far  as  they  have  drawn. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  statement  above  made,  together 
with  petitions  which  have  been  filed  with  us — which  are  here 
filed  and  made  a  part  of  this  report — we  most  respectfully 
submit  the  following  recommendations  for  your  considera- 
tion: 
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1.  We  recommend  that  hereafter,  any  Confederate  soldier 
or  a  widow  of  a  Confederate  soldier,  making  application  for 
pension  in  this  State,  must  satisfy  the  Board  that  they  have 
been  an  actual  and  bona  fide  resident  and  citizen  of  the  State 
for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  years. 

2.  We  recommend  that  hereafter,,  no  widow  of  a  Confed- 
erate soldier  shall  be  entitled  to,  or  eligible  for,  a  pension, 
unless  she  was  married  to  such  Confederate  soldier  prior  to 
the  year  1880. 

3.  We  further  recommend  that  any  Confederate  soldier, 
or  widow,  who  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  placed  upon  the 
pension  roll,  be  given  the  right  to  temporarily  leave  the  State 
for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  six  months,  provided,  it  is  their 
intention  at  the  time  of  leaving,  to  continue  their  residence 
and  citizenship  in  Tennessee. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  pension  of  all  Confederate 
soldiers,  who  are  eligible  for  pension  under  the  law,  be  in- 
creased from  the  amount  they  are  now  receiving,  to  $15.00  per 
month.  We  hope  in  the  near  future  to  see  the  State  able  to 
place  every  worthy  Confederate  soldier  on  the  roll  without 
regard  to  property  qualifications. 

5.  We  further  find  a  number  of  worthy  Confederate  sold- 
iers who,  during  the  war,  were  at  home  on  a  furlough,  in  a 
hospital,  or  in  some  other  way  separate  from  their  command, 
and  failed  to  rejoin  them,  and  for  this  reason  they  were  not 
properly  discharged,  and  are  not  now  permitted  to  enjoy  the 
bounty  of  a  generous  State  with  their  comrades.  Many  of 
these  soldiers  were  brave  and  loyal,  some  of  them  engaged  in 
active  service  for  two  and  three  years,  and  we  would  recom- 
mend that  some  provision  be  made  whereby  these  soldiers, 
who  are  otherwise  eligible  for  pension,  be  placed  upon  the 
roll. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  present  method  of  selecting  the 
Pension  Board  be  retained,  and  in  this  connection  we  want  to 
commend  each  member  of  the  present  Board,  and  its  Secre- 
tary, Hon.  John  P.  Hickman,  as  being  faithful,  loyal  and  ef- 
ficient; and  it  is  the  desire  and  pleasure  of  your  committee  to 
exonerate  them  from  all  charges  and  assertions  that  have  been 
made  against  them. 

7.  We  further  recommend  that  at  the  end  of  each  biennial 
period,  if  any  of  the  funds  appropriated  to  the  Pension  De- 
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partment  is'  left  in  the  State  treasury,  that  it  be  kept  intact  as 
a  part  of  the  pension  fund,  instead  of  reverting  to  the  State 
treasury,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  pension  law  was  intended  that 
the  generosity  of  the  State  should  be  extended  to  the  indigent 
men  who  stood  in  the  trenches  and  suffered  the  privations  and 
pangs  of  war,  and  to  the  heroic  women  who  administered  to  the 
wounded  and  dying  and  shivered  around  the  ashes  of  desolate 
homes  looking  for  husbands,  some  of  whom  never  returned. 
The  thin  gray  line  is  fast  fading  away,  and  they  have  long 
since  passed  the  productive  period  of  life,  and  are  now  meet- 
ing the  shadows,  with  no  other  support. 

The  people  of  Tennessee  approve  of  the  pension  law  and 
rejoice  in  the  fact  that  liberal  appropriations'  are  being  made 
for  these  veterans  and  the  widows  of  those  who  have  folded 
their  tents  and  passed  away.

Chapter  64,  Acts  of  1891,  Section. 

'^The  Board  of  Pension  Examiners  are  invested  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations 
touching  such  applications,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem 
.necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  their  business*  as  such 
Board." 

Acting  under  this  authority,  the  Board  established  a  rule 
and  a  regulation,  that  a  pensioner  while  out  of  the  State 
should  not  be  allowed  a  pension  for  over  ninety  days,  on  his 
return,  unless  clear  and  convincing  proof  was  submitted  that 
he  could  not  get  back.  In  this  case,  it  was  proven  and  admit- 
ted that  Mr.  Mills  had  been  out  of  the  State  for  over  a  year, 
and  that  part  of  that  time  he  was  clerking  in  a  store. 
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Chapter  64  Acts  of  1891,  Section  1. 

''The  Board  of  Pension  Examiners  are  invested  with  full 
power  over  the  entire  pension  roll  at  all  times,  and  it  is  their 
duty  to  strike  from  the  roll  such  names  as  may  be  improperly 
there,  after  proper  notice  and  hearing.  Their  decision  shall 
be  final.'' 

Mr.  Mills  was  given  full  notice  and  appeared  before  the 
Board  several  times.  On  thorough  investigation,  it  developed 
that  Mr.  Mills  had  been  out  of  the  State  for  over  a  year,  and 
had  been  clerking  in  Birmingham,  Ala. 

Chapter  64,  Acts'  of  1891,  Section  2. 

"That  only  Federal  and  Confederate  soldiers  who  are  bona 
fide  residents  of  this  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
this  Act." 

Under  this  section,  the  Board  of  Pension  Etxaminers  ruled 
that  it  was  as  necessary  to  be  a  bona  fide  resident  of  this  State, 
while  drawing  a  pension,  as  it  was  to  be  a  bona  fide  resident 
when  added  to  the  roll. 

The  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Pension  Examiners,  endorsed  this  ruling. 

KEPORT  FROM  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

I       The  Select  Joint  Recess  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
j    the  Department  of  Education,  made  their  report,  which  was' 
i    ordered  spread  on  the  Journal,  the  same  being  as  follows : 
I       We,  your  special  Joint  Committee  from  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Eepresentatives  composed  of  C.  W.  Rooks,  L.  B. 
Matthews,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  0.  B.  DePriest,  W. 
M.  Cameron  and  T.  W.  Kittrell,  on  part  of  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, appointed  under  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No  , 

to  investigate  the  Educational  Department  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  and  rec- 
ommendations : 

General  Survey  of  School  System. 

Taking  a  general  survey  of  our  school  system  under  the 
'^General  Educational  Bill,"  Tennessee  has  just  right  to  be 
proud  of  her  educational  system.  Thirty-three  and  one-third 
per  cent  of  her  gross  revenues  being  devoted  to  the  schools 
as  follows:    Sixty-one  per  cent  is  apportioned  to  the  several 
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counties'  of  the  State  on  a  scholastic  basis  for  elementary 
schools';  ten  per  cent  in  nsed  as  an  equalizing  fund  to  equalize 
the  common  schools;  provided  the  county  levy  is  forty  cents 
on  the  $100.00  worth  of  property,  also  for  the  supplementing 
of  Supervisors  and  County  Superintendents'  salaries  and  the 
-  promoting  of  consolidated  schools.  Eight  per  cent  is  given  to 
aid  the  several  counties  of  the  State  in  the  establishing  and 
maintaining  of  High  Schools  and  the  support  of  the  Tennessee 
Polytechnic  Institute.  One  per  cent  is  used  to  encourage  and 
to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  libraries  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  State.  One-fifth  of  the  amount  accruing  for  this  pur- 
pose being  used  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  the  cir- 
culating libraries  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Library. 
Thirteen  per  cent  of  this  fund  is  used  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  three  Normal  Schools  and  the  Agricultural  and  Indus- 
trial Normal  School  for  Negroes.  Apportioned  to  these 
schools  as  follows :  One-seventh  of  the  amount  accruing  from 
this  fund  to  the  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Normal  School 
for  Negroes,  and  the  remaining  six-sevenths  is  apportioned 
equally  among  the  three  white  Normals. 

Seven  per  cent  of  this  fund  is  apportioned  to  the  University 
of  Tennessee  for  maintenance  of  that  Institution.  Therefore 
we  have  a  complete  chain  of  schools,  each  operating  in  its 
sphere  and  serving  the  educational  needs  of  the  State  in  a 
very  gratifying  way,  and  we  would  recommend  that  no  change 
be  made  in  this  carefully  worked-out  system,  as  each  arm  is 
essential  to  furtherance  of  educational  progres-s  in  the  State. 
State  Superintendent s  Office. 

We  examined  carefully  the  office  of  the  State  Superinten- 
dent and  the  department  working  under  this  direction,  and 
found  same  to  be  conducted  in  a  business-like  and  efficient 
manner.  The  offiice  is  economically  run  and-  has  been  keeping 
within  the  bounds  of  its  appropriations  for  expense.

Library  Department. 

Under  the  General  Educational  Bill,  one  per  cent  of  the 
school  fund  is  apportioned  to  the  establishment  of  public  school 
libraries.  During  the  last  biennial  period  about  $17,000  has 
been  spent  in  the  establishment  and  circulating  of  these  libra- 
ries, 1,045  libraries  being  established  and  supplemented.  The 
circulating  libraries  are  being  used  in  76  counties.  We  very 
highly  commend  the  working  of  this  department,  and  urge  that 
all  encouragement  possible  be  given  this  department  by  the 
State. 

Elementary  and  High  Schools, 

The  rural  schools'  of  the  State  are  making  slow  progress. 
The  term  in  many  of  the  counties  being  too  short,  ranging 
from  38  days  to  175  days.  There  are  many  causes  for  this, 
although  the  revenues  have  been  increased:  First,  Teachers' 
salaries  have  increased.  Second,  New  sites  have  been  pur- 
chased and  buildings  erected,  new  departments  added,  etc.  We 
would  recommend  that  funds  for  permanent  improvements 
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shall  not  be  taken  out  of  operating  fund.  We  further  strongly 
recommend  that  a  sufficient  levy  be  made  in  each  county  to  sup- 
plement State  funds  so  that  rural  schools  shall  run  140  days. 
Fifty-nine  counties  of  the  State  are  levying  a  High  School  tax 
and  maintaining  a  system  of  county  High  Schools  for  the 
higher  education  of  their  students.  We  would  recommend 
that  a  5  per  cent  High  School  tax  be  levied  and  that  the  maxi- 
mum tax  be  25  cents  on  the  $100.00  worth  of  taxable  property. 

Your  Committee  visited  some  of  the  model  schools  of  Hamil- 
ton and  Shelby  Counties,  and  found  the  efficient  management, 
splendid  departmental  work  and  modern  buildings  inspiring 
and  a  fair  criterion  of  what  may  be  expected  of  rural  schools 
under  the  present  system  where  liberal  financial  support  is 
given.  These  counties  have  achieved  this  success  by  issuing 
bonds  for  permanent  improvements  and  leaving  the  funds 
from  taxation  for  purely  operative  purposes. 

We  visited  and  examined  carefully  the  conditions  and  oper- 
ations of  the  following  State  Educational  Institutions : 

Middle  Tennessee  State  Normal,  East  Tennessee  State 
Normal,  West  Tennessee  State  Normal,  Tennessee  Poly- 
technic Institute,  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Normal  School 
for  Negroes,  and  the  University  of  Tennessee.  Upon  which 
we  wish  to  make  the  following  report : 

Middle  Tennessee  NormaV 

At  Murfreesboro  is  located  the  Middle  Tennessee  Normal. 
The  County  of  Eutherford  and  City  of  Murfreesboro  gave  to 
the  State  100  acres  of  land  and  issued  bonds  to  erect  an  Ad- 
ministration building,  a  dining  room,  President's  residence, 
girls'  dormitory  and  heating  plant.  All  these  buildings  are 
modern  and  up-to-date.  Since  the  erection  of  these  buildings 
some  improvements  have  been  made  including  an  addition  to 
the  dining  hall. 

Since  establishment  of  this  school  135  acres  have  been  added 
to  the  farm  at  a  cost  of  $35,000.  Out  of  the  savings  of  the 
Institution  from  operating  expenses,  fees,  profits  from  farm, 
etc.,  $15,000  has  been  paid  on  the  farm,  leaving  $20,000  slilJ 
due.  Every  department  is  doing  good  work  in  the  training  of 
teachers  for  the  elementary  schools.  The  following  figures 
will  show  the  growth  in  student  body:

There  have  been  44  graduates'  from  Academic  Course  and 
154  graduates'  from  the  Normal  course. 

The  farm  has  been  operated  at  a  profit  for  the  last  year, 
the  profits  being  invested  in  live  stock,  farm  implements  and 
improvements,  420  rods  of  wire  fence  being  built,  a  concrete 
Silo  of  130  tons  capacity  being  constructed. 

The  school  is  handicapped  by  not  having  enough  dormitory 
space,  there  being  only  one  building  of  48  rooms  in  which  they 
have  130  girls'.  Also  two  cottages'  are  rented  for  girls  and  two 
dormitories  for  boys  at  a  yearly  rent  of  $2,500.00.  Additional 
dormitories  are  very  badly  needed,  if  this  school  is  to  con- 
tinue growing. 

East  Tennessee  Normal. 

The  East  Tennessee  Normal  is  located  at  Johnson  City,  has 
a  well  equipped  plant  consisting  of  an  up-to-date,  modern  ad- 
ministration building,  girls'  dormitory,  dining  hall.  President's 
residence.  The  farm  consists  of  about  100  acres,  but  a  large 
portion  is  not  suitable  for  cultivation.  The  building  and  farm 
were  given  to  the  State  by  Johnson  'City  and  Washington 
County.  Out  of  the  savings  from  fees,  farm  and  operating 
expense,  many  improvements  have  been  made.  One  of  espe- 
cial interest  is  the  Model  School  building,  which  is  a  modern 
building  and  where  the  teachers  get  actual  training. 

The  support  given  this  school  by  East  Tennessee,  is  best 
shown  in  the  fact  that  last  year  every  County  in  East  Ten- 
nessee, except  two,  had  students  in  this  school.  Eight  other 
Tennessee  Counties  were  represented  and  ten  students  were 
from  other  States.    The  total  enrollment  was  995.

This  includes  both  regular  and  summer  terms. 
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Since  the  establishment  of  the  school  there  have  been  256 
graduates'.  Last  year  174  of  these  graduates'  were  teaching 
in  Tennessee  Schools. 

This  school  is  in  need  of  funds  for  permanent  improvements, 
some  of  the  present  needs  being  more  farm  land  for  demonstra- 
tion work,  a  central  heating  plant,  and  more  dormitory  room 
for  the  boys. 

The  workings  of  all  departments  of  this  school  were^very 
satisfactory.  ^ 

West  Tennessee  Normal. 

The  West  Tennessee  Normal  is  located  at  Memphis,  has  bet- 
ter and  more  commodious  buildings  than  other  Normals,  from 
the  fact  that  Memphis  and  Shelby  County  gave  to  the  State 
$353,000  together  with  a  farm  of  49  acres.  The  buildings  con- 
sisting of  an  Administration  building  large  enough  to  take 
care  of  1,000  students,  a  girls'  dormitory,  which  by  crowding, 
can  accommodate  200  girls,  and  a  President's  residence,  are 
all  in  fine  shape. 

The  support  and  worth  of  this  school  is  best  shown  by  the 
increase  and  attendance  since  its  establishment.  There  are 
21  West  Tennessee  counties  furnishing  pupils,  while  a  few 
other  counties  and  four  other  States  are  represented. 

The  following  figures  show  the  enrollments  for  both  regular 
and  summer  terms  since  its  establishment :

Since  the  establishment  of  the  school  there  have  been  209 
graduates,  a  large  percentage  of  which  are  now  teaching  in 
the  State.   The  different  departments  are  doing  good  work. 

Some  of  the  present  needs  of  the  institution  are  a  Boys' 
Dormitory,  a  central  heating  plant,  and  more  land  for  farm 
and  demonstration  work  and  other  improvements. 

The  Tennessee  Polytechnic  Institute, 

This,  school  has  just  been  in  operation  for  a  few  months,  or 
since  September,  1916.  It  has  opened  with  prospects  that  are 
very  flattering,  as  the  members  of  the  faculty  are  all  teachers 
of  ability  and  are  making  every  effort  within  their  power  to 
make  the  school  successful.    For  the  first  year  there  are  341 
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students  enrolled,  representing  80  counties  of  the  State,  while 
there  are  three  or  four  students  from  other  States.  rh( 
course  of  study  is  so  planned  that  technical,  industrial  and  do- 
mestic arts  are  required  before  graduation. 

The  present  buildings  consisting  of  an  administration  build- 
ing, two  dormitories  and  26  acres  of  land,  were  given  to  the 
State  by  the  town  of  Cooke ville  and  Putnam  County. 

Some  of  the  present  needs  of  the  school  are  more  farm  land 
and  equipment  of  a  mechanical  building  and  an  addition  to 
the  main  building  and  other  equipment. 


This  school,  which  is  located  in  Davidson  County,  near  the 
corporate  limits  of  Nashville  and  donated  to  the  State  by 
Davidson  County  and  Nashville,  has  the  following  buildings: 
Administration  building,  two  dormitories,  President's  resi- 
dence and  heating  plant.  The  buildings  are  modern  and  kept 
in  good  repair.  The  farm  which  consists  of  about  135  acres' 
is  being  improved  and  placed  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation. 

Eivery  department  is  handled  in  a  very  efficient  manner  and 
good  work  is  being  done.  The  courses  are  so  planned  as  to 
make  of  the  negro  useful  citizens  and  the  reports  received 
from  graduates  of  this  school  from  all  sections  of  the  State 
and  nation  are  proof  of  the  good  work  it  is*  doing,  not  a  single 
one  of  them  having  ever  been  in  jail  or  arrested  or  convicted 
of  crime. 

The  manner  in  which  the  negroes  have  supported  this  insti- 
tution is  shown  by  the  following  table :

And  in  the  present  regular  term  of  this  year  there  are  en- 
rolled 532. 

The  farm  and  buildings  have  been  greatly  improved  by  the 
students'.  Some  of  the  things  they  have  done  are  making  of 
tables,  desks,  benches,  etc.,  for  equipping  buildings.  They 
have  painted  the  buildings.   Driveways  have  been  built  on  the

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campus,  and  one  of  the  most  modern  dairy  barns  in  the  State 
has  been  built. 

The  farm  is  being  operated  at  a  profit,  amounting  last  year 
to  $972.40.  This  school  is  in  need  of  more  dormitory  space, 
and  more  equipment  for  carrying  on  its  industrial  work. 

The  school  is  one  mile  from  the  car  line.  We  recommend 
that  the  Legislature  adopt  suitable  resolutions  asking  the 
Nashville  Street  Eailway  and  Light  Company  to  extend  its 
lines" to  this  school.  We  further  recommend  that  our  Senators 
and  Congressmen  use  their  efforts  to  have  the  school  made  a 
Military  Training  School.  We  further  ask  that  the  City  of 
Nashville  extend  its  corporate  limits  to  include  the  school 
campus  and  buildings,  so  as  to  give  them  fire  and  police  pro- 
tection. 

After  considerable  investigation  your  committee  cannot 
recommend  that  four-year  High  School  certificates' be  requisite 
to  entrance  into  Normal  and  Polytechnic  schools.  First,  be- 
cause practically  one-half  of  Tennessee's  counties  have  no 
County  High  Schools,  and  a  number  of  them  have  no  High 
Schools  at  all.  Secondly,  approximately  12,000  teachers  hold- 
ing elementary  certificates  would  be  debarred  the  opportun- 
ity of  the  professional  training  of  the  schools.  Thirdly,  these 
Normals  are  not  High  Schools  nor  Colleges,  but  teachers' 
training  schools.  While  their  curriculum  is  similar  in  some 
respects'  to  High  Schools,  the  subjects  are  taught  in  a  different 
manner  and  with  a  different  purpose  in  view.  Teachers  are 
taught  a  subject  so  as  to  be  able  to  teach  it. 

Your  committee  would,  however,  recommend  that  a  two- 
year  entrance  requirement  be  made  with  special  provisions  for 
counties  that  do  not  have  High  Schools. 

Your  committee  would  commend  the  splendid  efforts  these 
Normal  Schools  have  put  forth  in  their  educational  extension 
work  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  which  has  been  of 
great  value  to  education  in  these  counties. 

University  of  Tennessee. 

Your  committee  visited  the  main  plant  of  the  University 
at  Knoxville  and  the  Medical  and  Dental  Departments  at  Mem- 
phis and  thoroughly  inspected  the  physical  properties  and  in- 
vestigated the  administrative  work  of  the  institutions. 

The  magnificent  work  of  this  institution  should  be  a  matter 
of  pride  to  every  Tennessean.  The  school  ranks  exceedingly 
high  among  greater  Universities'  of  America,  and  its  activities 
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touch  almost  every  phase  of  lif'3  and  reach  every  section  of 
our  State,  through  its  extension  work  in  the  Agricultural, 
Home  Economics  and  Medical  Departments. 

At  the  present,  there  is  an  attendance  of  1,200  in  all  depart- 
ments, which  is  growth  over  preceding  years.  This  rapid 
growth  without  an  adequate  increase  in  revenues,  has  greatly 
handicapped  the  workings  of  the  University  and  allowed  very 
little  for  improvements  of  the  plant.  The  apportionment  is 
receives  from  the  school  fund  of  the  State  and  the  fees  collected 
are  used  for  administrative  purposes.  The  amounts  received 
from  the  Federal  Government  must  be  used  for  the  specific 
purpose  for  which  contributed  and  enfail  a  heavy  admin- 
istrative expense  upon  the  small  funds  granted  the  University. 

The  Medical  and  Dental  Departments  at  Memphis  have  been 
operated  at  a  loss  for  the  past  two  years,  owing  to  the  raising 
of  entrance  requirements,  it  is  expected,  however,  that  it  will 
be  more  nearly  self-sustaining,  as  soon  as  it  adjusts  itself  to 
its'  condition.  The  splendid  buildings  housing  these  depart- 
ments were  donated  largely  by  the  citizens  and  City  of  Mem- 
phis. This  Medical  College  ranks  ''A''  among  the  medical 
schools  of  the  United  States.  This  department  has  recently 
instituted  a  public  health  extension  work,  which  if  properly 
supported  will  become  to  the  public  health  what  the  farm  ex- 
tension work  is  to  the  agriculture. 

The  property  of  the  University,  valued  at  about  $1,600,000, 
has  been  donated  to  the  State  with  the  exception  of  approxi- 
mately $65,000,  which  the  State  has  expended,  and  is  free  from 
debt  with  the  exception  of  $100,000  floating  debt  as  a  balance 
on  building  operations.  Owing  to  the  great  growth  of  atten- 
dance at  the  University,  the  buildings  are  badly  crowded  and 
several  old  dilapidated  buildings  are  hardly  fit  for  use.  To 
meet  the  demands  that  are  pressing  upon  the  University  more 
space  must  be  had  at  once. 

Knox  County  has  recently  donated  to  the  University  an  ad- 
ditional tract  of  land  of  more  than  600  acres,  costing  $140,000, 
upon  which  necessary  buildings  should  be  erected. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  these  buildings  be 
erected  and  that  an  experiment  station  for  Middle  Tennessee 
be  provided  and  equipped  at  the  earliest  practicable  time. 

Owing  to  the  great  demands  made  upon  the  University  and 
the  far-reaching  influence  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  we 
recommend  the  following  plan  for  more  liberally  financing  this 
institution : 
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The  University  of  Tennessee  receives  at  the  present  time — 

From  the  General  Educational  Fund  about  $85,000.00 

Interest  on  Federal  Land  Grant,  Act  of  1862,   24,000.00 

The  State  must  appropriate  to  meet  the  Govern- 
ment funds  under  the  Smith-Lever  Bill — 

Acts  in  1917   66,500.00 

Acts  in  1918    84,000.00 

We  propose  that  the  University  be  permitted  to  issue 
$1,000,000  of  bonds  secured  by  its  present  net  assets  of  about 
$2,000,000,  and  by  the  buildings  to  be  erected  from  this  fund, 
principal  and  interest  to  be  guaranteed  by  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, rate  to  be  at  the  lowest  figure  obtainable  and  term  forty 
or  fifty  years.  The  bonds  to  be  of  serial  issue,  part  to  be  re- 
tired each  year,  practically  amortizing  same. 

We  would  further  propose  that  the  participation  of  the 
University  in  the  General  Education  Fund  be  discontinued 
and  that  a  direct  tax  of  one-half  mill  on  the  assessed  values  of 
the  State  be  collected  through  the  regular  channels  to  maintain 
the  various  colleges  of  the  University,  including  the  Experi- 
ment Stations,  and  the  Extension  Division,  which  assists  in 
the  maintenance  of  the  county  agents  in  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics  in  each  county  of  the  State  and  conducts  the  Farm- 
ers'  Institutes  of  the  State. 

From  the  proceeds  of  this  direct  tax  it  is  proposed  to : 

First.  Retire  $100,000  of  debt  of  the  University  in  three 
years,  $60,000  the  first  year,  $30,000  the  second  year,  and 
$10,000  the  third  year. 

Second.  To  assume  for  the  State  the  payment  of  $23,960  per 
annum  now  paid  as  interest  on  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act. 

Third.  To  assume  the  Smith-Lever  funds  as  enumerated 
above. 

Fourth.  By  retiring  from  the  General  Education  Fund  to 
release  $85,000  of  that  fund  for  the  use  of  Elementary  Schools, 
etc.,  of  the  State. 

Fifth.  To  set  aside  $50,000  per  annum  with  which  to  meet 
the  annual  interest  on  the  bond  issue  and  retire  same  in  forty 
years. 

The  proceeds  of  the  bond  issue  of  $1,000,000  are  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  course  of  five  years  on  buildings  on  present  Uni- 
versity grounds  and  the  establishment  of  the  Middle  Tennessee 
Experiment  Station.  It  is  proposed  that  pending  construc- 
tion of  buildings,  and  the  attending  expenditure  of  fund,  pro- 
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ceeds'  of  bond  issue  shall  b3  deposited  in  banks  of  the  State, 
and  it  is  believed  that  a  fair  rate  of  interest  paid  on  the  bonds 
can  be  obtained.  The  interest  collected  is  to  be  added  to  the 
building  fund. 

The  approximate  present  assessment  of  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee is  $672,000,000.  A  tax  of  one-half  mill  would  produce 
approximately  $336,000.  The  expenditure  of  this  fund  for  the 
first  three  years  to  be  as  follows :

After  thorough  investigation  of  the  needs  of  dormitories  and 
other  improvements  at  the  three  White  Normal  Schools,  the 
Polytechnic  School,  and  the  Negro  Industrial  and  Agricultural 
Normal  School,  we  would  strongly  recommend  that  the  State 
lend  its  credit  to  these  institutions  for  the  purpose  of  issuing 
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50-year  "bonds  to  a  reasonable  amount,  the  interest  and  sinking 
fund  to  retire  the  principal  to  be  paid  out  of  the  apportionment 
going  to  these  schools. 

Your  committee  submits,  that  while  the  above  plan  would 
provide  adequately  for  the  great  University,  which  through  its 
various  agencies,  is-  accomplishing  so  much  for  the  betterment 
of  Tennessee,  no  small  part  of  its  merit  lies  in  the  fact  that  it 
leaves  in  the  school  fund  the  apportionment,  which  goes  to  it 
under  the  General  Education  Bill,  to  the  elementary  schools, 
which  we  recommend^  but  obviates  the  necessity  of  drawing 
upon  a  depleted  treasury  for  the  biennial  appropriations 
necessary  to  its  proper  operations. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

report  from  select  committee  on  state  offices. 

The  Select  Joint  Eecess  Committee,  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  State  offices,  made  their  report^,  which  was  ordered 
spread  on  the  Journal,  the  same  being  as  follows: 

Nashville,  Tennessee,  February,  1917. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Sixtieth 
General  Assembly  of  Tennessee: 

Your  committee  appointed  by  the  Speakers  of  the  respective 
Houses  to  investigate  the  offices  of  State  Treasurer,  Comptrol- 
ler, and  Secretary  of  State,  as  required  by  Sections'  249  and 
271  of  Shannon's  Code,  was  created  under  Senate  Joint  Reso- 
lution No.  11,  Journal  No.  7,  pages  408-412,  adopted  January 
10,  1917,  by  the  Senate  and  concurred  in  by  the  House  on  Janu- 
ary 15,  1917,  which  resolution  is  as  follows : 

'^Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring,  That 
the  Speakers  of  the  two  Houses  appoint  a  committee  of  five, 
two  from  the  Senate  and  three  from  the  House  to  examine  the 
three  executive  departments  of  the  State,  mainly  Comptroller, 
Secretary  of  State,  and  Treasurer,  make  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  all  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  if  necessary, 
secure  the  services  of  the  State  Auditor  and  make  the  report 
back  to  the  respective  bodies  preparatory  to  the  election  of 
these  officers.'' 
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Immediately  after  our  appointment  we  met  and  organized 
on  January  19,  1917,  and  proceeded  forthwith  to  carry  out  the 
instructions  of  the  Genera]  Assenrbly  as  best  we  could  under 
the  circumstances  with  which  we  were  surrounded,  the  Legis- 
'lature  remaining  in  session  until  February  3rd,  and  our  regu- 
lar official  duties  greatly  handicapping  our  work.  But  by  put- 
ting in  every  hour  that  could  be  spared  from  our  other  official 
work  as  Senators  and  Representatives,  we  were  able  to  make  a 
partial  report  to  the  respective  Houses  in  open  session  and  in 
writing,  signed  by  all  the  then  members  of  the  committee,  on 
January  24,  1917.  What  we  did  prior  to  the  filing  of  said  par- 
tial report  can  be  more  briefly  and  better  stated  by  the  report 
itself,  which  is  as  follows : 

PRELIMINARY  REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  AUDITING 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  OFFICES  OF  THE  STATE 
TREASURER,  STATE  COMPTROLLER  AND 
SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

To  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly  of  Tennessee : 

Under  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives', concurred  in  by  both  Houses  of  the  Sixtieth  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  to  investigate  the  offices 
of  State  Treasurer,  State  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State, 
the  Senate,  on  January  9,  1917,  and  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  January  15,  1917.

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A  few  days  prior  to  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly  on 
February  3rd,  your  committee,  in  regular  session,  passed  reso- 
lutions directing  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  said  commit- 
tee to  present  the  same  as  a  second  report  to  the  Legislature, 
and  said  report  in  the  form  of  resolutions  was  made  at  least  to 
the  Senate,  which  said  report  was  received  and  filed  in  open 
session.

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  by  Senate  Joint  Resolu- 
tion No.  11,  adopted  January  10,'  1917,  directed  that  the 
Speakers  of  the  two  Houses  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  two 
from  the  Senate  and  three  from  tlie  House,  to  examine  the 
offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Comptroller, 
and  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  their  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, and,  if  necessary,  secure  the  services*  of  the  State 
Auditor  in  pursuing  said  investigation,  and 

Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  said  resolution  the  Speaker  of 
the  Senate  appointed  N.  N.  Nichols  and  John  C.  Houk,  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  appointed  Josh  Barton,  N.  A.  Link  and

Whereas,  The  report  of  said  joint  committee  is,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  your  committee  not  as  full  and  complete  as  required  by 
law,  but  as  full  and  complete  as  it  has  been  possible  for  your 
committee  to  make  up  to  this  time,  and  at  the  same  time  dis- 
charge their  other  official  duties,  and  believing  that  it  will  re- 
quire at  least  from  two  to  four  weeks  to  thoroughly  investi- 
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gate  the&'e  offices  in  compliance  with  the  law  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  public,  and 

Whekeas,  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  there  should  be 
no  doubt  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  General  Assembly  toward 
this  committee  completing  its  duties  by  making  a  real  investi- 
gation and  a  real  report,  and  as  to  definitely  authorizing  said 
investigation  and  report  and  fixing  the  per  diem  and  expense 
thereof, 

Whekeas,  he  it  resolved,  by  the  joint  committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  investigate  the  offices'  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Comptroller,  that  while  we  be- 
lieve the  investigation  ordered  to  be  made  should  be  complete 
and  due  report  thereof  filed,  yet  we  are  mindful  of  the  fact  that

Resolved  further,  That  we  request  the  General  Assembly  to 
give  us  other  and  further  instructions  as  to  our  duties,  and  es- 
pecially as  to  the  use  of  the  State  Auditor  ^s  office  and  outside 
experts,  and  as  to  our  per  diem  and  expense  account  during  the 
impending  recess,  and 

Resolved  further,  That  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  this  com- 
mittee to  make  any  satisfactory  investigation  of  these  depart- 
ments except  during  the  recess,  and 

Resolved  further.  That  the  Chairman  of  this  committee  is  di  - 
rected to  present  these  resolutions  to  the  Senate  as  our  report 
of  the  present  status  of  the  investigation  into  the  three  State 
offices  named,  and  to  urge  the  action  of  the  Senate  on  the 
same. ' ' 

Immediately  after  the  filing  of  the  foregoing  report,  just  be- 
fore the  recess,  the  following  Senate  Joint  Resolution  was  in- 
troduced and  passed  the  General  Assembly  as  No.  32  1-2,  on 
February  3rd,  the  original  resolution,  No.  32,  having  been  lost 
or  temporarily  misplaced :

due  report  back  to  the  General  Assembly,  and 

Resolved  further,  That  in  order  that  said  investigation  may 
be  made  without  compelling  the  members'  of  said  committee  to 
neglect  their  other  various  sworn  duties  as  legislators  they 
are  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  with  their  investigation 
during  any  recess  that  may  be  had,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered 
that  each  member  of  said  joint  committee  shall  receive  for  his 
services  Four  ($4.00)  Dollars  per  diem  and  Two  Dollars*  and 
Fifty  Cents  ($2.50)  for  actual  expenses,  which  amount  shall  be 
made  a  part  of  the  miscellaneous  appropriation  bill  and  be  paid 
out  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  proper  voucher. ' ' 

In  the  meantime,  Senator  N.  N.  Nichols,  Chairman  of  your 
joint  committee  resigned,  and  Senator  T.  V.  Burton  was  sub- 
stituted to  his  place  on  said  committee,  both  as  a  member  and 
as  Chairman.  • 

This  brings  your  committee  to  the  beginning  of  the  three 
weeks*  recess  of  the  Legislature  which  commenced  February 
3rd.  Immediately  after  this  date,  your  committee  commenced 
its  regular  daily  sessions  in  room  No.  311  at  the  Tulane  Hotel, 
which  was  rented  by  formal  resolution  of  your  committee  as 
its  working  headquarters  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  day,  and  your 
committee  has  continued  in  daily  session  in  said  headquarters 
and  at  work  in  an  etTort  to  obey  the  directions  of  the  General 
Assembly  insofar  as  possible  iii  the  investigation  of  the  three 
State  Departments  heretofore  named. 

Your  committee  at  the  very  outset  unanimously  agreed  that 
it  would  be  helpless  in  its  investigations  without  the  constant 
assistance  of  a  competent  stenographer  and  typewriter,  and  it 
authorized  by  formal  resolution  the  Chairman  and  Secretary 
of  your  committee  to  employ  such  stenographer  and  typewrit- 
er, which  they  did,  and  which  said  stenographer  has  been  at 
work  since  her  employment  down  to  this  hour. 

Among  the  first  things  done  by  your  committee  was  to  ad- 
dress a  letter  to  the  Trustee,  County  Court  Clerk  and  Circuit 
Court  Clerk  in  each  of  the  ninety-six  counties*  in  Tennessee,  and 
they  also  addressed  the  same  communication  to  each  Crim- 
inal Court  Clerk  in  the  State.    Second  letters  were  mailed  to 
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many  of  these  county  officials  in  the  reaching  and  understand- 
ing of  their  accounts.  Besides  about  five  hundred  letters 
mailed  to  county  officials  and  other  people  outside  of  Nash- 
ville, a  great  many  letters*  were  written  locally,  seeking  in- 
formation of  various  kinds,  and  while  your  committee  has  not 
kept  an  exact  account  of  the  number  of  letters  written  and  the 
amount  of  postage  used,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  your  committee 
knows  that  it  has  expended  at  least  $11.50  up  to  February 
24th.    The  letter  mailed  to  the  county  officials  is  as  follows:

Dear  Sir  :  The  committee,  whose  names  appear  on  this  let- 
ter-head, have  been  appointed  under  a  joint  resolution  of  the 
present  General  Assembly,  to  investigate  the  offices  of  the 
State  Treasurer,  State  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State, 
during  the  present  recess,  ending  February  26th. 

Will  you  please,  therefore,  mail  to  us  at  once  a  detailed 
sworn  statement,  showing  all  of  the  moneys  collected  by  your 
office,  belonging  to  the  State  of  Tennessee,  covering  the  period 
beginning  Dec.  19,  1914,  and  ending  Dec.  19,  1916? 

Please  show  the  dates  of  all  your  remittances  to  the  Comp- 
troller or  the  Treasurer  to  cover  your  collection  of  State 
moneys.  Please  address  your  communications  to  H.  M.  Cand- 
ler, Secretary,  311  Tulane  Hotel.

In  reply  to  this  communication,  your  committee  received 
answers  from  about  ninety-four  trustees  and  about  ninety-four 
county  court  clerks',  out  of  the  ninety-six  counties.  The  letter 
to  the  circuit  and  criminal  court  clerks  was  not  sent  out  until  a 
few  days  after  the  letter  to  the  other  county  officials  and  as 
many  replies  have  not  been  received  from  the  latter  class  of 
officials' as  from  the  former,  but  over  one-half  of  the  latter  class 
have  been  heard  from  and  their  answers  are  coming  in  every 
day. 

On  Wednesday  after  the  recess,  your  committee  sought  the 
active  advice  and  assistance  of  the  State  Auditor  and  had  him 
present  at  the  meeting  of  your  committee  on  said  date.  We 
found  the  State  Auditor  willing  and  anxious  to  help  your  com- 
mittee in  any  way  possible,  but  he  stated  that  the  services  he 
could  render  your  committee  would  be  necessarily  limited, 
both  because  of  his  regular  duties'  as  State  Auditor  and  the 
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special  work  that  had  been  thrust  upon  him  by  the  various 
investigating  committees  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Prom  the  data  received  from  the  county  trustees,  county 
court  clerks,  criminal  court  clerks  and  circuit  court  clerks,  we 
were  able  to  check  the  offices  of  the  Comptroller  and  the  Treas- 
urer and  found  that  they  were  absolutely  accurate.  Of  course, 
our  investigation  was  necessarily  limited  to  this  incomplete 
data  but  from  this  we  rest  with  absolute  assurance  that  both 
offices  are  in  splendid  shape  and  these  officers  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  painstaking  and  careful  work. 

We  also  passed  a  resolution  calling  upon  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  information  mentioned  in  the  following  resolu- 
tion, a  copy  of  said  resolution  being  furnished  said  State  of- 
ficials : 

Resolved  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly, 
appointed  to  investigate  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer, 
Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State,  That  the  Secretary  of 
State  is  hereby  requested  to  render  a  detailed  statement  in 
writing  to  this  committee,  without  delay,  of  all  moneys  to  his 
credit,  belonging  to  the  State  of  Tennessee,  on  February,  1917, 
giving  the  names  of  the  banks  wherein  said  money  is  deposited, 
and  in  what  amounts,  and  showing  where  said  banks  are  lo- 
cated; and  that  said  Secretary  of  State  is  further  requested  to 
make  a  statement  to  this'  committee  as  to  how  much,  if  any,  of 
the  $201,289.62  reported  on  January  20,  1917,  as  being  deposit- 
ed in  twenty-eight  (28)  banks  has  been  covered  into  the  State 
Treasury;  and 

Resolved  further,  That  said  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  furnish  a  comprehensive  and  detailed  statement  in 
writing  as  to  the  status  of  his  department." 

In  response  to  said  resolution  the  Secretary  of  State  made 
the  following  reply:

Gentlemen:    I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  enclosing  me 
copy  of  resolution  relative  to  Secretary  of  State's  office,  and 
requesting  that  I  furnish  you  certain  information  in  regard  to  ' 
this  department. 

As  requested,  I  herewith  enclose  you  a  list  of  banks  in  which 
money  collected  by  this  department  is  on  deposit,  showing

where  said  bank  is  located  and  the  amount  in  the  bank.  I  have 
deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  since  January  20,  1917,  the 
sum  of  $74,813.85. 

In  regard  to  furnishing  you  a  comprehensive  and  detailed 
statement  in  writing  as  to  the  status  of  this  department,  will 
state  that  the  State  Auditor  has  just  completed  an  audit  of  this 
department  up  to  and  including  December  31,  1916,  and  I  am 
informed  by  him  that  this  data  will  be  furnished  you  for  your 
report  and  I  take  it  that  this  will  cover  the  information  de- 
sired by  you.  If  not,  I  will  be  glad  to  furnish  any  information 
that  you  wish  if  you  will  specify  in  detail  that  other  informa- 
tion you  desire. 

As  a  matter  of  comparison  as  to  the  receipts  of  this  depart- 
ment since  my  incumbency,  will  state  for  your  information 
that  the  records  of  the  Comptroller's  office  show  that  the 
amount  collected  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  four  years 
previous  to  my  incumbency,  or  from  March  1,  1909,  to  March 
1,  1913,  was  $659,940.74.  The  amount  collected  by  me  from 
March  1,  1913  to  February  20,  1917,  was  $1,082,119*80,  making 
an  excess  of  receipts  in  the  four  vears,  without  coimting  the 
balance  of  this  month,  of  $422,179.06. 

I  want  you  to  distinctly  understand  that  this  is  not  in  the 
least  intended  as  any  criticism  of  my  predecessor,  but  merely 
give  you  this  information  to  show  you  the  increase  in  the  re- 
ceipts of  this  office  in  the  past  four  years. 

You  of  course  understand  that  a  complete  settlement  will  be 
made  and  all  money  on  hand  turned  into  the  treasury  by  me 
upon  my  retirement  on  March  1,  1917.

REPORT  FROM  SELECT  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Select  Joint  Recess  Committee,  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  Library,  made  their  report,  which  was  ordered  spread 
on  the  Journal,  the  same  being  as  follows : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  investigate  the 
State  Library,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

We  have  made  a  careful  and  thorough  examination  of  the 
several  branches  of  this  department,  and  find  that  the  State 
Librarian  and  her  assistants  are  doing  valuable  work,  and  are 
obtaining  the  objects  for  which  our  library  was  established. 

They  have  inaugurated  a  system  by  which  the  valuable  ma- 
terial of  this  department  may  be  furnished  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  people,  having  in  mind  that  a  State  library  is  for  all  the 
people  of  the  State.  Their  efforts  and  labor  deserve  com- 
mendation. This  system  embraces  a  division  of  this  depart- 
ment into  several  branches,  thus  making  of  it  a  departmental 
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institution,  consisting  of  the  Law  Library,  Legislative  Refer- 
ence, General  Reference,  and  Traveling  Library  Department, 
of  which  W9  will  treat  separately. 

THE  LAW  LIBRARY. 

The  growth  of  this  department  shows  marked  development 
since  1913,  at  which  time  the  appropriation  was  increased 
from  $1,000.00  to  $2,000.00  per  annum.  This  appropriation  is 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the 
State  Librarian.  In  this  department,  under  a  system  of  ex- 
change inaugurated  many  years  ago,  we  find  the  State  reports 
and  acts  of  all  the  states'.  However,  there  are  missing  from 
these  State  reports,  150  volumes,  the  number  having  been  re- 
duced in  the  last  two  years  from  439.  It  is  very  important 
that  these  missing  volumes  be  supplied.  We  find  that  within 
the  last  four  years,  a  number  of  important  additions  have  been 


made  in  this  department,  some  of  the  most  important  being 
the  following:

This  department  compares  favorably  with  the  law  libraries 
of  other  states,  and  with  the  appropriation  it  now  receives,  it 
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will  be  possible,  within  a  few  years,  to  supply  the  missing  State 
Reports  and  add  to  its  collection  many  valuable  books. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

s  This  department  is  of  recent  origin,  having  been  commenced 
by  the  present  Librarian  in  1912.  It  bears  the  same  relation 
to  a  State  library  as  the  municipal  reference  department  bears 
to  a  city  library,  and  can  be  made  very  useful.  We  predict  for 
it  under  the  present  management  a  great  future.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  department  is  to  gather  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature, all  available  material  on  the  matters  which  may  likely 
come  before  them.  Our  library  already  contains  much  ma- 
terial on  these  subjects,  but  much  more  could  be  added  and  in 
addition  it  is  very  important  for  this  material  to  be  collected 
and  properly  classified  land  indexed  so  as  to  be  readily  avail- 
able. This  department  shows  slow  growth  and  development, 
because  of  the  lack  of  an  appropriation,  it  being  dependent 
upon  such  sums  as  may  be  taken  from  the  general  library  ap- 
propriation. 

It,  however,  should  be  encouraged,  for  it  can  prove  of  in- 
estimable benefit  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  thereby 
rendering  great  aid  to  the  whole  State.  The  librarian  has 
compiled  list  of  references  and  material  on  a  great  number  of 
important  subjects,  with  which  the  Legislature  has  to  deal, 
some  of  the  most  important  being  the  following:  Child  Labor 
and  Woman's  Law,  Convict  Labor  and  Criminology,  Educa- 
tion, Election  Laws,  Employer's  Liability  and  Worlmien's 
Compensation,  Insurance,  Liquor  Question,  Taxation,  Wo- 
man's Suffrage,  and  Constitutional  Convention. 

TRAVELING  LIBRARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  library  is  supported  by  the  people  of  the  State,  and  it 
should  therefore  be  of  service  to  them.  One  of  the  best  meth- 
ods of  accomplishing  this  result  is  found  in  our  Traveling  Li- 
brary. Under  this  system,  which  was  inaugurated  in  1910, 
libraries  consisting  of  from  fifty  to  300  volumes  are  circulated 
over  practically  the  entire  State,  reaching  communities  far  re- 
moved from  the  State  Library,  and  which  are  not  even  in  reach 
of  permanent  libraries.  This  department  is  also  in  keeping 
with  the  theory  of  modern  library  work,  and  that  is,  to  get  the 
books  out  of  the  library  and  in  circulation,  and  not  keep  them 
on  the  shelves;    Today  25,000  volumes  treating  subjects  of 
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vital  importance  to  our  people  are  circulating  in  the  76  fol- 
lowing counties : 

Anderson,  Bledsoe,  Benton,  Bedford,  Blount,  Carroll,  Cheat- 
ham, Cumberland,  Crockett,  Coffee,  Carter,  Campbell,  Chester, 
Claiborne,  Dyer,  Dickson,  Davidson,  Decatur,  Fentress,  Frank- 
lin, Fayette,  Giles',  Greene,  Grundy,  Gibson,  Hawkins,  Harde- 
man, Hickman,  Henry,  Henderson,  Haywood,  Hamilton, 
Humphreys,  Hardin,  Hamblen,  Jackson,  James,  Knox,  Law- 
rence, Lincoln,  Lewis,  Lauderdale,  Madison,  McMinn,  Marsh- 
all, McNairy,  Maury,  Montgomery,  Macon,  Moore,  Monroe, 
Morgan,  Marion,  Obion,  Overton,  Putnam,  Polk,  Roane,  Rhea, 
Rutherford,  Robertson,  Shelby,  Sullivan,  Sequatchie,  Sumner, 
Smith,  Sevier,  Tipton,  Trousdale,  Washington,  Weakley,  Wil- 
liamson, Warren,  Wilson,  White,  Van  Buren. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  comes  from  the  Gen- 
eral School  Law  of  1909  which  provides  that  one-fifth  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  General  School  Fund  shall  be  used  for  traveling 
libraries.  The  operation  of  this  department  can  continue  for 
a  few  years  under  the  present  appropriation,  but  the  demand 
for  these  libraries  is  constantly  increasing. 

GENERAL  EEFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  library  contains  a  collection  of  valuable  material  treat- 
ing numberless  subjects,  but  this  department  is  greatly  handi- 
capped, first  by  the  small  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars annually,  out  of  which  fund  must  come  various  expendi- 
tures some  of  the  largest  being  for  repairs  and  improvements, 
purchase  of  books  for  General  Reference,  and  Legislative  Ref- 
erence Departments,  subscriptions  to  newspapers  and  periodi- 
cals, binding  newspapers,  rebinding  books',  stamps  and  sta- 
tionery, and  many  other  items  which  we  might  mention. 

We  might  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  each  year  ap- 
proximately $125.00  is  spent  for  binding  newspapers  alone. 
And  secondly,  this  department  is  handicapped  by  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  library  and  lack  of  shelf  room.  It  is  not  so 
much  what  a  library  contains  which  lends  value  to  its  opera- 
tion, as  the  system  under  which  it  is  operated.  It  is  very 
important  that  all  of  the  material  be  properly  and  thoroughly 
catalogued  and  classified  so  as  to  be  of  easy  and  ready  refer- 
ence. A  book  in  a  library  which  cannot  be  found  is  of  little 
value.  We  do  not  mean  that  this  is  the  case  with  our  library, 
but  the  crowded  condition  of  the  library  and  the  small  staff 
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render  it  impossible  to  have  the  books  properly  arranged  and 
classified  and  catalogued  so  as  to  be  readily  available.  We 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  now  there  are  5888  volumes 
in  our  library  for  which  there  is  no  shelf  room  and  which  the 
librarian  has'  been  compelled  to  stack  on  the  floors  in  the  bal- 
conies. We  also  find  507  feet  of  shelfing  upon  which  the  books 
are  placed  in  double  rows.  These  conditions  should  no  longer 
exist. 

On  January  16,  1917,  the  Librarian  received  a  letter  from 
the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  international  peace  offering  to 
make  the  State  Library  a  depository  for  its  publications,  free 
of  cost  provided  the  library  possessed  proper  facilities  for  ^ 
shelfing  and  cataloguing  them,  and  for  making  them  available 
for  general  public  use,  and  our  librarian  was  forced  to  reply 
that  under  the  present  conditions  these  requirements  could  not 
be  complied  with.  If  the  recommendations  which  we  will  here- 
inafter make,  are  carried  out,  the  library  will  receive  these  val- 
uable publications,  free  of  any  cost. 

The  crowded  condition  can  be  relieved  by  steel  shelfing  at  a 
cost  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  Blue  prints  of  this  work  have 
been  obtained  by  the  Librarian  and  are  herewith  submitted 
with  this  report. 

THE  LIBRAEY  STAFF. 

In  1915  there  was  added  to  the  library  staff  a  second  assist- 
ant and  stenographer  at  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars'  per 
year,  the  same  salary  received  by  the  porters  in  the  various 
State  departments'.  The  wisdom  of  this  addition  is  readily 
found  in  the  improvement  of  the  several  departments,  more 
time  being  given  to  their  development.  Prior  to  1915  the  Leg- 
islative reference  and  the  traveling  library  department  were 
greatly  neglected,  due  solely  to  an  insufficient  library  force. 
This*  investigation  discloses  that  practically  all  the  time  of  one 
member  of  the  staff  is  devoted  to  traveling  libraries,  while  it 
is  not  necessary  to  remind  you  how  much  time  and  labor  can 
be  expended  in  the  proper  development  of  the  Legislative  Ref- 
erence Department.  While  we  do  not  at  present  recommend  an 
increase  in  the  library  staff,  it  is  worthy  to  note  that  the  New 
Jersey  State  Library  staff  consists'  of  six ;  Virginia,  of  twelve ; 
Ohio,  26 ;  and  California,  43. 

We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  be  made 
for  steel  shelfing  so  as  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
library. 
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We  further  recommend  that  the  general  library  appropria- 
tion be  increased  from  $1,000.00  to  $2,000.00,  believing  that  this 
will  result  in  great  good  to  the  General  Reference  and  Legisla- 
tive Departments. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  salary  of  second  assistant 
and  stenographer  be  increased  from  $600.00  per  annum  to 
$1000.00  per  annum,  a  salary  in  keeping  with  the  duties  of  this 
position.

report  from  special  committee  on  mining. 

The  Select  Joint  Recess  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
the  State  Mining  Department,  made  their  report,,  which  was 
ordered  spread  on  the  Journal,  the  same  being  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Speaker  and  the  Members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee : 

Your  Committee  appointed  under  authority  of  Senate  Joint 
Resolution  No.  26,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto,  and 
marked    Exhibit  A,"  beg  leave  to  submit 

That  immediately  after  our  appointment  we  met  and  organ- 
ized by  electing  Senator  C.  Dowlin  as  Chairman,  Representa- 
tive A.  V.  Louthan  as  Vice-Chairman  and  Representative  Ben 
C.  Welch  as  Secretary.  In  making  the  investigation  of  the 
Mining  Department  as  authorized  in  the  resolution  referred 
to,  we  first  directed  our  attention  to  the  office  of  the  depart- 
ment, located  in  the  city  of  Nashville,  to  the  end  that  we  might 
accurately  determine  that  the  exact  expenditures  of  said  de- 
partment, the  manner  in  which  same  were  made,  as  well  as  to 
determine  the  receipts  of  said  department.  Your  Committee 
made  as  thorough  investigation  as  it  was  possible  for  it  to 
make  to  determine  the  manner  and  method  of  bookkeeping  in 
said  department,  and  took  especial  pains  to  determine  wheth- 
er or  not  expenditures'  were  being  economically  made  and  the 
department  being  run  with  as  little  expense  to  the  State  as 
possible,  at  the  same  time  having  due  regard  that  the  efficiency 
of  said  department  be  not  impaired,  and  that  the  purposes  for 
which  same  was  created  be  fully  carried  out. 
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We  are  pleased  to  report  that  said  investigation  convinced 
your  Committee  that  the  various  officials  connected  with  said 
department  are  discharging  their  duties  with  marked  efficien- 
cy and  at  the  same  time  with  commendable  economy.  We 
found  that  the  books  showing  all  of  the  disbursements,  were 
carefully  and  accurately  kept  and  contained  therein  an  item- 
ized statement  of  each  item  of  expense  and  the  vouchers  cover- 
ing said  items  are  carefully  preserved  in  the  files*  of  the  office. 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  statement  of  the  cost  of  op- 
erating the  Mining  Department  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  for 
the  period  from  January  1,  1916,  to  December  31st,  1916,  as 
well  as  a  statement  of  the  total  revenue  received  by  the  State 
through  this  Department.   The  statement  follows :

It  will  be  observed  that  the  net  cost  to  the  State  of  Tennes- 
s-ee  of  operating  the  Mining  Department,  through  which  the 
lives  of  more  than  22,000  miners  have  been  protected  and  more 
than  13,000,000  of  investments  have  been  brought  into  the 
State,  was  for  the  year  1916,  $6,338.89.  It  is  proper,  however, 
to  suggest  that  thqre  is  to  be  added  to  this  figure  the  cost  of  the 
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pi-eparation  of  the  report  of  the  Department  for  the  years 
1915-16,  which  is  required  by  law  to  be  published  for  distribu- 
tion. This  item  ?or  the  two  years'  will  be  approximately  $2,- 
000.  The  appropiiation  for  this  Department  for  the  years 
1915  and  1916  as  provided  in  Chapter  169  of  the  Acts  of  1915 
was  $30,000,  and  it  \Till  be  seen  from  the'  above  figures  that 
this  sum  will  have  bee:a  consumed  by  the  time  the  report  re- 
ferred to  is  published  an^  by  the  time  the  biennial  period  ex- 
pires. 

Your  Committee  has  seen  fit  to  recommend  an  increase  in 
the  appropriation  for  this  Department,  of  $10,000,  making  the 
appropriation  which  will  be  necessary  to  operate  this  depart- 
ment for  the  ensuing  two  years,  $40,000.  In  making  this  recom- 
mendation, your  committee  is  not  unaware  of  the  strained 
financial  condition  of  the  State,  and  it  gave  very  serious  con- 
sideration to  this  fact  in  reaching  its  conclusion.  In  fact,  our 
earnest  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  Governor  of  this  State 
in  his  efforts  to  conserve  the  revenues  of  the  State  and  to  ad- 
minister its  affairs  in  the  most  economic  way,  caused  your 
Committee  to  recommend  $5,000  less*  than  the  Department 
really  needs  to  carry  out  its  contemplated  program. 

That  this  honorable  body  may  be  fully  advised  of  the  facts 
upon  which  we  base  our  recommendations  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $40,000.00  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  we  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  statement  of  the  necessary  expenses*  of  this  De- 


partment for  said  period.   The  statement  follows :

After  a  verv  careful  investigation  of  the  expenditures  of 
this  Department  for  the  last  two  years  and  taking  into  consid- 
eration the  additional  Mining  Inspector  hereinafter  recom- 
mended, as  well  as  the  increase  of  the  stenographer's  salary, 
your  Committee  is  very  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the  above 
is  an  economic  estimate  of  the  amount  which  will  be  actually 
necessary  to  operate  this  Department  for  the  next  two  years 
without  seriously  impairing  its  efficiency.  A  very  careful  de- 
tailed statement  and  report  of  the  workings  of  the  Department 
showing  an  itemized  statement  of  its  expenses-  for  the  last  two 
years,  and  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  coming  two  years,  as 
well  as  many  other  interesting  and  valuable  facts,  was  submit- 
ted to  your  Committee  by  the  very  efficient  head  of  this  De- 
partment, Mr.  E.  A.  Shiflett.  A  copy  of  said  report  is  attached 
hereto,  and  marked  Exhibit  B."  This  honorable  body  is  re- 
ferred to  the  estimate  of  expenses  for  this  Department,  it  will 
be  observed  that  your  Committee  has  seen  fit  to  recommend, 
as  suggested  herein  before,  an  appropriation  of  nearly  $5,000 
less  than  that  requested  by  the  Department,  but  we  would  not 
have  this  honorable  body  to  construe  our  recommendations  as 
an  indication  that  the  Department  has  been  extravagant  in  its 
request,  but  the  appropriation  which  we  herein  recommend  is 
rather  a  result  of  our  earnest  desire  to  co-operate  with  the 
present  administration  in  its  very  commendable  efforts  to  re- 
duce to  the  minimum  the  costs  of  administering  the  affairs*  of 
the  State.  It  will  be  observed  that  your  Committee  has  seen 
fit  to  report  adversely  on  each  increase  requested  by  the  De- 
partment for  salaries  or  expenses,  except  the  salary  of  the 
stenographer  of  this  Department,  whose  salary  we  respect- 
fully submit  should  in  all  justice  be  increased  from  $800.00 
per  annum  to  $1,000  per  annum.  We  need  offer  no  further  ev- 
idence in  justification  of  our  recommendation  than  the  fact 
that  all  stenoerraphers  of  the  State  are  now  receiving  $1,000 
per  annum  with  the  sole  exception,  we  are  informed,  of  the 
stenographer  in  the  Mining  Department,  and  perhaps  there 
is  no  stenographer  in  the  State  whos^.  duties  are  heavier. 

It  will  be  observed  in  the  estimate  above  set  out  and  recom- 
mended, that  one  additional  Mine  Inspector  is  recommended, 
and  the  s^alary  and  expense  of  this  additional  Mining  Inspector 
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will  account  for  $5,600  of  the  increase  asked  for  for  this  De- 
partment. In  support  of  this  recommendation  and  that  this 
honorable  body  may  be  fully  advised  of  the  matters  and  things 
which  actuated  your  Committee  in  making  this  recommenda- 
tion, we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past 
year  the  State  received  in  revenue  $7,020  in  inspection  fees  for 
inspection  of  Mines  made  by  the  two  District  Mine  Inspectors 
for  which  the  present  law  provides.  In  other  words,  each  of 
these  inspectors,  while  costing  the  State  $2,800.00  per  annum 
for  salary  and  expenses,  turned  into  the  State  Treasury  $3,510 
revenue  from  their  labors,  an  excess  of  $710  per  annum  over 
and  above  the  actual  cost  to  the  State.  We  are  informed  by 
the  Chief  Mine  Inspector  as  well  as  by  some  of  the  operators, 
that  the  present  force  of  inspectors  cannot  make  the  number 
of  inspections  of  the  various  mines  in  the  State  during  any 
one  year  which  the  law  provides'  shall  be  made,  and  which  in 
fact  should  be  made  in  order  to  insure  the  careful  and  pains- 
taking operation  of  mines.  We  are  further  informed  that  the 
additional  inspectors  which  should  be  made  annually  will  be 
sufficient  to  consume  the  entire  time  of  the  additional  inspector 
herein  recommended,  so  that  as  a  result  of  the  appointment  of 
an  additional  inspector,  the  State  should  be  able  to  realize  an- 
nually in  inspection  fees,  revenue  to  the  amount  of  $3,500,  or 
$700.00  per  annum  over  and  above  the  cost  to  the  State  of  such 
additional  inspector.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  $10,000 
increase  in  the  appropriation  which  your  Committee  has  seen 
fit  to  recommend,  at  least  $7,000  will  be  met  by  inspection  fees 
which  the  State  would  not  otherwise  receive,  the  result  being 
that  the  increase  recommended  is  in  fact  a  net  increase  of  only 
$3,000  for  the  next  two  years,  or  $1,500  per  year. 

Believing  that  this  honorable  body  would  concur  in  the  find- 
ings and  recommendations  of  your  Committee  as  above  set  out, 
we  have  taken  the  liberty  of  drafting  the  necessary  bills  to  give 
effect  to  said  recommendations  and  we  earnestly  uro-e  their 
adoption  by  the  present  General  Assembly.  Certain  bills  have 
been  introduced  in  the  Legislature  seeking  to  radically  change 
the  mining  laws  of  the  State.  We  have  not  deemed  it  necessary 
to  cover  in  this  report  in  detail  the  provision  of  these  measures, 
but  your  committee  did  construe  the  resolution  under  which  it 
was  acting  as  containing  authority  to  carefully  inv^stio^ate  the 
wisdom  or  unwisdom  and  needs',  if  any,  of  any  additional  leg- 
islation, and  following  out  this  construction,  we  made  a  very 
careful  investigation  referred  to  and  we  are  very  firmly  of  the 
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opinion  that  instead  of  strengthening  onr  mining  laws,  they 
would  cripple  same,  and  hence  we  have  seen  fit  to  recommend 
that  these  measures  be  rejected. 

It  is  a  source  of  genuine  pride  for  us'  to  be  able  to  report  to 
this  honorable  body  that  the  State  of  Tennessee  has  the  most 
.  efficient  mining  department  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and  no 
better  proof  could  be  found  of  this  fact  than  the  comparative 
statement  contained  in  ''Exhibit  B'*  and  on  page  4  thereof, 
which  shows  the  fatalities  in  the  mines  in  this  State,  as  com- 
pared with  the  fatalities  in  the  other  mining  States'  of  the 
Union.  A  reference  thereto  will  show  that  although  there 
were  employed  in  the  various  mines  in  Tennessee  in  1916  more 
than  22,000  miners,  that  there  were  but  fifteen  deaths  or  fatal 
accidents.  This  record  is  unequaled  in  any  State  in  the  Union, 
and  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  in  the  history  of  mine 
operation ;  it  will  be  observed  that  this  rate  is'  not  one  fatal  ac- 
cident for  every  thousand  men  employed,  while  in  the  great 
progressive  State  of  Pennsylvania,  with  hardly  twice  as  many 
men  employed  in  the  mines,  the  fatal  accidents  in  the  same 
year  were  one  thousand  two  hundred  twenty-five.  The  old 
adage  ''honor  to  him  to  whom  honor  is  due''  is  applicable,  and 
we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  this  very  remarkable  record  is 
due  not  alone  to  the  very  splendid  mining  laws  of  this  State, 
but  in  a  very  large  measure  to  the  remarkable  efficiency  of  the 
Chief  Mine  Inspector  and  the  two  very  capable  district  in- 
spectors. We  beg  to  add  to  the  story  told  by  the  above  figures, 
that  our  personal  inspection  of  a  number  of  mines  in  Tennes- 
see convinced  us  that  every  possible  precaution  was  being 
taken  by  the  mining  department  to  safeguard  the  life  and  limb 
of  the  miners  in  this  State.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
report  that  we  found  the  operators  gladly  co-operating  with 
the  mining  department,  that  fatal  accidents  might  be  reduced 
to  the  minimum,  and  to  this  and  we  believe  that  they  are  obey- 
ing the  law  and  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  those  charged 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  mining  laws.  We  also  feel  justi- 
fied in  reporting  that  we  found  a  very  splendid  state  of  feeling 
existing  between  the  operators  and  the  miners.  A  spirit  of 
amity,  co-operation  and  a  condition  of  satisfaction  seemed  to 
prevail.  The  poisonous  seed  of  discord  which  have  s'o  often 
been  sown  by  agitators  seeking  personally  to  stir  up  strife  be- 
tween capital  and  labor  have  evidently  not  been  sown  in  Ten- 
nessee, or  if  sown  have  fallen  by  the  wayside  and  not  germi- 
nated.  The  happy  situation  is*  that  there  yet  remains  in  the 
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SoutMand  the  feeling  of  human  kindness.  The  miners  are 
well  paid — have  sanitary  homes  and  surroundings  and  appear 
entirely  satisfied  with  the  treatment  they  are  receiving  at  the 
hands  of  the  operators. 

To  the  end  that  we  might  intelligently  understand  the  work 
that  the  mining  department  is  doing  in  Tennessee,  as'  well  as 
the  magnitude  of  the  mining  interests  of  this  State,  and  that 
we  might  at  least  get  some  knowledge  of  the  vast  resources  of 
this  State,  your  Committee  visited  a  number  of  mines  in  East 
Tennessee.  We  visited  the  vast  zinc  mine  at  Mascot,  near 
Ejioxville,  and  at  this  place  alone  found  an  investment  in  ex-, 
cess  of  $4,000,000,  all  of  which  had  been  made  there  within  the 
last  three  years.  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  mention  that  this'  one 
enterprise  during  the  year  1916  paid  more  than  $700,000  for 
labor.  It  is  a  further  fact  of  which  many  Tennesseans  are 
not  aware,  that  this  is  the  second  largest  zinc  mine  in  the 
world.  Your  Committee  also  visited  the  coal  and  iron  mine  of 
LaFollette,  and  the  coal  mine  of  Coal  Creek,  and  the  State 
coal  mine  at  Petros.  At  each  place  we  were  impressed  witli 
the  magnitude  of  congeniality  that  prevailed,  also  the  very 
good  conditions,  including  those  of  sanity  and  safety,  around 
the  mines. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  note  that  the  value  of  the  various 
mine  product  mined  in  the  State  for  last  year  is  valued  ap- 
proximately at  $40,000,000.  It  is  also  an  interesting  feature 
to  notice  the  amount  piaid  for  labor,  which  is  approximately 
$11,000,000.  In  this  connection  your  Committee  reports  that 
the  activity  of  the  mining  department  has  not  been  confined 
alone  to  the  safeguarding  of  the  lives  of  the  miners  and  the 
preservation  of  safe  conditions,  but  at  the  same  time  has  been 
active  in  advertising  marvelous'  resources  of  this  State  to  the 
entire  world,  with  the  result  that  within  the  last  year  through 
the  activity  of  this  Department  in  this  respect  more  than  $13,- 
000,000  in  actual  invested  capital  has  been  brought  into  the 
State  of  Tennessee.  When  this  fact  is  considered,  and  the 
revenue  derived  by  the  State  in  the  way  of  taxation  of  this  cap- 
ital, it  is  apparent  at  once  that  the  Department  is  indirectly 
one  of  the  greatest  revenue  producers  within  our  State,  and 
the  small  sum  spent  for  its  maintenance  and  operation  is  many 
times  repaid  to  the  State  through  increased  taxable  values. 
We  would  not  feel  that  we  had  done  even  meager  justice  did  we 
fail  to  make  mention  of  the  very  splendid  work  done  in  this 
connection  by  the  very  efficient  mining  statistician.  Your  Com- 
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mittee  found  in  the  office  of  this  Department  in  the  city  of 
Nashville  reports,  data,  statistics,  and  very  valuable  informa- 
tion of  every  kind  and  character  pertaining  to  the  mining  in- 
terest and  mineral  resources  of  this  State.  These  reports,  as 
well  as  special  reports,  are  being  daily  sent  out  by  the  mining 
^  statistician  to  capitalists  and  those  interested  in  mining  and 
mineral  products,  and  they  are  being  solicited  to  come  to  the 
State  of  Tennessee  and  bring  their  capital  and  invest  same  and 
develop  the  wonderful  resources  of  our  State.  Work  is  being 
done  along  this  line  which  is  not  fully  appreciated  by  our  peo- 
ple, for  the  sole  reason  that  they  are  not  aware  of  what  is  being 
done.  We  feel  that  only  meager  justice  is  being  done  to  a  very 
capable  public  official  when  we  say  that  the  splendid  work  done 
by  the  mining  statistician  in  advertising  the  resources  of  this 
State  to  the  world  and  in  soliciting  and  inducing,  and  in  fact, 
actually  bringing  to  this  State  millions  of  dollars  in  capital 
annually,  is  worth  perhaps  more  to  Tennessee  in  the  way  of 
material  development  than  any  other  force  now  -at  work. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  feels  justified  in  urging  that 
extreme  caution  be  used  by  those  honorable  body  in  consider- 
ing any  legislation  touching  this  Department,  to  the  end  that 
the  efficiency  of  the  Department  in  protecting  the  life  and  limb 
of  the  miners  of  the  State  be  not  impaired,  but  at  the  same  time 
that  our  Department  be  so  conducted  that  it  will  invite  capital 
to  this  State  instead  of  driving  it  elsewhere. 

And  now,  having  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  your 
Committee  was  appointed,  we  respectfully  ask  to  be  dis- 
charged, all  of  which  is  verv  respectfully  submitted.

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  from  $15,000.00  per  an- 
num to  $21,700.00  per  annum  will  take  care  of  the  increased  ex- 
penses of  the  Chief  and  District  Inspectors,  salary  and  ex- 
penses of  additional  inspector,  increase  of  salary  of  stenog- 
rapher, printing  annual  reports  for  the  years  1915-1915, 
printing  of  blanks  and  necessary  supplies,  instruments,  etc.,  as 
above  itemized  including  transportation  by  using  the  strictest 
economy. 

The  department  has  practiced  economy  in  every  way  to  stay 
within  the  appropriation  of  $15,000.00,  however,  there  was  not 
sufficient  money  to  print  either  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
1915  nor  will  there  be  for  the  year  1916.  The  supplies,  instru- 
ments, etc.,  used  in  the  inspections  of  mines,  are  very  delicate 
in  construction,  expensive  and  easily  broken,  requiring  great 
care  and  experience  in  holding,  a  number  of  which  are  practi- 
cally out  of  commission  and  should  be  replaced. 

The  increased  cost  of  living,  office  supplies,  printing,  instru- 
ments used  in  the  inspection  of  mines,  livery;  in  fact  every- 
thing has  advanced  in  the  way  of  supplies,  etc.,  and  with  the 
anti-pass  bill  and  the  additional  inspector,  increased  traveling 
expenses,  hotel  bills,  work  of  the  department  publishing  the 
annual  reports  for  1915-1916  it  will  be  impossible  to  take  care 
of  the  department  as  it  should  be  done  unless  the  appropriation 
is  increased  on  the  basis  above  outlined. 

We  can  not  comply  with  the  mine  laws,  make  the  necessary 
inspections  to  bring  about  and  maintain  safe  conditions  in  the 
mines,  take  care  of  the  field  work  and  bring  the  department  up 
to  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  with  the  present  force  of  in- 
spectors. 

The  unprecedented  demand  for  coal  will  necessarily  place  a 
large  number  of  inexperienced  men  in  the  mines,  the  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  men  employed,  increase  in  the  area 
and  extent  of  mine  workings,  number  of  new  mines  being  open- 
ed up  necessarily  will  increase  the  dangers  of  the  mines  and  un- 
questionably warrant  the  services  of  an  additional  District 
Mine  Inspector. 

The  District  Mine  Inspectors  are  in  the  mines  every  day,  ex- 
cept Sundays,  and  when  they  are  traveling  from  mine  to  mine 
—thus  their  time  is  practicaly  occupied  in  the  inspection  of 
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mines;  their  work  however,  is  practically  confined  to  certain 
inspection  districts. 

The  Chief  Mine  Inspector  does  not  make  as  many  inspections 
as  he  would  like,  but  makes  as  many  inspections  as  he  can.  His' 
time  is  practically  occupied  in  the  mines,  field,  office  and  pre- 
paring reports  on  mines  and  mining  properties,  meeting  with 
the  miners  and  operators,  taking  care  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  operators,  and  general  information  requested.  This  work 
takes'  him  practically  over  the  State. 

The  Chief  Mine  Inspector,  under  the  Laws  of  Tennessee, 
must  be  a  mining  engineer  and  practical  miner,  familiar  with 
every  feature  of  mining,  chemistry  and  geology,  as  well  as  the 
mineral  resources  of  the  State.  He  is  required  to  publish  an- 
nual reports  of  the  Department  to  the  Grovernor,  Comptroller, 
to  give  the  Department  of  the  United  States  Government  re- 
ports on  conditions  of  the  mines,  see  that  the  mining  laws  are 
enforced,  formulate  special  rules  governing  employes  and  op- 
erations of  mines,  suDervise  the  opening"  of  new  mines,  inspect 
first  aid  supplies,  hold  Mine  Foreman's  Examinations',  examine 
and  inspect  mines,  mining  machinery,  safety  appliances,  test 
hoisting  machinery,  weigh  scales  at  mines,  test  illuminating 
oils  used  in  mines,  collect  and  compile  mining  properties  in 
Tennessee,  as  well  as*  take  care  of  voluminous  correspondence 
pertaining  to  mininsr  and  mineral  resources  of  this  State.  The 
work  of  the  Chief  Mine  Inspector  is  fairly  well  set  out  in  the 
mining  laws  of  the  State. 

It  has  b^en  my  purpose  to  divorce  the  MininQ:  Department 
from  politics  and  to  bring  it  up  to  the  highest  desrree  of  effi- 
ciency, to  take  care  of  the  miners,  operators  and  mining  inter- 
ests, but  not  to  make  the  department  a  source  of  revenue  by 
fees  from  inspections'. 

Other  states  employ  a  srreater  number  of  inspectors  for  the 
number  of  men  emnloved  and  the  number  of  min^^s  in  opera- 
tion, and  Dlace  no  limit  on  the  expenses  of  the  Mining  Depart- 
ments or  the  oxnenses  of  the  InsDectors. 

The  Chipf  Mine  Inspector  of  Tenn'^ss^^e  has  endeavored  to 
dispharj>-e  the  duti<^s  of  the  office  faithfullv  and  intelligently 
and  to  interest  capitalists  to  invest  in  legitimate  mining  prop- 
ositions in  this  State,  and  throuo-h  his  efforts  and  reports  on 
mine  Properties  capitalists'  have  been  interested,  and  millions 
of  dollars  invested  in  minin<r  properties  in  Tennessee. 

I  have  practically  tramped  and  examined  every  acre  of  coal 
property  in  Tennessee  as  well  as  a  large  number  of  metal  min- 
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ing  propositions,  and  am  familiar  with  the  mines  and  mining 
properties  throughout  the  State. 

My  two  assistant  inspectors,  Messrs.  Card  and  Mansfield,  are 
both  competent  mining  men  of  experience  and  have  performed 
their  duties  faithfully  and  intelligently. 

Every  mining  State,  except  Tennessee,  appropriates  suffi- 
cient funds  to  take  care  of  the  expenses  of  the  officials  of  the 
various  mining  department  while  attending  meetings  of  the 
Mining  Congress,  meetings  of  Mine  Inspectors-,  visiting  the 
Experimental  and  Testing  Station  at  Pittsburg  and  other  im- 
portant meetings  of  practical  mining  men,  etc. 

The  officials  of  the  Mining  Department  of  Tennessee  are  al- 
ways invited  to  attend  these  meetings  and  conferences,  but  no 
appropriation  is  made  to  take  care  of  our  expenses; 

The  Governor  is  always  courteous  enough  to  commission  and 
appoint  us  as  delegates  to  conference  and  meetings  in  various 
states,  but  the  only  thing  I  can  do  is  to  prepare  an  article  on 
the  mineral  resources"  of  Tennessee  and  mining  conditions,  as 
I  generally  do,  and  write  the  Secretary  or  President  a  letter 
of  apology,  regretting  that  we  are  unable  to  attend  such  meet- 
ings. 

It  certainly  would  be  to  the  State's  interest  for  the  officials 
of  the  Mining  Department  of  Tennessee  to  attend  at  least  some 
of  the  important  meetings  of  practical  and  educated  mining 
men  so  that  we  might  have  the  opportunity  of  exchanging 
ideas,  to  learn  what  other  mining  states'  are  doing  in  the  way 
of  development,  improvements',  inspection  of  mines  and  look- 
ing after  the  mining  interests  in  general. 

Explosions. 

While  a  number  of  the  coal  mines  in  Tennessee  are  gaseous 
mines  and  dangerous,  it  is'  very  gratifying  to  me  to  report  that 
we  have  not  had  a  single  one  in  the  mines  of  Tennessee  since 
the  enactment  of  the  present  law  though  they  have  been  of  fre- 
quent occurrence  throughout  the  world. 

Thorough  Inspections. 

Inspections  have  been  thorough  and  frequent  as  possible 
with  the  present  force,  although  a  number  of  small  mines  have 
not  been  inspected.  The  law  has'  been  executed  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, with  a  view  of  preventing  accidents  and  to  remove  as  far 
as  possible  every  source  that  lead  up  to  disasters  in  the  mines. 
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It  is  impossible,  however,  with  the  present  force  of  inspec- 
tors to  make  necessary  number  of  inspections'  of  every  mine  as 
should  be  done. 

Strikers. 

During  the  present  year  we  have  had  four  strikes  of  short 
duration  which  were  amicably  adjusted. 

Labor  Statistics, 

There  are  22,000  miners  employed  in  the  various  mining  en- 
terprises' of  this  State;  their  occupation  is  extremely  hazard- 
ous and  every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  safeguard  their 
lives.  The  few  fatal  accidents  in  the  mines  for  the  past  year 
not  only  show  that  the  Inspectors  have  been  faithful  and  dili- 
gent in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  but  that  we  have  had  dis- 
cipline in  the  mines  and  the  co-operation  in  a  large  measure  of 
the  miners',  miue  foremen,  gas  bosses  and  operators.

I  have  been  unable  so  far  to  get  reports  of  fatal  accidents 
from  the  Mine  Inspectors  of  Kentucky,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michi- 
gan, Missouri,  Virginia,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Dakota  and 
Washington,  as  they  will  not  be  able  to  compile  complete  sta- 
tistics' for  sometime  yet. 

Both  of  these  measures  were  prepared  by  me  and  enacted 
into  laws  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1903  and  1907.  The 
Acts  of  1903  were  attacked  in  the  courts  in  1914.  This  Act, 
however,  was  held  to  be  constitutional  by  the  courts  in  the  year 
1915.    The  Acts  of  1907  were  declared  unconstitutional  by  the 
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Supreme  Court  on  technicality  durini?  the  year  1914.  The  two 
measures'  were  so  interwoven  and  after  the  Acts  of  1907  had 
been  declared  unconstitutional  the  State  was  practically  with- 
out the  important  Dart  of  the  mining  law  for  a  while  and  at  the 
request  of  Governor  Rye  1  prepared  a  measure,  which  is  now 
the  minins:  law  of  Tennessee. 

The  last  Legislature  in  pursuance  of  Governor  Rye's  recom- 
mendation enacted  the  greater  part  of  the  present  mining  law. 

This  law  is  a  departure  from  any  other  mining  law  in  exist- 
ence. One  of  the  most  important  features  in  the  law  is  that  it 
gives  to  the  Chief  Mining  Inspector  and  his  assistants  power 
and  authority  to  formulate  special  rules  governing^  the  em- 
ployes and  operations  of  the  various  mines.  This'  feature, 
while  it  places  a  great  responsibility  on  the  Inspectors,  has  un- 
questionably enabled  us  in  a  great  measure  to  bring  about  safe 
and  sanitary  conditions'  in  the  mines,  reduce  the  number  of 
fatal  accidents  to  the  lowest  possible  minimum  and  to  throw 
around  the  miner  practically  every  protection  that  is  possible 
under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature.  At  the  same  time  protects 
the  operator  and  promotes  the  mining  industry  of  the  State. 

However,  during  the  preparation  of  this  law  a  large  number 
of  mines  were  idle  due  to  the  lack  of  orders  or  demand  for  coal. 
We  did  not  anticipate  at  that  time  that  in  the  near  future  there 
would  be  such  a  great  demand  for  coal  and  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  inexperienced  men  that  would  be  employed  in  the  mines, 
consequently  an  additional  inspector  was  not  provided  for  as 
well  as  the  increase  cost  of  supplies,  etc.,  including  traveling 
and  hotel  expenses,  livery,  instruments,  etc.,  as  outlined  here- 
tofore in  this'  report. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  present  law  conditions  have  ma- 
terially changed.  A  large  number  of  new  mines  are  being- 
opened  up,  the  area  and  expense  of  commercial  mines  will  be 
greatly  increased,  a  number  of  old  mines  have  been  already 
opened  up  and  the  number  of  miners'  will  be  largely  increased 
thus  necessitating  the  employment  of  an  additional  inspector 
and  increased  appropriation  to  take  care  of  the  legitimate  ex- 
penses of  the  department. 

Assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Chief  Mine  Inspector 
the  1st  of  June,  1915,  and  after  going  over  the  expenses  of  the 
department  to  that  date,  I  found  that  the  appropriation  was 
not  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  printing  of  the  annual  report 
for  the  year  1915  and  that  the  expenses  of  printing  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  1914  would  come  out  of  the  appropriation 
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of  $15,000.00  per  ianniim,  consequently  the  annual  report  for 
year  1915  was  not  published;  althouo^h,  the  report  for  the  vear 
1915  was  compiled,  for  reasons  above  stated  was  not  printed. 

The  present  minins:  law  has-  been  favorably  comm'^nted  upon 
by  practical  mining  men,  mining  journals,  minin«:  engineers, 
miners  and  operators  and  has  enabled  us,  with  the  sniaU  in- 
spection force  to  place  the  mines,  as  far  as  possible,  in  g'ood 
physical  condition. 

With  the  large  number  of  new  mines  beino^  opened  up,  the 
increase  in  the  extent  of  working  of  old  mines  a  laro-e  number 
of  oH  mines  beins:  oioened  up,  the  lars^e  numb'^r  of  inexper- 
ienced men  that  will  be  employed- in  the  mines,  the  increase  in 
the  production  of  various  minerals  and  by-products,  with  the 
increased  dangers  in  mining  will  make  it  a  physical  impossi- 
bility for  the  present  force  of  insioectors  to  make  the  proper 
number  of  inspections  as'  required  by  the  mining  law  and  to 
maintain  the  mines  in  safe  conditions. 

The  above  stated  conditions  warrant  the  employment  of  an 
additional  mine  inspector  and  increase  in  the  appropriation  as 
above  outlined  to  take  care  of  this  extra  expense  and  other 
legitimate  expenses  of  the  department. 

Brief  Report  of  the  Work  of  the  Department  for  the  Year 

Field  Work. 

The  Inspectors  have  made  340  inspections  of  mines  that 
have  been  reported  to  the  Comptroller  and  12  inspections  of 
mines  not  reported  and  number  of  inspections  by  Chief  Mine 
Inspector  in  connection  with  the  District  Mine  Inspectors  not 
reported.  Considerable  time  of  the  inspectors  has  been  taken 
up  in  visits'  to  mines  that  were  found  idle,  consequently  were 
not  inspected. 

The  Chief  Mine  Inspector  besides  making  other  inspections 
has  made  55  inspections  of  prospect  operations,  22  inspections 
of  mine  equipment,  machinery,  etc.,  2  inspections  of  first  aid 
work,  8  examinations  of  mining  properties,  12  examinations  of 
the  oil  fields  and  wells,  8  reports  on  mining  properties — spe- 
cial— 20  or  more  special  reports  on  the  oil  fields  besides  fight- 
ing mine  fires,  holding  examinations,  preparing  examinations, 
conferences  with  the  operators  of  Tennessee  and  other  states, 
conference  with  the  miners,  compiling  and  preparing  statistics, 
instructions  and  conferences  with  the  District  Inspectors',  in- 
structions to  operators  and  spending  as  much  of  my  time  in 
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the  field  as  possible,  issuing  certificates,  etc.,  taking  care  of 
important  correspondence  of  the  department,  particularly  re- 
lating to  the  work  of  the  department  and  interesting  capitalists 
to  invest  in  mining  properties  and  the  development  of  the 
State's-  resources. 

The  time  and  work  of  the  Chief  Inspector  as  well  as  that  of 
the  District  Inspectors  is  difficult  to  set  out  in  detail  as  we 
are  confronted  with  problems  every  day  that  occupy  the  great- 
er part  of  our  time. 

The  Chief  Mine  Inspector  in  connection  with  the  other  work 
of  the  department  devotes  as  much  time  as  possible  in  endeav- 
oring to  interest  capitalists  to  invest  in  mining  properties  in 
this'  State  as  the  records  of  the  department  will  show.  His 
efforts  along  this  line  have  not  been  altogether  fruitless  for 
through  the  special  reports  made  on  mining  properties  mil- 
lions of  dollars  have  been  invested  in  mining  properties  of  this 
State.    A  few  of  these  investments  are  as  follows :

The  above  slated  investments  do  not  include  the  value  of  a 
railroads  built  into  these  properties  and  now  being  built  into 
undeveloped  mining  sections.    These  corporations  pay  to  the 
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large  number  of  other  investments  or  the  value  and  cost  of 
State  Treasurer  an  immense  amount  of  revenue  as  well  as  mil- 
lions of  dollars  for  labor. 

The  Chief  Inspector  is  requested  for  information  as  to  min- 
ing properties  in  Tennessee  almost  every  mail  and  to  give  the 
-  information  requested  intelligently  requires  not  only  that  he 
be  familiar  with  mining  properties  and  the  value  of  mining 
properties  and  necessarily  takes'  much  of  his  time  in  taking 
care  of  this  particular  work. 

Recommendations. 
With  the  large  number  of  mines  active,  increase,  area  and 
extent  of  mine  workings*,  number  of  new  mines  being  opened 
UT3  and  old  mines  reopened,  the  employment  of  a  large  number 
of  inexperienced  miners,  the  hazardous  occupation  of  the  min- 
ers with  the  varied  and  increased  work  of  the  department  it  is 
apparent  to  those  familiar  with  mining  that  it  will  be  a  physical 
impossibility  for  the  present  force  of  inspectors  to  make  fre- 
quent and  thorough  inspections  of  the  mines  and  maintain  the 
mines'  in  safe  and  sanitary  conditions.  These  with  other  con- 
ditions already  mentioned  in  the  report  warrant  the  employ- 
ment of  an  additional  inspector  and  an  increase  in  the  appro- 
priation sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  legitimate  expenses  of 
the  department,  and  respectfully  recommend  and  urge  that  an 
additional  inspector  be  appointed  and  an  adequate  appropria- 
tion made  to  take  care  of  the  increased  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment.

The  Select  Joint  Recess  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  iDepartment  made  their  report,  which 
was  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal,  the  same  being  as  follows : 

Nashville,  Tennessee. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  House  Joint  ResDlution 
No.  34,  providing  for  an  investigation  of  the  Food  and  Drug 
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Department  of  Tennessee,  we,  your  commitee,  beg  to  submit 
the  following : 

We  have  thoroughly  investigated  the  Food  and  Drug  De- 
partment of  this  State  from  every  angle.  We  wish  to  com- 
mend Commissioner  Eskew  on  the  manner  in  which  he  has* 
conducted  same  and  also  the  loyalty  given  him  by  members  of 
the  department.  We  are  of  unanimous  opinion  that  this  de- 
partment has  fulfilled  its  duties  for  which  the  department  was 
created  in  so  far  as  they  were  able  with  the  facilities  at  hand. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  grouping  together 
of  these  several  laws  in  this  one  department  is  of  distinct 
economy  to  the  State  in  the  matter  of  enforcing  them,  in  that 
there  is  no  duplication  of  overhead  expense  in  the  way  of  heads 
of  departments  and  no  duplication  of  traveling  expense  of  in- 
spectors for  each  of  the  various  laws. 

We  have  closely  investigated  the  method  of  bookkeeping  and 
find  that  same  is  correct  in  all  details.  The  books  of  this  de- 
partment are  kept  in  such  a  manner  that  the  entire  procedure 
of  department  as  well  as  financial  affairs,  can  be  ascertained 
at  a  moment's  notice. 

Attached  you  will  find  financial  statement  for  1916,  which  is 
thorough  in  every  detail,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements. 
You  will  note  on  this  statement  that  we  have  investigated  min- 
utely as  to  cost  per  month  as  to  the  traveling  expense  of  each 
inspector. 

Would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
was  $2236.40  spent  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Soft  Drink  Act, 
which  was  included  in  the  expenses  of  traveling  these  inspec- 
tors. 

Beg  to  advise  that  this  department  as  to  the  employment  of 
inspectors  has  been  under  civil  service  since^  1913.  We  es- 
l^ecially  recommend  that  this  department  continue  under  this 
system,  believing  that  with  the  great  amount  of  work  expected, 
that  inspectors  can  be  more  satisfactorily  employed,  owing  to 
the  nature  of  their  vocation.  Our  investigations  has  shown 
that  adhering  to  civil  service  examinations  has  been  particu- 
larly effective  in  the  past. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  this  department  be 
immediately  removed  from  its  present  quarters.  A  thorough 
inspection  has  proven  beyond  the  manner  of  a  doubt  that  the 
present  quarters  are  in  no  manner  suitable,  being  located  in 
basement  of  building,  with  no  opportunity  to  properly  venti- 
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late  same,  and  dependent  upon  artificial  light  at  all  times.  The 
location  itself,  that  of  being  in  a  basement,  is  inconsistent  with 
the  very  nature  of  the  department.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
that  sufficient  funds  be  appropriated  to  install  this  department 
in  more  fitting  quarters. 

We  have  investigated  tiLoroughly  the  following  laws  and 
amendments"  which  we  believe  are  reasonable  and  necessary  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  this  department.  These  will  be  later 
introduced : 

Cold  Storage  Law, 

Amendments  to  Food  and  Drugs  Law, 
Amendment  to  Hotel  Inspection  Law, 
Amendments  to  Anti-Narcotics  Law. 

We  further  recommend  that  a  practical  druggist  liquor  law 
be  enacted  to  take  precedence  over  the  law  now  in  effect. 

After  thoroughly  investigating  the  needs  of  this  depart- 
ment, we  are  of  the  unanimaus  opinion  that  the  enforcement  of 
the  soft  drink  stands  law  should  be  removed  from  this  depart- 
ment. Upon  investigation  of  this  matter,  we  find  that  this  de- 
partment has  been  vigorous  in  the  enforcement  of  the  soft 
drink  stands  law,  and  are  to  be  commended  upon  same.  How- 
ever, we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  required  in  enforcing 
the  soft  drink  law  is  of  such  entirely  different  nature  from  the 
duties  for  which  the  department  was  originally  created,  that 
same  should  be  removed,  and  thereby  increasing  the  efficiency 
of  the  inspection  of  food  and  drugs,  sanitary  conditions, 
weights  and  measures  and  hotels. 

We  further  recommend  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be 
made  to  this  department  in  order  that  the  efficiency  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  several  laws  may  be  greatly  increased. 

Your  committee,  has  thoroughly  investigated  the  nature  of 
the  laws  under  the  administration  of  this  department,  the  man- 
ner of  enforcing  them,  and  the  general  scope  of  their  endeav- 
ors, and  hereby  attach  report  of  the  same.

The  Tennessee  Food  and  Drng  Department,  its  history,  the 
scope  of  its  work  and  the  method  of  enforcement  of  the  laws 
under  its  administration. 

The  work  of  the  Food  and  Drng  Department  includes  sev- 
eral distinct  kinds  of  work  which  in  most  states  are  admin- 
istered by  separate  departments.    There  is  the  food  and  drug 
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work,  the  sanitary  inspection  of  food  producing  and  food 
handling  establishments,  the  inspection  of  hotels,  weights  and 
measures  inspections,  anti-narcotics  inspections  and  the  en- 
forcement of  prohibition  laws.  All  this  work  except  perhaps 
the  last  is  not  only  similar  in  nature  but  from  its  nature  its 
'  enforcement  must  be  necessarily  brought  about  in  a  similar 
manner.  Therefore  with  one  set  of  administrative  officers'  it 
is  possible  with  enough  assistants  to  effectually  and  economi- 
cally enforce  all  of  these  laws'  at  a  much  less  total  cost  in  Ten- 
nessee than  in  any  other  State,  and  also  it  is  possible  with  the 
same  expense  to  enforce  them. much  more  efficiently. 

A  brief  description  of  each  law  will  give  an  insight  into  its 
workings  and  the  returns  that  may  be  expected  from  its  effi- 
cient enforcement. 

The  Tennessee  Food  and  Drug  Department  was  created  by 
the  Legislature  in  1907  by  the  passage  of  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act.  This  law  was  amended  in  1911  and  1913.  These  amend- 
ments were  to  strengthen  the  law  and  aid  in  its  enforcement 
but  in  no  way  altered  its  general  purpose.  The  law  seeks  to 
protect  the  health  of  the  people  by  making  it  illegal  to  sell 
harmful  food  and  sub-standard  drugs  and  to  protect  the  con- 
sumer against  fraud  in  the  sale  of  misbranded  food  and  drugs. 
The  law  is  Chapter  297,  Acts  of  1907,  and  the  amendments  are 
Chapter  53,  Acts  of  1911,  and  Chapter  16,  First  Extra  Session, 
Acts  of  1913. 

The  enforcement  of  this  law  was  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  Inspector.  He  was  called  upon  alone  without 
any  assistants  to  enforce  this  law  and  was  given  a  salary  of 
$2500.00  per  year.  This  law  covers  a  very  wide  field,,  it  in- 
cludes all  foods  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  this  State  and  all 
drugs  offered  for  sale,  and  could  not  be  adequately  enforced 
without  a  large  force  of  employees.  The  method  of  enforce- 
ment is  as  follows:  Inspectors,  which  have  since  been  pro- 
vided for,  collect  samples  of  food  and  drugs  offered  for  sale, 
making  note  of  the  dealer,  the  manufacturer  and  other  details 
that  may  be  necessary  to  know.  The  samples  are  sealed  and 
sent  to  the  office  of  the  department  and  there  the  chemists 
which  have  been  provided,  analyze  them  to  detect  whether  they 
are  adulterated  or  misbranded.  In  case  the  sample  is  illegal, 
a  notice  is  sent  to  the  responsible  parties  who  are  given  an 
opportunity  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  prosecuted. 
As  the  purpose  of  the  law  is  not  primarily  punitive  but  to  keep 
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on  the  markets  only  pure  food  and  drugs,  not  all  illegal  cases 
are  prosecuted  but  where  proper  corrections  are  made  such 
action  is  not  taken,  but  only  in  obstinate  and  persistent  cases 
is  prosecution  resorted  to.  There  are  in  Tenness-ee  thousands 
of  merchants  selling  food  and  drugs  and  there  are  thousands 
of  different  articles  of  food  and  drugs*  for  sale.  The  inspec- 
tion of  all  of  these  entails  a  very  large  amount  of  work.  The 
law  took  effect  Jan.  1,  1908.  Dr.  L.  P.  Brown  was  appointed 
Inspector  by  the  Governor,  and  continued  to  hold  the  position 
until  he  resigned  to  go  to  New  York  City  in  1915.  Mr.  H.  L. 
Eskew,  his  successor,  is  the  present  incumbent  of  the  position. 

During  1916,  the  department  took  917  samples  under  this 
law  including  50  different  kinds  of  food  and  drugs. 

In  1909  the  Legislature  by  appropriation  provided  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  Inspector  with  an  assistant,  called^ 'First  As- 
sistant Chemisf  at  a  salary  of  $1800.00  per  year.  Four  dif- 
ferent men  have  held  this  position,,  the  present  incumbent  hav- 
ing held  the  position  about  two  and  a  half  years. 

At  this  session,  the  Legislature  also  passed  the  ''Sanitary 
Food  aLw,''  putting  its  enforcement  in  the  hands  of  the  Food 
and  Drug  Department.  This  law  provides  that  all  establish- 
ments that  manufacture,  store,  sell  or  in  any  other  way  handle 
food,  must  be  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition,  must  be  property 
constructed  as  to  drainage,  ventilation,  etc.,  and  requires  that 
employees  of  such  places  must  be  in  a  healthful  condition  and 
prescribes  methods  of  enforcing  the  law.  This  law  while  pu- 
nitive is'  largely  educational  and  it  seeks  to  have  all  food  served 
or  sold  to  the  public  handled  in  a  cleanly  manner.  It  includes 
hundreds  of  various  kinds  of  establishments,  such  as  groceries, 
restaurants,  dairies,  creameries,  meat  shops,  slaughter  houses', 
huckster  wagons,  and  all  manner  of  food  handling  establish- 
ments of  which  there  are  thousands  in  Tennessee. 

The  method  of  its  enforcement  is  as*  follows:  Inspectors, 
which  were  later  provided,,  visit  food  handling  establishments 
and  look  into  every  corner  of  the  same  to  determine  whether 
or  not  the  food  is  properly  handled  with  due  regard  to  its 
cleanliness  and  healthfulness,  whether  the  place  is  clean,  etc., 
and  in  general,  whether  or  not  it  is  being  conducted  in  compli- 
ance with  the  law,  and  so  as  to  afford  to  the  patrons  safe  and 
wholesome  food.  The  Inspector  makes  a  written  report  on  a 
blank  form  showing  the  exact  condition  of  the  place  in  regard 
to  the  particulars'  covered  by  the  law.    All  these  reports  are 
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kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  department.  In  case  of  viola- 
tion of  the  law  the  responsible  party  may  be  prosecuted  at 
once,  but  the  law  provides  also  that  he  may  be  sent  a  notice 
pointing  out  in  detail  in  what  particulars  he  is  not  complying 
with  the  law  and  giving  him  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to 
toake  his  establishment  comply  with  the  law.  Upon  the  ex- 
piration of  this  time,  the  Inspector  reinspects  the  place  to  de- 
termine if  the  proper  corrections  have  been  made.  In  case 
they  have  not,  the  responsible  party  may  be  prosecuted  or  he 
may  be  given  more  time  if  such  extension  is  best  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. The  law  further  provides  that  any  places  that  is 
run  continually  in  disregard  of  the  law  and  the  notices  of  the 
department,  may  be  closed  by  injunction  as  a  public  nuisance. 

The  experience  of  the  department  is  that  the  work  would  be 
most  efficiently  carried  out  if  an  inspector  could  inspect  all 
food  handling  establishments  in  a  town  about  every  sixty  or 
ninety  days  at  the  most.  At  present  it  is  impossible  to  do  this. 
It  has  been  learned  from  experienced  that  it  is  necessary  to 
follow  notices  with  reinspections  after  time  has  been  given  for 
corrections,  it  is  also  necessary  to  continuously  inspect  places 
not  found  deficient  to  keep  them  up  to  proper  sanitary  condi- 
tion, for  very  often  places  0.  K.,  on  one  inspection,  are  found 
dirty  on  the  next,  then  there  are  new  places  going  into  busi- 
ness, and  old  ones  changing  hands,  so  that  the  work  in  any 
community  is  always  continuous  and  from  its'  nature  never 
completed;  but  must  be  carried  on  all  the  time.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  state  how  much  time  it  would  take  an  inspector  to 
inspect  one  establishment ;  that  would  vary  with  its  size  and  its 
character,  but  if  one  inspector  were  to  take  a  town  the  size  of 
Knoxville  or  Chattanooga,  and  devote  all  of  his  time  to  in- 
spections in  it,,  it  would  keep  all  his  time  occupied. 

During  1916,  the  Inspectors  of  the  department  made  17,188 
such  inspections  of  food  handling  establishments.  It  would 
be  impossible  to  estimate  in  dollars  and  cents  the  value  of  this 
work  to  the  consuming  public  in  protection  to  health  and  pro- 
tection against  fraud. 

The  law  itself  is  Chapter  473,  Acts  of  1909,  its  amendment 
Chapter  15,  First  Extra  Session,  Acts  of  1913.  The  amend- 
ment merely  strengthens  the  original  law. 

In  1911  the  Legislature  passed  the  Hotel  Inspection  Law  and 
puts  its  enforcement  in  the  Food  and  Drug  Department.  It 
also  provided  the  department  with  two  inspectors  at  $1200.00 
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per  year  each.  The  men  appointed  to  these  places*  are  still  in 
the  department.  The  law  is  Chapter  63,  Public  Acts  of  1911. 
It  provides  for  the  safej?uardin<y  of  guests  of  hotels,  for  the 
sanitation  of  hotels,  and  regulates  in  a  few  details  the  char- 
acter of  articles  furnished  to  guests  in  their  sleeping  rooms 
and  wash  rooms. 

The  law  contains  requirements  as  to  fire  extinguishers,  fire 
escapes,  hallways,  elevators,  screening,  sanitation,  etc.,  and 
provides  a  method  of  enforcement  which  is  very  similar  to 
that  of  the  Sanitary  Food  Law.  Thus  inspections  are  made, 
records  kept  of  such  inspections,  notices  sent,  and  copies  there- 
of retained,  reinspections  made,  etc.,  as  in  the  other  law.  This 
work  reaches  all  parts  of  the  State  as  every  little  town  must 
have  a  place  for  transient  guests  and  should  be  properly  pro- 
tected against  fire  and  s-hould  be  kept  clean  and  sanitary.  This 
work  requires  much  traveling  and  time,  but  fits  in  well  with 
the  other  laws  of  the  department,  which  also  apply  to  every 
town  no  matter  how  small.  Reinspections  and  frequent  visits 
are  very  necessary  in  this  law  also. 

During  1916  inspectors'  of  the  department  made  917  such  in- 
spections. 

In  1913,  the  Legislature  passed  the  Milk  Standards  Law; 
Chapter  17,  First  Extra  Session,  the  Ant i -Narcotics  Law; 
Chapter  11,  First  Extra  Session,  and  three  Weights  and  Meas"- 
ures  Laws ;  Chapter  35,  First  Extra  Session,  Chapter  42,  First 
Extra  Session,  and  Chapter  46,  First  Extra  Session.  It  also 
provided  the  department  with  another  chemist  called  the  Sec- 
ond Assistant  Chemist''  at  $1500.00  per  year,  a  Chief  Clerk  at 
$1200.00  per  year,  a  stenographer  at  $1000.00  per  year,  a  por- 
ter at  $360.00  per  year,  a  chief  inspector  at  $1800.00  per  year 
and  three  inspectors  at  $1200.00  per  year  each. 

Five  chemists  have  held  the  position  of  second  assistant 
chemist,  the  present  incumbent  having  held  it  about  two 
years.  Three  have  held  the  position  of  chief  clerk,  the  present 
clerk  having  held  the  position  about  a  year,  there  has  been  one 
stenographer,  several  porters,  and  four  changes  in  the  posi- 
tions of  inspectors. 

The  Milk  Standards  Law  provides  a  standard  for  fat  and 
solids  in  milk,  requires  its  production  under  sanitary  condi- 
tions and  makes  it  illegal  to  sell  milk  containing  visible  dirt. 
This  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  department  in  connection 
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with  the  food  and  drug  work  and  sanitary  food  law.  In  1916, 
57  samples  of  milk  were  inspected. 

The  Anti-Narcotics  Law  is  similar  in  scope  to  the  Federal 
Anti-Narcotics  Law,  called  the  Harrison  Law.  Its  purpose  is 
to  prevent  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  narcotics;  limits  such 
•«ale  to  druggists  upon  bona  fide  prescription^,  requires  the 
keeping  of  registers  and  the  accounting  for  all  narcotics 
bought  and  disposed.  Under  this  law,  inspectors  of  the  de- 
partment visit  drug  stores  and  examine  the  registers  to  keep 
a  check  on  the  traffic  in  narcotics,  investigate  the  business  of 
doctors  who  appear  to  be  in  conspiracy  to  violate  the  law,  lo- 
cate and  inspect  suspected  ''dope  joints  and  make  investiga- 
tions to  locate  cocain  and  other  narcotics  "bootleggers."  Not 
much  of  this  latter  work  has  been  done  in  the  last  year.  Two 
hundred  ninety-seven  inspections  were  made  at  drug  stores 
and  a  few  inspections  of  "dope  joints"  and  some  investiga- 
tions of  doctors  have  been  made.  Most  of  this  work  in  the 
past  year  has  been  done  in  co-operation  with  the  U.  S.  au- 
thorities. The  drug  store  inspections  were  made  along  with 
inspections  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Law  and  the  Sanitary 
Food  Law,  and  the  raids  on  "dope  joints"  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  soft  drink  stands  work. 

The  Weights  and  Measures  Laws  are  very  broad  in  scope  and 
in  direct  benefit  to  the  consumer,  their  enforcement  saves  the 
public  each  year  much  more  than  the  entire  amount  of  money 
appropriated  the  whole  Food  and  Drug  Department. 

Chapter  35,  is  an  Act  to  prevent  short  weight  and  short 
measures.  It  makes  it  unlawful  to  give  short  weight  or  meaj?- 
ure,  but  allows  for  tolerations  and  variations,  the  amounts  and 
character  of  which  are  decided  upon  by  the  Pure  Food  and 
Drug  Inspector  as  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
and  the  President  of  the  University  of  Tennessee,  as  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures. 

Chapter  42,  makes  it  illegal  to  sell  or  keep  in  ones  posses- 
sion, or  to  use  for  the  measuring  for  sale  of  commodities,  any 
false  or  incorrect  weighing  or  measuring  device  or  any  "fake" 
device  of  that  nature. 

Chapter  46,  creates  for  Tennessee  a  standard  for  weights 
and  measures,  creates  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  and  makes  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug 
Inspector  such  official,  creates  the  office  of  State  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  and  makes  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Tennessee  that  official.  The  law  also  provides  that 
any  county  or  city  may  appoint  a  sealer  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures to  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug 
Inspector.  The  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Inspector  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Weights  and  Measures,  has  supervision  over  all 
city  and  county  sealers,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  deputies  of  the 
Pure  Food  and  Drug  Inspector,  and  all  city  and  county  sealers, 
to  test  all  weighing  and  measuring  devices  throughout  the 
State  and  either  seal  or  condemn  them,  to  lookout  for  false 
and  ''fake''  devices  of  that  nature  and  short  weighing  or 
measuring,  and  to  act  on  and  look  up  complaints  of  short 
weight,  etc.  The  following  communities  have  weights  and 
measures  officials :  Johnson  City,  Knox  County  and  the  City 
of  Knoxville,  together ;  Chattanooga  and  Hamilton  County,  to- 
gether; Davidson  Count,  the  City  of  Nashville;  Robertson 
County ;  City  of  Memphis  and  Shelby  County,  the  last  named 
being  by  special  statute,  not  under  the  State  Superintendent. 
All  the  other  territory  of  the  State  have  so  far  failed  to  ap- 
point inspectors  so  that  this  is  left  to  be  looked  after  by  the 
State  Deparment. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Sealer  to  preserve  the  standards 
themselves,  and  to  test  other  measures  to  be  used  as  standards 
in  comparison  with  them.  He  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  field 
work. 

In  addition  to  the  other  work,  under  the  law,  it  is  also  the 
duty  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Department  to  visit  all  State 
institutions  and  test  the  scales  and  measures  under  therein  for 
receiving  and  disbursing  supplies. 

During  the  past  year  124  inspections  were  made  under  this 
law.  This  work  fits  in  with  the  other  inspections  made  by  the 
department  very  well.  It  requires  a  large  amount  of  time  if 
properly  and  efficiently  done.  The  department  has  been  un- 
able to  do  much  of  it  during  1916  because  of  lack  of  sxifficient 
men  to  cover  all  the  work  in  an  efficient  manner.  What  little 
was  done  shows  that  much  of  this  work  is  needed  all  over  the 
State  and  should  be  provided  for  to  save  a  large  loss  every 
year  through  the  use  of  incorrect  weighing  and  measuring  de- 
vices. 

In  1915,  the  Legislature  passed  the  Soft  Drink  Stands  Law, 
Chapter  27,  Public  Acts,  and  the  Drug  Store  Liquor  Law, 
Chapter  66,  Public  Acts. 
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The  Soft  Drink  Stands  Law  defines  a  soft  drink  as  ^^any 
liquids  sold  for  use  as  ^  drink,  food,  refreshment,  beverage  or 
stimulant. ' '  It  defines  as  a  soft  drink  stand  any  place  of  what- 
soever nature  that  keeps  soft  drinks  for  sale.  It  makes  the 
sale  of  soft  drinks  containing  over  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of 
alcohol  illegal,  and  declares  any  place  wherein  they  are  sold  to 
be  a  public  nuisance.  It  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Pure  Pood 
and  Drug  Inspector  to  inspect  all  soft  drink  stands,  take 
samples  and  bring  action  through  the  proper  District  Attor- 
neys-General to  close  them  under  injunction  as  a  public  nuis- 
ance.   The  scope  and  nature  of  this  work  is  readily  apparent. 

During  1916,  inspectors  of  the  department  made  850  inspec- 
tions of  soft  drink  stands  of  that  nature  as  distinguished  from 
the  sanitary  inspection  of  soft  drink  stands  such  as  soda  foun- 
tains, etc.  During  the  year,  145  injunction  suits  were  brought, 
and  20  suits  for  contempt  of  such  injunctions,  and  this  in- 
formation was  used  by  the  Attorney-Greneral  in  bringing  47 
indictments  under  the  4-mile  law.  There  were  also  five  cases 
of  interference  with  inspectors  brought.  This  work  is  carried 
on  separate  and  apart  from  the  other  inspections  of  the  de- 
partment, except  those  under  the  Drug  Store  Liquor  Law,  and 
except  for  raids  on  ^*dope  joints.'' 

The  Drug  Store  liiquor  Law  makes  it  illegal  for  a  druggist 
to  sell  alcoholic  beverages  except  in  pursuance  of  a  doctor's 
prescription,  which  is  required  to  be  given  to  the  patient  at 
the  patients  domicile.  It  also  provides  for  a  record  showing 
purchases'  and  sales,  and  for  a  record  of  the  original  prescrip- 
tions. It  limits  the  quantity  of  alcoholic  beverages  that  may 
be  kept  in  stock  in  any  store  to  1%  of  the  capital  returned  for 
taxation. 

Inspectors  under  this  law  are  directed  in  a  general  way  to 
detecting  violations  in  any  particular.  While  this  law  looks 
all  right  on  paper,  the  department  has  found  extreme  difficulty 
in  enforcing  it,  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  convict  under  it  and 
so  much  latitude  is  allowed  under  it  that  it  may  be  abused  to 
such  an  extent  that  sometimes  it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether 
the  department  is  confronted  with  a  drug  store  or  an  out  and 
out  ^'bootlegger."    Sixty-one  inspections  were  made  during 

1916,  and  four  cases  brought  for  violation  of  it.    In  January, 

1917,  six  more  cases  were  brought. 

This  law  is  practically  worthless  unless  there  were  a  force 
of  a  hundred  or^  more  men  to  carry  out  its  enforcement,  as  it 
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allows  the  druggist  all  the  liberties  and  lawful  privileges  that 
a    bootlegger needs  to  *^get  by'*  on. 

The  scope  of  the  department's  work,  its  nature  and  extent, 
and  the  mechanism  of  enforcement  may  be  summarized  as 
follows : 

1.  Food  and  Drug  Law — Passed  1907 — In  Effect  Jan., 
1908.  Amended  1911  and  1913 — Includes  all  Articles  of 
Food  and  Drugs. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspectors  take  samples. 

(2)  Samples  analyzed  by  chemists. 

(3)  Notices  sent  out  and  hearings  held. 

(4)  Cases  settled. 
All  records  filed. 

Requires  work  from  every  branch  of  the  force  including 
commissioner,  chemists,  inspectors,  clerk  and  stenographer. 

2.  Sanitary  Food  Law — Passed  1909 — In  Effect  on  Pas- 
sage— Amended  1913 — Includes  all  Establishments  That 
Handle  Food. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspectors  making  inspections,  written  report  filed. 

(2)  Orders  sent  with  time  limit  for  corrections.  A  copy  of 
all  notices  filed. 

(3)  Reinspection  after  time  limit  expired. 

(4)  Further  orders,  prosecution  or  injunction. 
All  records  filed. 

Requires  time  of  inspectors  chiefly  also  of  clerk  taking  care 
of  and  filing  reports  and  copies  of  orders  and  of  commissioner 
in  considering  special  cases  and  of  commissioner  and  stenog- 
rapher in  writing  letters  concerning  same. 

3.  Hotel  Inspection  Law — Passed  1911 — In  Effect  Jan., 
1,  1912 — Includes  all  Places  for  Accommodation  of  Tran- 
sient Guests. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspectors  making  inspection,  written  report  filed. 

(2)  Orders  sent  with  time  limit  for  corrections.  A  copy  of 
all  notices  filed. 

(3)  Reinspections  after  time  limit  expired. 

(4)  Further  orders,  prosecution,  etc. 

(5)  Certificate  issued  in  proper  cases. 
All  records  filed. 
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Requires  time  of  inspectors  in  field  and  one  inspector  spends 
about  one-third  of  his  time  in  the  office  on  it.  Time  of  clerk  in 
filing  and  of  commissioner  and  stenographer  in  correspond- 
ence, etc,  and  of  commissioner  in  considering  special  cases. 

4.  Milk  Standards  Law — Passed  1913 — In  Effect  on 
,  Passage  Includes  Milk  Only. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspectors  take  samples. 

(2)  Either  inspectors  or  chemists'  test  samples. 

(3)  Notices  sent  as  in  Pood  and  Drug  Law. 

(4)  Prosecution,  etc. 
All  records  filed. 

Requires  time  from  all  branches  of  the  force. 

5.  Anti-Narcotics  Law — Passed  1913 — In  Effect  Jan.  1, 
1914.   Regulates  Sale  of  Narcotics. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspection  of  druggists' files. 

(2)  Investigations  of  doctors'. 

(3)  Investigations  of  special  cases  including  **dope  joints" 
and  illegal  sellers  of  drugs. 

(4)  Chemical  identification  of  samples  taken  on  raids  and 
special  investigations. 

(5)  Prosecutions. 
All  records  filed. 

Requires  work  by  all  branches  of  the  force,  but  chiefly  by  in- 
spectors. 

6.  Weights  and  Measures  Laws — Passed  1913 — In  Effect 
Jan.  1,  1914.  Regulates  the  Testing  of  Weighing  and 
Measuring  Devices  Throughout  the  State  at  Large  and  In 
State  Institutions  and'  the  Checking  Up  of  Commodities  To 
See  IF  Full  Weight  and  Pull  Measure  is  Given. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspections  by  inspectors'  in  field  with  written  reports 
filed. 

(2)  Condemnation  or  condemnation  for  repairs  of  incor- 
rect devices  or  sealing  as'  correct  of  same. 

(3)  Inspections  by  local  inspectors. 

(4)  Inspections  to  determine  short  weight  or  measure. 

(5)  Prosecutions. 
All  records  filed. 

Requires  work  chiefly  of  inspectors,  also  of  clerk,  commis- 
sioner and  stenographer. 
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7.  Soft  Drink  Stands  Law — Passed  1915 — In  Effect  on 
Passage — Includes  all  Places  Where  Intoxicants  Are  Sold 
Except  Drug  Stores. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspectors  making  inspections'  and  taking  samples. 

(2)  Chemist  analysing  samples. 

(3)  Commissioner  turns  affidavits  over  to  District  At- 
torney. 

(4)  District  Attorney  files  petitions  for  injunction  and 
usually  calls  on  the  department  to  go  to  the  grand  jury. 

(5)  Trial  of  injunction  cases  and  of  four-mile  cases  if  Dis- 
trict Attorney  brings  one. 

All  records  filed. 

Eequires  work  from  all  branches  of  the  force. 

8.  Drug  Store  Liquor  Law — Passed  1915 — In  Effect  on 
Passage.    Includes  all  Drug  Stores  Dispensing  Liquor. 

Enforced  by : 

(1)  Inspections  by  inspectors  to  look  out  for  probable 
cases. 

(2)  If  samples  taken  analysed  by  chemist. 

(3)  Information  brought  to  grand  jury  and  in  some  cases 
proceedings  for  injunction  under  Soft  Drink  Stands  Law,  etc. 

All  records  filed. 

Requires  work  from  all  branches  of  the  force. 
A  summary  of  the  force  and  its  individual  duties  may  be 
given  as  follows : 

1.  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Inspector,,  usually  called  Commis- 
sioner—Office established  Jan.  1,  1908,  Salary  $2,500.00  per 
year  not  changed  from  time  of  its  creation.- 

Head  and  administrative  officer  of  all  the  work. 

2.  First  Assistant  Chemist,  office  established  1909.  Salary 
$1,800.00  per  year,  not  changed  from  time  of  its  creation. 

Head  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory — makes  chemical  examina- 
tions— makes  some  inspections  and  assists  some  in  adminis- 
trative work  of  enforcing  laws  of  department. 

3.  Two  Sub-inspectors,  offices  created  in  1911,  and  three 
in  1913.   Salary  of  each  $1,200.00  per  year. 

Make  all  inspections  under  Food  and  Drug,  Sanitary  Food, 
Hotel  Milk  Standards,  Anti-Narcotics,  Weights  and  Measures, 
Soft  Drink  Stand,  and  Drug  Store  Liquor  Laws. 

4.  Chief  Inspector,  office  created  1913.  Salary  $1,800.00 
per  annum,  not  changed  from  time  of  its  creation. 
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Makes  inspections  under  all  laws,  assists  Commissioner  in 
taking  care  of  all  inspections,  special  cases  and  complaints  and 
assists  in  administrative  work  of  enforcing  laws  of  depart- 
ment. 

5.  Second  Assistant  Chemist,  office  established  1913.  Sal- 
ary $1,500.00  per  year^  not  changed  from  its  creation. 

Makes  chemical  examinations  and  makes  some  inspections. 

6.  Chief  Clerk,  office  established  1913.  Salary  .  $1,200.00 
per  year,  not  changed  from  its  creation. 

Does'  the  general  office  work,  keeps  track  of  expenditures, 
keeps  track  of  reports  and  orders  under  all  inspections',  keeps 
track  of  daily  reports  and  the  general  records  of  the  office  and 
makes  some  inspections.

Salary  $360.00  per 
year,  not  changed  since  its  creation. 

Cleaning,  sweeping,  errands  cleansing  of  laboratory  ap- 
paratus and  glassware,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  laws  administered  by  the  department  the 
Legislature  in  1915  passed  an  Act  putting  all  scientific  depart- 
ments of  the  State  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Control  to 
give  aid  and  make  invesiigations  in  helping  in  the  purchase 
of  supplies  for  the  State  institutions  and  in  their  administra- 
tion. The  chemists  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Department  have 
lent  some  assistance  in  analysing  samples  of  foods,  soaps,  dis- 
infectants, etc. 

Most  all  of  the  work  of  the  department  is  closely  allied  and 
interwoven  and  affords  an  economic  method  of  enforcement  for 
all  relieving  the  necessity  of  heavy  overhead  expense  and  du- 
plicated traveling  expenses  and  all  these  laws  may  be  enforced 
together  with  good  economy  when  sufficient  facilities  in  the  way 
of  adequate  force  is  supplied. 

One  thing  that  has  contributed  most  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
department  is  the  fact  that  its  inspectors'  are  selected  only 
after  civil  service  examination  with  regard  only  to  their  fitness 
and  ability  for  their  place,  and  without  regard  to  political  faith 
and  are  removable  only  for  failure  to  fulfil  their  duty.  This 
has  kept  trained  men  with  the  department  continuously  and 
has  obviated  the  frequent  changes  and  disorganized  adminis- 
tration which  attends  positions'  of  this  kind,  when  they  are 
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subject  to  chang-e  so  often.  This  arrangement  gives*  a  certain 
security  and  permanency  to  the  positions  so  that  a  man  can 
accept  one  and  feel  that  it  is  his  so  long  as  he  is  faithful  and 
efficiently  carries'  out  his  duties,  and  in  this  way  the  depart- 
ment has  been  able  to  accomplish  much  more  with  a  very  lim- 
ited force. 

The  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Inspector  is  the  only  official  in  the 
department  provided  for  in  the  law.  All  the  others  are  cre- 
ated and  retained  by  the  Appropriation  Bill  at  each  session, 
and  the  civil  service  requirements  are  embodied  only  in  each 
Appropriation  Bill. 


The  Select  Joint  Recess  Committee,  appointed  to  investi- 
gate and  make  recommendation  as  to  certain  claim  of  flood 
damage  to  farms  in  Morgan  County,  made  the  following  re- 
port, which  was'  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal. 

We,  your  committee,  appointed  under  House  Joint  Resolu- 
tion No.  33,  to  investigate  and  recommend  damage  claims  of 
certain  farmers  of  Morgan  County,  Tennessee,  said  farmers 
being  located  on  Crooked  Fork  Creek  of  said  county,  and  said 
farmers  having  been  damaged  by  State  mines  at  Brushy 
Mountain  Prison. 

By  our  investigation  we  find  that  said  damages  are  caused 
by  the  dumping  of  coal  washings  at  the  State  mines  into  said 
Crooked  Fork  Creek,  which  dumpings  approximately  amount 
to  thirty  tons  per  day. 

Will  state  further  that  we  investigated  said  damages  on 
Crooked  Fork  Creek  for  a  distance  of  about  seven  miles 
southeast  of  the  State  mines',  and  found  that  the  damage 
claims  was  for  a  distance  commencing  three  miles  below  the 
State  mines  and  continuing  down  said  creek  for  a  distance  of 
about  four  miles,  which  is  approximately  all  of  the  cleared 
land  on  this  creek  in  this  vicinity. 

We,  therefore,  submit  the  following  claims  and  recommend 
awards'  to  the  following  landowners  on  said  creek,  who  are 
farmers  in  Morgan  County.

We,  your  committee,  beg  leave  to  further  submit  and  recom- 
mend for  your  approval  that  the  above  amounts  opposite  the 
names  of  certain  farmers  of  Morgan  County  be  paid  under  the 
following  requirements :

We,  your  committee,  having  investigated  the  cause  of  said 
damages,  find  that  the  dumping  of  these  coal  washings  not 
only  caused  the  damage  to  said  lands,  but  also  pollute  the 
waters  of  said  creek  to  such  an  extent  that  it  destroys  fish  of 
said  creek,  and  in  our  opinion,  makes  the  water  unwholesome 
for  stock  to  drink. 

We  further  find  that  this  dumping  of  said  washing  can  be 
stopped  by  continuing  the  tram  track  from  coal  tipple  for  a 
distance  of  about  three  hundred  yards  at  a  cost  of  not  to  ex- 
ceed three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars,  and  this  will  avoid  fur- 
ther damage  claims*  iDeing  filed.

SENATE  BILLS  ON  THIRD  READING. 

Senate  Bill  No.  146 — To  authorize  commissioners  of  Knox- 
ville  to  complete  certain  school  building. 

Mr.  Houk  moved  to  amend  as  follows,  so  as  to  make  the  Sen- 
ate Bill  conform  to  House  Bill  No.  220,  on  the  same  subject : 

First.  That  the  caption  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
words,  school-house"  in  line  6,  typewritten  copy,  of  caption, 
the  following :  And  to  build  additional  rooms  and  equip  same 
as  at  the  Van  Gilder  School,  the  Maynard  (colored)  School, 
and  the  City  High  School  on  Fifth  Avenue,  and  to  purchase 
additional  lots  where  it  is  necessary  to  make  such  additions. 

Second.  That  Section  One  of  said  bill  be  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  words:  ''Moses  School  House"  in  line  9 
thereof,  the  following:  ''And  to  build  additional  rooms  and 
equip  same  at  the  Van  Gilder  School,  the  Maynard  (colored) 
School  and  the  City  High  School  on  Fifth  Avenue,  and  to  pur- 
chase additional  lots  when  it  is  necessary  to  make  such  addi- 
tions. 

Third.  That  Section  4  of  said  bill  be  amended  by  inserting 
in  blank  space  after  the  words,  "the  sum  of,"  the  following: 
"one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($150,000)"  and  add  after 
the  word  "dollars"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  Section  4,  the 
following :  "And  the  money  raised  under  the  authority  of  this 
Act  shall  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Knoxville,  which  body  shall  supervise  the  work  and 
let  all  contracts  for  the  improvements  herein  authorized."

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REPORT  FROM  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Special  Joint  Recess  Committee  appointed  to  investi- 
gate the  Department  of  Agriculture  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal: 

We,  your  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  investi- 
gating and  reporting  on  the  various  agricultural  institutions 
and  agricultural  interests  of  the  State,  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

Your  committee  does  not  want  to  burden  the  public  records 
with  a  voluminous  statement  of  figures  and  facts  taken  from 
the  annual  reports  of  the  various  institutions,  but  endeavors 
in  a  brief,  concise  form  and  manner  to  give  you  such  informa- 
tion and  make  such  recommendations  as  we  deem  will  be  bene- 
ficial, if  adopted,  to  the  State. 

General  Organization  of  Agricultural  Work. 

Your  committee  found  the  organization  of  agricultural  ac- 
tivities well  defined. 

The  State  Department  of  Agriculture  serves  the  people  of 
the  State  in  a  way  very  different  from  the  college  and  stations. 
It  executes  the  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  agriculture,  and  its 
service  is  regulatory,  and  only  incidentally  educational.  Under 
the  State  Department  are  matters  relating  to  the  control  of 
diseases  of  live  stock,  inspection  and  control  of  sale  of  ferti- 
lizer, feed-stuffs,  seeds,  nursery  and  other  plants  and  such 
other  control  matters  as  may  be  delegated  by  legislative  Act. 

Within  the  University  of  Tennessee  is  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture, which  has  as  its  source  of  agricultural  information  the 
Experiment  Stations, — one  located  at  Jackson,  known  as  the 
West  Tennessee  Experiment  Station,  and  one  at  Elnoxville, 
where  the  investigational  laboratories  for  all  experiment  work 
in  agriculture  is  located.  In  Middle  Tennessee  no  Experi- 
ment Station  exists,  but  here  co-operative  experiments  in  soil 
needs,  crop  adaptation  and  rotation,  and  in  feeding  of  animals 
are  conducted  among  the  farmers  of  the  various  soil  areas  of 
this  section.  After  investigational  results  are  procured  by 
the  stations  they  are  made  available  to  the  college  for  the  train- 
ing of  agricultural  men  and  women,  and  to  the  Extension  Di- 
vision of  the  college  for  the  fiarmers  of  the  State  through  coun- 
ty agents,  institutes  and  other  means.  The  State  funds  of  the 
stations  and  College  of  Agriculture  come  to  them  through  the 
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general  educational  bill  and  are  administered  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees'  of  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

The  State  Bepmtment  of  Agriculture. 

In  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  your  committee  has 
found  a  broad  interest  in  all  the  agricultural  work  of  the  State. 
He  has  endeavored  to  make  the  State  Department  of  service  to 
all  interests.  He  has  been  especially  helpful  in  co-ordinating 
the  work  of  the  State  Department  and  that  of  the  Experiment 
Stations  and  Division  of  Extension  of  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture. Under  his  guidance  there  has  been  no  duplication  and 
the  most  harmonious  and  helpful  relations  obtain. 

The  duties  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
have  been  well  defined  except  in  the  case  of  the  assistant  com- 
missioners. Your  committee  recommends  that  the  law  au- 
thorizing the  department  be  amended  so  as  to  define  the  duties 
of  the  assistant  commissioners,  and  since  the  inspection  work 
is  now  overtaxed  with  duties,  that  they  assist  in  inspection  and 
control  service  as  was  no  doubt  intended  by  the  original  Act. 

The  increased  cost  of  fertilizers  and  food  products,  due  to 
disturbed  economic  conditions,  has  been  an  incentive  to  place 
upon  the  markets  of  the  State  goods  of  lower  grade  and  in 
many  instances  below  guarantee  and  in  violation  of  the  laws. 

Your  committee  has  gone  over  witk  the  Commissioner  and 
his  staff  the  manner  in  which  the  control  work  has  been  handled, 
and  we  are  convinced  that  the  service  rendered  has  saved  the 
farmers  and  feeders  of  the  State  many  thousands  of  dollars. 
In  fact  the  large  amounts  of  money  refunded  the  farmers, 
through  the  State  Department,  by  manufacturers  of  goods 
sold  in  this  State  is  evidence  to  the  committee  that  every  effort 
is'  being  made  to  protect  the  people  of  the  State  from  conscious 
or  unconscious  violations  of  the  law. 

We  have  investigated  the  work  of  the  State  Veterinarian, 
and  have  found  a  most  satisfactory  condition  obtains.  The 
State  has  been  zealously  guarded  from  introduction  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  and  from  tick  infestation  from  states  not  yet 
free. 

In  the  control  of  diseases  within  the  State  there  has  been  an 
intelligent  and  efficient  effort.  The  control  of  hog  cholera  is 
better  understood  and  where  preventive  inoculation  is  admin- 
istered well  in  advance  and  under  sanitary  conditions,  control 
has*  been  effective. 
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Associated  with  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  is  the 
State  Board  of  Entomology.  The  State  Entomologist  and 
Plant  Pathologist  devotes  most  of  his  time  and  energies  to 
the  inspection  of  nurseries,  of  which  Tennessee  has  a  larger 
number  than  any  other  southern  state.  For  many  years  the 
menace  of  scale  insects  and  plant  diseases  seriously  interfered 
with  the  fruit  interests  of  the  State.  The  operations  of  the 
Board  of  Entomology  have  been  effective  in  the  control  of  in- 
sect pests  and  have  given  much  more  confidence  to  orcharding 
in  many  parts  of  the  State.  The  Board  of  working  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  National  Quarantine  Law  and  is-  thus  protecting 
the  State  from  invasions  of  foreign  pests  prominent  among 
which  are  the  gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths.  We  have  found 
that  hundreds  of  foreign  shipments  containing  these  pests  have . 
been  quarantined  until  properly  examined  and  fumigated  by 
the  officers  of  the  State. 

Just  at  this  time  the  Mexican  Cotton  boll  weevil  threatens 
West  Tennessee  and  the  State  Entomologist  is  working  with 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  taking  every  precaution  to  protect  the  cotton 
interests  of  the  State. 

We  have  gone  over  the  books  of  the  Department,  which  have 
been  found  correct  by  the  Auditor  of  the  State.  We  have  found 
the  accounts  and  vouchers  kept  in  an  up-to-date  way  and  al- 
ways available  for  public  inspection. 

The  constantly  changing  economic  conditions  of  the  State 
increase  the  burdens  of  the  State  Department  in  regulatory 
work  and  your  committee  recognizes  that  growth  in  the  various 
offices  of  the  Department  must  necessarily  take  place  if  protec- 
tion is  given  to  the  people  of  the  State.  The  institutions  must 
keep  pace  with  the  State's  progress',  otherwise  inefficiency  is 
inevitable,  and  loss  to  the  people  certain.  The  State  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  must  receive  adequate  support  and  youl 
committee  approves  its  requests  for  funds  to  properly  serve 
the  interests  of  an  agricultural  State  such  as  Tennessee  is. 

Your  committee  has  gone  over  with  the  Commissioner  the 
contest  over  the  constitutionality  of  the  present  seed  law,  and 
we  commend  his'  position  in  behalf  of  the  farmers  of  the  State 
in  protecting  them  from  spurious  seeds.  The  importance  of 
adequate  legislation  to  protect  the  farm  from  infestation  of 
injurious  weeds  and  undesirable  plants  such  as  wild  onions, 
sonrdock,  Johnson  grass,  nut  grass,  and  the  many  other  pests 
which  tind  their  way  to  the  fields  of  the  farmer  in  the  distribu-

tion  of  commercial  seeds  is  self  evident.  We  recommend  that 
the  Legislature  take  necessary  steps  to  protect  the  farming  in- 
terests pending  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  pres- 
ent seed  law. 

The  Eeformatory  School  Farm,  the  prison  and  hospital 
farms  for  the  insane  are  under  the  Board  of  Control.  The 
agricultural  work  of  these  institutions  is  primarily  for  main- 
tenance and  food  support. 

Experiment  Stations. 

The  Experiment  Stations  of  the  State  are  associated  with 
the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  Tennessee  and 
are  the  investigational  institutions  necessary  to  the  life  and 
growth  of  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  State.  Prior  to 
the  organization  of  experiment  stations  there  was  little  au- 
thentic information  with  reference  to  the  soil,  crops  and 
animals. 

Jackson  Station. 

Soil  areas  differ  in  various  States  and  within  a  State,  and 
your  Committee  on  its  visit  of  investigation  to  the  West  Ten- 
nessee Experiment  Station  found  there  an  institution  peculiar 
to  the  soil  areas  of  that  division  of  the  State.  The  soil  investi- 
gation consists  of  careful  analyses  to  determine  plant  food 
requirements,  and  upon  hundreds  of  plot  areas,  carefully 
selected,  the  various  plant  food  elements  are  administered  to 
all  crops  now  grown  in  West  Tennessee  or  those  introduced  by 
the  station  authorities  as  likely  to  be  of  value.  Cotton  and 
corn  have  been  the  predominating  crops  of  the  Western  Divi- 
sion of  the  State.  These  summer  crops  have  taxed  the  fertility 
of  the  lands  for  nearly  a  century  and  have  excluded  soil-build- 
ing crops  and  a  rational  type  of  animal  husbandry  so  necessary 
to  a  permanent  system  of  agricultural  development.  The  ne-. 
cessity  and  wisdom  of  an  experiment  station  to  blaze  the  way 
for  the  farmers  of  this  section  is  apparent.  Your  committee 
approves  of  the  work  as  outlined  by  the  Station  authorities 
and  commend  their  efforts;  in  the  absence  of  sufficient  State 
funds  for  experimental  work  in  animal  breeding  and  produc- 
tion, to  have  sought  under  the  necessity  for  such  experiments 
assistance  from  other  sources. 

Your  committee  went  over  in  detail  the  extensive  soil  and 
crop  tests,  the  truck  and  fruit  experiments  and  the  rather 
elaborate  breeding  schemes  in  dairy  and  beef  cattle,  in  hog 
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and  draft  horse  and  mule  production.  The  soil  experiments 
give  promise  of  great  returns  to  the  farmers  of  that  section 
and  crops  have  been  introduced  and  tested  that  under  better 
market  conditions  will  prove  more  profitable  in  immediate  re- 
turns and  to  a  permanent  system  of  agriculture  than  those 
formerly  grown.  Under  sy^ems  of  treatments  including  lime, 
these  soils  have  been  found  adapted  to  legume  crops  such  as 
clover,  alfalfa,  soy  beans',  etc.,  through  which  the  farmer  can 
produce  from  the  air  the  element  of  nitrogen  so  essential  to 
plant  production  and  which  the  Station  has  proven  can  never  be 
economically  supplied  in  commercial  plant  food. 

Knoxville  Station. 

The  Experiment  Station  is  more  than  the  operation  of  farms, 
as  is  illustrated  by  the  laboratory  and  investigational  equip- 
ment at  the  College  of  Agriculture.  Here  your  committee 
found  every  soil  area  of  the  State  under  definite  experimental 
control,  involving  drainage,  rotation,  fertilization,  liming  and 
crop  production.  Such  extensive  and  permanent  studies*  re- 
quire expert  soil  chemists,  botanists  and  physicists  with  tech- 
nical laboratory  equipment  sufficient  to  determine  for  the  farm- 
ers of  the  State  their  soil  needs.  The  same  type  of  equipment 
we  found  necessary  for  investigations  into  even  the  elemental 
plant  problems  of  the  farmer.  We  found  that  within  recent 
years  new  grain  and  other  plants  have  been  produced  by  ex- 
perimental breeding  that  are  today  upon  the  farms  of  the 
State  and  we  doubt  if  our  people  know  the  source  of  those 
varieties. 

Experiment  station  investigations  we  found  extended  to 
definite  studies  of  the  diseases'  of  farm  plants.  Wheat,  corn, 
cotton  and  other  farm  plant  diseases  are  being  investigated 
and  remedies'  for  control  circulated  through  the  press,  bulletins, 
and  county  agents.  We  also  found  that  the  results  of  experi- 
ments in  the  feeding  of  farm  plants  to  animals  of  great  value. 
In  fact,  not  for  some  time  to  come  will  the  actual  feeding  value 
of  each  farm  plant  be  known.  The  experiment  stations  are 
working  out  all  these  problems  and  if  properly  understood 
and  supported  will  continue  to  be  the  source  of  information  so 
much  sought  and  needed  in  the  better  and  more  intelligent 
ae:ricultural  development  of  the  State. 

The  authorities  of  the  stations  have  organized  their  work 
along  useful  and  practical  lines,  but  have  not  sacrificed  the 
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fundamental  and  larger  problems  of  the  State's  agriculture 
for  immediate  and  more  temporary  demands. 

It  is  clear  to  the  members  of  the  committee  that  agricultural 
experiment  station  investigations  are  absolutely  essential  to 
the  welfare  of  the  State.  The  stations  are  our  only  source  of 
information  in  agriculture  and  without  them  the  teaching  of 
our  young  men  and  women  would  be  groundless,  the  farmers 
of  -the  State  would  be  without  the  necessary  information  for 
the  economical  development  of  this  business  and  the  county 
agents  and  field  workers  of  the  Extension  Division  of  the  Col- 
lege would  be  without  information  with  which  to  conduct  and 
organize  their  agricultural  demonstrations  throughout  the 
State. 

The  University  of  Tennessee  administers  the  work  of  the 
College  of  Agriculture  and  Experiment  stations.  Its  building 
and  equipments  are  inadequate  for  the  work  now  demanded  by 
the  farmers  of  the  State  and  we  recommend  that  the  present 
floating  debt  be  paid  and  that  the  additional  appropriations 
asked  for  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  made.  Our  investiga- 
tions prove  to  us  that  the  work  of  the  institution  is  not  suffi- 
ciently known  by  the  farmers,  and  that  they  have  not  appre- 
ciated that  the  agricultural  facts  upon  which  they  base  their 
work  came  to  them  as  the  result  of  the  investigation  of  the 
Experiment  Stations. 

Your  committee  wishes  also  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
this  Legislature  meeting  the  Federal  appropriations  of  the 
Smith-Lever  Bill  in  order  that  the  State  may  receive  its  share 
of  the  Federal  appropriations  under  this  Act.  We  recommend 
that  sufficient  funds  of  the  State  be  appropriated  to  meet  the 
Federal  fund. 

Western  Hospital  Farm. 

We  find  that  this  farm  consists  of  approximately  six  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  acres,  two  hundred  of  which  is  in  cultiva- 
tion. This  land,  most  of  which  is  rolling,  is  not  very  fertile, 
and  therefore  the  production  per  acre  is  not  great.  The  farm 
manager  in  charge  of  this  property,  we  found  upon  examina- 
tion, receives  a  salary  per  month  of  $60.  We  were  not  able  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  corn,  hay,  potatoes,  etc.,  raised  upon 
this  farm  per  year,  for  any  number  of  years,  and  therefore  un- 
able to  make  a  detailed  report. 

The  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  is  used  as  pasture 
land,  for  the  hogs  and  cows  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of 
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the  hospital.  This  land  apparently  is  worth  approximately 
1  twenty  dollars  per  acre,  and  while  it  is  capable  perhaps  of  be- 
ing brought  up  to  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  but  in  order  to 
do  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  in  charge  thereof  a  mod- 
ern farmer. 

The  dairy  barn  at  this  hospital  needs  to  be  improved,  and 
we  would  recommend  that  some  provision  be  made  for  this 
purpose. 

It  appears  further,  that  the  expense  necessarily  incurred  in 
transporting  materials  to  and  from  this  farm  and  also  supplies 
for  the  hospital  from  Bolivar  to  the  plant  are  very  heavy, 
especially  is  this  true  in  the  winter  time  when  the  road  is  bad. 
To  relieve  this  situation,  we  would  further  recommend  that  a 
sufficient  appropriation  be  authorized  to  place  the  roadway  in 
good  condition  from  the  station  at  Bolivar  to  the  hospital,  and 
also  the  purchase  of  a  motor  truck. 

Middle  Tennessee  Hospital  Farm. 

The  committee  also  visited  this  farm,  which  consists  of  ap- 
proximately six  hundred  acres,  three  hundred  and  fifty  of 
which  is  in  a  fairly  good  state  -of  cultivation.  This  land  is  ap- 
proximately worth  two  hundred  dollars  an  acre,  and  in  order  to 
receive  the  best  revenue  from  such  a  farm  we  would  recom- 
mend especially  that  a  capable,  scientific  farmer  be  placed  in 
charge.  We  further  recommend  that  if  found  feasible  and 
convenient,  that  labor  be  secured  for  the  working  of  this  farm 
from  the  State  Prison,  inasmuch  as  the  same  trouble  with  la- 
bor exists  here  as  at  the  Western  Hospital  for  the  Insane  farm. 

East  Tennessee  Hospital  Farm. 

Your  committee  did  not  visit  this  farm  for  lack  of  time,  and 
therefore  is  unable  to  render  any  report  as  to  its  condition  and 
as  to  what  might  be  necessary  to  improve  the  same. 

State  Prison  Farm — Nashville. 

Your  committee  also  visited  the  farm  at  the  State  Prison,  a 
large  portion  of  which  is  known  as  the  Baxter  farm.  We  found 
this  farm  in  a  much  better  condition  and  being  handled  in  a 
much  more  profitable  way  than  any  we  have  visited.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  buildings  during  the  past  two  years  have  been 
recovered,  which  was  very  necessary. 

A  new  dairy  barn  has  been  built  and  is  now  undergoing  an 
extension,  which  when  finished  will  provide  ample  room  for 
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all  of  the  cows  necessary  to  be  kept  at  this  place.  The  dairy 
barn  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  modern  of  any  in  the  State, 
and  is  a  credit  to  the  management  of  those  in  charge  of  this  part 
of  the  Staters  buisness. 

We  found  the  water  for  this  farm  pumped  from  Cumber- 
land Eiver,  which,  in  our  judgment,  is  too  expensive,  and  in- 
asmuch as  the  State  has  already  located  at  the  State  Prison 
a  pumping  plant  for  the  prison,  we  believe  that  it  would  be 
economy  to  do  away  with  the  pumping  station  at  the  farm  and 
furnish  water  by  the  laying  of  a  pipe  line  from  the  reservoir  at 
the  State  Prison  to  a  reservoir  to  be  supplied  at  the  farm.  In 
the  making  of  this  change,  the  first  cost  will  not  be  very  great, 
and  will  undoubtedly  prove  an  economic  move  in  the  course  of 
a  few  years'.  Further,  by  making  this  change,  it  will  afford  a 
better  water  pressure  on  this  farm. 

The  mules,  in  fact  the  live  stock  of  all  kinds  at  this  place, 
were  in  excellent  condition,  and  show  beyond  question  that  this 
part  of  the  interests'  of  the  States  is  being  well  looked  after. 

The  stockade  located  on  this  farm  is  merely  a  ^^firetrap" 
and  is  really  a  disgrace  to  the  State.  It  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  prisoners  kept  on  this  farm  that  some 
change  be  made  as  to  this  matter.  We  find  that  a  large  resi- 
dence, consisting  of  26  rooms,  built  of  brick,  is  located  on  this 
farm  and  is  being  used  only  as  a  residence  for  the  farm  man- 
ager. There  are  other  residences  on  the  farm  which  are  ample 
for  this  purpose,  and  we  would  recommend  that  a  capable 
architect  be  secured  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  investiga- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be  practical  and  economical 
to  turn  this  lar2:e  brick  residence  into  a  modern  stockade  for 
the  benefit  of  this  farm. 

This  farm,  consisting  of  approximately  3,500  acres,  is  one  of 
the  best  to  be  had  in  the  State.  The  following  report,  covering 
the  past  four  years,  shows  that  this  farm  is  being  successfully 
handled :

State  Apiary. 

This  is  an  institution  for  which  the  State  has  been  appro- 
priating the  sum  of  $1,000  per  year,  in  charge  of  Dr.  J.  S. 
Ward,  located  in  the  City  of  Nashville.  This  is  commonly 
known  as  the  ''honey  bee  industry."  The  committee  finds 
that  this  industry  is  making  rapid  strides  in  Tennessee,  and 
is  very  profitable,  not  only  from  a  financial  standpoint  to  those 
who  participate  in  it,  but  is  a  great  benefit  to  the  fruit  crops 
of  our  State,  and  we  would  therefore  recommend  that  at  least 
$1,500.00  be  expended  through  the  Agricultural  Department 
for  the  developing  of  this  industry. 

Serum  Plant  Claim, 

There  has  been  presented  to  your  committee  a  claim  of 
$4,250.00  in  the  form  of  a  due  bill  signed  by  Capt.  T.  F.  Peck 
as  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  and  Dr.  G.  R.  White  as  State 
Veterinarian,  purporting  to  be  a  part  payment  on  the  Serum 
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Plant  purchased  by  the  State  in  1913,  located  at  1502  Clinton 
Street,  Nashville.  We  do  not  feel  justified,  after  having  ex- 
amined several  witnesses  relative  to  this  matter,  in  recom- 
mending that  it  be  rejected  or  allowed,  and  therefore  submit 
for  your  consideration  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  information 
we  have  been  able  to  obtain  upon  this  matter. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  the  Serum  Plant  now 
in  possession  of  the  State  be  sold  to  the  best  advantage  of  the 
State.  It  does  not  occur  to  the  committee  that  it  will  be  wise 
or  practical  for  the  State  to  further  undertake  the  manufacture 
of  serum  for  the  use  of  the  farmers  of  the  State. 

Marketing  of  Crops, 

After  making  a  careful  investigation  of  the  general  farming 
in  Tennessee,  this  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture  be  authorized  to  establish  a  system 
for  improving  marketing  conditions  of  farm  products,  live 
stock,  poultry,  etc.  We  believe  also  that  it  would  be  wise  for 
some  definte  system  of  ascertaining  the  acreage  and  variety 
of  the  various  crops  of  the  State  to  be  established. 

Immigration  Department. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  well  defined  system  with 
reference  to  immigration  in  Tennessee,  and  realizing  the  great 
importance  of  looking  after  this  part  of  the  interests  of  the 
State,  we  would  recommend  that  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture be  directed  to  give  some  special  attention  to  this-  par- 
ticular interest,  realizing  that  such  effort  will  unquestionably 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  people  of  Tennessee. 

State  Chemist. 

This  department  is  one  of  the  most  important  now  under 
control  of  the  Agricultural  Department.  •  Thousands  of  dol- 
lars annually  are  being  saved  to  the  people  of  Tennessee,  in 
the  matter  of  inferior  feed  stuffs  which  are  analyzed  in  this 
department.  There  is  no  way  by  which  the  people  of  the 
State  may  be  protected  from  corporations  placing  upon  the 
market  food  stuffs  that  are  inferior  and  containing  less-  of  the 
essentials  or  ingredients  which  they  purport  to  contain  except 
than  by  the  maintenance  of  a  department  of  this  character, 
and  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  results  we  would  recommend 
that  the  State  Chemist,  who  now  receives  a  salary  of  $1,800 
per  year,  be  raised  to  at  least  $2,100.   That  he  be  given  an  as- 
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sistant  at  $1,200  per  year,  one  porter  at  $600  per  year,  $2,000 
expense  money,  and  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  the  modern 
equipment  of  this  department  and  its  maintenance. 

University  of  Tennessee. 

Your  committee,  jointly  with  the  Educational  Committee, 
had  occasion  to  investigate  this  institution  in  connection  with 
the  Experiment  Station  at  Knoxville,  and  were  gratified  to 
know  that  such  efficient  work  was  being  rendered  to  the  people 
of  Tennessee  through  this  institution.  We  are  convinced  that  a 
special  effort  should  be  made  by  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly 
to  widen  the  scope  and  better  equip  those  in  charge  of  this  part 
of  the  State's  work,  to  the  end  that  the  people  of  Tennessee 
may  even  be  more  benefited  in  the  future  than  has  been  the  case 
in  the  past.  The  University  is  in  great  need  of  additional  build- 
ings and  of  more  modern  equipment  of  various  kinds,  and 
your  committee  most  earnestly  recommend  that  a  tax  levy  of 
one-half  mill  should  be  made  in  order  to  meet  the  needs'  of  this 
Institution. 

We  feel  sure  that  the  Special  Educational  Committee  has 
gone  into  detail  concerning  this  matter,  and  therefore  we 
would  invite  a  very  careful  consideration  of  their  report  con 
cerning  the  University.

STATEMENT  OF  A.  W.  ShYEE,  TAKEN  TJNDEE  OATH  IN  COMMISSIONEE 
OF  AGEICULTUEE^S  OFFICE^  FEBEUAEY  24,  1917. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  Is  this  the  Mr.  Shyer,  who  to- 
gether with  Mr.  McConnell,  sold  some  propertv  to  the  State 
in  1913. 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    Where  was  that  property  located,  Mr.  Shyer? 
A.    On  Clinton  Street. 

Q.    How  much  did  vou  receive  for  that  property? 
A.  $10,000. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  did  not  give  a  warranty  deed  and 
agree  to  defend  the  title  to  that  property  and  its  equipment  for 
the  sum  of  $10,000? 
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A.  All  property  is  sold  that  way.  There  was  some  stock 
that  did  not  go  with  the  plant,  but  the  trade  was  all  made  to- 
gether. 

Q.    How  came  you  to  make  this  kind  of  a  trade,  Mr.  Shyer? 

A.  Well,  Dr.  White  made  us  the  proposition  and  we  thought 
it  was  all  right.  All  in  the  world  we  thought  we  had  to  do  on 
this  due  bill  was  to  come  and  get  the  money. 

Q.    Come  where? 

A.    To  the  Capitol. 

Q.    Did  you  know  that  there  was  a  bill  passed  appropriating 
$10,000  for  the  purchase  of  this  property! 
A.   I  did. 

Q.    You  knew  that  $10,000  was  all  that  the  bill  carried 
with  it? 
A.    I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  know  at  that  time,  Mr.  Shyer,  whether  or  not 
Dr.  White  or  Mr.  Peck  had  any  authority  whatever  for  issuing 
this  due  bill? 

A.  I  thought  they  had  the  authority  for  issuing  this  due 
bill. 

Q.    What  business  are  you  in? 
A.    The  mule  business. 

Q.    Are  you  in  the  habit  of  selling  real  estate? 
A.    Not  much. 

Q.  Giving  clear  title  to  the  sale  and  then  accepting  a  due 
bill  as  part  payment,  without  any  reference  whatever  being 
made  in  the  deed  to  this  deferred  payment? 

A.    This  was  not  for  the  property,  this  $4,250. 

Q.    What  was  it  for? 

A.  It  was  for  a  lot  of  hogs  and  some  fixtures  that  did  not 
go  with  the  plant. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  rendered  a  bill  to  the  State  for  these 
hogs?  Never  rendered  at  any  time  a  statement  of  this  $4,250 
— what  it  was  supposed  to  cover? 

A.  No. 

Q.    Who  was  connected  with  you  in  the  serum  business,  or 
in  the  operation  of  your  serum  business? 
A.    Dr.  Blackmon. 

Q.    What  connection  did  he  have  with  your  firm? 
A.    None  in  the  world. 

Q.    Were  you  in  the  serum  business  prior  to  the  time  that 
this  property  was  conveyed  to  the  State? 
A.    No,  was  soon  to  be. 
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Q.    Was  Dr.  Blackmon  a  member  of  your  firm? 
A.  No. 

Q.    Was  he  employed  by  you! 
A.    He  was  to  get  one-fourth  of  the  profits. 
Q.    Was  there  any  body  else  connected  with  this  enterprise 
before  this  conveyance  was  made  1 
A.    Dr.  White. 

Q.    What  connection  did  he  have? 

A.  He  was'  to  have  a  one-fourth  interest,  but  he  would  not 
take  anything.  He  dropped  out  of  the  sale. 

Q.  When  did  Dr.  White 's  partnership  connection  with  your 
firm  cease? 

A.  Before  we  sold  it  to  the  State.  He  did  not  want  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  it  and  wanted  us  to  sell  it  to  the  State. 

Q.  What  sort  of  an  arrangement  was  made  whereby  he  was 
able  to  step  down  and  out  1 

A.    He  stepped  down  without  any  arrangements. 

Q.  How  much  money  did  Dr.  White  have  invested  in  this 
plant  up  to  that  time? 

A.    Not  one  dollar  and  never  did  have. 

Q.  How  was  it  Mr.  Shyer,  that  Dr.  White  obtained  a  one- 
fourth  interest  in  this  plant? 

A.  Dr.  White  came  along  and  wanted  us  to  get  in  the  serum 
business.  Wanted  to  take  in  Dr.  Blackmon  and  let  him  (Dr. 
Blackmon)  learn  the  business  thoroughly.  We  built  the  plant 
and  we  were  to  take  one-half  interest  and  Dr.  Blackmon  and 
Dr.  White  the  other  half. 

Q.  Were  Dr.  Blackmon  and  Dr.  White  to  put  up  money  for 
their  part  of  the  loss? 

A.  Not  one  dollar.  Did  not  suppose  there  was  anything  to 
lose. 

Q.    Were  they  to  participate  to  the  extent  of  one-fourth 
should  there  have  been  any  profits  ? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  How  came  the  firm  to  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  it 
was  a  bad  investment  before  you  really  began  to  put  any  serum 
on  the  market? 

A.    We  did  not  arrive  at  that  conclusion. 

Q.    Did  you  put  any  serum  on  the  market? 

A.  We  fed  hogs  for  six  months.  We  never  could  get  ready 
to  get  into  it. 

Q.    Did  Dr.  Blackmon  receive  any  salarv  for  his  services? 
A.  No. 
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Q.    Did  Dr.  White! 
A.  No. 

Q.  Was  Dr.  Blackmon  or  Dr.  White  to  receive  any  part  of 
the  purchase  price  after  it  had  been  paid  on  the  part  of  the 
State  for  this  plants'? 

A.  Dr.  Blackmon  was  to  have  part  of  the  profits.  Dr. 
White  was  not. 

Q.    After  the  sale  of  the  property? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  part  of  the  profits  after  the  sale  of  the  property 
was  Dr.  Blackmon  to  receive? 
A.  One-fourth. 

Q.  How  was  it  that  Dr.  White  was  not  also  to  receive  some 
of  this? 

A.  Dr.  White  would  not  have  it.  He  wanted  to  buy  it  for 
the  State  and  step  down  and  out. 

Q.  Was  Dr.  Blackmon  ever  paid  any  money  after  this  prop- 
erty was  sold  by  you  and  Mr.  McConnell? 

A.  We  were  security  on  his  notes  which  was  about  the  same 
thing. 

Q.  Since  that  time,  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  these 
notes'  that  you  were  security  for  ? 

A.  I  think  Dr.  Blackmon  owes  us  $200,  if  I  am  not  mistaken, 
and  we  are  security  on  his  notes  up  here  for  $500  at  the  Ameri- 
can National  Bank. 

Q.    Are  you  security  on  any  notes  for  Dr.  White? 

A.  No. 

Q.  Dr.  White  did  not  receive  any  of  the  profits  out  of  the 
sale  of  that  property? 

A.  No.  He  stepped  down  and  out.  Never  saw  a  man  act 
more  honorably  than  Dr.  White  did. 

Q.  Was  there  anybody  else  connected  with  the  firm  up  to 
the  time  of  the  sale? 

A.  No. 

Q.  (By  Representative  Poe)  With  regard  to  this*  partner- 
ship. How  was  that  partnership  established  ?  Was'  it  just  by 
a  general  agreement  or  by  written  agreement? 

A.    By  written  agreement. 

Q.  That  is,  you  four  gentlemen  had  a  written  agreement 
that  you  would  establish  that  plant  out  there  and  you  and  Mr. 
McOorinell  were  to  furnish  the  money.  Dr.  White  and  Dr. 
Blackmon  their  services — in  other  words,  thsy  were  not  part- 
ners in  the  physical  valuation  of  this  property? 
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A.  No. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  Mr.  Shyer,  did  you  know  at 
that  time  that  Dr.  White  and  Dr.  Blackmon  were  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  State  of  Tennessee? 

A.    I  knew  that  Dr.  White  was. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Dowlen)  Have  you  a  copy  of  that  written  agree- 
ment? 

A.    It  is  out  there  (plant)  somewhere. 

Q.    Could  you  furnish  the  Committee  a  copy? 

A.    I  do  not  know. 

Q.    (By  Mr.  Poe)  Who  acted  as  your  agent  in  the  trans- 
action, any  individual  one  of  you  four  or  all  of  you? 
A.    No  one.    I  did  the  talking. 
Q.    You  made  the  transaction  for  your  company? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  At  what  time  did  Dr.  White 
cease  his  connection  with  your  firm? 

A.  He  ceased  his  connection  as  soon  as  the  plant  was*  sold 
to  the  State.   Can  find  out  from  the  deed. 

Q.  He  was  a  member  of  the  firm  until  the  transfer  was 
made? 

A.  Yes.  But  Dr.  White  came  to  me  and  told  me  he  would 
not  make  a  dollar  off  the  State  of  Tennessee — said  he  wanted 
to  step  down  and  out ;  that  the  profits  belonged  to  Mr.  McCon- 
nell,  Mr.  Shyer  and  Dr.  Blackmon. 

Q.    (By  Kepresentative  Poe)  What  do  you  mean  by  profits? 

A.    Well,  anything  that  we  might  make. 

Q.    Do  we  understand  that  you  sold  to  the  State  at  a  profit? 

A.    There  might  have  been  some  profit. 

Q.    How  much? 

A.    I  do  not  recollect. 

Q.  Should  Dr.  Blackmon  pay  you  the  $200  that  he  owes  you 
personally  and  also  take  up  the  note  of  $500,  on  which  you  are 
security,  would  you  consider  that  you  owed  him  any  amount? 

A.  I  would  owe  him  a  one-third  or  one-fourth — do  not  know 
which. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  Who  sprung  the  proposition  as 
to  selling  this  property  to  the  State? 

A.    It  seems  to  me  that  I  asked  Dr.  White  to  buy  it. 

Q.  Did  you  decide  that  it  would  be  an  unprofitable  busi- 
ness? 

A.    No,  I  did  not. 
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Q.  What  prompted  you  to  ask  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
through  Dr.  White,  to  buy  this  plant? 

A.  I  wanted  to  live  as  long  as  possible — did  not  want  to 
be  bothered  to  death. 

Q.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  was  there  not  a  good  profit  in 
that  piece  of  property  at  $10,000? 

A.    Indeed  not. 

Q.  At  the  time  you  bought  this  one  acre  of  ground,  what 
was  this  part  upon  which  this  plant  is  located,  worth? 

A.  You  mean  what  we  paid  for  it?  We  gave  $24,500  cash 
for  490  feet  or  590  feet,  I  do  not  know  which. 

Q.  That  would  make  this  lot  cost  you  approximately  how 
much? 

A.    Something  over  $40  per  foot  when  we  bought  it. 
Q.    Do  you  know  how  much  it  cost  you  to  improve  that  prop- 
erty at  the  time  you  turned  it  over  to  the  State  ? 
A.    No,  I  do  not. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Graham)  I  believe  you  said  this  sale  was 
absolutely  between  you  and  Dr.  White  and  Mr.  Peck.  There 
was  no  commission  received  by  anybody. 

A.  Yes. 

STATEMENT  OF  J.   W.  McCONNEL,  TAKEN  UNDER  OATH  IN  THE 
COMMISSIONER  OF  AGRICULTURE'S  OFFICE,  FEB.  24. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  Did  you,  in  connection  with  Mr. 
Shyer,  sell  the  State  a  piece  of  property  located  in  Nashville, 
some  time  in  1913? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  did  you  receive  for  that  property? 
A.    We  received  $10,000,  balance  due  of  $4,250. 
Q.    Do  we  understand,  Mr.  McConnell,  that  you  and  Mr. 
Shyer  sold  this  property — you  executed  a  deed,  of  course? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Was  that  the  price  named  in  the  face  of  the  deed? 

A.    I  do  not  remember,  but  the  papers  show.   We  had  the 
State's*  Attorney  give  a  deed. 

Q.    Now,  is  it  not  a  fact,  Mr.  McConnell,  that  you  gave  a 
warranty  deed  for  this  property  for  the  sum  of  $10,000? 

A.    We  did  not.   It  was  not  intended  to  go  that  way.   W'-  * 
acted  on  the  advice  of  the  men  that  were  handling  it.  Dr. 
White  was  our  friend  and  we  never  thought  but  that  it  would 
come  out  all  right. 

Q.    How  long  have  you  been  in  the  serum  business? 
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A.  Not  at  all.  Did  not  get  into  it  until  the  State  bought 
us  out. 

Q.    Did  you  and  Mr.  Shyer  at  this  time  constitute  a  firm  ? 
A.    Yes,  we  constituted  a  firm  for  thirty-five  years. 
Q.    Did  your  firm  represent  a  mere  partnership  or  cor- 
poration? 
A.    A  partnership. 

Q.    Did  you  have  any  other  partner  in  the  serum  business? 

A.  No.  We  built  the  plant  but  did  not  get  in  the  serum 
business.  There  was*  no  one  else  that  had  any  interest  in  the 
serum  plant. 

Q.  Have  you  made  any  effort,  either  of  you,  or  Mr.  Shyer, 
to  collect  this  $4,2501 

A.  We  did  two  years  ago.  It  was  in  the  budget,  but  got  cut 
out  on  the  last.  Do  not  know  how  it  was  done.  Dr.  White  was 
looking  out  after  it  at  that  time.  We  did  not  expect  any  trou- 
ble about  it. 

Q.  Are  you  in  the  habit  of  selling  property  and  giving  a 
warranty  deed? 

A.  No.  sir.  We  sold  this  plant  to  the  State  the  same  way 
this  was  done,  and  when  the  budget  was  made  up  they  made 
an  appropriation  and  paid  us  $8,500  difference.  It  is  a  just 
debt.    Nobody  thought  there  would  be  any  difficulty  about  it. 

Q.  In  other  words,  who  was  it  that  agreed  to  pay  you 
$14,250  for  this  property. 

A.  The  State  of  Tennessee.  Dr.  G.  R.  White  was  the  only 
man  I  ever  talked  to  about  it. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  when  you  sold  this  property  or  gave 
a  deed  for  it? 

A.  I  remember  very  well  the  day  I  signed  it.  Signed  it  on 
the  5th  day  of  November,  1913.  I  was  going  to  Florida  and 
Dr.  White  came  and  got  me  and  I  signed  the  deed. 

Q.  Have  you  considered  at  any  time,  or  both  of  you,  of 
entering  suit  for  the  collection  of  this  sum  ? 

A.  Never  thought  of  entering  suit.  Just  been  lying  in  the 
safe  until  the  Legislature  met  and  the  claim  was  brought  up. 

Q.  Did  you  know  there  was  a  bill  passed,  previous  to  this 
transaction,  in  the  Legislature,  appropriating  $10,000  for  this 
purpose? 

A.  Yes,  I  expect  I  have  been  told  that  by  Dr.  White.  I  do 
not  remember.   This  trans-action  is  three  or  four  years  old. 

Q.  How  was  it,  Mr.  McConnell,  that  if  this  due  bill  was*  a 
deferred  payment  on  the  purchase  price  of  this  plant  and  its 
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equipment,  that  there  was  not  some  mention  made  of  the  fact 
in  the  face  of  the  deed  itself? 

A.  I  could  not  answer  that.  This  deed  was  just  given  and 
this  note  for  the  balance.  Dr.  White  can  tell  you  the  whole 
busines-s. 

Q.    You  did  not  know  then  that  $10,000  was  to  be  appro- 
priated to  buy  the  plant? 
A.    I  did  not  know  it. 

Q.  Did  Dr.  White,  so  far  as  you  know,  or  Mr.  Peck,  have 
any  interest  in  this  plant  other  than  that  which  might  naturally 
come  through  their  relation  as  Commissioner  and  State  Vet- 
erinarian 1 

A.    No  sir,  they  had  not  interest  in  it  at  all. 
Q.    How  did  you  arrive  at  the  value  of  that  property  and 
its  equipment  ? 

A.  Just  by  paying  out  the  bills  that  came  in  on  it,  a  lot  of 
hogs,  machinery  and  one  thing  and  another. 

Q.    Do  you  remember  the  size  of  the  lot? 

A.    One  hundred  by  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  how  much  money  you  spent  in  im- 
proving it? 

A.    I  do  not. 

Q.  Who  did  you  go  to  two  years  ago  and  present  this  claim 
for  collection? 

A.  I  never  had  anything  to  do  with  the  collection  of  this. 
Mr.  Shyer  can  answer  this  because  he  was  looking  after  it. 

Q.  Did  you  make  this  deal,  that  is,  did  you  come  to  an  agree- 
ment with  Dr.  White  and  Mr.  Peck,  or  did  Mr.  Shyer  make 
the  deal? 

A.  We  sold  it  to  the  State  through  them  and  we  gave  this 
deed.    They  gave  us  this  paper. 

Q.  With  the  understanding  that  they  were  to  use  their  in- 
fluence to  secure  the  payment  of  this  $4,250? 

A.  I  snppose  they  would — supposed  that  they  would  use 
their  influence  to  secure  the  payment  of  this  debt. 

Q.  Did  you  know  at  that  time  whether  or  not  they  had  any 
authority  whatever  for  issuing  such  an  instrument  as  this? 

A.  I  did  not  know,  supposed  they  did.  Do  not  think  they 
would  have  issned  it  if  they  did  not  have  the  right. 

Q.  (Mr.  Dowlen)  Would  you  give  that  price  back  for  the 
property,  with  all  the  improvements? 

A.    No,  I  would  not  have  any  use  for  it. 
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Q.  With  the  improvements  on  it,  would  you  give  $14,250 
for  it? 

A.    No,  I  would  not. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  Are  you  familiar  with  the  prop- 
erty and  its  equipment  at  present? 

A.  No,  have  not  seen  the  place  since  they  finished  it  and 
turned  it  over  to  the  State. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Poe)  This  deed  covers  all  the  improvements 
on  the  property  at  the  time  the  transaction  was  made? 

A.  I  do  not  think  they  were  through  with  it  exactly  when 
this  deed  was  made. 

Q.  Did  the  agents-  of  the  State  understand  that  it  was  to 
cost  the  State  $14,250? 

A.    Yes,  they  understood  that. 

Q.    (By  Senator  Graham)  Mr.  McConnell,  did  you  begin  to 
operate  this  plant  before  the  State  bought  it? 
A.  No. 

Q.    You  did  not  have  any  hogs  at  the  place? 

A.    Yes,  we  paid  for  a  lot  of  hogs,  but  had  just  started. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  You  say  that  both  of  these  in- 
struments cover  one  transaction — that  is,  your  agents  agreed 
with  the  agents  of  the  State  to  buy  this  plant  and  its'  equip- 
ment, for  the  sum  of  $14,250,  and  that  this  was  all  in  one  trans- 
action? 

A.    Yes,  it  covers  the  transaction. 

Q.  Was  the  agreement  made  at  the  same  time  that  the  State 
would  buy  this  plant  with  all  its  equipment  for  the  sum  of 
$14,250? 

A.    Yes,  it  was  all  done  under  the  s'ame  trade. 

Q.  Did  you  know  whether  or  not  at  the  time  you  made  this 
deal  that  the  money  had  to  come  by  appropriation  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  pay  for  it? 

A.    I  do  not  know  whether  they  knew  it  or  not.  Did  not  ask. 

SWOKN  STATEMENT  OE  Dk.  G.  E.  WhiTE,  TAKEN"  IN  COMMISSIONER 
OF  AGRICULTUKE 's  OFFICE,  MARCH  1,  1917. 

Q.    (By  Senator  Stockard)  You  were  formerly  State  Vet- 
erinarian? 
A.    Yes,  for  four  years. 

Q.    When  did  your  term  of  office  beo'in  and  end? 
A.    It  bearan  in  1911  and  ended  July  1,  1915. 
Q.    Dr.  White,  there  has  been  a  due  bill  presented  to  the 
Finance,  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  also  to  this  Committee, 
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calling  for  $4,250  as  part  payment  on  some  live  stock  and  other 
things  purporting  to  have  gone  into  the  serum  plant  belonging 
to  the  State  of  Tennessee,  located  on  Clinton  Street.  Will  you 
state  what  you  know,  if  anything  about  that  due  bill? 

A.  I  am  conversant  I  believe  with  the  whole  transaction. 
To  begin  with,  the  General  Assembly  appropriated  $10,000 
to  build  and  equip  a  serum  plant.  This  plant  was  intended  for 
the  purpose  of  making  and  distributing  anti-hog  cholera 
s-erum  to  the  swine  owners  of  the  State  at  actual  cost  of  pro- 
duction. At  the  time  this  appropriation  became  available, 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Peck,  and  myself  had  an  op- 
portunity to  buy  a  plant  which  was  already  built  and  equipped, 
so  we  purchased  the  plant  from  Shyer  and  McConnell,  two 
business  men  of  Nashville,  and  they  made  us  a  price  of 
$14,250.00.  After  going  into  full  detail  as  to  the  expenditures 
of  Shyer  &  McConnell  in  building  and  equipping  this  plant,  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  plant  could  be  bought  at  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  cheaper  than  a  plant  could  be  built  at 
that  time.  We^then  conferred  with  W.  W.  Faw,  who  was  as- 
sistant Attorney  General  of  the  State  at  that  time.  Mr.  Faw 
advised  us  that  in  order  for  the  $10,000  which  had  been  ap- 
propriated to  be  available  for  payment  to  Shyer  &  McConnell 
for  the  property  that  a  deed  would  be  necessary,  so  Shyer  & 
McConnell  executed  a  deed  to  the  State  for  the  property  and 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Mr.  Peck  and  myself  as  State 
Veterinarian,  issued  to  Shyer  &  McConnell  a  due  bill  or  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  $4,250  was  yet  due  on  the  property.  A 
copy  of  this  due  bill  can  be  procured  from  Shyer  &  McConnell, 
who  hold  it. 

Q.    This  due  bill,  then  Dr.  White,  was  part  payment  on  the 
original  purchase  price — of  the  plant  and  its  equipment? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Dr.  White,  do  you  know  who  composed  the  firm  that 
erected  this  plant? 
A.    Shyer  &  McConnell. 

Q.    Were  there  any  other  parties  connected  with  it? 

A.  At  the  time  this  plant  was  sold  no  one  was  interested 
in  it  except  Shyer  &  McConnell.  If  they  had  not  sold  this  prop- 
erty to  the  State,  then  I  would  have  been  in  the  same  business 
with  them. 

Q.    To  what  extent? 

A.  We  did  not  have  any  agreement  as  to  amount.  Just 
had  an  outline  ot  agreement  that  I  would  go  into  the  bog  serum 
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business  with  them.  Did  not  profit  a  cent  in  this  deal,  directly 
or  indirectly. 

Q.  If  I  understand  you  correctly,  Shyer  &  McConnell  built 
the  plant,  and  in  the  event  they  go  to  the  point  of  manufactur- 
ing serum  then  you  would  have  been  in  the  serum  business 
with  them? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Was  there  anyone  else  interested  besides  Shyer  &  Mc- 
Connell? 

A.  Dr.  Blackmon  was  to  be  connected  with  us  at  the  same 
time  I  went  in.  Dr.  Blackmon  did  not  have  a  dollar  in  the 
plant. 

Q.  Mr.  Shyer  testified  here  that  he  and  Mr.  McConnell, 
Dr.  Blackmon  and  yourself,  in  case  the  plant  got  to  the  point 
of  being  operated  and  there  were  any  profits',  that  you  were  to 
participate  to  the  extent  of  one-fourth  each. 

A.  I  do  not  think  we  ever  got  that  far.  Do  not  remember 
any  definite  amount  that  we  decided  on. 

Q.  Do  you  consider.  Dr.  White,  that  there  was  any  profit  in 
the  sale  of  that  plant  to  the  State  at  the  price  named  in  the 
deed. 

A.  Well,  above  what  it  cost  Shyer  &  McConnell,  I  would 
consider  the  profit  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,100.00 
above  what  the  plant  actually  cost. 

Q.  We  find  that  the  State  owns  clear  title  to  the  property 
and  this  due  bill  is  named  as  a  deferred  payment  for  this  prop- 
erty. Why  is  it  that  this  due  bill  specified  stock  and  other 
equipment,  etc.! 

A.  We  were  advised  by  the  Assistant  Atj;orney  General, 
W.  W.  Flaw,  that  before  the  $10,000  appropriated  could  be 
made  available  to  Shyer  and  McConnell  on  the  property  that  it 
would  be  necessary  for  them  to  execute  a  deed  to  the  State, 
and  of  course  no  mention  could  be  made  in  the  deed  of  the  de- 
ferred payment  due. 

Q.  Was  there  any  agreement  as  to  how  Shyer  &  McConnell 
were  to  receive  this  deferred  payment? 

A.  No,  none  at  all.  We  told  Shyer  &  McConnell  that  we 
would  get  this  in  the  appropriation  bill  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

Q.  Who  suggested  turning  this  property  over  to  the  State? 
A.    I  think  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  conclude  that  it  would  not  be  a  profitable  busi- 
ness? 
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A.  No.  I  knew  it  would  be  all  right  as  a  private  institu- 
tion, but  as  a  State  institution  we  did  not  calculate  on  making 
a  profit  from  it. 

Q.  How  came  you  to  conclude  to  turn  this  property  over 
to  the  State? 

A.  I  went  to  Shyer  &  McConnell  to  know  if  they  would  sell 
the  property  to  the  State.  We  were  to  buy  the  plant  if  they 
would  make  the  right  kind  of  a  figure  on  it,  instead  of  going  to 
the  expense  of  erecting  another  plant. 

Q.  Was  not  that  a  rather  loose  way  of  handling  a  real  estate 
transaction  to  the  extent  of  the  figures  of  this  deed? 

A.  It  was  done  on  the  advice  of  the  then  Assistant  Attorney 
General,  Mr.  Faw. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  attempted  to  get  this  $4,250  in  the 
miscellaneous  appropriation  bill? 

A.    I  did.  I  think  Mr.  Peck  did  for  another. 

Q.    I  think  you  stated  you  did  not  know  why  it  was  left  out? 

A.    I  do  not  know. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Grraham)  Was  there  ever  any  invoice  of  the 
hogs  on  hand  at  the  time  you  left  the  plant  ? 

A.  All  the  records  were  left  at  the  plant.  Everything  was 
turned  over  to  Dr.  Jacobs. 

Q.  (By  Representative  Dowlen)  Would  you  give  the  State 
back  the  money  you  invested  in  the  plant  ? 

A.  I  would  not  give  the  State  one  dollar  for  the  plant  to- 
day, "because  I  have  $40,000  invested  in  another  plant. 

STATEMENT  OF  CaPT.  T.  F.  PecK,  TAKEN  UNDEK  OATH  IN  THE 
COMMISSIONER  OF  AGRICULTURE'S  OFFICE,  MARCH  1,  1917. 

Q.    (By  Senator  Stockard)  Mr.  Peck,  you  held  the  office  of 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  prior  to  1915? 
A.    I  held  until  the  tenth  of  June. 

Q.    Were  you  familiar  with  the  serum  plant  they  were  con- 
structing on  Clinton  Street,  this  city? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Were  you  a  party  to  the  purchase  upon  the  part  of  the 
State  of  that  plant? 

A.  Yes,  as  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  it  was  necessary 
for  me  to  be  a  party  to  the  transfer  of  the  property.  We  had 
Assistant  Attorney  General  W.  W.  Faw  to  outline  the  neces- 
sary steps  in  making  a  transfer  of  the  property  and  to  make 
the  deed. 

Q.    Do  you  remember  the  time  this  property  was  purchased  ? 
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A.  I  do  not  remember  exactly — can  tell  by  referring  to  the 
report. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  time  the  appropriation  was  made 
to  buy  it  by  the  Legislature  ? 

A.  The  appropriation  was  made  in  the  spring  of  1913,  but 
was  not  available  until  October,  1913. 

Q.  Will  you  state,  if  you  know,  why  this  property  was  ta- 
ken over  and  a  straight  deed  given  for  the  sum  of  $10,000,  and 
that  same  day  after  a  due  bill  was  made,  signed  by  yourself 
and  Dr.  White  in  the  sum  of  $4,250,  purporting  to  be  a  partial 
payment  on  this  plant  and  its  equipment? 

A.  Yes,  I  can  state  the  matter  as  it  came  up  at  the  time. 
We  had  $10,000  appropriated  to  put  up  the  buildings.  All  of 
the  money  could  not  be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  and 
have  sufficient  money  to  get  under  way,  was  the  reason  for  the 
deferred  payment.  The  reason  the  State  gave  the  deed  was 
that  Assistant  Attorney  General  Faw  advised  that  it  be  handled 
in  that  way  and  the  appropriation  would  not  have  been  suf- 
ficient to  have  made  the  purchases  necessary  to  get  the  plant 
going  and  the  parties  were  willing  to  accept  a  deferred  pay- 
ment and  allow  the  available  cash  to  go  into  other  features 
that  necessitated  cash  payments. 

Q.  You  signed  this  paper  then  upon  the  advice  of  the  As- 
sistant Attorney  General  of  the  State? 

A.  I  did.  That  appropriation  of  $10,000  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  Governor  and  was  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Governor  and  the  State  Veterinarian.  My  connection 
with  it  was  simply  to  be  of  all  the  assistance  I  could  in  helping 
to  make  it  a  success.  I  worked  in  an  advisory  capacity  with 
Dr.  White  and  lent  my  assistance  toward  making  a  success. 
As  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  it  was  necessary  that  I  be  a 
party  to  sign  this  due  bill  as  a  deferred  payment. 

Q.  Why  was  it  that  there  was  no  mention  made  in  this  deed 
of  the  deferred  payment? 

A.  They  would  only  accept  a  straight  deed  and  it  was  on 
the  advice  of  Attorney  General  Faw  that  the  matter  was 
handled  in  this  way. 

Q.  You  consider  this  obligation  just  and  equitable  on  the 
part  of  the  State? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    What  did  you  consider  that  property  worth  when  you 
went  out  of  office? 
A.  $25,000. 
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STATEMENT  OF  Dr.  BlACKMON,  TAKEN  UNDER  OATH  IN  THE  COM- 
MISSIONER OF  agriculture's  office  on  march  1, 1917. 
Q.    (By  Senator  Stockard)  Doctor,  were  you  connected  with 
the  Agricultural  Department  of  this  State  during  the  vear 
1913? 

A.  I  was  connected  with  the  plant  after  it  was  sold  to  the 
State. 

Q.    You  refer  to  the  serum  plant  I 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    Who  built  this  serum  plant? 
A.    A.  W.  Shyer  and  J.  W.  McConnell. 
Q.    Was  this  a  partnership  or  corporation? 
A.  Partnership. 

Q.    Who  were  the  partners  in  this  concern? 

A.  The  business  belonged  to  Shyer  &  McConnell,  I  was 
employed  to  do  the  scientific  end  of  the  work. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  interest  in  this  plant,  if  so,  to  what 
extent? 

A.  I  did  not  have  an  interest  at  the  time  this  sale  was 
made. 

Q.  In  other  words,  after  the  business  had  progressed  to 
the  extent  of  accumulating  a  sufficient  profit  to  defray  the 
cost  of  building  and  equipping,  then  after  this  time  you  would 
have  participated  in  the  profits  ? 

A.  I  would  have  in  this  way,  in  that  I  would  have  gotten 
an  interest  when  it  was  paid  for. 

Q.  You  did  not  work  for  the  State  at  the  time  you  entered 
into  this  arrangement  with  Shyer  &  McConnell. 

A.  No. 

Q.  After  this  plant  had  been  paid  for,  from  the  profits  de- 
rived from  the  business,  were  you  then  to  participate  equally 
with  Shyer  &  McConnell? 

A.  Yes.  After  the  payment  from  the  accumulation  of 
profits  derived  from  the  business.  I  was  to  get  a  stipulated 
salary  until  this  accumulation  of  profits  to  pay  for  the  plant 
and  then  get  my  interest. 

Q.  Was  there  anyone  else  that  had  an  interest  outside  of 
yourself,  Shyer  and  McConnell? 

A.    Dr.  White. 

Q.    To  what  extent  did  Dr.  White  have  an  interest? 
A.    He  was  to  come  in  on  a  working  basis  the  same  as  I  did. 
Q.    Was  this  plant  ever  operated  by  you  all  under  this  part- 
nership agreement? 
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A.  No.  Never  got  to  any  operation.  Bought  a  lot  of  hogs 
from  which  serum  was  made. 

Q.  How  came  this  partnership  firm  to  decide  to  sell  the 
plant  to  the  State? 

A.  This  deal  was  made  absolutely  without  my  knowing 
anything  about  it.  I  knew  that  the  State  was'  going  to  build  a 
plant  here  and  distribute  serum  free  of  charge  was  the  original 
idea. 

Q.  Were  you  familiar  with  the  construction  of  the  plant  and 
the  cost  of  same? 

A.  No.  Knew  nothing  about  the  financial  end  of  it.  Spent 
most  of  my  time  traveling  to  different  plants  over  the  country. 

Q.  What  would  you  consider  the  plant  worth  at  the  time  the' 
State  bought  it,  together  with  live  stock,  equipment,  etc.,  ob- 
tained by  the  State  under  the  deed? 

A.    Somewhere  around  $13,000. 

Q.    When  this  plant  was  sold  to  the  State,  did  you  consider 
that  they  got  a  bargain  ? 
A.    I  certainly  did. 

Q.  You  are  familiar  with  what  the  State  paid  for  it  are 
you  not? 

A.  They  paid  $10,000  cash,  and  there  was  a  note  of  about 
$4,250. 

Q.  Dr.  Blackmon,  do  you  consider  this  a  just  debt  against 
the  State  of  Tennessee? 

A.  I  suppose  it  is.  I  do  not  know  of  any  injustice.  From 
a  moral  standpoint,  I  believe  it  is  an  honest  debt. 

Q.  Did  you  receive  any  of  the  benefits  from  the  sale  of 
that  property? 

A.  No. 

Q.  It  has  been  testifield  here  in  substance,  that  you  were 
paid  approximately  $700  as  your  share  of  the  profits  from 
the  sale  of  this  property  to  the  State.  Js  this  or  not  true? 

A.    A  little  less  than  $700— $650  to  $700  is  the  amount. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  this  question, — in  the  event  you  pay  oft' 
these  notes  yourself  for  which  they  (Shyer  &  McConnell)  are 
security,  will  you  then  consider  that  they  are  due  you  any  sum 
from  the  sale  of  that  plant? 

A.    Well,  I  would  feel  like  it.  Yes. 

Q.    About  how  much,  doctor? 

A.  I  do  not  think  one  thousand  dollars  would  be  out  of  the 
way. 
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Q.  Have  you  all  ever  tried  to  effect  a  settlement  as  between 
yon,  Shyer  &  McConnell? 

A.    No.   Nothing  any  more  than  this  security  here. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  this  question, — who  was  in  charge  of  this 
plant  while  it  was  being  operated? 

A.  Mr.  Boyd  was  general  manager.  I  did  the  laboratory 
work.  I  quit  when  I  went  on  the  agricultural  train. 

Q.  Were  you  and  Mr.  Boyd  employed  by  the  State  at  the 
time  you  speak  of? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Can  you  give  any  reason  or  explanation  of  wjiy  there 
was  so  many  hogs  bought  at  the  plant — $29,000  worth  and 
only  $13,000  worth  accounted  for? 

A.  Could  not  give  you  the  exact  figures.  This  loss  was  due 
to  the  fact  of  the  various  pigs  that  were  bought  at  a  premium 
because  of  their  small  size  and  the  lack  of  the  farmers  to  want 
to  sell  these  growing  pigs. 

Q.  Br.  Blackmon,  are  we  to  understand  that  this  $900  or 
$1,000  which  you  claim  would  be  a  fair  remuneration  to  you 
after  the  sale  of  this  property,  was  for  the  purpose  of  reim- 
bursing you  for  services  rendered  to  the  firm,  or  are  we  to  un- 
derstand that  you  consider  it  as  part  of  the  profits  from  the 
sale  of  this  property? 

A.  I  would  feel  more  like  it  was  for  services.  I  believe  prob- 
ably there  was  a  profit  of  a  few  hundred  dollars  made. 

Q.  (Senator  Graham)  I  believe  you  said  that  all  this  serum 
was  shipped  C.  0.  D.? 

A.  Yes. 

Q.    Who  kept  up  with  the  money  out  there? 
A.    Mr.  Boyd. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Stockard)  Do  you  know  whether  or  not 
any  of  the  equipment  has  been  moved  from  that  plant? 

A.  From  what  I  have  heard  since  I  left  there,  there  has 
been  a  cabinet  affair  and  a  table  taken  to  Dr.  White  by  Moss, 
a  truck  driver. 

Q.  Dr.  White  was  to  participate  in  the  benefit  of  this  plant 
in  the  event  it  was  operated  as  a  private  concern  and  become 
profitable? 

A.  Yes,  he  was  to  become  a  participant  and  an  active 
worker  in  this  plant. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  this.  You  understand  there  is  a  due  bill 
for  $4,250? 

A.    I  do  not  know  the  exact  amount. 
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Q.    In  your  judgment,  do  you  think  the  State  of  Tennessee 
should  pay  that  $4,250  or  whatever  amount  it  is? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.    (By  Kepresentative  Dowlen)  With  your  knowledge  of 
that  plant,  what  would  consider  it  worth. 
A.    Twenty  thousand  dollars. 

INTRODUCTION^  OF  BILLS. 

By  Mr.  Allen,  Senate  Bill  No.  764— To  amend  Chapter  49, 
Acts  of  1917. 

Passed  first  reading. 

By  Messrs.  Allen,  Stockard  and  Kinney,  Senate  Bill  No.  765

REPOKTS  FEOM  SPECIAL.  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Humphreys  offered  the  report  of  the  Joint  Eecess  Com- 
mittee which  investigated  the  State  Board  of  Control  appoint- 
ed under  House  Joint  Eesolution  No.  16. 

On  motion  the  report  was  received  and  ordered  spread  on 
the  Journal.    The  report  follows : 

To  the  Honorable  Speakers  and  the  Members  of  the  Sixtieth 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee: 

Gentlemen :  Your  committee,  appointed  by  the  Speakers  of 
both  Houses,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  House 
Joint  Resolution  No.  16,  and  composed  of  the  following  mem- 
bers :  For  the  Senate— N.  N.  Nichols,  D.  D.  Humphreys,  and 
E.  E.  Creswell;  For  the  House— T.  K.  Reynolds,  T.  Y.  Eng- 
lish, A.  S.  Montgomery,  Lon  A.  Scott,  and  J.  W.  Parker,  which 
said  resolution  is  in  the  following  words : 

Whereas,  the  Fifty-ninth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee  passed  an  Act  to  create  a  State  Board  of  Control  to 
manage  and  govern  the  penal,  reformatory  and  charitable  in- 
stitutions controlled  and  operated  by  the  State. 

And,  Whereas,  under  said  Act,  said  Board  of  Control  was 
appointed  with  full  powers  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  said 
Act. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives the  Senate  concurring,  That  a  special  committee  of  five 
be  appointed,,  three  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  two  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  to  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  investigate,  examine  into  and  report 
back  to  this  Legislature  upon  the  acts  and  doings  of  said  Board 
of  Control  in  all  matters  concerning  the  conduct  and  operation 
of  the  State's  institutions  and  touching  said  Board  of  Con- 
troPs  duties  under  said  Act.  Said  special  committee  should 
have  and  is  hereby  given  full  power  and  authority  to  examine 
into  all  books,  accounts  and  records  with  which  any  of  the 
State  institutions  are  operated  and  conducted  and  over  whicH 
said  Board  of  Control  has  authority  to  manage  and  operate. 
To  summons  and  demand  the  appearance  of  such  necessary 
witnesses  that  said  special  committee  may  desire  to  examine, 
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and  do  such  necessary  acts  and  things  looking  to  a  full  and 
complete  report  of  said  Board  of  Control,  the  said  special  com- 
mittee may  deem  necessary  to  do,  together  with  the  power  to 
employ  or  engage  such  clerical  help  or  other  assistance  as  said 
special  committee  may  deem  necessary,  beg  leave  to  make  the 
following  report : 

Your  committee  immediately  organized  by  the  election  of 
Senator  N.  N.  Nichols  as  Chairman,  and  T.  K.  Reynolds  as 
Vice-Chairman.  Upon  organization  it  was  easy  to  be  seen 
that  our  work  would  be  heavy,  and  that  it  was  necessary  to 
have  a  stenographer  and  a  sergeant-at-arms ;  whereupon  Miss 
Willie  Allison  was  elected  as  stenographer,  with  the  under- 
standing that  her  charges  should  be  the  same  as  the  amount 
paid  a  committee-man ;  and  Jetf  D.  Hunt  was  elected  sergeant- 
at-arms. 

Immediately  thereafter  we  proceeded  to  the  taking  of  depo- 
sitions at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building,  where  we  had  all  of  our  wit- 
nesses to  meet  us.  It  soon  became  necessary  for  us  to  go  to 
the  penitentiary,  where  we  made  a  pretty  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  conditions  and  were  pleased  to  find,  from  observation 
and  the  proof  we  took,  that  there  had  been  marked  improve- 
ments made  in  the  sanitary  condition  in  and  around  the  prem- 
ises. We  further  found  that  the  Board  of  Control  had  been 
forced  to  put  new  roofing  on  all  of  the  buildings  at  the  main 
prison,  as  a  matter  of  necessity,  and  from  what  your  commit- 
tee could  learn,  the  condition  of  the  roofs  had  been  going  from 
bad  to  worse  for  several  administrations  and  this  work  could 
not  have  been  longer  delayed,  but  coming  as  it  did  at  a  time  of 
high  prices,,  the  cost  was  necessarily  heavy.  A  few  of  your 
committee,  the  draftman  of  this  resolution  being  one  of  the 
number,  screwed  their  courage  up  to  the  point  of  investigating 
the  tubercular  hospital  at  the  penitentiary,  which  was  erected 
sometime  back  by  the  Board  of  Control.  This  is  beyond  ques- 
tion a  great  institution  and  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and 
should  be,  and  no  doubt  will  be,  of  great  benefit  to  the  un- 
fortunates suffering  with  tuberculosis,  who  had  nowhere  to  go 
before  the  erection  of  this  building,  but  were  compelled  to  mix 
and  mingle  with  the  other  prisoners,  and  to  remain  in  their 
small  cells.  We  found  the  hospital  building  well  constructed, 
well  ventilated  and  heated,  and  reasonably  well  filled  with 
patients.  We  will  add  further,  that  to  readily  appreciate  this 
great  improvement,  the  members  should  all  visit  this  institu- 
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tion,  and  see  how  the  sick  and  afflicted  are  being  cared  for. 
While  at  the  penitentiary  we  took  several  depositions*  touch- 
ing the  management  of  the  institution,  and  found  conditions 
generally  good.  There  were  a  few  little  matters  which,  to  a 
fair  mind,  needed  but  little  explanation,  but  inasmuch  as  they 
found  their  way  into  some  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  State,,  we 
will  here  say  that  the  matter  of  room  rent  of  one  or  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Control,  at  the  prison,  w^s'  very  small  in 
its  nature  and  a  matter  of  but  little  concern  inasmuch  as  both 
members  of  the  Board  of  Control  had  repeatedly  asked  for 
their  accounts,  and,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Cherry,  the  Chief  Clerk, 
it  was  looked  upon  as  a  small  matter  and  in  the  family  and 
there  was  no  rush  to  make  out  the  accounts,  because  he  knew 
that  they  would  be  paid  the  moment  they  were  presented,  which 
they  were.  We  found  but  little  conflict  or  dissatisfaction  upon 
the  part  of  any  of  the  subordinates,  and  the  only  complaint  we 
heard  was  from  a  few  of  the  guards,  who  felt  that  the  salary 
allowed  them,  of  $50.00  per  month  and  board  at  $10.00,  making 
$60.00  per  month,  was  too  small  when  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  fact  that  they  had  to  work  from  12  to  14  hours  per 
day.  On  account  of  the  very  high  cost  of  foodstuffs  and  the 
deep  desire  of  the  Board  of  Control  to  economize  as  much  as' 
possible,  your  committee  was  a  little  apprehensive  that  pos- 
sibly the  inmates  of  the  prison  might  not  be  given  a  sufficient 
amount  of  substantial  food,  but  this  proved  to  be,  to  a  great 
extent,  imaginary  upon  our  part. 

Your  committee  then  returned  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building 
and  took  depositions  for  several  days,  touching  complaints  and 
matters  that  had  been  referred  to  us,,  but  these  matters  were 
based  largely  upon  rumors  which  we  could  not  run  down  fur- 
ther than  to  show  that  they  were  minor  in  their  nature  and 
harmless  in  their  effect. 

We  next  visited  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Bolivar,  and 
found  it  a  very  poorly  situated  place,  hard  to  get  to  and  hard 
to  get  away  from.  This  institution  is  located  about  three 
miles  from  a  railroad,  which  makes  it  very  costly  to  the  State 
in  the  handling  of  its  freight.  The  cost  of  the  handling  of 
fuel,  alone,  being  an  immense  item,  to  say  nothing  of  other 
things. 

Your  committee  made  a  close  inspection  of  the  buildings 
and  the  inmates,  finding  the  buildings  in  reasonably  good  con- 
dition, needing,  of  course,  some  repairs ;  but  taking  it  as  a 
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whole  the  buildings  are  entirely  inadequate  to  accommodate 
the  number  of  inmates,  which  was  754  at  the  time  we  were 
there.  We  were  much  impressed  with  the  honesty  and  sin- 
cerety  of  Dr.  Bond,  the  Superintendent;  and  his  assistants, 
and  while  Dr.  Bond  and  his  assistants  do  not  claim  to  be  skilled 
as  alienists,  yet  we  think  they  are  thoroughly  honest  and  will 
give  the  inmates  the  best  treatment  possible  under  the  cir- 
cumstances; but  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  is  also 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  keeping  a  general  oversight 
of  the  grounds  and  the  management  thereof,  which  necessarily 
takes  a  large  portion  of  his  time  and  diverts  his  mind  from  the 
path  it  should  run  in,  this  being  true  we  do  not  feel  that  the 
superintendent  is  in  a  position  to  give  the  inmates  the  atten- 
tion they  should  demand.  The  inmates  of  this  institution,  as 
well  as  of  the  other  two  hospitals,  in  the  language  of  our  chief 
executive,,  as  promulgated  from  the  stump  in  a  recent  canvass, 
^^are  the  most  unfortunate  of  all  God's  creatures,"  and  what 
we  say  with  reference  to  the  hospital  at  Bolivar  is  doubly  true 
of  the  other  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

Your  committee  found  a  great  diversity  of  insane  people  at 
Bolivar,  and  at  the  other  two  hospitals.  We  feel  that  it  is  but 
right  and  in  keeping  with  a  humane  spirit,  that  the  criminal 
insane  of  the  State  should  be  kept  separate  from  the  other  in- 
mates. A  great  many  of  them  are  there  to  avoid  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  penitentiary  and  ought  to  be  confined  most 
of  the  time,  but  to  say  the  least  of  it,  the  criminal  insane 
should  not  come  in  contact  with  the  other  and  more  unfortunate 
inmates. 

Your  committee  returned  from  Bolivar  to  Nashville  where 
a  number  of  witnesses  were  awaiting  us,  and  after  spending  a 
few  days  taking  proof  we  visited  the  Central  Hospital,  where 
we  found  conditions  both  favorable  and  unfavorable.  We  found 
practically^  new  superintendent,  Dr.  Farmer,  who  is  also  the 
leading  physician,  and  his  assistants  are  mostly  new  men  and 
young.  We  found  Dr.  Farmer  very  strongly  determined  to 
right  all  wrongs  that  may  exist,  insofar  as  he  is  able  to  do. 
Only  a  short  time  before  Dr.  Farmer  took  charge  his  predeces- 
sor resigned  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Control.  A  little 
while  before  his  predecessor  resigned  an  inmate  of  the  institu- 
tion was  killed.  The  matter  was  at  once  reported  to  the  Board 
of  Control,  and  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  went  at  gnce 
to  the  hospital  and  made  as  thorough  investigation  as  he  could

under  the  conditions  surrounding  it,  taking  quite  a  number  of 
affidavits',  all  practically  of  inmates,  but  giving  a  reasonably 
rational  statement  of  the  matter.  These  affidavits  were  im- 
mediately turned  over  to  the  Attorney  Greneral  for  Davidson 
County,  with  the  request  that  he  take  such  steps  as  he  thought 
the  facts  would  warrant,  and  was  told  that  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol stood  ready  to  prosecute  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law.  The 
Attorney  General  seemed  to  defer  the  matter  from  time  to 
time,  thinking,  perhaps,  that  he  could  not  get  along  with  that 
character  of  testimony  as  there  were  two  or  more  attendants 
implicated  in  the  matter,  and  he  has*,  so  far,  taken  no  active 
step.  The  attendants  implicated  have  all  since  been  discharg- 
ed ;  a  new  superintendent  is  at  the  head  of  the  institution,  and 
here  Your  Committee  desires  to  emphasize  the  fact  that,  while 
Dr.  Farmer  is  not  an  alienist  yet  he  impresses  us  as  the  soul  of 
honor,  with  a  deep  determination  to  do  for  the  Central  Hos- 
pital more  than  anyone  else  has  ever  done  in  his  capacity.  His 
two  young  assistants  seem  to  be  deeply  interested  in  their 
work  and  anxious  to  co-operate  with  the  superintendent  in 
placing  the  hospital  upon  a  higher  plane.  But  there,  too,  we 
found  conditions  which  cannot  be  properly  met  unless  great 
improvements  are  had.  The  buildings  are  wholly  inadequate ; 
the  dormitories  badly  congested;  entirely  too  many  inmates 
for  the  space  they  are  forced  to  stay  in;  there  being  771  in- 
mates* in  this  institution  on  the  day  we  were  there,  the  larger 
per  cent. -of  them  being  white  patients.  The  buildings  are,  in 
some  respects,  wearing  badly.  The  building  originally  erected 
was  very  small  and  has  been  added  to  from  time  to  time  until 
it  is  very  inconvenient  to  get  around  and  to  properly  class*  and 
divide  the  inmates.  There  are  small  dining  rooms  in  various 
places  throughout  the  building  and  it  is  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  place  where  the  meals  are  prepared  to  the  places 
where  they  are  served.  The  meals  are  placed  on  a  little  truck 
on  a  tramway  and  run  from  where  they  are  cooked  under  the 
building  to  dumb  waiters,  and  by  this*  means,  conveyed  to  the 
various  little  dining  rooms;  and  in  cold  weather  the  distance 
is  sufficiently  far  for  the  food  to  be  cold  and  unpalatable.  This 
condition  should,  by  all  means,  be  remedied  in  some  way  and 
we  know  of  no  other  way  to  suggest  than  by  the  erection  of  a 
large  permanent  dining  room,  and  by  using  the  little  dining 
rooms  for  new  sleeping  quarters,  which  are  hsidlj  needed. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  number  of  inmates  at  the 
hospitals  for  the  insane  is  rapidly  increasing,  to  illustrate; 
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during  the  past  five  years  there  have  been  received  106  more 
patients  than  have  been  released  from  the  Western  Hospital 
for  all  causes,  and  about  the  same  condition  prevails  at  the 
other  two  hospitals.  It  would  be  almost  impossible  for  Your 
Committee  to  intelligently  present  to  this  body  our  view  of  the 
existing  conditions  and  our  idea  for  their  correction  unless 
each  member  of  this  body  would  personally  visit  these  insti- 
tutions and  witness  for  himself  the  heart-rending  scenes  that 
would,  of  necessity,  confront  him. 

Your  Committee  also  found  at  the  Central  Hospital  that  the 
building  in  which  the  negroes  are  quartered,  which  is  s-ome  dis- 
tance removed  from  the  white  quarters,  is  in  a  very  old  and 
dilapidated  condition,  in  short,  it  is  a  perfect  rat-trap,  with  but 
little  or  no  chance  for  escape  in  the  event  of  fire,  but  the  negro 
inmates  seem  to  be  well  cared  for  and  seem  to  be  doing  as  well 
as,  under  the  conditions,  they  could. 

The  Central  Hospital,  like  the  Western  Hospital,  has  an  in- 
sufficient medical  force  by  more  than  half,  and  is  therefore 
unable  to  give  the  inmates  the  attention  and  treatment  they 
should  have,  but  here  let  us  say,  lest  we  forget,  that  these  con- 
ditions are  not  to  be  construed  as  a  reflection  upon  the  Board 
of  Control.  The  work  of  the  Board,  from  our  observation  and 
the  proof  taken,  shows  greater  improvement  in  conditions  than 
we  have  had  for  several  administrations',  but  the  Board  can- 
not fill  the  needed  places  nor  make  the  necessary  improve- 
ments without  Legislative  help. 

So  far  as  your  Committee  could  see,  the  weather  being  bad, 
and  the  ground  cold  and  muddy,  the  farms  at  both  the  Central 
and  Western  Hospitals  were  being  run  as  well  as  could  be  ex- 
pected under  the  existing  conditions. 

Your  Committee  next  visited  the  Tennessee  Industrial 
School,  where  we  found  a  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  from 
all  sections  of  the  State ;  some  being  there  becaues  they  have  no 
parents,  and  no  means  of  support;  some  for  educational  pur- 
poses; and  others  for  correction:  and  the  number  is  constant- 
ly increasing.  We  found  Prof.  Kilvington,  the  superintendent, 
a  most  cheerful  entertainer  and  a  man  most  deeply  interested 
in  his  work,  having  been  in  charge  from  its  infancy;  while  yet 
active,  he  is  78  years  of  age  and  it  is  natural  to  assume  that  he 
cannot  stay  there  but  a  few  years  longer  at  best,  and  Your 
Committee  feels  that  it  is  hio'hly  important  that  a  young  active 
assistant  be  placed  under  him  to  rightly  prepare  himself  for 
the  place.  The  buildings^  owing  to  the  rapid  increase  of  pupils, 
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have  become  inadequate,  and  the  children  are  too  closely  con- 
fined at  night-  too  many  of  them  being  compelled  to  occupy  the 
same  room,  while  the  rooms  are  large  and  fairly  well  ventilated 
it  would  be  better  if  this  crowded  condition  could  be  remedied 
but  we  are  unable  to  suggest  any  improvement  other  than  the 
erection  of  additional  buildings. 

While  going  through  the  large  dormitory  it  was  suggested 
to  Prof.  Kilvington  that  the  sheets  and  pillow  slips  on  the  beds 
were  not  kept  as  well  laundered  as  perhaps  they  should  be; 
his  reply  was  that  the  school  had  grown  beyond  the  capacity 
of  their  present  laundry  machinery  and  that  they  were  a  few 
weeks  behind  with  their  laundry,  which  could  not  well  be  ob- 
viated without  better  facilities,  which,  after  all,  put  it  up  to 
the  Committee  for  suggestion  as  to  the  proper  improvement. 

In  this  institution  were  some  of  the  brightest  eyed  pupils 
ever  seen,  cheerful  in  appearance,  and  the  draftsman  of  this 
report  busied  himself  very  much  in  talking  with  them,  and 
found  a  number  of  them  there  because  they  had  no  living  rela- 
tive to  care  for  them ;  father  and  mother  both  dead  and  wholly 
dependent  upon  the  State.  Your  Committee  feels  that  the 
Board  of  Control  should  be  empowered  to  have  one  department 
of  this  institution  whose  business  it  should  be  to  find  good, 
suitable  homes  for  these  children.  While  we  have  no  criticism 
to  make  of  the  treatment  received  by  them  at  the  institution, 
yet  we  are  constrained  to  the  opinion  that  the  fire-side  train- 
ing in  a  good  home  would  be  better  for  the  child,  and  we  further 
recommend  that  as  far  as  practicable,  this  class  of  boys  and 
girls  be  provided  with  homes  if  possible  with  some  of  the 
good  families 'the  State. 

A  part  of  your  Committe  next  visited  the  Boys'  Reforma- 
tory, and  found  that  it  also  was  very  badly  crowded.  Upon 
investigation,  it  was  discovered  that  this  institution  is  unable 
to  receive  a  great  many  boys  whom  the  judges  of  the  various 
County  Courts  are  anxious  to  enter,  due  to  the  lack  of  space 
to  properly  care  for  them.  This  is  a  great  institution  and  if 
the  Board  of  Control  were  clothed  with  the  power  to  erect  the 
necessary  buildings  and  to  install  the  needed  machinery,  this 
school  would  soon  impress  itself  upon  the  State  as  one  of  its 
greatest  assets.  However,  it  would  be  better  by  far  if  they 
had  more  land  or  were  situated  where  more  land  could  be 
reasonably  bought  in  order  that  they  might  grow  the  necessary 
things  for  their  own  consumption,  thereby  putting  the  institu- 
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tion  on  a  paying  basis,  which  could  be  readily  done  if  the 
proper  conditions  were  had. 

Your  Committee  next  went  to  Harriman,  making  the  trip  on 
Saturday  night,  and  upon  arriving  there  about  4  o'clock  Sun- 
day morning,  found  it  raining  and  cold,  but,  notwithstanding 
the  weather,  we  managed  to  find  our  way  out  to  Petros  on  a 
little  train  that. stalled  three  or  four  times  on  the  trip.  We 
spent  the  day  at  Petros,  making  close  investigation  of  the 
conditions  in  and  around  the  mining  department  at  the  Branch 
Prison.  Your  Committee  divided,  some  going  through  the 
mines,  others  looking  more  closely  to  the  condition  of  the  stock, 
the  store  house,  the  power  plant,  the  furnaces  and  matters  of 
that  kind.  This  is  a  place  that  we  could  not  recommend  im- 
provements for,  yet  a  great  many  are  needed.  Water  was* 
running  from  one  corner  of  the  store  house  basement,  where 
a  great  many  things  are  stored  away,  but  these  things  are  kept 
where  the  water  cannot  effect  them  except  from  general  damp- 
ness. The  mules  used  in  mining,  some  40  or  50  in  number, 
were  in  good  flesh  but  nearly  all  of  them  had  their  hind  legs 
skinned  and  in  bad  conditions,  but  we  learned  it  is  impossible 
to  prevent  this  inasmuch  as  they  are  worked  in  snch  small 
places  in  the  mines;  the  mules'  head  and  legs  often  being 
skinned  by  coming  in  contact  with  the  slate  above  and  around 
them,  and  because  of  such  small  space  no  way  can  be  arranged 
for  the  mule  to  hold  back  with  a  loaded  truck.  Otherwise 
this  department  seemed  to  be  in  good  condition  and,  from  out- 
ward appearances,  a  very  fine  grade  of  coal  was  being  mined. 
We  saw  the  prisoners  at  dinner  and,  although  one  could  not 
expect  the  appearance  of  a  meal  at  a  place  like  that  to  be  very 
enticing,  yet  the  prisoners  looked  healthy,  and  seemingly  en- 
joyed the  dinner,  a  great  many  taking  their  hands  full  as  they 
left  the  table.  We  heard  very  little  complaint  upon  the  part 
of  the  few  we  talked  with  about  conditions.  The  superin- 
tendent of  the  mines  told  us  that  he  had  been  wholly  unable, 
for  more  than  a  year,  to  get  necessary  cars  to  handle  the  coal, 
and,  at  that  time,  they  were  being  troubled  with  a  shortage 
of  cars,  which,  in  his  opinion,  had  in  a  large  measure  reduced 
the  earning  capacity  of  the  prisoners  in  the  mines*. 

On  Sunday  night.  Your  Committee  went  to  Knoxville  and, 
early  the  next  morning,  visited  the  Eastern  Hospital,  where 
we  found  a  good  breakfast  awaiting  us,  which  we  enjoyed  very 
much.  We  immediately  began  an  investigation  and  found  the 
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same  conditions,  in  part,  existing  at  the  other  hospitals,  that 
is,  too  many  patients  for  the  present  ability  of  the  institution 
to  care  for  them.  Your  Committee  feels  that  for  these  patients 
to  be  properly  cared  for,  there  will  of  necessity  have  to  be 
an  expenditure  of  money  which  should  have  been  expended 
years  ago,  from  what  we  can  learn.  We  found  the  patients, 
as  a  rule,  of  more  healthy  appearance  than  at  the  other  hos- 
pitals, likely  due  to  the  climatic  conditions.  There  are  several 
very  vicious  inmates  at  this  hospital,  some  refusing  to  permit 
any  character  of  clothes  to  stay  on  them,  and  others  so  danger- 
ous that  nothing  can  be  left  in  their  rooms  which  can  be  de- 
stroyed or  used  as  a  weapon. 

The  grounds  at  this  institution  are  very  pretty  and  lie  well, 
and  the  climatic  conditions  exceptionally  fine.  As  at  the  other 
hospitals,  we  found  a  wholly  inadequate  medical  staff,  a  Super- 
intendent and  two  young  assistants,  which  is  about  one-third 
of  what  is  really  necessary  to  give  the  inmates  proper  atten- 
tion and  treatment.  It  did  not  appear  to  Your  Committee  that 
the  physicians  there  had  the  same  deep  desire  to  improve 
conditions  as  prevailed  among  the  physicians  at  the  other 
hospitals,  they  seeming  to  be  of  a  more  careless,  indifferent 
disposition. 

It  appeared  to  Your  Committee  that,  at  each  of  the  hospitals, 
there  was  a  wholly  inadequate  number  of  attendants,  nearly 
all  of  whom  were  complaining  that  their  salary  of  $25.00  per 
month,  board  and  room,  was  entirely  insufficient,  and  that  they 
were  compelled  to  eat  and  sleep  in  one  of  the  wings.  Your 
Committee,  notwithstanding  the  present  financial  condition 
and  the  high  cost  of  living,  were  constrained  to  agree  that  the 
salary  was  too  low  and  we  were  all  of  one  mind  that  the  num- 
ber of  attendants  should  be  greatly  increased. 

At  the  Eastern  Hospital,  there  was  some  complaint  upon 
the  part  of  several  former  employees  to  the  effect  that  there 
was  entirely  too  much  whiskey  being  used  by  the  Superintend- 
ent and  his  First  Assistant.  Counter-proof  was  heard  which 
tended  to  clear  the  atmosphere  to  some  extent  in  this  matter. 
Your  Committee  thought  it  advisable  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  whiskey  used  at  this  hospital  during  the  present  adminis- 
tration, and  we  here  submit  the  book-keeper's  itemized  report 
covering  the  period  ^from  February  23,  1915,  to  September, 
1916,  inclusive,  aggregating  in  all  62  1-4  gallons,  which  is  here- 
with filed  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.  It  is  fair  to  state, 
however,  that  the  9^gallon  purchase  of  February  23,  1915,  was 
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made  before  the  Board  of  Control  took  charge,  which  is  4 
gallons'  in  excess  of  any  subsequent  purchase.  The  last  pur- 
chase is  shown  to  be  in  September,  1916.  just  about  the  time 
the  present  superintendent  took  charge.  The  physicians  state 
by  way  of  explanation  that  the  whiskey  was  used  for  the  pa- 
tients, but  they  used  at  the  Eastern  Hospital,  during  the  period 
mentioned,  considerable  more  whiskey  than  at  both  the  other 
Hospitals  combined. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion,  and  so  reports,  that  these 
hospitals  will  suffer  in  the  future  as  we  understand  they  have 
for  years  and  years  past,  unless  the  superintendents  are  re- 
lieved of  the  clerical  work  and  permitted  to  give  their  entire 
attention  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  inmates,  with  suf- 
ficient medical  staffs  to  properly  assist  them  in  the  work. 

Under  the  existing  laws,  the  Board  of  Control  is  powerless 
to  do  that  which  should  be  done,  of  which,  we  think,  the  Board 
is  thoroughly  conscious. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  here  recommends  that  Assistant 
Superintendents  be  appointed  for  these  Hospitals  to  look 
especially  after  the  business  ends  of  the  institutions ;  and  that 
the  State,  by  all  means,  should  have  the  services  of  a  first-class 
alienist  to  devote  his  time  as  the  needs  of  the  occasion  demand 
between  the  three  hospitals;  and  that  there  should  be  such  a 
system  adopted  as  will  require  a  thorough  examination  of  all 
patients,  immediately  or  very  soon  after  they  are  received,  to 
ascertain  their  condition  and,  by  so  doing,  we  feel  that,  under 
proper  treatment,  a  great  many  of  the  inmates  would  be  re- 
stored to  their  natural  minds  and  returned  to  their  homes 
cured  men  and  women.  This  cannot  be  done  with  the  present 
medical  staffs  they  being  inadequate  for  this  work,  and  Your 
Committee  feels  that  the  State  should  not  let  the  amount  of 
the  salary  of  a  first-class  alienist  stand  in  the  way  of  so  worthy 
a  cause. 

In  these  Hospitals,  and  especially  in  the  tubercular  wards, 
one  finds  most  appalling  conditions  which  should  be  remedied 
at  any  cost. 

We  did  not  find  ground  for  complaint  at  the  tubercular 
and  general  hospitals  at  the  State  Penitentiary  for  the  medical 
force  there  seemed  to  be  copins:  with  the  situation  in  an  ef- 
ficient and  thoroughly  businesslike  way,  and  it  is  but  fair  that 
we  should  say  that  the  Prison  physician  and  surgeon,  Dr. 
L.  W.  Edwards,  though  a  young  man,  is  one  of  the  strongest 
men  of  his  profession  in  the  State,  and  Tennessee  is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  excellent  work  that  he  is  doing. 
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While  in  Knoxville,  a  part  of  Your  Committee  visited  tlie 
Deaf  and  Dumb  School,  spending  only  about  two  hours  there 
for  lack  of  time,  and  at  this  place  we  found  less  ground  for 
complaint  than  at  any  other  institution  visited  by  us. 

Notwithstanding  an  epidemic  of  measles  had  just  gone 
through  the  school,  we  were  pleased  to  see  the  healthy  com- 
plexion of  the  pupils  and  the  deep  interest  they  seemed  to 
manifest  in  their  work.  It  was  really  pleasing  as  we  went 
from  room  to  room  to  see  them  rise  from  the  tables  where 
they  were  getting  their  lessons  and.  make  their  polite  bows 
to  the  members  of  Your  Committee.  We  here  want  to  state 
that  the  young  professor  in  charge  of  this  school,  while  he  has 
a  big  task  on  his  hands,  yet  he  seems  to  be  equal  to  the  occasion 
and  an  able  successor  to  the  late  beloved  Prof.  Moses.  The 
school  is  enjoying  an  era  of  prosperity,  but  ^hile  this  is  true. 
Your  Committee  was  inclined  to  feel  that  this  valuable  piece  of 
property  consisting  of  more  than  eight  acres  in  the  heart  of 
Knoxville,  might,  as  a  business  proposition,  be  sold  and  con- 
verted into  money  to  be  used  in  part,  in  the  construction  of 
a  new  home  located  at  a  more  central  point. 

Your  Committee  returned  to  Nashville  and  took  what  proof 
we  could  on  points  that  had  not  before  been  investigated,  but 
we  were  unable,  due  to  the  lack  of  time,  to  take  all  the  proof 
we  expected  to  take,  and,  for  the  same  reason,  we  were  also 
unable  to  visit  the  Blind  School  at  Nashville. 

Since  the  creation  of  the  Board  of  Control,  there  has*  not 
been  a  time  when  the  market  was  steady  on  the  things  they 
have  had  to  buy,  prices  on  nearly  everything  having  gradually 
increased.  While  here  and  there  Your  Committee  met  with 
some  criticism  of  -the  Board  of  Control,  yet,  as  a  whole,  it 
seems  that  they  have  done  remarkably  well,  and  this  is  espe- 
cially true  of  the  Purchasing  Department.  On  a  number  of 
occasions,  Mr.  Baird,  of  the  Board  of  Control,  being  a  thor- 
ough business  man,  risked  his  judgment  and  bought  heavily  of 
various  articles,  such  as  meat,  lard,  potatoes,  dried  fruits, 
and  numerous  articles  necessary  for  the  daily  consumption  of 
the  various  institutions,  for  future  delivery,  and  all  such  pur- 
chases by  him  proved  to  be  money-making  investments  for  the 
State.  Only  a  few  months  back  he  bought  a  large  quantity  of 
Irish  potatoes  for  future  delivery  and  the  price  at  present  is 
more  than  three  times  his  contract  price.  These  are  merely  a 
few  of  the  many  instances  that  the  proof  would  warrant  ref- 
erence to,  but  we  deem  it  useless  to  burden  our  report  with 
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it.  If  times  were  normal  and  prices  as*  likely  to  go  down  as  np, 
heavy  purchasing  would  be  at  great  risk,  but  so  far  it  has 
proven  very  profitable  to  the  State  of  Tennessee. 

Only  in  very  few  instances  did  we  find  criticism  of  the 
Purchasing  Department,  which  Your  Committee  considers'  to 
be  very  largely  the  pivot  wheel  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

There  was  a  question  about  the  purchase  of  some  oil  upon 
which  there  was  a  difference  of  10  cents  per  gallon  in  price, 
but  the  Purchasing  Department,  fearful  that  the  cheaper  oil 
would  not  meet  the  demand  and  that,  if  it  did  not  run  the 
machinery  welL  it  would  lose  to  the  State  far  more  than  the 
difference  in  price,  bought  the  higher  priced  oil,  which  had  been 
in  use  by  them  for  a  long  time  and  had  given  entire  satisfac- 
tion. Their  engineer  also  felt  that  it  would  not  be  s-afe  to 
make  the  change,  hence  the  lesser  bid  was  refused.  This  was 
rather  a  large  item,  and  there  was  some  proof  to  show  that 
the  lower  priced  oil  would  have  given  satisfaction  had  it  been 
tried,  but  the  proof  was  very  largely  in  favor  of  the  old  oil 
they  had  been  using,  and  the  Board  felt  that  the  experiment 
was"  dangerous  and  that  they  could  not  afford  to  make  the 
change.  This,  as  we  saw  it,  was  a  matter  of  judgment  without 
any  sinister  motive  whatever. 

Taking  it  all  in  all  and  considering  the  very  unnatural  and 
abnormal  conditions  under  which  the  Board  of  Control  has 
operated  since  its  creation.  Your  Committee  feels  that  it  would 
be  rather  difficult  to  compare  their  time  in  office  with  the  same 
length  of- time  of  any  previous  administration. 

Under  the  foregoing  facts,  we  feel  that  the  Board  of  Control 
should  be  given  the  power,  which  is  deeply  desired  by  Your 
Committee,  to  regulate  the  great  needs  of  the  three  Hospitals 
for  the  Insane,  the  Reformatory  for  Boys,  and  the  Industrial 
School,  which  have  been  neglected  for  so  long  a  time,  and  by 
this  means  the  State  institutions  will  be  placed  upon  a  much 
higher  plane  than  heretofore.        Very  truly,

Mr.  Kinney  offered  the  report  of  the  Special  Joint  Recess 
Committee,  which  made  investigations  as  to  the  advisability  of 
redistricting  the  State  as  to  Judicial  Districts,  appointed 
under  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  7. 
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On  motion  the  report  was  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal. 
The  report  follows: 

Mr.  Speaker:  Your  committee  heretofore  appointed  under 
Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  7,  upon  the  reorganization  of  the 
Circuit,  Criminal  and  Chancery  Divisions  of  the  State,  beg 
leave  to  submit  this,  their  report.  The  resolution  under  which 
the  committee  was  appointed  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  it  is  a  matter  of  deep  concern  and  great  interest 
to  the  people  of  Tennessee  that  all  the  Judiciary  of  the  State 
be  given  an  amount  of  work  sufficient  to  occupy  the  greater 
portion  of  their  time,  and,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  Judges 
be  not  overworked ;  and 

Whereas,  it  has  been  many  years  since  the  State  was  re- 
districted  in  Judicial  Circuits  and  Chancery  Divisions,  and  it 
being  believed  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  Judiciary 
may  be  curtailed  and  the  work  be  more  equally  distributed; 
therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring.  That  a 
joint  committee  composed  of  five  members,  two  from  the  Sen- 
ate and  three  from  the  House,  be  appointed  by  the  respective 
Speakers  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  and  report  upon 
the  questions. 

1.  The  number  of  davs  court  held  bv  each  of  the  Chancel- 
lors, Circuit  Juds-es,  and  Criminal  Judges,  during  the  year 
1916,  prtd  the  nnmber  of  hours  held  each  day  by  each  of  them. 

2.  The  nnmber  of  suits  brought  in  each  of  said  Circuits  or 
Divisions  durins:  said  year. 

3.  The  number  of  cases  tried  in  each  of  said  Circuits  or 
Divisions  durins:  said  year. 

4.  The  nnmber  of  cases  tried  and  determined  by  each  of 
them  at  chambers  during  said  year. 

5.  The  nnmber  of  pages  of  minutes  made  by  each  of  them 
dnrins*  said  year. 

6.  The  nnmber  of  days  consumed  in  travel  by  each  of  said 
Jndges  and  Ch ancf^Hors  in  going  to  and  from  said  courts. 

7.  They  will  report  upon  any  and  all  other  questions  which 
may  be  necessary  to  show  the  amount  of  work  done,  the  time 
occupied  and  expenses  incurred  by  each  of  the  Judsres  and 
Chancellors  in  this  State,  in  the  necessary  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  such  officials. 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  said  committee  make  such  sug- 
gestions an^  recommendations  as  may  seem  proper  and  neces- 
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sary  to  the  prompt,  economical  administration  of  the  Judicial 
business  of  the  State. 

Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  at 
its  recess,  the  committee  met  and  organized  by  electing  W.  R. 
Kinney,  Chairman,  and  Selden  L.  Maiden,  secretary.  Suitable 
interrogatories  were  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Clerks  of 
the  different  Courts  in  the  State,  and  Judges  of  the  different 
Courts  of  the  State,  which  the  committee  had '  been  empow- 
ered to  investigate,  with  the  view  of  eliciting  the  necessary 
information  on  which  to  base  the  action  of  the  Legislature 
on  the  subject,  as  to  the  reduction  of  the  expenses  of  the  Judi- 
ciary of  the  State.  The  committee  thought  it  wise,  on  account 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  Treasury,  to  conduct 
the  investigation  from  Nashville,  believing  that  all  necessary 
information  could  be  obtained  by  correspondence,  and  by  hav- 
ing the  Judges,  Attorneys  G-eneral  and  Clerks  of  the  different 
Courts  to  appear  in  person  before  the  committee.  As -hereto- 
fore mentioned,  letters  were  addressed  to  all  the  Clerks  of  the 
different  Courts  of  the  State,  asking  for  the  following  data: 
' '  The  number  of  days  Court  was  in  session  in  1916 ;  the  num- 
ber of  hours  per  day  on  an  average  your  Court  was  in  ses- 
sion; the  number  of  suits  brought  in  your  Court;  the  number 
of  cases  tried;  the  number  of  pages  of  minutes,  and  such  other 
matter  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  amount  of  work  done 
during  the  year  1916."  To  these  letters  different  Clerks  re- 
sponded, with  few  exceptions,  and  furnished  data  asked  for. 
The  committee  investigated  the  amount  of  work  done  by  all 
the  Circuit,  Criminal  and  Chancery  Judges,  which  includes 
twenty-three  (23)  Circuit  Judges,  ten  (10)  Criminal  Judges, 
fourteen  (14)  Chancery  Judges,  eighteen  (18)  Attorney  Gen- 
erals and  nine  (9)  Assistant  Attorney  Grenerals. 

The  purpose  of  the  investigation,  as  set  out  in  the  resolution 
under  which  the  committee  was  appointed  was  to  deteimine 
whether  the  expenses  of  maintaining  the  Judiciary  might  be 
curtailed  and  the  work  equally  distributed,  and  to  make  such 
suggestions  and  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  as  might 
seem  proper  and  necessary  to  the  prompt,  economical  adminis- 
tration of  the  Judicial  business  of  the  State.  There  were  two 
ways  for  the  committee  to  obtain  this  information;  one  was 
to  go  in  person  and  make  the  investigation,  and  the  other  was 
to  obtain  the  information  by  correspondence,  in  the  shape  of 
interrogatories  propounded  to  the  Clerks  of  the  various  Courts 
who  keep  the  records,  and  to  the  Judges  of  the  several  Courts, 
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and  to  the  Attorney  Generals.  This  latter  course  was  adopted 
because  of  the  shortness  of  the  time  in  which  the  investiga- 
tion had  to  be  made,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  this 
method  was  less  expensive.  To  determine  the  question  for 
which  the  committee  was  appointed,  it  was  necessary  to  ascer- 
tain the  number  of  cases  brought,  the  number  of  days  Court 
was  held,  the  number  of  hours  per  day  Court  was  in  session, 
the  number  of  cases  tried  and  disposed  of,  the  number  of  pages 
of  minutes,  and  the  number  of  days  consumed  by  Judges  and 
Attorney  Generals  in  traveling  to  and  from  Court  during  the 
year  1916.  The  information  obtained  from  the  Clerks  and 
Judges  in  the  different  counties  has  been  tabulated  into  Cir- 
cuits and  Divisions,  in  order  that  the  report  may  be  condensed 
and  made  as  brief  as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time  preserve 
in  convenient  form  the  fruits  of  the  investigation. 

In  determining  the  question  as  to  whether  there  should  be 
any  change  in  the  number  of  Courts  in  the  State,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  whether  there  has  been  an  increase  or  de- 
crease in  litigation  in  the  year  1916,  and  whether  or  not  there 
was  likelihood  of  an  increase  or  decrease  in  criminal  litiga- 
tion because  of  the  enactment  recently  of  certain  temperance 
laws.  The  committee  found  that  there  was  a  diversity  of 
opinion  among  the  judges  and  Attorney  Generals  who  ap- 
peared before  the  committee  upon  this  question. 

We  first  took  up  and  examined  the  Judicial  Circuits  of  the 
State,  the  facts  of  which  are  shown  in  the  tabulated  state- 
ments herewith  filed  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

We  next  considered  the  Criminal  Courts,  and  the  facts  as 
found  are  incorporated  in  the  tabulated  statements  that  are 
herewith  filed  as  a  part  of  the  report.  The  results  of  the  inves- 
tigation with  reference  to  the  Chancery  Divisions  are  con- 
tained in  the  tabulated  statements  which  are  filed  as  a  part 
of  this  report.  The  tabulated  statements  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Circuit  Judges  in  the  different  Circuits  of  the  State  are 
as  follows:

It  will  be  noticed  that  tlie  committee  was  unable  to  get  data 
from  all  the  counties  of  the  State  relative  to  the  number  of 
ea??os  broucht,  the  number  of  cases  disposed  of,  the  number 
rnsos  on  docket,  the  number  of  days  Court  was  in  session, 
(■  rnmbor  of  hours  per  day  Court  held,  and  the  number  of 
'  h"os  of  minutes.    It  necessarily  follows  that  the  tabulated 
tt^t' ni<^rts  ^re  not  in  every  instance  full  and  complete.   It  is 
'  o-  c  r>rop^r  to  state  here  that  nearly  every  Judg^e  and 
.^..p  Mor  tliat  anpearrd  before  the  committee,  or  furnished 
(^'^t^i.  called  the  committee's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  busi- 
.^rcc.  rlortp  in  their  respective  Courts  during  the  year  1916  was 
i^o-bfny.  than  the  business  done  in  the  year  1915,  and  in  many 
Tret^rees  lighter  than  business  for  a  number  of  years.    It  is 
'  'Tbars  prorter  to  further  add  that  none  could  srWe  a  satisfac- 
forv  reason  for  this  fallin^g  off  in  Court  work.   The  committee, 
i>owpvpr.  found  th^^t  there  had  been  a  substantial  increase  in 
criminal  litigation  in  a  few  of  the  larger  counties  of  the  State, 
namely,  the  Comities  of  Davidson,  Shelby,  and  perhaps  Ham-

ilton  and  Knox.  This  was  due  perhaps,  in  a  large  measure,  to 
the  vigorous  enforcement  of  the  Nuisance  Act  m  the  counties 
named. 

In  the  course  of  its  investigation,  the  committee  gave  con- 
siderable consideration  to  the  methods  followed  by  the  differ- 
ent Judges  in  the  dispatch  of  business,  and  after  careful  inves- 
tigation and  consideration,  reached  the  conclusion  that  the 
►  matter  of  rapidly  dispatching  business  depends  largely  upon 
the  Judges  presiding.  We  found  that  in  some  Circuits,  where 
the  amount  of  litigation  was  light,  the  dockets  were  congested 
and  behind,  while  perhaps  in  adjoining  Circuits  or  Divisions, 
where  litigation  was  heavier,  the  dockets  were  clear.  For  ijj- 
stance,  it  developed  in  the  course  of  our  investigation  that 
Judge  Bachman  of  Chattanooga,  in  the  year  1916,  tried  and 
disposed  of  three-fourths  as  many  cases  as  was  tried  and  dis- 
posed of  by  the  three  Judges  holding  the  Tenth  Judicial  Cir- 
cuit, comprising  the  County  of  Davidson,  and  more  than  one- 
half  as  many  cases  as  was  tried  and  disposed  of  by  the  four 
Judges  holding  the  Fifteenth  Judicial  Circuit,  comprising  the 
County  of  Shelby. 

In  the  course  of  the  committee's  investigation  of  the  Judi- 
cial Circuits  and  Chancery  Divisions,  it  developed  that  there 
is  an  anomalous  condition  existing  in  some  of  the  Circuit  and 
Chancery  Divisions  of  the  State.  We  find,  for  instance,  in  the 
Seventh  Judicial  Circuit,  that  Judge  Wikle  holds  the  Circuit 
Court  in  the  counties  of  Hickman,  Cheatham,  Lewis  and  Wil- 
liamson, and  the  Chancery  Court  in  the  counties  of  William  - 
son, Lewis  and  Wayne,  and  in  the  Eleventh  Judicial  Circuit; 
that  Judge  Turner  holds  the  Circuit  Court  in  the  counties  of 
Maury,  Giles,  Lawrence  and  Wayne,  and  interchanges  with 
Chancellor  Bearden  of  the  Fifth  Chancery  Division  in  hold 
Chancery  Court  in  Griles  County.  We  also  find  that  in  the 
Fifth  Judicial  Circuit  that  the  Criminal  Judge  holds  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  in  the  counties  of  Pickett,  Macon  and  Ttousdale, 
and  the  Criminal  Court  in  the  counties  of  Jackson,  Overton, 
Putnam,  Smith  and  White,  and  that  the  Circuit  Judge  of  the 
Fifth  Judicial  Circuit  holds  both  the  Criminal  and  Law  Court 
in  the  counties  of  Cumberland  and  Clay,  and  the  Law  Court 
in  the  counties  of  Jackson,  Overton,  Putnam,  Smith  and 
White,  and  holds,  in  addition,  the  Circuit  and  Criminal  Court 
for  Fentress  County  until  1918,  when  Fentress  County  will  be 
annexed  to  the  Criminal  and  Law  Court  of  the  Second  Judi- 
cial Circuit.  We  find,  further,  that  in  the  Ninth  Judicial  Cir- 
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cuit  Judge  Cook  holds  Law  Court  in  Montgomery  County,  and 
both  Criminal  and  Law  Court  in  the  counties  of  Stewart,  Sum- 
ner, Humphries,  Robertson,  Dickson  and  Houston;  Montgom- 
ery having  a  Special  Criminal  Court,  presided  over  by  Judge 
Tyler.  It  appears  that  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Ninth  Ju- 
dicial Circuit  appoints  an  Assistant  Attorney  General  for 
Montgomery  County  alone,  at  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars ($1,500)  a  year,  paid  by  the  State,  and  the  Criminal  Judge 
of  Montgomery  County  is  paid  a  salary  of  three  thousand 
($3,000)  a  year,  half  of  which  is  paid  by  the  State  and  half 
by  Montgomery  County.  In  the  Fourth  Judicial  Circuit  Judge 
Brown  holds  Circuit  Court  for  Roane  County,  in  addition  to 
the  Law  and  Criminal  Courts  in  the  other  counties  of  tht' 
Fourth  Judicial  Circuit,  and  Judge  Zen  Hicks  of  the  Second 
Criminal  Law  Court  holds  the  Criminal  Court  of  Roane 
County.  In  the  Twelfth  Judicial  Circuit  Judge  Barham  holds 
the  Criminal  Court  in  Madison  County,  and  Judge  Everett  of 
the  Sixteenth  Judicial  Circuit  holds  the  Law  Court  for  Madi- 
son County. 

The  overlapping  of  Circuit  and  Chancery  Divisions  and  this 
interchange  of  Circuit  and  Chancery  Judges  has  given  the 
committee  no  small  concern,  the  committee  being  of  the  opin- 
ion that  where,  in  Circuits  and  Divisions,  outside  of  cities,  the 
Circuit  Judges  should  hold  both  the  Law  and  Criminal  Courts 
and  Chancery  Judges  hold  only  Chancery  Court.  The  com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that,  if  a  re-districting  of  the  State  is 
had,  with  this  in  view,  two  or  three  Circuit  Courts  could  be 
abolished.  As  an  example  of  a  Court  having  both  Law,  Crim- 
inal and  Chancery  jurisdiction,  we  call  attention  to  the  Seven- 
teenth Judicial  Circuit.  The  Judge  of  thi§  Circuit  holds  a 
Chancery  Court  in  Williamson,  Wayne  and  Lewis  Counties. 
It  results  that  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Seventeenth  Judi- 
cial Circuit  is  idJe  something  like  one-half  of  his  time.  We 
wish,  in  this  connection,  to  call  attention  to  the  condition  in 
Montgomery  County,  where  they  have  a  Special  Cfriminal 
Court,  as  hereinbefore  stated:  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
Ninth  Judicial  Circuit  appoints  an  Assistant  Attorney  Gen- 
eral assigned  to  the  Criminal  Court  of  Montgomery  County 
alone.  The  data  furnished  the  committee  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Criminal  Court  of  Montgomer^^  County  shows  that  that  Court 
was  in  session  only  seventy  days  during  the  year  1916.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  the  Criminal  Judge  and  Attorney  General  of 
the  Montgomery  County  Criminal  Court  were  in  Court  less 
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than  one-fourth  of  the  time  during  the  year  1916;  yet  ^the 
Judge  receives  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  a 
year,  and  the  Attorney  General  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,500)  a  year. 

During  the  investigation  conducted  by  the  committee  it 
developed  that  there  was  considerable  sentiment  among  the 
Judges,  in  favor  of  abolishing  the  Appearance  Term  of  Court, 
and  making  every  first  Monday  Bule  Day.  Ft  was  insisted 
that  this  would  result  in  speedier  trials  and  prevent  congested 
conditions  of  dockets.  After  thorough  investigation  and  care- 
ful consideration,  the  committee  concurs  in  its  belief.  It  was 
also  developed  that  quite  a  number  of  Chancellor  Judges  advo- 
cate the  doing  away  of  taking  depositions  and  hearing  the 
Chancery  cases  on  oral  testimony.  There  was  a  diversity  of 
opinion,  however,  among  the  Chancellors  who  appeared  before 
the  committee  upon  this  question,  those  advocating  this 
change  insisting  that  this  would  lessen  cost  to  litigants  and 
make  for  the  rapid  dispatch  of  business;  and  those  opposing, 
and  they  perhaps  were  in  the  majority,  taking  the  position 
that  it  would  not  lessen,  but  increase  cost,  and  also,  that  it 
would  result  in  an  increase  of  Jury  Trials,  and,  further,  that 
it  would  result  in  suits  being  brought  in  the  Chancery  Court 
that  are  now  brought  in  the  Circuit  and  Law  Courts. 

Another  matter  generally  discussed  before  the  committee, 
and  which  received  the  hearty  indorsement  of  every  Judge 
before  the  committe,  was  the  question  of  G-rand  Jury  Foreman 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Judge  for  a  term  of  one  or  two  years. 
Every  Judge  before  the  committee  expressed  himself  con- 
cerning the  advisability  of  a  Grrand  Jury  Foreman  appointed 
by  the  Judge  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  or  two  years.  As 
stated,  every  Judge  concurred  in  the  advisability  of  such  ap- 
pointment, but  differed  only  as  to  the  length  of  time,  none 
advocating  less  than  one  year,  nor  more  than  two  years,  sub- 
ject at  all- times  to  removal  by  the  Judge.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  a  Grand  Jury  Foreman  thus  selected  for  a  length  of  time 
would,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Jury,  be  in  possession 
of  all  matters  coming  before  that  session  of  the  Grand  Jury, 
and  the  Grand  Jury  could  immediately  get  down  to  business 
upon  convening,  and  that  the  Foreman  would  be  familiar  wdth 
the  cases  to  be  investigated,  and  with  the  experience  gained 
by  pre'siding  over  numerous  Grand  Juries  would  be  of  grpat 
aid  in  dispatching  business  before  the  Grand  Jury,  and  of 
great  aid  to  the  Attorney  General  in  preparing  cases  for  trial. 
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li  was  pointed  out,  in  order  to  relieve  the  congested  condi- 
tions that  might  occur  in  any  Circuits  and  Divisions  of  the 
State,  that  the  Supreme  Court  be  empowered  to  appoint  any 
Judge  or  Chancellor,  when  not  actually  engaged  in  Court  in 
his  own  Circuit  or  Division,  to  hold  the  Court  in  other  Circuits 
or  Di-visions  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Judge  whose  Cir- 
cuit or  Division  is  congested. 

It  has  not  been  a  part  of  our  investigation  to  inquire  into 
the  details  of  the  work  of  our  Appellate  Courts,  but  in  the 
course  of  our  hearings  the  Appellate  Courts  have  been  fully 
discussed,  and  to  make  our  report  complete  it  is  necessary 
and  proper  to  submit  the  result  of  our  observation. 

The  members  of  both  the  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of  Civil 
Appeals  are  conscientious  and  able  men,  and  are  giving  all 
their  time  to  their  work;  but  there  appears  to  be  a  fatal  defect 
in  the  system  by  which  two  Courts  must  hear  and  determine 
practically  all  appealed  cases,  and  litigants  must  bear  the 
expense  in  both  Courts. 

The  Court  of  Civil  Appeals  was  designed  to  relieve  the 
Supreme  Court  of  work  it  was  unable  to  do ;  but  it  has  proven 
very  unsatisfactory  to  lawyers  and  litigants  and  has  afforded 
little,  if  any,  relief  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Our  Constitution  prevents  the  most  certain  solution  of  the 
difficulty;  but  in  the  meantime  the  Legislature  could  well 
devote  itself  to  finding  some  other  expedient  than  the  present 
Court  of  Appeals,  which  has  pro'ten  a  fifth  wheel  in  our  Judi- 
cial System. 

In  submitting  our  report  we,  the  committee,  desire  to  make 
the  following  recommendations : 

That  Montgomery  County  elect  their  own  Attorney  General, 
and  let  Montgomery  County  pay  his  full  salary, 

That  Perry  County  be  taken  from  Judge  Ross'  Chancery 
'Division,  and  let  Judge  Wikle  hold  Chancery  and  Circuit 
Court  there  instead  of  Judge  Barham, 

That  Judge  Snodgrass  shall  continue  to  hold  Circuit  and 
Criminal  Court  in  Fentress  County,  and 

That  no  new  Attorney  Generals  or  Assistant  Attorney  Gen- 
erals be  appointed  in  any  of  the  City  Circuits. 

In  conclusion  we,  the  committee,  desire  to  state  that  we 
have  been  exceedingly  careful  and  painstaking  in  the  investi- 
gation that  we  have  made  with  the  data  and  information 
furnished  us,  and,  even  though  we  were  unable  to  obtain  com- 
plete reports  from  all  Circuit  and  Chancery  Divisions,  as  we

had  desired  to,  we  had  endeavored  to  make  the  best  sugges- 
tions and  recommendations  that  we  considered  most  necessary 
for  the  interest  and  general  welfare  of  the  State ; 

Therefore,  we  earnestly  pray  that  this  report  will  meet  with 
the  approval  of  the  Legislators  of  the  Sixtieth  General  As- 
'  sembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee.

The  hour  having  arrived,  set  for  special  order  for  the  con- 
sideration by  the  Senate  of  the  Governor's  veto  of  Senate  Bill 
No.  53,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hill,  the  Governor's  veto  was  sus- 
tained by  the  Senate. 

The  message  from  the  Governor  accompanying  Senate  Bill 
No.  53,  with  his  veto,  was  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal.  The 
message  follows : 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  am  returning  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  53 
without  mv  approval,  for  the  reason  that  I  am  not  satisfied 
as  to  the  effect  that  the  amendment  to.  Section  1,  Chapter  277 
Acts  of  L909,  will  have  upon  the  validity  of  the  entire  Act 
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This  bill  undertakes  to  amend,  and  does  amend  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  Act  defining  bucket  shops,  and  in  doing  so,  prac- 
tically follows  the  language  of  said  Act  in  its  definition  of 
what  is  generally  known  as  ''dealing  in  futures,"  but  it  leaves 
out  practically  all  of  this  language,  which  is  found  in  the 
original  bill: 

''or  wherein  both  parties,  or  such  keeper,  or  proprietor  shall 
contemplate  or  intend  that  such  contract,  agreements,  trades  or 
transactions  shall  be  or  may  be  deemed  closed  or  terminated 
when  the  market  quotation  of  prices  made  on  such  Board  of 
Trade,  or  exchange  for  articles  or  securities  named  in  such 
contract,  agreements,  trades  or  transactions  shall  reach  a  cer- 
tain figures ;  and  also  in  office,  store  or  other  place  where  the 
keeper,  person  or  agent,  or  proprietor  thereof,  either  in  his  or 
its  own  behalf,  of  as  an  agent  as  aforesaid  therein,  makes  or 
offers  to  make  with  others  contracts,  trades  or  transactions 
for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  any  such  commodity  wherein  the 
parties  thereto  do  not  contemplate  the  ac>tual  or  ibona  fide 
receipt  or  delivery  of  such  property,  but  do  contemplate  a 
settlement  thereof,  based  upon  differences  in  the  price  at 
which  such  property  is  or  is  claimed  to  be  bought  and  sold.'' 

This  was  evidently  put  into  the  original  bill  in  order  to 
secure  the  actual  delivery  of  the  articles  purchased  and  sold, 
so  that  by  no  subterfuge  could  the  original  seller  decline  to 
deliver,  nor  could  the  purchaser  decline  to  accept  the  article. 

The  Act  as  am.ended  defines  what  bucket  shops  are  and  ren- 
ders the  operation  of  the  same  illegal,  yet  it  provides  that 
"nothmg  herein  shall  be  construed  'to  forbid  or  to  render  un- 
lawful the  business  of  receiving  and  executing  orders  to  buy 
or  sell  for  immediate  or  future  delivery,  any  of  the  property 
or  commodities  set  out  in  the  preamble  of  this  Act  where  the 
mdividual,  firm  or  corporation  receiving  such  order  shall  act 
solely  and  exclusively  as  an  agent,  broker  or  commission  mer- 
chant for  the  individual,  firm  or  corporation  giving  such 
order,  and  where  the  agent,  broker  or  commission  merchant 
receiving  such  order  shall,  either  in  person  or  through  an- 
other agent,  execute  the  same  upon  and  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  a  legitimate  produce,  stock,  or 
cotton  exchange,  or  Board  of  Trade,  or  other  similar  bodv  lo- 
cated withm  or  without  this  State,  where  bona  fide  trading  in 
these  commodities  or  property  is  actuallv  carried  on,  where 
the  rules  and  regulations  thereof  forbid  the  practice  or  mode 
ot  either  hereinbefore  declared  to  be  unlawful,  and  where  said 
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rules  and  regulations  requiring  both  the  buyer  to  acceipt  and 
the  seller  to  make  delivery  upon  all  transactions  entered  into 
upon  said  exchange  or  Board  of  Trade,  and  all  such  transac- 
tions are  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  and  enforceable.'^ 
Then  again,  it  is  said  in  the  amendment : 
^'That  no  such  contract  for  the  purchase  or  sale  as  afore- 
said executed  as  aforesaid,  -upon  any  legitimate  exchange  or 
Board  of  Trade,  shall  be  deemed  unlawful  as  lacking  the  es- 
sential elements  of  an  actual  delivery  thereon,  for  the  reason 
that  said  contract  has  been  subsequently  offset  or  settled  be- 
tween the  members  of  such  exchange  or  Board  of  Trade,  with 
or  through  whom  any  such  contract  or  contracts  were  made 
or  executed,  where  the  only  effect  of  said  offset  or  settlement 
has  been  to  substitute  other  parties,  either  as  buyer  or  seller, 
for  those  with  or  through  whom  the  transaction  was  origin- 
ally made. ' ' 

The  effect  of  this  provision  is  to  permit,  instead  of  actual 
delivery  on  the  part  of  one  party  and  acceptance  on  the  part 
of  the  other,  the  broker  to  transfer  it  to  other  parties.  In 
other  words,  in  the  place  of  an  actual  delivery  and  acceptance, 
as  the  Act  is  supposed  to  guarantee,  it  permits  the  original 
seller  as  well  as  the  original  buyer,  through  the  broker  on  the 
exchange,  to  dispose  of  the  contract  to  other  parties  at  such 
price  as  may  be  had  for  the  commodity,  leaving  the  one  to 
sustain  the  loss  on  the  original  deal  and  the  other  to  pocket 
the  profits. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  where  the  contract  is 
made  upon  such  legitimate  exchange  or  Board  of  Trade  in  the 
name  of  said  principal  or  the  agent,  broker  or  commission  mer- 
chant receiving  such  order,  or  in  the  name  of  such  agent, 
broker  or  commission  merchant  executing  the  same,  that  the 
agent,  broker  or  commission  merchant  shall  not  be  liable  for 
any  moneys  lost  by  said  principal  on  any  such  contract  to  buy 
or  sell,  by  such  broker,  agent  or  commission  merchant,  for  the 
account  of  such  principal  in  any  suit,  either  at  law  or  equity, 
but  on  all  such  contracts,  executed  as  aforesaid,  the  agent, 
broker  or  commission  merchant  shall  be  entitled  to  recover 
from  said  principal  any  moneys  advanced  for  the  account  of 
said  principal,  or  paid  out  on  any  obligation  incurred  for  said 
principal  in  connection  with  any  such  contract  as  aforesaid, 
together  with  his  customary  and  reasonable  charges  for  ser- 
vices performed.  This  would  authorize  the  broker  or  agent, 
if  he  be  a  member  of  an  organized  stock  exchange,  to  make 
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any  contract  for  a  citizen,  not  in  the  citizen name,  but  in  his 
own  name  as  agent,  and  (thereby  bind  such  citizen  and  hold 
him  to  account  for  any  moneys  alleged  to  have  been  lost  by 
such  broker  on  account  of  such  contract  or  deal,  and  this  bill 
does  not  by  expressed  terms  even  require  that  the  agent  or 
broker  shall  be  required  to  act  in  good  faith  with  the  prin- 
cipal. 

The  last  paragraph  of  the  Act  provides: 
"the  plain  intent  of  this  section  as  amended  is,  while  declar- 
ing unlawful  all  the  transactions  conducted  in  and  through  a 
bucket  shop,  as  described  and  defined  herein,  to  make  lawful 
and  enforceable  are  to  withdraw  from  the  provisions  of  the 
gaming  or  wagering  sta^tute  of  this  State  all  transactions  exe- 
cuted upon,  as  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  a  legitimate 
produce  stock,  or  cotton  exchange  or  Board  of  Trade,  and  this 
Act  shall  be  liberally  construed  at  all  times,  so  as  to  effectu- 
ate this  object,  and  to  that  end  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  repealed. ' ' 

This  would  appear  to  make  legal  in  Tennessee  any  act 
whatever  executed  upon  or  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  a 
legitimate  stock  exchange  or  Board  of  Trade,  no  matter  where 
situated.

At  the  expiration  of  the  recess  the  Senate  was  called  to 
order  by  Mr.  Speaker  Crabtree. 

On  motion  the  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor, 
through  his  Private  Secretary:

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Mk.  Speaker  :  I  am  directed  to  hand  you  a  message  by  the 
Governor  in  writing.

The  message  was  taken  up  and  read  by  the  Clerk  and  is  as 
follows': 

March  14,  1917. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly: 

As  you  know,  the  Sixtieth  General  Ass-embly  is  nearing 
final  adjournment.  The  session  expires  by  limitation  of  law  on 
the  7th  of  April,  a  little  more  than  three  weeks,  and  with  a 
Monday  afternoon  meeting  and  a  Friday  noon  adjournment, 
there  remains  but  fourteen  more  working  days'.  In  view  of  this 
fact,  I  desire  briefly  to  call  your  attention  to  what  we  have  done 
and  what  we  promised  the  people  we  would  do,  with  a  view  of 
aiding  you,  insofar  as  I  can,  in  your  efforts  to  redeem  plat- 
form pledges. 

The  platform  of  both  parties'  declares  for  certain  temper- 
ance and  law-enforcement  measures,  and  I  desire  here  and  now 
to  commend  both  Democrats  and  Republicans  for  the  prompt 
and  speedy  manner  in  which  they  responded  to  party  pledges 
and  platform  declarations  on  these  questions,  and  I  thank 
you  in  the  name  of  all  the  food  people  of  the  State  for  this 
wholesome  and  beneficial  legislation,  which,in  my  judgment, 
means  so  much  to  our  people. 

The  platform  also  declared  for  legislation  necessary  to  the 
advancement  of  the  school  interests.  On  this  subject  a  great 
deal  of  legislation  has  been  suggested.  However,  there  is  a 
wide  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  result  of  this  legislation. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  out  of  it  all  may  come  some  good  to  our 
educational  system.  This  is  a  matter  of  too  much  importance 
for  hasty  action.  Nothing  should  be  done  to  cripple  or  destroy 
the  advancement  we  have  made  along  these  lines.  All  efforts 
should  rather  be  turned  to  further  aid  in  the  progress  have 
made.  I  should  regret  to  see  any  legislation  that  would  prove 
hurtful  to  any  of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State,  or 
that  would  foster,  protect  or  advance  the  interests  of  one  to 
the  detriment  or  destruction  of  the  other.  I  want  to  see  all 
the  schools  of  the  State  march  abreast  to  greater  achievement 
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in  the  future  than  in  the  past.  I  want  Tennessee  to  lead  all 
the  other  States-  in  the  important  work  of  manufacturing  good 
citizens,  and  to  this  end,  I  trust  your  legislation  will  tend, 
keepins-  always  in  view,  the  admitted  fact,  that  upon  efficient 
and  successful  elementary  schools  is  the  only  sure  foundation 
for  a  perfect  educational  system. 

We  are  pledged  to  the  enactment  of  legislation  making  the 
violation  of  our  election  laws  a  felony,  so  as  to  better  safeguard 
and  protect  the  ballot  in  the  hands  of  the  honest  voter.  To 
my  mind,  no  higher  duty  devolves  upon  the  law-making  powers 
of  the  State,  than  to  protect  the  ballot  of  her  citizens.  Every 
citizen  should  exercise  his  right  to  vote.  It  should  be  his  privi- 
lege to  vote  his  sentiments,  and  when  he  has  done  this,  he 
should  feel  and  know  that  the  vote  will  be  counted  just  as  he 
voted  it.   No  bill  on  this  subject  has  been  introduced. 

We  are  pledged  to  the  enactment  of  Primary  Election  Law, 
and  such  a  law  is  entitled  to  your  consideration.  Bills  on  this 
subject  have  already  been  introduced,  and  I  trust  some  one  of 
them,  or  some  other  law  on  the  sxibject,  will  be  passed.  Wc 
have  heretofore  declared  in  favor  of  such  a  law,  but  we  have 
failed  to  live  up  to  the  pledge  made  to  the  people. 

We  are  also  pledged  to  the  enactment  of  an  anti-fee  bill,  and 
on  this  subject  two  are  more  bills  have  been  prepared.  This  is 
a  matter  of  too  much  importance  to  the  people  of  the  State  to 
be  neglected  by  your  Honorable  Body.  Upon  this  question,  I 
think  both  political  parties  agree  that  legislation  should  be 
had,  and  I  am  slow  to  believe  that  you  will  allow  this  Legis- 
lature to  adjourn  without  doing  something  to  relieve  the  State 
of  the  baneful  influences  of  the  fee  system.  No  question  with 
which  you  have  to  deal  is^  or  can  be,  of  more  vital  importance, 
and  I  beg  that  you  proceed  at  once  to  pass  a  law  of  this  char- 
acter. 

We  are  also  pledged  to  laws  for  the  construction  of  good 
roads  and  to  secure  national  aid  for  this  purpose.  This  legis- 
lation is  yet  incomplete  and  I  trust  you  will  not  overlook  the 
importance  of  enacting  a  complete  system  for  road-building 
and  maintenance  in  Tennessee. 

The  most  important  question  for  your  consideration  is 
equitable  and  just  tax  law,  without  which  the  State's  credit 
cannot  be  maintained,  and  her  institutions  must  suffer  for  want 
of  necessary  support.  I  am  advised  that  tax  legislation  is  now 
pending  before  your  Honorable  Body.    The  importance  ot 
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such  a  measure  should  challenge  your  mosi:  careful  considera- 
tion, and  I  trust  to  your  wisdom  to  work  out  a  system  that  will 
prove  n'ust  and  equitable  in  equalizino:  property  values,  so  as 
to  compel  all  property  to  bear  its  just  proportion  of  the  bur- 
den of  taxation. 

We  are  solemnly  pledged  to  the  abolishment  of  the  lease 
system,  and  a  bill  looking  to  the  fulfillment  of  this  pledge  has 
been  introduced.    This  bill  did  not  succeed  in  electing  the  sup- 
port of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  to  which  it  was  referred, 
nevertheless  the  majority  members  hav?  submitted  a  report  in- 
sisting up(?n  its  passage.    I  shall  not  impugn  the  motives  or 
question  the  honesty  and  sincerity  of  purpose  of  the  members 
of  the  Committee  who  voted  against  this  bill  in  Committee,  or 
any  member  who  may  oppose  its  passage.   I  simply  desire  to 
call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Democratic  party  has  de- 
clared against  the  lease  system  and  the  opposition  to  it  is  based 
upon  the  highest  consideration  that  can  move  mankind,  and 
that  is,  that  it  is  wrong  in  principle  and  should  no  longer  be 
tolerated.    The  question  of  finance  does  not  enter  into  the 
position  of  the  party  on  this  question.    Tf  your  Honorable 
Body  should  disresrard  the  principle  and  deem  it  unwise  and 
inexpedient  to  abolish  the  system  now,  because  of  the  fact  that 
the  State  is  in  sore  need  of  the  money  it  brings  into  the  Treas- 
ury, then  I  would  suggest  that  you  enact  such  a  law  as  will  au- 
thorize the  State  to  operate  these  plants  so  that  the  State  may 
reap  the  richer  and  greater  reward  by  the  appropriation  of 
all  the  money  its  labor  produces.   I  make  this  suggestion,  not 
that  T  would  commit  the  State  to  a  policy  I  believe  is  wrong, 
but  for  the  reason  that  if  the  policy  is  to  continue,  and  must 
thrive  and  flourish  upon  labor  furnished  by  the  State,  then  the 
State  should  profit  by  receiving  all  the  financial  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  it,  and  for  the  farther  and  better  reason  that  I 
am  thoroughly  convinced  that  when  once  you  separate  per- 
sonal and  private  financial  interests  from  the  system,  there 
will  be  none  left  to  champion  its  cause  or  seek  to  perpetuate 
its  existence.    Hence  it  will  speedily  die  and  by  its  demise 
free  labor  will  come  into  its  own,  and  the  State  will  no  longer 
be  a  party  to  a  system  which  is  wrong  in  principle  and  unjust 
to  the  man  who  has  violated  no  law  and  whose  income  must 
be  affected  by  competition  with  convict  labor. 

Another  pledge  is  the  passage  of  a  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Law,  ''fair  alike  to  employer  and  employee,''  and  a  fel- 
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low-servants  law,  and  ''the  proper  regulation  of  the  rates  and 
charges  of  all  public-service  corporations/'  I  am  informed  bills 
are  pending  on  the  first  two  of  these  subjects,  if  not  the  third. 
This  legislation  is  in  the  interest  of  a  class  who  have  a  right 
to  expect  consideration  at  your  hands. 

An  Act  forbidding  the  issuance  of  free  passes  by  transporta- 
tion companies,  is  another  platform  pledge. 

Bills  have  already  been  introduced  and  are  pending  upon  this 
subject  and  by  all  means  should  be  enacted  by  this  General 
Assembly.  The  platforms  of  both  political  parties  demand 
it  and  the  people  have  a  right  to  expect  it  at  your  hands,  and  I 
earnestly  insist  that  you  shall  not  disappoint  them. 

The  platform  demands  the  passage  of  an  Act  against  the 
pernicious  practice  of  lobbying  and  such  a  law  should  bo 
passed.   No  bill  has  yet  been  proposed. 

The  promotion  of  public  health  through  the  prevention  of 
communicable  diseases  is  also  declared  for.  There  are  three 
public  health  measures  pending,  which  have  the  endorsement 
of  our  Department  of  Public  Health  and  are  in  line  with  prog- 
ressive legislation  of  other  States  in  matters  of  health,  and 
should  be  passed. 

State  co-operation  in  the  aid  of  farmers  to  secure  best 
markets  for  their  products  and  general  co-operation  in  the 
greater  development  of  agriculture,  live  stock,  dairying  and 
poultry  interests,  is  another  pledge.  Only  one  of  these  subjects 
has  had  your  attention,  viz :  that  of  the  dairy  industry.  This 
is  good,  but  the  others  are  of  equal  importance  and  should  be 
considered  by  you  at  once.  As  yet  no  bill  has  been  proposed. 

The  industrial  and  commercial  progress  and  development 
of  the  State  and  the  desirability  of  Tennessee  for  home-seek- 
ers, farmers  and  manufacturers  is  another  subject  we  said 
should  be  fostered  and  promoted,  but  so  far,  no  steps  hav* 
been  proposed  or  taken,  so  far  as  I  have  been  informed. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  adoption  of  a  budget  system,  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Auditing  Department  and  the  creation  of  a  uni- 
form system  of  bookkeeping  for  all  officials  collecting  or  hand- 
ling State  revenue  or  money. 

I  lay  these  matters  before  you,  as  representatives  of  th< 
people.  We  are  bound  by  the  same  tie  of  responsibility,  but 
as-  the  Legislative  Department,  it  is  your  privilege  and  your 
(Juty  first  to  consider  legislation  for  the  public  good  and  put 
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the  same  before  the  Executive  for  his  approval  or  dis"approval 
before  the  responsibility  can  be  shifted  from  the  shoulders  of 
the  Legislative  to  the  Executive,  and  the  onlv  means  provided 
by  law  for  the  Executive  to  control  or  influence  legislation 
throuorh  the  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  him  to  make 
su«*<^'^^stions  and  recommenrlations  in  messasres'  transmitted  to 
the  Legislature,  and  T  am  availins:  myself  of  this  privilege  in 
order  that  T  may  call  vour  attention  to  matters  that  may,  per- 
hans,  have  been  overlooked  in  the  rush  of  business,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  considered  while  there  is  yet  time.  These  sug- 
gestions are  made  with  all  due  consideration  of  your  wisdom 
and  good  purposes,  but  at  the  samp  time  they  are  not  idle,  and 
you  know  the  people  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  who  ignores 
or  forgets  solemn  pre-election  promises.

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  to  hand  you  herewth  a  mes- 
sage from  the  Governor  in  writing.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fleming,  the  message  was  received  by  the 
Senate  and  was  ordered  spread  on  the  Journal.  The  message 
from  the  Governor  follows: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Senate: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  herewith  a  letter,  of  date 
M  arch  7th,  from  Hon.  D.  F.  Houston,  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States,  enclosing  therewith  a  copy  of  the  so- 
called  Smith-Hughes  bill,  which  is  a  recent  Act  of  Congress 
to  aid  Vocational  Education  and  making  appropriation  there- 
for to  those  States  that  accept  the  terms  of  the  Act.  Reference 
is  here  made  to  the  Secretary 's  letter  for  more  detailed  infor- 
mation as  to  what  is  necessary  for  the  General  Assembly  to  do 
in  order  to  place  the  State  of  Tennessee  in  proper  attitude  to 
receive  a  portion  of  the  fund  set  aside  for  Vocational  Educa- 
tion in  the  several  States  of  the  United  States.  I  refer  also 
to  the  Act  of  Congress  accompanying  this  message,  and  en- 
titled, "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  promotion  of  vocational 
education;  to  provide  for  co-operation  with  the  States  in  the 
promotion  of  such  education  in  agriculture  and  the  trades 
and  industries;  to  provide  for  co-operation  with  the  States 
in  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  vocational  subjects ;  and  to 
appropriate  money  and  regulate  its  expenditures.''  Approved 
February  23,  1917.  He  also  encloses  a  draft  of  a  proposed  bill 
to  be  enacted  by  you. 

The  main  requirements  of  the  Act  are  that  the  State  Treas- 
urer be  designated  as  the  custodian  of  the  fund  so  set  aside, 
and  a  ''Vocational  Educational  Board"  created  to  direct  its 
expenditure. 

I  may  say  I  have  also  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives a  letter,  of  date  March  9,  1917,  from  Dr.  P.  P. 
Claxton,  Commissioner  of  Education  for  the  United  States, 
also  calling  attention  to  this  recent  Act  of  Congress,  and  mak- 
ing the  suggestion  that  as  we  have  an  efficient  Board  of  Edu- 
cation already  organized,  that  it  be  designated  as  a  Vocational

Education  Board  to  disburse  this  fund,  and  I  concur  in  this 
recommendation. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  a 
proper  committee  with  instructions  to  confer  with  a  like  com- 
mittee from  the  House,  if  one  should  be  appointed,  to  consider 
the  same  jointly  and  that  they  bring  in  a  suitable  bill  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  tliis  Act  of  Congress,  the  terms  of  which 
seem  to  me  to  be  generous  and  desirable  for  you  to  accept.

RULING  OP  THE  CHAIR. 

Mr.  Speaker  Crabtree  gave  his  ruling  on  the  point  of  order 
•  raised  on  yesterday  by  Mr.  Hill  as  to  a  motion  made  by  Mr. 
Haston  on  the  recall  of  Senate  Bill  No.  36  with  House  amend- 
ments from  the  House  after  the  amendments  had  been  non-con- 
curred in  by  the  Senate  and  the  bill  and  its  amendments  had 
been  returned  to  the  House  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate.  The 
ruling  of  the  Chair  was  in  writing,  and  was  as  follows : 

A  point  of  order  was  made  upon  yesterday  by  the  Senator 
from  Davidson  upon  which  a  ruling  by  the  Speaker  was  re- 
served. Upon  the  day  before  yesterday  the  Senate  refused 
to  concur  in  certain  House  amendments  to  Senate  Bill  No.  36 
(the  Anti-Pass  Bill) ;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  unbroken  line  of  precedents,  and  the  time-honored 
procedure  of  this  Senate,  thereupon  promptly  delivered  the 
said  Bill  and  said  Amendments  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  and 
took  the  latter 's  receipt  therefor  upon  the  day  before  yester- 
day. 

On  yesterday  the  Senator  from  Van  Buren  moved  that  the 
action  of  the  Senate  in  refusing  to  concur  in  the  House 
amendments  to  said  bill  be  reconsidered,  and  that  said  bill  and 
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the  House  amendments  thereto  be  called  hack  from  the  House, 
which  then  already  had  physical  possession  of  the  bill  and 
amendments,  and  was  free  to  act  thereon  at  any  time.

The  rules  of  the  Senate  do  not  undertake,  hy  any  means,  to 
provide  for  every  question  or  point  of  order  that  may  be 
raised;  and  said  rules,  by  Rule  62,  recognizing  this,  refer  to 
and  adopt  Roberts'  ''Rules  of  Order"  in  all  cases  to  which 
they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Senate  rules. 

As  stated,  no  set  or  book  of  rules  has  ever  been  devised  or 
can  be  framed  which  will  apply  to  all  questions,  and  phases 
of  questions,  arising  upon  points  of  order;  and  the  Speaker 
in  ruling  must,  in  the  interest  of  fairness  and  justice,  very 
frequently  consider  and  regard  the  time-honored  practices 
and  precedents  of  this  body  in  construing  and  applying  rules, 
and  in  ruling  upon  points  of  order.  Such  unbroken  practices 
and  precedents  must  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  rules,  in 
the  sense  that  they  furnish  the  light  in  which  to  construe  and 
apply  rules  which  have  long  existed,  and  have  in  the  past  re- 
ceived a  certain  uniform  construction  or  acceptation. 

Upon  day  before  yesterday  when  the  Senate  refused  to  con- 
cur in  the  House  amendments  to  the  Senate  Anti-Pass  Bill, 
the  Senator  now  making  the  motion  to  reconsider  did  not 
then  give  any  notice  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  nor  have  any 
such  motion  entered  on  the  J ournal.  Had  he  then  desired  or 
intended  to  make  such  motion,  it  would  have  been  proper  and 
in  line  with  the  uniform  practices  and  precedents  of  the  Sen- 
ate for  such  action  to  have  been  taken  by  him. 

But  this  was  not  done  at  the  time,  for  the  reason,  no  doubt, 
that  so  far  as  can  be  found  in  all  the  past  history  of  this 
body,  no  one  ever  before  sought  to  apply  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider to  a  simple  refusal  of  the  Senate  to  concur  in  House 
amendments,  any  more  than  to  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  to 
table,  or  to  take  from  the  table  (Roberts',  page  74). 

 It  has  been  the  uniform  custom  and  time-honored  practice 

of  the  Senate,  for  the  Clerk  of  this  body  promptly  to  return 
to  the  House  a  Senate  Bill  and  the  House  amendments  there- 
to, when  the  Senate  refuses  to  concur  in  such  House  amend- 
ments; so  that  legislation  may  be  expedited,  and  the  other 
House  be  enabled  promptly  to  proceed  to  consider  whether  or 
not  it  Will  recede  from  its  amendments. 
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And  while  by  the  last  paragraph  of  Rule  31  of  the  Senate, 
the  Clerk  is  directed  to  transmit  to  the  House  ^'no  bill,  reso- 
lution, message,  report,  amendment,  or  motion  .... 
until  the  time  for  moving  a  reconsideration  thereof  shall  have 
expired,  unless  otherwise  expressly  ordered  by  the  Senate"— 
it  has  nevertheless  been  the  uniform  custom  and  practice  for 
this  rule  not  to  he  applied  to  the  simple  action  of  the  Senate, 
in  refusing  to  concur  in  House  amendments  to  a  Senate  Bill ; 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  is  in  no  way  to  be  charged  with 
any  oversight  in  not  applying  a  technical  construction  to  Rule 
31,  which  has  not  ever  been  so  applied  in  the  past  history  of 
this  Senate,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

But  aside  from  all  this,  the  fundamental  fact  remains  that 
the  Senate,  whether  in  violation  of  a  technical  rule  or  not, 
had  already  parted  with  the  custody  and  possession  of  this 
Hill  and  the  House  amendments  thereto,  on  the  day  before  the 
motion  to  reconsider  was  made  or  even  suggested  for  entry 
on  the  Journal. 

The  result  is  that  the  House  already  has  physical  posses- 
sion and  custody  of  this  Senate  Bill  and  the  House  amend- 
ments thereto ;  and  said  House  has  perfect  and  plenary  power 
under  our  Constitution  and  the  decisions  of  our  Supreme 
Court,  to  proceed  at  any  time,  to  recede  from  or  to  stand  by, 
its  amendments. 

This  perfect  and  plenary  power  of  the  House  to  take  this 
course  with  this  bill  and  the  House  amendments  thereto,  now 
in  its  custody  and  possession,  cannot  be  interfered  with  or 
postponed  by  any  subsequent  action  of  this  Senate,  even  if 
the  bill  should  not  have  been  sent  back  to  the  House  on  day 
before  yesterday. 

.  Whether  it  should  have  been  sent  back  or  not,  it  was 
actually  sent  hack  the  day  before  the  proposition  or  motion 
to  reconsider  was  made  or  suggested.  And  it  cannot  be  main- 
tained as  a  sound  proposition  that  this  Senate  by  its  rules,  or 
by  a  violation  of  its  rules,  can  now  strip  the  co-ordinate  House 
of  its  perfect  and  complete  right  to  deal  with  such  bill  and  its 
amendments  now  lawfully  in  its  custody. 

Standing  Rule  XIII.,  paragraphs  1  and  2,  read  from  the 
Rules  and  Manual  of  the  United  States  Senate,  is  not  a  rule 
of  procedure  of  this  State  Senate ;  has  never  been  adopted  by 
the  latter,  nor  even  remotely  referred  to  in  any  previous  rule 
of  this  body.  Paragraph  2  of  said  Rule  XIII.*  of  the  Federal 
Senate  provides  expressly  for  the  contingency  of  a  ''Bill, 
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resolution,  report,  amendment,  order  or  message*'  upon  which 
a  vote  has  been  taken,  having  ^^gone  ont  of  possession''  of 
the  United  States  Senate ;  and  said  rule  of  the  United  States 
Senate,  in  such  case,  expressly  provides  that  the  motion  to 
reconsider  ' '  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  motion  to  request  the 
House  to  return  the  same."  Such  express  rule  of  the  United 
States  Senate  clearly  does  not  apply,  and  cannot  apply  to 
this  Senate^ — because  never  formally  adopted  nor  informally 
followed  as  a  practice  in  the  past. 

On  page  135  of  the  said  Senate  Manual  (printed  in  1913) 
there  is  the  following  note  to  said  United  States  Senate 
EuleXIIL: 

^^The  rule  permitting  a  reconsideration  of  a  question 
affixing  to  it  no  limitation  of  time  or  circumstance,  it 
may  be  asked  whether  there  is  no  limitation!  If,  after 
the  vote,  the  paper  on  which  it  is  passed  has  been  parted 
with,  there  can  be  no  reconsideration,  ,  as  if  a  vote  has 
])een  for  the  passage  of  a  bill,  and  the  bill  has  been  sent 
'0  the  other  house.  But  where  the  paper  remains  as  on  a 
bill  rejected,  when,  or  under  what  circumstances,  does  it 
cease  to  be  susceptible  of  reconsideration!  This  remains 
to  be  settled ;  unless  a  sense  that  the  right  of  reconsider- 
ation is  a  right  to  ivaste  the  time  of  the  House  in  re- 
peated agitations  of  the  same  questions,  so  that  it  shall 
never  know  when  a  question  is  do^e  with,  should  induce 
them  to  reform  this  anomolous  proceeding." 
It  is  thus  recognized  that  there  may  be  a  limitation  not 
only  of  'Hime"  but  of  circumstance,  affecting  the  right  to 
make  a  motion  to  reconsider. 

The  fundamental  "circumstance"  that  this  Senate  no 
longer  has  custody  of  the  Senate  Anti-Pass  Bill  and  the  House, 
amendments  thereto,  but  the  same  are  now  (whether  right- 
fully or  wrongfully)  in  the  custody  of  the  House,  places  it 
beyond  the  power  of  the  Senate  to  reconsider  now  its  action 
in  refusing  to  concur  in  the  House  amendments  thereto.  The 
rights  of  the  other  co-ordinate  House  to  taks  its  lawful  and 
constitutional  action  thereon,  have  already  attached,  and  can- 
not now  be  interfered  with  by  the  Senate, — particularly  in 
the  absence  of  any  express  rule  of  this  Senate  like  United 
States  Senate  Eule  XIII.,  which  this  State  body  has  never 
adopted. 

The  above  ruling  of  your  Speaker  thus  arrived  at  also  has 
the  merit  of  expediting  and  promoting  legislation,  rather  than 
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retarding  and  mystifying  it  behind  a  cloud  of  technicalities, 
partaking  of  the  nature  of  a  filibuster  and  the  substantial 
merit  of  which  it  is  difficult  to  locate  or  record. 

The  point  of  order  of  the  Senator  from  Davidson  is  there- 
fore sustained,  and  the  motion  to  reconsider  and  call  back 
from  the  other  House  is  now  declared  not  well  taken  and  out 
of  order. 

Immediately  after  the  Speaker  had  concluded  delivering  his 
ruling,  Mr.  Haston  appealed  from  the  ruling. 

Thereupon  Mr.  Speaker  Crabtree  called  Mr.  Worley  to  the 
Chair. 

The  Chair  thereupon  ordered  a  roll  call  as  to  whether  the 
-  Chair  should  be  sustained  in  the  ruling,  stating  the  question : 
'  ^  Shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  be  sustained  ? '  ^ 

On  a  call  of  the  roll  the  appeal  from  the  ruling  of  the  chair 
was  sustakied  by  the  following  vote :

payable  semi-annually  and  maturing  serially  at  the  amount  of 
twenty  thousand  ($20,000)  dollars  per  year,  in  and  from  one 
to  fifty  years  from  date  of  their  issuance;  to  be  in  denomina- 
tions of  one  thousand  ($l-,000)  dollars  eacli  and  to  be  num- 
bered from  one  to  one  thousand,  both  inclusive;  to  be  executed 
with  the  signatures  of  the  Grovemor  and  Comptroller  and 
countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  and  attested  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  who  shall  place  the  seal  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
*  see  on  each  bond  as  it  is  issued,  and  the  coupons  shall  bear 
the  fac-simile  signatures  of  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller  of 
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the  State.  Said  bonds  shall  ibe  known  and  designated  as 
'^UNIVERSITY  OF  TENNESSEE  BONDS/'  and  the  full 
faith,  credit  and  resources  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  are 
pledged  for  the  prompt  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on 
same  as  it  becomes  due;  both  principal  and  interest  of  the 
bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  State 
in  New  York  City,  or  at  the  State  Treasurer's  office  in  Nash- 
ville, Tennesse,  at  the  option  of  the  holder.  A  recital  in  said 
bonds  that  they  are  issued  by  the  State  of  Tennessee  by  the 
authority  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  construed  to  be  a 
recital  and  declaration  that  said  bonds  are  issued  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  hereof  and  binding  upon  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see.'' 

The  following  committee  Amendment  No.  3  was  adopted: 
Amendment  No.  3.  Amend  that  portion  of  Section  6  desig- 
nated as  ''Second''  by  striking  out  the  paragraph  so  desig- 
nated and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Second.

event  there  are  no  satisfactory  bids  at  this  rate  the  said  bonds 
shall  be  readvertised  upon  a  four  and  one-half  (4^/2)  per  cent 
rate  of  interest."

Mr.  Speaker:  Your  Committee  on  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  consid- 
ered and  recommend  for  passage  Senate  Bill  No.  892.

REPORT  FROM  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hill  the  following  report  of  the  commit- 
tee which  investigated  the  high  price  of  coal  in  East  Tennessee 
and  the  increasing  cost  of  the  necessities  of  life,  was  ordered 
spread  on  the  Journal: 

Nashville,  Tennessee, 
Monday,  March  19th,  1917. 

T 0  the  Seriate  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly: 

Your  committee  reports  that  they,  through  the  chairman, 
invited  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
State,  and  various  District  Attorneys  General  in  the  State, 
to  meet  with  your  committee  on  March  12th,  1917,  when  the 
following  proceedings  were  had:

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^'The  committee  met  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  11:30  o'clock 
a.  m.,  Monday,  March  12th,  1917,  the  chairman,  Senator  Hill, 
in  the  chair: 

Mr.  Hill :  We  are  going  to  call  this  committee  together,  and 
we  will  have  to  use  this  chamber,  and  would  like  for  visitors 
to  cease  conversation  so  we  can  proceed.  It  is  hardly  neces- 
•  sary  to  state  to  the  gentlemen  present  the  object  of  this  meet- 
ing. A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Senate  to  investigate  the 
high  cost  of  coal  and  foodstuffs,  coal  in  particular,  and, 
through  us,  to  see  what  can  be  done;  and  it  was  decided  to 
confer  with  the  Attorneys  General  of  the  State  and  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  to  see  if  additional  laws  could  be  passed 
which  would  relieve  conditions,  and  to  have  additional  appro- 
priations made  to  carry  out  the  laws.  I  believe  we  all  agree  on 
one  point,  and  that  is,  that  foodstuffs  are  very  high;  and  this 
committee  will  proceed  along  those  lines.  We  have  no  set 
program.  We  compiunicated  with  a  number  of  the  Attorneys 
General  of  the  State  requesting  them  to  appear  here,  and  I 
see  we  have  a  number  of  them  here ;  an.d  as  some  of  them  had 
cases  in  the  courts  coming  up  about  this  time,  and  could  not 
leave ;  but  I  am  confident  they  all  endorse  the  proposition,  and 
I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those  who  left 
their  courts  to  come  here  and  assist  us  in  this  way. 

We  would  like  to  call  upon  Attorney  General  Frank  M. 
Thompson,  of  the  State. 

Attorney  General  Thompson:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  suppose  you 
could  not  call  on  anybody  who  is  less  prepared.  I  have  been 
tied  down  here  with  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  only  actual 
knowledge  I  have  of  the  conditions  under  consideration  is 
that  my  bills  have  been  every  month  a  good  deal  higher.  As 
to  this  coal  question,  I  should  think  the  first  thing  to  do  would 
be  either  subpoena  as  witnesses  here  the  dealers  and  operators 
of  the  mines,  or,  to  go  to  East  Tennessee  to  the  coal  region, 
and  get  at  the  seat  of  the  trouble.  The  coal  people,  I  under- 
stand, say  there  is  a  shortage  of  cars,  and  the  railroad  people 
claim  they  are  furnishing  all  the  cars  they  want.  Of  course, 
it  is  within  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature  to  pass  such  legis- 
lation as  is  necessary  to  rectify  matters,  when  you  get  at  the 
jSeat  of  the  trouble.  My  idea  would  be  that  the  best  informa- 
tion you  could  get  would  be  to  either  go  to  Knoxville,  in  the 
coal  region,  or  bring  witnesses  here,  and  take  the  evidence 
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of  coal  dealers,  and  get  at  the  real  truth  of  any  controversy 
existing  between  the  coal  people  and  t'he  railroads. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Have  we  sufficient  laws  now  to  have  the 
Attorney  General  of  that  District  make  investigations? 

Mr.  Thompson:  I  do  not  think  the  Attorneys  General  have 
sufficient  authority,  because  I  do  not  think  inquisitorial  pow- 
ers have  been  given  the  grand  juries  that  will  enable  them 
to  properly  investigate  this  situation.  I  think  these  local  At- 
torneys General  would  know  better  about  that,  however,  than 
I  do.  I  think  General  Mynatt,  or  Howard,  or  Wilson,  could 
give  you  more  information  along  that  line  than  I  can. 

Mr.  Chairman:  We  are  glad  to  have  heard  from  you.  Gen- 
eral Thompson,  and  thank  you. 

We  have  with  us  G funeral  Mynatt,  from  Knoxville.  We 
would  like  to  hear  from  you,  General  Mynatt.  And  I  want  to 
say  here,  that  under  the  Federal  anti-trust  law  that  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  and  also  the  Federal  Trade  Com- 
mission have  the  authority  to  proceed,  through  the  United 
States  Attorneys  to  the  grand  juries  of  the  Federal  Court, 
and  we  had  an  idea  that  the  State  could  pass  a  law  giving  the 
district  Attorneys  General  the  same  power,  so  that  these  mat- 
ters could  be  investigated  through  the  Attorneys  General  and 
also  the  grand  juries. 

General  Mynatt:  Mr.  Chairman,  and  gentlemen  of  the  Com- 
mittee: I  will  sav  that  I  thought  the  district  Attornevs  Gen- 
eral of  the  State  had  that  authority  until  I  investigated  the  law 
myself  and  had  other  attorneys  investigate  it,  and  there  is  not 
such  a  law  on  the  statute  books.  And  that  is  one  thing  I  am 
here  for  today,  to  ask  this  committee  to  recommend  for  pass- 
age amendments  that  I  understand  Senator  Houk  has  intro- 
duced, and  probably  Representative  Smith  in  the  House,  giv- 
ing the  grand  juries  inquisitorial  powers  in  these  matters.  If 
I  or  my  grand  jury  had  these  powers  right  now,  I  tell  you 
there  would  be  something  doing.  At  Knoxville  coal  is  seven 
dollars  per  ton,  in  thirty  miles  of  the  coal  mines.  And  while  I 
had  no  authority,  I  called  in  retail  men  before  me,  phoned  them 
and  asked  them  to  come  to  my  office,  and  I  asked  them  what 
is  the  matter,  and  they  said  it  was  a  shortage  of  care^ — we 
have  so  many  carloads  of  coal  bought  from  the  operators,  and 
they  say  they  can't  get  cars  to  deliver.  We  have  fifty-three 
retail  dealers  in  coal  in  Knoxville,  and  from  the  first  to  the 
tenth  of  February  there  was  almost  a  coal  famine — factories 
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were  running  half  time,  and  one  or  two  had  to  shnt  down  en- 
tirely, and  people  couldn't  get  coal,  and  they  were  suffering, 
right  there  in  sight  of  the  mines,  you  might  say.  I  saw  peo- 
ple walking  the  streets  and  going  from  one  coal  dealer  to 
another  trying  to  buy  coal,  and  couldn't  get  it.  Some  dealers 
had  a  half  of  a  car  on  hand,  and  some  had  none;  and  three 
factories  I  know  of  had  to  go  completely  out  of  business,  be- 
cause they  couldn't  get  coal  to  operate  on.  I  called  six  of  the 
largest  of  the  coal  people  before  me  and  asked  them  what  the 
reason  for  all  this  was,  and  they  said  it  was  shortage  of  cars. 
I  then  asked  the  railroad  people  about  the  cars.  I  asked  the 
superintendent  of  the  Coster  Division  of  the  Southern  Rail- 
way what  he  had  to  say  about  it — I  said  the  retail  men  tell  me 
you  fail  to  furnish  cars  enough  to  haul  the  coal  here,  and  he 
said  that  they  furnished  all  the  cars  that  were  asked  for.  Then 
I  went  to  the  president  of  the  operators  and  asked  him  to 
come  to  my  office,  and  he  hesitated,  and  said  he  would  come 
if  permitted  to  bring  his  attorney.  I  told  him  to  bring  all  the 
lawyers  he  wanted  to.  I  talked  to  the  attorney  for  the  rail- 
road company  and  asked  him  why  they  did  not  furnish  cars, 
and  he  said  they  furnished  all  the  cars  asked  for.  And  so 
they  see-sawed  back  and  forth  as  long  as  I  kept  them  separat- 
ed, and  then  when  I  got  them  into  my  office,  the  attorney  for 
the  Southern  Railway  and  the  president  of  the  operators,  they 
closed  up  like  a  clam.  Then  I  asked  the  president  of  the  op- 
erators to  call  a  meeting  and  take  some  action  to  relieve  the 
situation  of  this  famine,  and  they  said  they  would,  and  they 
did  have  a  meeting,  and  in  a  short  time  coal  was  in  the  city. 

Now  what  I  am  asking  for,  and  what  I  want,  is  to  pass  such 
a  law  as  will  give  the  grand  juries  inquisitorial  powers  so  that 
we  can  investigate  such  conditions  as  these  and  see  who  is 
wrong.  The  railroad  says,  we  are  furnishing  all  the  cars  asked 
for;  and  they  say  they  are  not.  And  I  will  say  further  that 
right  at  this  time  a  man  who  had  been  up  the  Southern  Rail- 
way to  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  told  me  that  he  saw  on  the 
sidetracks  along  the  line  right  above  Knoxville  a  hundred  or 
more  idle  cars.  Of  course  I  don't  know  whether  they  were 
condemned  cars  or  good  ones.  And  I  talked  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  L.  &  N.  Railroad,  and  he  said  that  all  the  cars 
were  north  of  the  Ohio  River  and  that  they  could' not  get  them 
back;  and  then  I  found  that  they  had  a  lot  of  cars  standing 
around  and  about  Knoxville,  on  the  sidetracks.    The  retail 
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men  told  me,  we  are  compelled  to  stop  all  men  that  buys  his 
coal  by  the  fifty  cents  or  dollar's  worth  and  pays  for  it  at  the 
end  of  the  week. 

Under  these  conditions  we  almost  had  a  famine  at  Knox- 
Ville.  One  doctor  told  me  of  a  family  of  two  sick  children 
that  did  not  have  enough  coal  to  keep  a  fire  to  keep  them 
warm,  and  they  could  not  get  it,  and  he  said  that  one  of  the 
children  finally  died  on  account  of  the  effects  of  not  having 
a  proper  fire.  I  put  a  statement  in  the  paper  asking  them  to 
meet  me,  and  some  of  them  did  not  understand,  and  it  was 
awful  to  see  and  listen  to,  the  stories  they  told  me.  I  indicted 
one  man  for  stealing  coal,  and  one  morning  he  came  to  me, 
with  a  little  chiM  in  his  arms,  and  asked  me  when  his  case 
was  set  for  trial, and  I  said,  who  are  you,  and  he  told  me,  and 
what  he  was  charged  with.  I  said,  are  you  guilty  of  this 
charge,  and  he  said  that  he  had  been  forced  to  pick  up  coal 
on  the  railroad  track,  and  that  he  may  have  made  a  mistake 
and  gotten  a  lump  or  two  cross  the  line  in  what  they  called 
the  yards.  I  said,  is  that  your  child,  and  he  said  yes.  I  said, 
what  do  you  do,  and  he  said,  I  am  a  laborer,  and  his  wife  came 
up,  an  she  had  two  more  children,  ragged  little  fellows.  I 
said,  how  are  you  going  to  feed  these  children,  and  he  said  he 
had  no  rnoney.  I  went  and  bought  their  dinners  for  them,  and 
I  turned  him  loose  and  sent  him  home — ^^and  gentlemen  if  the 
same  things  happen  again  I  will  do  it  again.  It  is  more  than 
you  can  stand  in  that  community. 

Now,  I  said  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Coster  Division  of 
the  Southern  Railway,  they  tell  me  the  Southern  Railway  con- 
fiscates coal.   He  said  no,  that  they  did  not.   In  less  than  a 

week's  time  I  got  a  phone  message  from  Mrs.   , 

superintendent  of  the  Industrial  School,  that  the  Southern 
had  confiscated  a  car  of  their  coal,  and  that  they  had  a  num- 
ber of  sick  children  in  the  school  and  were  out  of  coal,  and 
that  the  200  children  in  the  school  would  suffer  if  they  could 
not  get  coal  in  a  few  hours.  I  immediately  phoned  to  the  su- 
perintendent of  the  Coster  Division,  and  I  says,  I  have  caught 
you  this  time,  what  about  that  coal  that  goes  to  the  Industrial 
School,  I  thought  you  told  me  you  did  not  confiscate  coal. 
He  hung  up  the  phone,  but  in  a  little  while  he  called  me  and 
said  you  tell  the  Industrial  School  they  can  get  their  carload 
of  coal.  The  situation  is  bad.  I  asked  the  committee  to  recom- 
mend that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  Railroad  Com- 
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mission  to  go  to  Knoxville,  and  I  will  ask  the  Judge  to  ap- 
point an  Attorney  General  pro  tern,  to  take  my  place  and  I 
will  take  these  matters  up  for  you.  I  want  to  see  something 
done. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Can  this  situation  be  relieved  by  giv*- 
ing  the  grand  juries  inquisitorial  power? 

General  Mynatt:  I  think  the  Eailroad  Commission  should 
also  take  it  up.  There  is  something  wrong,  that  I  do  not 
want  to  say  what  I  think  it  is.  I  will  ^ive  them  my  ser- 
vices and  do  all  I  can  to  relieve  matters.  The  way  this  matter 
started,  I  called  Col.  Hannah  to  Knoxville,  or  rather,  T  got  a 
friend  of  Col.  Hannah  ^s  to  call  him  to  Knoxville,  and  while  we 
were  discussing  the  matter  Senator  Houk  walked  in,  and  I 
laid  some  facts  before  them.  Col.  Hannah  said"  they  had  no 
funds  to  investigate  the  matter  and  were  therefore  power- 
less, and  that  is  why  I  am  here  today,  at  my  own  expense. 
'  Mr.  Houk:  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  some  of  the  coal  operators 
have  boasted  that  they  wouldn't  go  before  your  grand  jury, 
and  one  of  them  said  he  wouldn't  go  in  the  newspaper. 

General  Mynatt :  Yes,  sir.  One  of  them  said  he  would  talk 
to  Rufe  Mynatt,  as  a  man  to  man,  but  said  he  would  not  pro- 
duce his  books  or  have  them  examined,  and  wouldn't  go  be- 
fore the  grand  jury  and  tell  what  he  knew. 

Mr.  Houk:    The  Legislature  can  correct  that.  General? 

General  Mynatt:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Houk:  Do  you  find  about  the  same  conditions  to 
prevail  as  to  potatoes,  and  other  foodstuffs! 

General  Mynatt:  I  will  confess,  Senator,  that  my  wife 
does  the  buying  of  the  potatoes  and  I  don't  know  much 
about  them,  but  I  will  say  that  she  telephoned  me  the  other 
day  that  the  butter  man  failed  to  come,  and  I  went  by  the 
market  and  bought  a  pound  of  butter,' and  it  cost  me  forty- 
five  cents.  And  I  can  say  that  she  demands  more  money 
every  month  for  the  grocery  bills.  I  would  be  glad  that  the 
committee  know  the  whole  facts  of  the  situation  as  it  appears 
in  Knoxville.  I  think  Senator  Houk  knows  it.  I  think  Col. 
Hannah  knows  it. 

As  I  got  on  the  train  last  night  I  met  a  retail  coal  man  in 
the  station,  and  he  said,  where  are  you  going,  and  I  said  I  am 
going  to  Nashville  to  see  what  can  be  done  with  you  fellows. 
He  said,  who  is  paying  your  way?  and  said  he  was  going  with 
me,  to  be  here  when  we  put  it  over.   I  said  I  hoped  he  would. 
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that  I  would  have  him  called  before  the  committee  and  make 
him  tell  all  he  knew  about  it,  and  I  wish  he  had  come,  but  he 
didn't.  He  said,  I  have  letters  where  the  coal  people  say  that 
coal  should  go  up  one  dollar  per  ton,  and  I  said  I  think  I  have 
that  evidence  that  you  wrote  that  letter,  and  he  hummed-and- 
hawed  a  little  and  said,  you  can't  show  it  on  my  letterheads, 
and  I  said,  maybe  not,  but  I  can  prove  it  is  in  your  hand- 
writing; and  as  soon  as  they  heard  of  this  move  they  began 
to  get  busy,  and  he  told  me  there  in  the  station  that  the  word 
had  gone  out  that  coal  must  go  down  fifty  cents  on  the  ton 
tomorrow  (that  is  today),  and  he  said  coal  would  be  down 
fifty  cents  today. 

Question:    Did  they  do  that?   Did  the  price  drop! 

General  Mynatt:  I  do  not  know.  I  have  not  heard 
Here  is  the  trouble,  gentlemen:  This  coal  situation  doesn't 
hurt  me,  for  I  lay  my  supply  of  coal  in  in  the  summertime 
anyhow,  when  it  is  cheap,  and  it  doesn't  affect  me,  but  it  is 
the  poor  men  that  are  not  able  to  do  that  that  it  hurts.  That 
is  the  trouble.  The  very  ones  who  are  least  able  to  bear  it. 
The  rich  man  makes  his  contract  in  the  summer,  when  the 
price  is  down,  but  the  poor  man  can't  do  that,  and  so  he  is 
bound  to  freeze,  and  you  men  are  the  only  men  who  can  help 
them. 

Question:  In  matters  of  that  importance,  cannot  the 
Attorney  General  get  leave  to  prosecute! 

General  Mynatt:  Yes,  sir;  but  you  see  that  does  not 
help  this  situation.  In  that  case  I  would  have  to  have  my 
evidence  first,  I  would  have  to  bring  a  specific  charge,  against 
a  specified  person  or  persons,  and  I  can't  do  that  at  present, 
for  I  haven't  been  able  to  get  the  evidence.  I  want  power  to 
send  out  and  get  witnesses  and  examine  them  and  get  down 
to  the  real  facts,  and  then  place  the  blame  wherever  it  be- 
longs. 

Question:  You  sign  a  bill  offically  to  get  an  indictment 
and  you  can  get  any  man  before  the  grand  jury  you  want! 

General  Mynatt :  I  understand  that,  but  they  are  inves- 
tigating. In  this  case  I  do  not  know  who  is  guilty,  and 
how  do  I  know  who  to  bring  before  me.  I  would  have  to  get 
the  indictment  first,  and  that  is  just  what  I  am  not  in  shape 
to  do. 

Mr.  Chairman:  We  thank  you.  General  Mynatt.  Are  you 
through? 
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General  Mynatt :  I  am  through,  and  will  be  glad  to  answer 
any  questions  you  desire  *i;o  ask  me. 

Mr.  Chairman :  I  want  to  say  that  we  wish  the  gentlemen 
who  are  here  would  leave  with  the  Clerk  the  expense  of  rail- 
road fare,  and  we  will  present  that  to  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Chairman:  We  will  hear  from  Colonel  Enloe,  Chair- 
man of  the  Eailroad  Commission.  We  would  like  to  hear 
from  Col.  Enloe  especially  as  to  the  Commission's  authority 
in  matters  of  this  kind,  and  any  suggestions  he  can  give  us  as 
to  any  legislation  necessary  to  give  the  Commission  needed 
additional  authority. 

Colonel  Enloe :  The  Railroad  Commission,  under  the  pres- 
ent law,  has  no  jurisdiction  to  inquire  into  matters  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Act.  I  wrote  to  Senator  Houk  the  limitations 
of  the  Committee  and  the  difficulties  we  were  experiencing. 
The  law  gives  us  the  power  to  regulate  rates  and  prevent  dis- 
crimination in  the  distribution  of  cars  by  railroads,  but  there 
has  been  no  complaint  that  there  was  any  such  discrimination 
practiced.  Under  the  rules  of  the  Commission,  the  public,  or 
any  shipper,  or  any  citizen  who  wants  to  file  a  complaint  un- 
der that  Act  may  do  so  by  simply  writing  a  statement  of  the 
facts.  During  the  progress  of  the  State  Fair  some  man  from 
Knoxville  met  me  at  the  Fair  Grounds  and  said  they  were 
having  some  difficulty  about  cars,  and  I  said,  if  that  is  a  mat- 
ter of  consequence  to  you  people  of  Knoxville  will  you  go 
i.)*ick  home  and  send  us  a  communication  in  regard  to  it,  and 
he  said  he  would,  but  it  was  never  brought  to  the  attention 
01  the  committee,  except  through  the  newspapers. 

Mir.  Houk ;  There  was  a  petition  filed  here  by  the  business 
men  of  Knoxville. 

Colonel  Enloe :  Yes,  recently.  That  was  only  recently.  The 
cjcope  of  your  proposition  is  very  broad.  I  hardly  think  the 
.Railroad  Commission  should  be  called  on  to  investigate  the 
cause  of  the  high  price  of  foods  and  the  coal  situation  at 
Knoxville,  unless  you  relieve  it  of  some  of  the  duties  it  now 
has.  I  should  think  it  would  be  better  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee for  that  purpose.  It  would  be  quite  proper  for  us  to  in- 
vestigate the  car  shortage,  and  the  only  reason  that  we  have 
not  already  commenced  such  an  investigation,  of  our  owil 
initiative,  is  that  we  did  not  have  an  appropriation  to  enable 
us  to  do  so.  The  Railroad  Commission  has  an  appropriation 
for  the  expenses  of  the  office  general  amounting  to  $1,200  per 
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year, — it  is  made  three  thousand  dollars  in  the  appropriation 
bill,  but  eighteen  hundred  of  that  goes  to  pay  the  Rate  Clerk, 
leaving  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  all  expenses.  The  conse- 
quence of  this  has  been  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  say 
to  litigants  that  we  have  no  money  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
litigation  and  you  must  provide  for  your  own  expenses  and 
everything,  your  own  witnesses,  and  even  the  cost  of  taking 
down  the  evidence  is  usually  paid  by  the  litigants.  In  this 
I.  C.  rate  case,  where  we  took  over  four  thousand  pages  of 
testimony,  and  where  the  opinion  amounted  to  nearly  100 
pages,  we  had  no  money  to  pay  for  that.  Now  what  we  need, 
and  all  we  need  in  this  matter,  is  money  enough  to  enable  us 
and  authority  enough  to  enable  us,  to  summon  these  gentle- 
men about  this  matter  of  car-shortage,  for  this  is  about  all  we 
have  authority  to  inquire  into.  This  matter  of  the  cost  and 
high  prices,  that  is  out  of  our  jurisdiction  and  it  is  out  of  the 
question  for  us  to  investigate  that,  but  as  to  the  car-shortage, 
we  should  be  given  that  authority.  If  we  should  summon  wit- 
nesses before  us  and  attempt  to  go  into  the  other  matter  a 
lawyer  would  immediately  raise  the  objection  that  the  Rail- 
road Commission  had  no  authority. 

I  recommend  that  the  powers  of  the  Commission  be  en- 
larged so  that  we  can  inquire  into  the  matter  of  car  shortage 
and  its  effect,  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  the 
expense.  I  do  not  think  it  will  take  a  very  large  amount  of 
money.  I  do  not  know  that  you  could  name  a  definite  amount, 
but  the  expense  Would  not  be  very  large. 

Mr.  Chairman:    General  Hannah. 

Mr.  Hannah:  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Chairman:  General  Hannah,  suppose  these  con- 
ditions exist:  Suppose,  for  instance,  the  operators  who  own 
the  coal  mines  were  in  position  to  say  to  the  railroads  now 
you  put  so  many  cars  at  our  mines,  and  suppose  the  railroad 
does  put  the  cars  there.  Now  has  the  Railroad  Commission 
any  jurisdiction  to  prevent  these  people,  when  the  cars  are 
loaded,  from  shipping  them  anywhere  they  want  to  instead 
of  sending  them,  we  will  say,  to  Knoxville? 

Mr.  ^  Hannah :  The  Railroad  Commission  would  have 
no  jurisdiction  over  interstate  business.  In  intra-state  hauls 
we  can  prevent  discrimination  in  the  distribution  of  cars,  and 
can  regulate  the  rates,  etc.,  but  the  Railroad  Commission 
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could  not  prevent  the  operators  from  shipping  out  of  the 
State.  Now  suppose,  for  instance,  that  the  coal  dealers  in 
Knoxville  had  last  summer  made  contracts  with  the  operators 
to  furnish  them  coal  at  a  given  rate.  Now  I  do  not  know  just 
what  this  particular  difficulty  is,  but  I  do  know  that  prices 
are  away  up, — and  we  we  will  suppose,  for  instance,  that 
these  same  operators  find  that  during  the  winter  they  can  get 
a  dollar,  or  two  dollars  more  on  the  ton  for  their  coal  by  ship- 
ping it,  we  will  say,  to  South  Carolina,  or  to  Georgia,  or  to 
any  other  State  outside  of  the  State  of  Tennessee.  I  do  not 
attempt  to  say  that  they  are  doing  this  now  in  this  case,  but 
it  occurs  to  me  that  under  those  conditions,  and  with  the  nat- 
ural desire  to  get  all  they  can  out  of  their  coal  and  make  as 
much  profits  as  they  can,  they  could,  instead  of  shipping  their 
cars  to  Knoxville  on  the  contracts  there  that  would  give  them 
the  smaller  profit,  send  them  to  South  Carolina  or  Georgia, 
wherever  they  might  have  better  contracts,  and  get  the  higher 
price,  and  only  send  a  car  to  Knoxville  occasionally.  This, 
of  course,  would  result  in  making  coal  very  scarce  and  high 
in  Knoxville,  and  while  I  do  not  attempt  to  say  that  this  is 
what  is  taking  place,  yet  I  merely  suggest  this  as  a  possibil- 
ity. Now  these  would  be  interstate  shipments,  over  which 
we  would  have  no  control.  And  I  do  not  know  what  authority 
the  Legislature  could  give  us  that  would  enable  us  to  con- 
trol it. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Under  the  Act  creating  the  Eailroad 
Commission,  if  the  Senate  gives  you  power  to  investigate  this 
condition,  has  the  Railroad  Commission  authority  to  sum- 
mon these  operators  here  to  be  questioned? 

Mr.  Hannah:  I  think  that  would  require  additional  legis- 
lation. 

Mr.  Mynatt :  As  Colonel  Hannah  has  said,  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  Coster  Division  of  the  Southern  Eailway  told  me, 
'he  said,  I  would  send  100  cars  to  the  operators  today  and  ten 
of  them  would  come  to  Knoxville,  and  the  other  ninety  would 
come  through  Knoxville  and  go  on  to  other  places. 

Mr.  Hannah:  Under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Commission  the  railroad  company  has  the  right,  and  it  is  its 
duty,  to  furnish  cars  to  all  shippers,  and  to  furnish  them  with 
discrimination,  and  that  duty  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
train  despatchers  for  the  different  roads.  The  train  des- 
patchers  know  where  the  cars  are  all  the  time,  and  when  cars 
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are  called  for,  the  train  despatcher  controls  the  placing  of 
these  cars.  Where  there  is  a  mine,  like  Coal  Creek,  or  Brice- 
ville,  or  Jellico,  and  the  agent  calls  for  so  many  cars,  the 
train  dispatcher  looks  at  his  record  and  sees  where  these 
cars  are  and  whether  they  are  in  use  or  not,  and  he  sends 
them  out  to  that  place,  and  the  agent  there  gives  them  to  the 
parties  who  call  for  them,  and  under  the  law  he  must  give 
them  without  discrimination.  Now  the  mine  operator  may 
have  contracts  in  Knoxville,  and  they  are  made  on  a  low  basis, 
prices  have  since  advanced.  He  can  get  a  better  price  by 
directing  these  cars  elsewhere,  and  of  course  the  railroad 
company  has  nothing  to  do  with  where  these  cars  go  to.  that 
is  controlled  by  the  operators  who  ship  the  coal.  The  oper- 
ator sends  them  to  where  he  gets  the  best  prices.  Of  course, 
ne  is  under  «.ontra'^t  to  ship  to  these  people  at  Knoxville,  at 
the  lower  rate,  but  his  excuse  to  them  is  that  he  cannot  get 
the  cars.  The  cars  he  got  could  be  sent  to  them,  but  he  can 
send  them  elsewhere  and  get  a  better  price.  What  is  the  re- 
sult in  Knoxville?  Coal  advances  and  becomes  scarce,  and 
then  the  agent  makes  an  extraordinary  profit,  or  he  and  the 
operator  divide  profits. 

Mr.  Chairman:  The  condition  you  speak  of  now  can  be 
corrected  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the 
State  Eailroad  Commission  together? 

Mr.  Hannah:  Well,  the  presumption  exists,  and  we  must 
presume  that  the  railroad  company  wants  to'^  handle  freight, 
and  win  furnish  cars  where  called  for,  and  that  is  its  duty. 

Mr.  Chairman :  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
has  control  of  the  interstate  railroads,  and  the  Commission 
of  Tennessee  has  control  of  the  intrastate  roads,  so  every  car 
would  come  under  one  or  the  other. 

Mr.  Hannah :    To  the  extent  of  preventing  discrimination. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Do  you  believe  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  already  has  the  law  and  the  appropria- 
tion, and  that  you  gentlemen  have  not  the  needed  law  and 
appropriation  I 

Mr.  Hannah:    That  is  true. 

Mr.  Chairman :  And  that  we  are  in  a  position  to  give  you 
adequate  laws  and  the  necessary  appropriation? 

Mr.  Hannah :    Only  to  the  extent  of  midue  discrimination. 
Mr.  Houk:    But  in  the  pursuit  of  that  investigation  as 
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to  undue  discrimination  in  the  distribution  of  cars  you  would 
develop  all  of  the  facts! 

Mr.  Hannah:  Yes,  sir.  My  idea  of  the  general  situa- 
tion is  outlined  by  what  I  said  of  w^hat  the  railroad  and  oper- 
ator might  be  doing.  Everything  seems  to  be  all  right  except 
that  the  price  is  not  right,  and  we  have  not  the  authority  to 
control  that. 

Mr.  Houk:  As  I  understand  you,  unless  there  is  discrimi- 
nation in  placing  cars — 

Mr.  Hannah:  Then  we  have  no  right  to  investigate. 
And  in  that  event  we  would  need  funds,  for  my  experience 
has  been  that  these  investigations  require  the  expenditure  of 
more  or  less  money. 

Mr.  Houk:  So  without  an  appropriation  the  law  is  with- 
out effect. 

Mr.  Mynatt:  Couldn't  you  report  any  facts  discovered  by 
you  to  the  grand  juries! 

Mr.  Hannah:  If  we  had  the  funds  to  make  an  investi- 
gation we  could  report  to  the  Legislature,  and  the  evidence 
could  then  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney  General  for 
action.  It  would  be  a  good  law  to  direct  the  Commission  to 
lay  the  facts  before  the  Attorney  General  in  the  district  for 
the  action  of  the  grandjury.  That  is  about  as  far  as  we  can 
go,  as  I  see  it,  but  I  feel  that  your  resolution  is  very  broad 
and  is  asking  us  to  go  too  far  to  ask  us  to  investigate  the  high 
prices  of  foodstuffs  and  coal,  for  there  is  no  exception  in  the 
condition  at  Knoxville  as  to  general  matters,  for  prices  of 
everything  are  high,  everywhere,  and  it  would  not  be  neces- 
sary to  go  up  there  to  investigate  prices. 

Mr.  Chairman:    General  Wilson. 

Attorney  General  Wilson:  Mr.  Chairman,  and  gentle- 
men: I  only  know  that  prices  are  unreasonable  in  the  city 
from  which  I  come,  as  well  as  other  cities  in  the  State.  I 
do  not  know  the  cause.  I  have  one  suggestion  to  make,  how- 
ever: It  has  been  stated  by  Mr.  Enloe  that  the  railroads  must 
furnisli  these  operators  cars.  Now  I  can  very  well  see  that 
the  coal  o])erators  might  manipulate  their  shipments  so  as 
to  fill  the  orders  first  where  they  get  the  largest  profit.  The 
coal  dealers  in  Memphis  make  contracts  for  the  future,  and 
I  assume  dealers  elsewhere  do  the  same  thing.  Now  suppose 
a  Memphis  coal  dealer  makes  a  contract  by  which  he  is  to  get 
coal  at  $2.30 ;  then  suppose  in  thirty  days  from  now  a  Louis- 
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ville  dealer  makes  a  contract  witH  the  same  mine  owner  to 
buy  coal  at  a  greater  price.  Now  when  these  orders  are  re- 
ceived by  the  coal  operator  to  deliver  coal  to  these  two  deal- 
ers, it  is  natural  that  he  would  give  the  preference  to  Louis- 
ville ;  and  I  think  that  there  ought  to  be  a  law  to  require  coal 
operators  to  make  delivery  in  the  order  in  which  the  orders 
are  received,  and  to  prevent  them  from  discriminating  in  fill- 
ing these  orders.  You  see,  today  he  gets  an  order  to  send 
fifty  cars  to  Memphis,  at  $2.30,  and  tomorrow  he  gets  an  or- 
der to  send  fifty  cars  to  Louisville,  at  a  higher  price,  and  he 
will  every  time  ship  first  to  Louisville,  and  this  might  cause 
a  coal  famine  in  Mempliis,  and  there  ought  to  be  a  law  requir- 
ing tliese  operators  to  fill  the  orders  in  the  order  received. 
To  illustrate :  Suppose  you  go  down  here  to  the  telegraph  of- 
fice and  send  a  telegram  to  a  person  in  Louisville.  The  law 
requires  the  telegraph  company  to  send  all  telegrams  in  the 
order  received,  and  I  think  the  coal  operators  ought  to  be  re- 
quired to  fill  their  orders  for  coal  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  received.  The  railroad  companies  must  furnish  cars  with- 
out discrimination,  and  in  the  order  received,  and  why  should 
not  the  coal  operators  be  under  the  same  requirement.  I  think 
the  grand  juries  should  be  given  inquisitorial  powers^  but  I 
do  not  think  that  is  going  to  fully  meet  the  situation.  I. think 
the  Railroad  Commission's  powers  should  be  enlarged,  and 
that  they  should  be  given  an  appropriation  and  power  to  re- 
quire coal  operators,  and  others,  to  appear  before  them. 

I  think  this  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  our  State, 
and  I  think  your  committee  ought  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
summon  these  men  here,  now,  and  have  a  full  and  complete 
investigation,  in  this  as  well  as  food  matters,  and  let  the  facts 
be  developed,  and  see  what  the  trouble  is,  and  the  only  way 
you  can  get  the  information  is  to  summon  these  coal  oper- 
ators before  you  who  have  raised  and  lowered  prices  accord- 
ing to  their  own  ideas.  I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  law  for- 
bidding any  interlocking  directorates.  Li  Memphis  I  know 
of  one  man  who  is  connected  with  a  half  dozen  or  more  coal 
companies.  Of  course,  I  do  not  know  that  he  is  doing  it,  but 
situated  as  he  is,  he  is  in  position  to  almost  regulate  the  price 
of  coal  in  Memphis,  and  I  think  this  ought  to  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  an  unlawful  combine  or  trust,  and  that  they  should 
be  indicted. 
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I  think  the  most  important  suggestion  I  have  to  make  is 
the  first  one,  that  these  operators  should  be  required  to 
ship  out  the  coal  in  the  order  in  which  the  orders  are  received, 
r  know  of  a  case  in  Memphis  now  where  they  have  a  large  con- 
tract with  a  mine  owner  for  coal,  and  the  operator  won't  ship 
it,  and  they  are  litigating  about  it  now,  but  that  does  not 
remedy  the  situation.  The  operator  might  not  be  financially 
able  to  pay  that  judgment,  after  it  is  obtained  against  him, 
but  if  he  received  that  order  he  ought  to  be  required  to  fill  it 
in  the  month  in  which  the  contract  calls  for  it  to  be  delivered. 

Mr.  Chairman :    We  will  hear  from  General  Buttram. 

Attorney  General  Buttram :  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen 
of  the  committee:  My  district  includes  most  of  the  coal  dis- 
trict of  East  Tennessee.  I  furnish  all  these  fellows  their 
coal.  I  don't  hear  many  complaints  in  my  territory,  out  there 
is  where  the  coal  is  mined  and  sold.  I  did  inquire  of  a  man 
the  other  day  about  what  coal  is  selling  for  out  there,  and  he 
told  me  $3.50  and  $4.00  per  ton  delivered.  Where  I  live  it  is 
$2.50  a  ton,  in  your  coal  house. 

Question:  I  was  going  to  ask  if  Mr.  Oliver  is  short  of 
coal.  He  runs  a  big  plant  there  in  Knoxville  and  is  making 
shells  for  the  Allies.  I  would  like  to  know  if  he  has  enough 
coal  to  run  on. 

Mr.  Buttram:  He  is  taking  a  lot  of  coal  out  of  our 
country  and  I  guess  he  is  getting  a  big  price  for  the  shells 
he  makes  and  sends  to  the  war,  and  he  can  give  a  big  price 
for  his  coal.  I  think  one  trouble  we  have  is  that  the  cities  are 
too  big, — too  many  country  people  are  going  into  the  towns 
to  live.  I  wish  we  could  take  them  out  and  put  them  back  on 
the  farms;  that  would  reduce  the  high  cost  of  living,  and 
everything  else. 

Now  I  do  not  know  what  is  best  to  do ;  of  course.  Col.  En- 
loe  and  Col.  Hannah  and  Mr.  Welch  are  at  the  head  of  the 
Railroad  Commission,  and  they  are  in  better  shape  to  give 
you  information  as  to  car  shortage.  Whenever  we  undertake 
to  regulate  the  shipping  of  coal  and  the  distribution  of  cars 
right  then  trouble  will  begin.  One  reason  for  the  high  price 
of  coal  is  that  the  laboring  man  is  demanding  more  money  for 
his  work.  They  are  paying  their  miners  about  20  per  cent 
more  now  than  before. 

Mr.  Mynatt:  But  haven't  they  advanced  the  prices  in  the 
commissaries,  too? 
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Mr.  Buttram:  The  prices  in  the  commissaries  have  ad- 
Ivanced  also,  of  course.  The  price  of  everything  is  up,  not 
pnly  coal,  but  everything.  I  asked  a  fellow  the  other  day  what 
a  bag  of  potatoes  would  cost  me,  and  he  said  $9.50.  That 
means  $9.50  for  two  and  one-half  bushels  of  potatoes.  Now 
men  who  buy  potatoes  must  have  more  for  their  work  than 
when  they  were  cheaper,  and  if  the  men  who  dig  coal  have  to 
be  paid  more,  then  the  operators  who  pay  them  must  have 
more  for  his  coal.  Shall  we  say  that  they  must  sell  coal  at  a 
certain  price,  or  will  be  put  a  certain  price  on  the  sale  of  eoal? 
T  doubt  it.  Now  these  gentlemen  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
may  have  the  right  to  say  that  the  railroad  companies  shall 
not  charge  more  than  a  certain  price  for  their  cars,  but  the 
great  demand  for  coal  is  the  cause  of  its  advance  in  price. 

Mr.  Houk:  General,  why  is  coal  two  or  three  dollars  a 
ton  higher  in  Knoxville,  right  at  the  mouth  of  the  mines,  than 
away  off  down  here  at  Nashville? 

Mr.  Buttram:  I  did  not  know  that  that  was  true.  Sen- 
ator, you  and  I  know  of  the  conditions  up  there  is  the  coal 
fields  better  than  those  who  have  not  lived  there.  It  is  just 
like  selling  steel  rails,  or  anything  else.  We  are  sending  steel 
rails  to  Europe  now,  and  that  makes  a  scarcity  here,  and  this 
extra  demand  runs  the  prices  up  at  home.  Of  course,  I  am 
here  to  do  all  I  can,  and  strive  to  enforce  the  laws  in  my  dis- 
trict. If  you  can  give  General  Mynatt  inquisitorial  powers, 
well  and  good,.  I  am  for  it, — and  I  want  to  make  a  suggestion 
that  might  clear  up  the  whole  situation.  Just  increase  Gen- 
eral Mynatt 's  salary,  and  let  him  buy  coal  for  his  people  over 
there  at  Knoxville  that  need  it. 

You  understand,  gentlemen- of  the  committee,  that  so  far  as 
I  am  concerned,  I  am  willing  to  break  up  any  illegal  combina- 
tion in  my  district.  If  you  give  the  grand  juries  inquisitorial 
power,  if  there  are  any  illegal  combinations  in  my  district,  I 
am  willing  to  wade  in  and  do  anything  I  can. 

Question:    Don't  the  miners  get  a  certain  amount  per  ton 
for  the  coal  they  dig! 
Mr.  Buttram:    They  do. 

"Question :  And  the  railroads  get  a  certain  amount  for  haul- 
ing it! 

Mr.  Buttram:  The  coal  digger  gets  $1.20  per  ton.  I 
do  not  know  what  the  railroads  get. 

Mr.  Houk :    There  has  been  no  advance  in  freight  rates. 

I  . 
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Mr.  Hill:    Then  would  that  increase  the  cost  of  coal  I 
Mr.  Buttram:    Ko,  sir. 

Mr.  Honk:  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  they  have  not  increased 
the  miners '  wages  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  prices  they 
charge  him  for  what  he  buys  at  the  commissary. 

Mr.  Buttram :  No,  sir ;  the  miner  is  suffering  more 
than  anyone.  He  has  been  advanced  but  very  little,  and  he 
must  pay  largely  advanced  prices  for  what  he  buys,  just  like 
we  do. 

Mr.  Chairman :  The  railroads  get  so  much  a  ton  for  haul- 
ing the  coal? 

Mr.  Buttram:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Chairman:  And  the  coal  digger  gets  a  certain  fixed 
amount  for  digging  it! 

Mr.  Buttram :  Yes,  sir.  The  coal  digger  digs  for  a  con- 
tract made  by  the  ton,  and  I  will  say  right  here  that  the 
amounts  they  get  are  so  low  that  they  are  hardly  able  to  live, 
and  many  of  them  have  left  and  gone  to  Virginia,  and  maybe 
other  places,  where  they  can  get  more  for  their  work. 

Mr.  Chairman :  Did  I  understand  that  there  was  a  20  per 
cent  raise? 

Mr.  Buttram :    Yes,  sir ;  that  is  what  I  understand. 

Mr.  Chairman:  And  is  it  a  fact  that  they  sell  coal 
cheaper  in  Virginia  than  they  do  here? 

Mr.  Buttram:  I  do  not  know  about  that;  but  I  will  say 
I  do  know  that  the  heavier  the  coal  is  the  more  the  miners  can 
make  who  dig  it,  it  weighs  up  for  them,  you  see. 

Mr.  Chairman:  How  do  they  dig  in  the  East  Tennessee 
mines  ? 

Mr.  Buttram :    By  the  ton. 

Mr.  Dowlen:  I  have  seen  a  thousand  cars  weighed,  and 
I  have  gone  into  the  mines  and  talked  to  a  number  of 
miners,  and  they  told  me  they  got  sixty  cents  a  car,  and  they 
weigh  from  twenty-four  to  twenty-six  hundred  pounds.  I 
talked  to  a  number  of  coal  diggers  away  back  in  the  mines 
where  they  were  digging,  and  that  is  what  they  told  me,  and 
they  told  me  they  were  perfectly  satisfied. 

Mr.  Buttram:  As  I  say,  if  you  will  pass  a  law  I  am 
ready  to  help  in  every  way  I  can  to  break  up  any  illegal  com- 
binations in  my  district. 
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Mr.  Chairman :    You  believe  that  in  order  to  break  up  any 
illegal  combinations  that  may  exist  you  should  have  addi- 
tional laws? 
Mr.  Buttram:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Chairman :  Do  you  believe  that  in  those  laws  we  ought 
to  have  a  provision  for  fine  and  imprisonment  for  violations'? 

Mr.  Buttram :   I  would  be  delighted  to  have  a  law  like  that. 

Mr.  Chairman:  We  have  Attorney  General  Officer  here. 
Would  like  to  hear  from  him  next. 

Attorney  General  Officer:  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen 
of  the  committee:  I  have  listened  with  interest  to  the  dis- 
courses of  the  distinguished  gentlemen  here.  I  don't  know 
that  I  can  say  anything  that  will  help  matters  along  much. 
Eeally,  when  I  received  the  notice  of  the  Chairman,  I  was 
very  busily  engaged  in  Court  and  did  not  know  that  I  would 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  here,  but  I  came,  feeling  that  if 
my  counsel  or  my  services  in  any  way  would  be  of  any  value 
at  all  to  this  committee  or  to  the  State  that  I  would  be  glad 
to  render  any  service  that  I  could. 

Now  I  do  not  often  undertake  to  talk  about  any  question 
unless  I  have  considered  it.  This  matter  of  the  high  cost  of 
coal  and  foodstuffs  is  one  that  I  have  not  considered  from 
any  other  standpoint  except  that  of  the  individual  that  was, 
of  course,  paying^  these  prices,  and  I  have  attributed  them 
more  to  the  abnormal  conditions  of  the  country  and  of  the 
whole  world,  than  anything  else,  and  I  doubt  if  there  is  any 
remedy  at  all,  until  normal  conditions  are  established  and  the 
production  increased  to  meet  the  demands.  Doubtless  cor- 
porations and  individuals  have  taken  advantage  of  these  ab- 
normal conditions  and  increased  prices  unnecessarily  in  some 
cases,  and  I  think  that  they  ought  to  be  rigidly  investigated 
and  prosecuted.  One  idea  occurred  to  me, — I  haven't  had 
occasion  to  use  it,  or  to  even  initiate  a  prosecution,  and  have 
only  looked  at  it  once  or  twice,  (there  are  no  large  towns  in 
my  district).  There  is  no  complaint  now  in  my  district,  as  far 
as  I  know,  except  I  have  heard  some  little  complaint  from 
those  interested  in  mining  and  manufacturing  about  failing 
to  get  cars, — but  in  regard  to  the  anti-trust  laws.  Now,  any 
law  that  affects  the  people  generally,  that  is  as  a  whole,  and 
does  not  affect  the  individuals,  it  might  as  well  not  be  en- 
acted at  all  as  not  to  give  the  grand  juries  inquisitorial  pow- 
ers^ and  I  think  that  law  is  a  good  one.  I  am  inclined  to  think 
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that  the  situation  at  Knoxville  indicates  that  there  must  be 
an  unlawful  combination  in  Knox  County  there,  to  fix  prices. 
Now  there  could  be  a  combination  of  retailers  or  operators 
but  what  could  be  prosecuted  if  the  grand  juries  had  inquisi- 
torial powers.  Now  the  suggestion  was  made  to  me,  by  Mr. 
Welch — I  hadn't  thought  of  it — Mr.  Welch  hade  the  sugges- 
tion, and  I  think  it  is  a  good  one :  For  instance,  I  occasion- 
ally buy  a  car  of  coal,  and  I  know  if  it  happens  not  to  be  con- 
venient to  unload  it  right  at  the  time  it  comes  in  the  railroad 
company  claims  demurrage  on  it  and  I  have  to  pay  a  dollar  a 
day  for  that  car  until  it  is  unloaded,  and  a  number  of  States 
have  a  law  requiring  the  railroad  company  to  pay  demurrage 
if  it  does  not  deliver  the  car  within  a  reasonable  number  of 
days.  Of  course,  any  shipper  would  have  the  right  to  bring 
suit  against  the  railroad  company  and  collect  it.  That  would 
not  be  unfair  to  the  railroad. 

Senator  Jarvis:  I  live  a  little  ways  off  of  the  railroad 
and  I  have  to  pay  storage  on  nearly  everything  that  comes 
to  me  on  the  railroad.  They  don't  send  out  notices  un- 
til they  get  ready,  and  you  won't  perhaps  get  notice  of  a  ship- 
ment until  it 's  been  there  some  time,  and  I  nearly  always  have 
to  pay  three  or  four  days '  storage.  I  think  there  ought  to  be 
some  way  to  make  them  give  you  notice  that  your  goods  are 
there.   They  charge  us  storage  all  the  time. 

Mr.  Officer:  I  think  we  have  such  sc  law  already,  and 
that  vvould  perhaps  be  one  affecting  the  rights  of  the  parties. 

Now,  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  I  will  be  glad  to  answer 
an}^  question  I  can  answer,  and  glad  to  assist  you  in  this  mat- 
ter in  any  way  within  my  power. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Do  you  believe  that  the  grand  juries 
sliouid  have  inquisitorial  powers,  and  also  the  Eailroad  Com- 
mission additional  authority,  after  what  you  have  heard  here 
today? 

Mr.  Officer :    I  think  undoubtedly  that  should  be  done. 

Mr.  Chairman:  And  you  think  that  without  the  grand 
juries  having  these  inquisitorial  powers  the  laws  would  be  in- 
effectual? 

Mr.  Officer:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Houk:  What  do  you  think  about  lodging  the  power 
in  the  Railroad  Commission,  when  such  abnormal  conditions 
arise  as  in  East  Tennessee  at  this  time,  to  seize  the  coal  be- 
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fore  it  is  taken  into  interstate  commerce,  and  see  that  the 
home  people  are  supplied  first— or  some  such  law  as  that? 

Mr.  Officer:  Well,  there  ought  to  be  power  in  some 
department  of  government  to  regulate  these  matters,  and  as 
I  look  at  it,  to  take  any  extraordinary  measures  necessary 
where  there  is  actual  famine  or  distress.  Some  governmental 
agency  ought  to  have  the  power  to  take  care  of  such  a  situa- 
tion. That  seems  to  be  ^a  very  extraordinary  situation  at 
Knoxville. 

Mr.  Chairman:    General  Howard. 

Attorney  General  Howard:  I  have  listened  with  a 
great  deal  of  interest,  and  I  agree  that  these  combina- 
tions ought  to  be  broken  up,  not  only  in  coal,  but  in  other 
matters.  I  thought  the  grand  juries  did  have  inquisitorial 
powers  over  conspiracies  and  combines  and  trusts,  and  I  be- 
lieve they  have,  under  the  Acts  of  1889.  I  will  just  read  this : 
''It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  or  asso- 
ciations of  persons,  or  any  corporation  in  this  State  or  doing 
business  in  this  State,  to  form  or  agree  to  or  to  conspire  to 
form,  any  trust,  pool,  or  corner,  or  combination,  or  any  other 
arrangement  or  device,  in  or  about  any  article  of  legitimate 
traffic,  the  production  or  manufacture  or  sale  of  such  article, 
that  may  injuriously  affect,  and  for  the  purpose  of  injurious- 
ly affecting,  the  legitimate  trade  and  commerce  of  the  country, 
or  to  limit  the  supply  or  production  of  said  articles,  whereby 
the  price  of  such  product  or  manufactured  articles,  or  other 
articles  of  legitimate  trade,  may  be  unduly  depressed  and  put 
down,  or  unduly  raised  or  increased,  and  for  the  pur23ose  of 
speculation,  either  by  pooling  or  purchasing  said  articles  for 
the  purpose  of  withdrawing  them  from  the  market  to  destroy 
legitimate  competition,  or  to  create  a  monopoly  or  corner  in 
the  same,  or  to  produce  an  undue  demand  for  same,"  etc. 

Further,  I  haven't  anything  to  say,  further  than  that  I  am 
in  full  accord  with  you.  Down  our  way  they  explain  that  they 
have  to  pay  high  prices,  and  therefore  have  to  charge  high 
prices.  We  live  away  from  the  coal  region,  and  don't  know 
much  about  that  part  of  it,  but  everything  has  advanced  in 
price — everything  is  high. 

Mr.  Houk:  I  will  ask  you  if  you  have  read  Chapter  94 
of  the  Acts  of  1^971  That  is  a  repealing  law,  and  says  that 
all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  re- 
pealed, and  there  is  no  inquisitorial  provision  in  this  law.

Don't  you  think  it  wovild  have  been  wise  to  put  an  inquisito- 
rial power  into  this  Act? 

Mr.  Howard:  Yes,  but  there  is  nothing  in  this  Act  in 
conflict  with  the  Act  of  1889. 

Mr.  Houk:  It  wouldn't  hurt  to  pass  an  Act  giving  in- 
quisitorial power. 

Mr.  Howard:  That  later  Act  has  been  construed  in 
several  cases  in  Tennessee,  in  several  reported  cases,  the 
Standard  Oil  case  and  a  half  dozen  cases  in  the  Tennessee 
Reports.  I  have  never  had  occasion  to  prosecute  under  this 
Act. 

Mr.  Thompson:  My  recollection  is  that  this  Act  has 
been  held  unconstitutional. 

Mr.  Chairman:  General  Frierson,  we  would  like  to 
hear  from  you. 

Attorney  General  Frierson:  Gentlemen,  we  do  not 
have  any  coal  down  our  way,  but  we  do  have  high 
prices.  I  have  listened  wits  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  what 
has  been  said  here,  but  I  came  absolutely  unprepared  to  say 
ajiything,  but  if  it  is  found  that  the  Act  which  Mr.  Howard 
read  is  unconstitutional,  and  if  the  Act  of  1897  does  not  con- 
tain a  provision  to  give  grand  juries  inquisitorial  powers,  it 
would  be  just  as  General  Officer  stated,  when  all  these  Acts 
in  which  the  public  generally  is  interested,  no  one  in  particu- 
lar is  interested,  and  you  might  as  well  not  have  that  law  un- 
less the  grand  juries  are  given  inquisitorial  powers,  because 
there  iB  no  one  who  would  want  to  go  before  the  grand  jury 
and  indict,  say,  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  or  the  coal  opera- 
tors, or  any  other  individuals.  As  I  say,  it  is  absolutely  essen- 
tial to  have  these  laws  enforced  to  give  the  grand  juries  inquis- 
itorial powers,  because  that  simplifies  the  whole  proposition. 
It  might  be  that  an  attorney-general,  where  a  specific  com- 
plaint is  made,  could  go  to  the  court  and  ask  for  power  to  pros- 
ecute ex-officio,  but  that  is  not  a  very  good  waj  to  do.  It  oc- 
curs to  me  that  it  is  better  to  just  lei  the  District  Attorneys 
have  the  right  to  take  up  that  investigation  and  bring  in  any, 
number  of  witnesses  he  might  want,  with  the  grand  jury  exer- 
cising the  inquisitorial  power,  and  then  he  could  bring  a  pre- 
sentment rather  than  an  indictment. 

So  far  as  the  shortage  of  cars  is  concerned,  that,  of  course, 
would  have  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 
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Mr.    Chairman:     Do  you  believe  the  Railroad  Commia 
sion  should  have  additional  authority  and  appropriations? 
Mr.  Frierson:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Chairman:  You  feel  that  these  Acts  are  dead  let- 
ters, so  far  as  effect  is  concerned,  without  the  powers  and 
funds  to  enforce  them  I 

Mr.  Frierson:    Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Do  you  believe  these  are  very  necessary 
laws? 

Mr.  Frierson :  Yes,  sir ;  I  absolutely  do.  I  have  tried 
two  or  three  cases  in  my  district,  and  I  think  it  is  a  very  im- 
portant law,  and  should  be  perfected  in  every  way  possible.  I 
think  Mr.  Mynatt's  trouble  is  that  he  hasn't  got  inquisitorial 
power,  and  I  think  it  should  be  given,  provided  these  laws  of 
1897  and  1899  do  not  give  such  power  to  the  grand  juries. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Do  you  believe  this  law  of  1897  should 
carry  a  fine  and  imprisonment? 

Mr.  Frierson:  Yes,  sir;  I  do,  and  I  do  not  think  it 
should  be  left  to  the  disicretion  of  the  court — that  leaves, too 
much  loop-hole.  I  think  the  fine  and  imprisonment  should  be 
made  mandatory,  so  that  the  Judge  will  have  to  put  imprison- 
ment on  them. 

Mr.  Mynatt :  Suppose  we  had  inquisitorial  powers.  How 
could  I  go  over  into  Campbell  County  or  Anderson  County  and 
do  these  things  and  indict  a  man  for  something  he  has  done 
in  some  county  outside  of  mine?  General  Buttram  would  have 
to  take  up  his  people  and  do  these  things  over  there  himself. 
What  I  want  is  more  power  for  the  Railroad  Commission  and 
money  to  carry  on  their  investigations.  Chairman  Enloe  has 
said  they  have  no  formal  complaint.  The  Commission  told  me 
their  condition  financially.  I  will  just  say  to  you  that  if  this 
committee  recommends,  and  the  Legislature  gives  them  the 
power  to  enable  them  to  investigate,  there  will  be  a  formal 
complaint  made  to  them. 

Mr.  Houk:  Formal  complaint  has  now  been  made  to  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Hannah:  My  distinguished  fellow,  Colonel  Enloe,  has 
stated  the  situation  of  the  Commission  under  the  law, 
but  I  want  to  say  this,  the  situation  in  East  Tennessee,  and 
more  especially  at  Knoxville,  through  friends  I  was  called  to 
Knoxville  by  the  Attorney  General  and  Senator  Houk,  and  we 
went  over  the  situation,  and  I  told  them  the  situation  that  the 
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Commission  occupied — that  tlie  Commission  only  liad  jurisdic- 
tion as  to  rates,  and  discrimination  in  placing  cars,  and  intra- 
state hauls,  and  beyond  that  we  had  no  jurisdiction  as  to  the 
price  of  coal.  Now  let  us  follow  that  up.  Without  you  give 
the  grand  juries  proper  inquisitorial  powers,  and  have  a  law 
like  the  trust  law,  to  investigate,  suppose  we  make  this  inves- 
tigation, you  tell  us  to  make  this  investigation,  and  give  us 
funds  to  do  it  with,  and  then  before  the  investigation  is  com- 
pleted the  Senate  adjourns,  and  without  you  give  us  some 
avenue  to  prosecute  these  things,  what  is  the  investigation  to 
be  worth? 

Mr.  Chairman:  You  mean  we  should  give  inquisitorial 
powers  to  the  grand  juries? 

Mr.  Hannah:  Undoubtedly — that  they  may  investigate 
as  to  all  high  prices.  Now  the  Railroad  Commission  stands 
ready  to  do  everything  in  our  power,  but  I  am  especially  in- 
terested in  this  East  Tennessee  situation,  and  1  suggested  that 
we  had  had  no  complaints  laid  before  us,  either  as  to  discrim- 
ination or  a«  to  rates.  The  question  of  rates  is  not  involved, 
because  there  has  been  no  advance  in  the  rates.  There  has 
been  no  complaint  as  to  discrimination.  But  suppose  you  in- 
struct the  Commission  to  take  up  this  investigation,  then  let 
us  see  what  will  happen.  There  are  two  or  three  elements  that 
enter  into  this.  In  the  first  place,  when  cars  have  been  called 
for  by  the  operators,  and  they  have  been  placed  and  are  loaded 
with  coal,  instead  of  sending  their  coal  to  Knoxville,  they  bill 
their  coal,  as  they  have  a  legal  right  to  do,  out  to  other  States, 
and  thus  it  becomes  interstate  commerce,  over  which  we  have 
no  control.  Of  course  they  had  contracts  in  Knoxville  made 
last  summer,  to  ship  coal  to  Knoxville,  but  they  can  get  better 
prices  by  shipping  it  to  South  Carolina,  and  they  ship  it  to 
South  Carolina,  and  the  Knoxville  man  doesn't  get  coal.  The 
Knoxville  dealer  wants  to  know  what  the  trouble  is,  and  they 
claim  it  is  a  shortage  of  cars.  The  Attorney  General  from 
Memphis  suggests  that  you  enact  laws  requiring  coal  opera- 
tors to  fill  orders  in  sequence.  I  don't  know  whether  you 
could  do  that  or  not.  Could  you  make  a  farmer  sell  his  po- 
tatoes that  way?  or  any  other  commodity?  Of  course,  if  he 
failed  to  do  it  you  could  proceed  against  him,  but  that  will 
not  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  Knoxville.  Hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  those  women  an  children  are  walking  the  streets 
on  account  of  these  things,  and  something  must  be  done  now. 
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It  will  not  meet  the  requirements  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion make  an  investigation  and  hand  in  a  report  to  a  succeed- 
ing Senate.  You  want  to  fix  the  Attorney-General  and  the 
grand  juries  so  that  they  can  meet  these  conditions  as  they 
come  up. 

Mr.  Chairman:  Do  you  think  this  law  should  include 
a  provision  for  fine  and  imprisonment? 

Mr.  Hannah:  It  should  include  such  measures  as  will 
meet  its  needs. 

Mr.  Enloe :  Let  me  suggest  that  the  facts  be  laid  before 
the  Attorney-General  by  the  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Chairman :  That  is  right,  that  you  give  us  a  report 
of  your  findings,  and  that  you  lay  the  matters  before  the 
grand  juries  of  the  respective  counties  for  action  by  them. 
Do  you  believe  the  Legislature  has  authority  to  correct  this 
evil? 

Mr.  Hannah :  I  think  that  laws  as  against  unlawful  com- 
binations which  may  be  detrimental  to  the  general  public 
would  unquestionably  be  good  laws.  The  Federal  Govern- 
ment has  done  it,  and  also  some  of  the  States. 

Mr.  Houk:  Let's  assume  that  the  railroads  are  guilty, 
which  I  do  not  think  they  are.  Don't  you  believe  that  the  Rail- 
road Commission  could,  through  its  agencies,  get  at  the  real 
facts  more  fully  than  any  investigation  before  a  grand  jury, 
with  respect  to  these  railroads? 

Mr.  Hannah:  Undoubtedly.  If  you  try  to  travel  this 
ground  and  don't  travel  it  thoroughly  you  don't  get  anywhere. 
Suppose  out  there  at  Jellico,  if  there  be  a  combination,  or,  in 
other  words,  if  they  are  shipping  coal  to  the  Carolinas  that 
should  go  to  Knoxville,  they  can  send  it  w'herever  they  please, 
and  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it?  And  suppose  that  out 
there  in  the  coal  region  there  is  a  combination  to  fix  the  price 
of  coal,  we  will  say,  in  Knox  or  Maury  County,  or  at  Jack- 
son, or  Columbia.  How  are  your  grand  juries  in  Knox  or 
Maury  or  Madison  County  going  to  reach  them? 

Mr.  Houk :    The  Railroad  Commission  could. 

Mr.  Hannah :    We  could  reach  them  as  to  rates. 

Mr.  Houk:     Couldn't  you  make  your  investigation  and 
then  report  the  facts  to  the  grand  jurv? 

Mr.  Hannah:  Yes,  sir,  but  suppose  the  operators  in 
Campbell  County,  we  will  say,  have  combined  to  fix  the  price 
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of  coal  in  some  other  county,  Knox  for  instance.  How  can 
the  grand  jury  of  Knox  County  reach  them  in  Campbell  1  . 

Mr.  Wilson :    Put  the  jurisdiction  in  both  counties. 

Mr.  Hannah :  Now,  we  have  been  assuming  that  the  oper- 
ators are  in  this  combination.  But  suppose  that  they  are  not, 
and  that  they  are  having  trouble  to  get  cars.  As  General  My- 
natt  has  said,  he  knows  of  a  hundred  idle  cars  standing  over 
there  on  the  side-tracks  between  Knoxville  and  Asheville.  At 
this  time,  in  this  country,  we  must  know  that  coal,  and  sand, 
and  like  commodities  which  are  carried  on  the  lowest  rates, 
jnust  stand  back  for  the  higher-priced  freight,  the  commodi- 
ties that  go  t6  make  gun-powder  and  other  munitions  for  the 
great  war,  wihch  bring  the  highest  rates.  Through  the  North 
and  East  the  trains  are  being  rushed  one  after  another  car- 
rying things  that  are  needed  by  the  great  armies  over  yonder, 
and  the  lower  rate  of  freights  are  side-tracked  and  left  until 
these  other  more  valuable  things  are  transported.  These  rail- 
roads in  the  South  are  having  no  end  of  trouble  in  trying  to 
get  their  cars,  which  have  been  sent  to  the  North  and  East, 
returned  to  their  own  lines,  as  the  other  roads  would  rather 
pay  the  demurrage  on  them  than  to  give  up  the  cars.  They 
can  make  money  by  it.  Now  they  can  set  a  coal  car  out  and 
not  use  that,  and  put  in  its  place  something  going  to  Europe, 
because  the  other  cars  are  worth  more  money.  And  it  is  these 
Ihings,  from  all  these  different  angles,  that  you  must  see  the 
situation.  I  remember  one  case  that  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Railroad  Commission  where  they  could  not  get 
their  cars  back  South  to  move  their  freight,  and  I  wired  to 
the  Chairman,  Mr.  McCord,  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, about  it,  and  I  got  a  wire  yesterday  from  him  show- 
ing what  a  percentage  of  cars  he  was  trying  to  get  back  to 
the  South.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  cer- 
tain powers,  along  the  line  of  saying  that  there  shall  be  no 
discrimination,  but  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  can- 
not say  that  a  coal  operator  cannot  ship  coal  wherever  he 
pleases;  and  it  is  these  things  you  want  to  follow  up,  and 
clothe  these  Attorneys-General  with  powers  to  enable  them  to 
take  care  of  the  situation. 

Mr.  Chairman :  We  want  to  thank  all  of  you  gentlemen 
for  attending  this  Committee  meeting  and  giving  us  your  ad- 
A  ice  and  suggestions.  The  idea  of  this  Committee  is  to  merely 
look  into  the  matter  and  make  some  recommendations  to  the 
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T^egislature  along  the  lines  that  have  been  discussed  here  to- 
day ;  that  is,  to  give  the  Legislature  inquisitorial  powers,  and 
give  the  Railroad  Commission  additional  powers,  and  an  ap- 
])ropriation  to  carry  out  their  work,  and  we  will  make  these 
recommendations.  Of  course,  you  gentlemen  will  understand 
we  only  have  a  few  hours  every  day,  the  Legislature  meets 
every  day,  and  we  are  under  obligations  to  you.  We  felt  like 
that  we  knew  of  no  one  from  whom  we  could  get  the  informa- 
tion or  ideas  that  would  be  of  more  service  to  the  State  than 
the  District  Attorneys-General,  including  Attorney-General 
Thompson  and  the  Railroad  Commission.  This  morning  is 
the  first  time  that  the  Committee  has  heard  anyone,  and  we 
will  now  take  what  you  gentlemen  have  presented  to  us,  and 
we  will  present  laws  along  these  lines. 

Mr.  Enloe:  Before  you  adjourn,  it  appears  to  me  the 
best  way  to  facilitate  matters  would  be  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee from  your  Committee,  a  sub-committee  or  two  or  three 
from  your  Committee,  and  ask  the  Attorney-General  to  co- 
operate with  that  Committee  in  drafting  the  legislation,  in 
order  that  it  might  be  constitutional. 

Mr.  Chairman :  That  is  a  good  suggestion,  and  will  say 
tliat  we  will  let  this  Committee  meet  with  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral and  the  Railroad  Commission,  and  any  other  gentlemen 
from  any  part  of  the  State  who  could  be  here  in  the  city,  and 
we  would  be  glad  to  have  your  advice. 

Mr.  Houk:  I  want  to  state  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion has  been  ready  right  from  the  first  moment  to  proceed 
and  do  all  they  possibly  could,  when  they  had  authority  to 
do  so.   I  want  that  understood.'^ 

(Adjournment.) 

Upon  the  advice  given  your  committee  in  the  foregoing  pro- 
ceedings, by  the  Railroad  Commission,  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  State,  and  the  District  Attorneys-General,  all  partici- 
pating in  said  proceedings,  we  recommend  that  the  General 
Assembly  at  once  pass  Senate  Bills  Nos.  776  and  777,  both 
of  which  have  passed  the  second  reading  in  the  Senate,  amend- 
ing the  Conspiracy  Acts  of  1897,  Chapters  93  and  94,  by  giv- 
ing inquisitorial  powers  to  the  grand  juries  over  violations  of 
said  Acts ;  and  that  the  General  Assembly  pass  Senate  Joint 
Resolution  No.  71,  directing  the  State  Railroad  Commission 
to  investigate  the  high  price  of  coal  in  East  Tennessee  at  once, 
and,  if  possible,  report  back  to  the  present  session  of  the 
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Legislature  all  facts  as  far  as  developed,  so  that  this  General 
Assembly  may  enact  remedial  legislation,  if  the  facts  should 
so  warrant,  together  with  such  recommendations  as  said  Rail- 
road Commission  deems  necessary  or  wise. 

We  further-  recommend  that  the  expense  account,  when  as- 
certained, for  actual  railroad  fare  of  the  attending  Attorneys- 
General  who  traveled  to  Nashville  to  meet  with  your  Com- 
mittee on  March  12th,  1917,  be  placed  in  the  Miscellaneous  Ap- 
propriation Bill,  said  attorneys  being  present  on  the  tele- 
graphic request  of  your  Committee,  and  paid  out  of  any  funds 
in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  as  follows : 

(IJ    Frank  M.  Thompson,  Attorney-General  of  the  State. 

(2.)    E.  A.  Mynatt,  District  Attorney  at  Knoxville. 

(3.)    Hunter  Wilson,  District  Attorney  at  Memphis. 

(4.)    B.  J.  Howard,  District  Attorney  at  Jackson. 

(5.)    W.  S.  Faulkner,  District  Attorney  at  Lebanon. 

(6.)    Horace  Frierson,  Jr.,  District  Attornev  at  Columbia. 

(7.)    W.  H.  Buttram,  District  Attornev  at  Huntsville. 

(8.)    W.  R.  Officer,  District  Attorney  at  Livingston. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  chairman  of  your  commit- 
tee shall  be  refunded  the  sum  of  $8.75  to  cover  the  actual  ex- 
pense of  sending  twelve  telegrams,  paid  for  by  said  chairman, 
to  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State  and  the  District  Attor- 
neys-General, inviting  them  to  attend  the  said  meeting  held  in 
Nashville  on  March  12th,  1917;  and  that  the  reasonable 
charges  of  expenses,  when  ascertained,  of  the  stenographer, 
or  clerk  to  your  committee  (Mr.  Wm.  B.  Goetz),  employed 
by  authority  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  and  be 
placed  in  the  Miscellaneous  Appropriation  Bill  of  this  session 
of  the  General  Assembl}^  and  paid  out  of  any  moneys  not  oth- 
erwise appropriated. 

Provided,  that  all  expenditures  herein  provided  shall  be 
paid  out  upon  proper  vouchers. 

Your  committee  finally  unanimously  reports  that  its  recom-. 
mendations  are  based  upon  the  unanimous  judgment  of  the 
State  officers  above  named.

SENATE  BILLS  ON  THIRD  READING. 

Senate  Bill  No.  511— To  repeal  Section  12,  Chapter  26,  Acts 
of  1835.

Brough.  The  letter  of  His  Excellency  attached  hereto  more 
fully  explams  the  purpose  of  his  communication,  and  I  refer 
to  it  as  a  part  of  this  message,  for  your  consideration.

My  Dear  Governor: 

The  National  Highway  Association,  with  headquarters  in 
Washington  City,  has  projected  or  proposed  the  building  of 
two  national  highways  from  Washington  City,  through  the 
Southern  States,  to  San  Diego  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  One  of 
these  roads,  known  as  the  Southern  National  Highway,  tra- 
verses the  States  of  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Ar- 
kansas and  Texas.  The  other,  known  as  the  Jefferson  Davis 
Memorial  Highway,  traverses  the  Gulf  States  near  their 
southern  border,  and  the  two  merge  at  El  Paso,  and  thence 
to  San  Diego  they  are  one  road. 

As  the  first  of  these  roads  passes  now  nearly  through  the 
center  of  the  former  Confederate  States,  and  the  latter  being 
much  farther  south,  it  seems  desirable  that  the  names  of  the 
two  roads  should  be  transposed ;  the  first  being  named  the  Jef- 
ferson Davis  Memorial  Highway,  and  the  other  the  Southern 
National  Highway.  A  movement  has  been  on  foot  some  time  to 
bring  about  this  change  of  names,  and  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  adopted  a  resolution,  at  its  recent  session,  recommend- 
ing the  change. 

Trusting  that  you  and  your  State  will  also  favor  this,  I  take 
the  liberty  of  requesting  that  you  will  use  your  influence  to 
that  end.  It  is  very  important  that  action  should  be  taken  at 
once,  as  the  National  Highway  Association  contemplates  pre- 
paring new  maps  of  these  routes  about  the  22d  of  April,  and 
it  is  desirous  of  knowing  the  sentiment  of  the  people  along 
fjiese  routes  regarding  this  proposed  change. 

Trusting  that  you  will  see  fit  to  interest  yourself  in  this 
matter,  I  am.

Several  patriotic  and 
historical  societies  have  sought  to  acquire  possession  of  these 
treasures,  and  the  National  Museum  at  AVashington  has  of- 
fered to  provide  a  place  for  their  preservation  and  exhibition 
in  the  National  Capitol,  but  my  daughter  and  I  both  feel  that 
the  State  which  gave  President  Polk  to  the  Nation  has  a  prior

We,  your  Committee  appointed  under  Eesolution  No.  

to  investigate,  and  make  a  report  on  the  Library  at  the  State 
Penitentiary,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

We  find  that  about  six  years  ago  a  small  library  was  estab- 
lished at  the  Main  Prison,  the  Library  now  contains  between 
five  and  six  thousand  books.  Through  the  effort  of  Mr. 
John  C.  Brown  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  a  contribution  of 
$1000.  for  the  purchase  of  books  was  received  from  Mr.  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan.  -Citizens  of  Nashville  contributed  fifteen 
hundred  volumes  to  the  library. 

^  Mr.  Alonza  M.  Hatfield  is  librarian.  The  books  have  been 
divided  between  the  white  and  colored  wards.  The  librarian 
has  a  simple  charging  system  that  enables  him  to  keep  up  with 
the  books.  He  reports  that  fully  90  percent,  of  the  pris- 
oners read  the  books  when  the  library  was  first  established, 
but  that  not  more  than  50  percent,  read  them  now,  for  the 
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reason  that  no  new  volumes  have  been  added  in  a  number 
of  years. 

We  note  that  a  large  percent,  of  the  books  composing  the 
library  are  works  of  fiction;  we  call  special  attention  to  the 
need  of  technical  works,  works'  pertaining  to  particular  arts, 
science,  trades,  occupations  and  the  like. 

If  the  library  at  the  prison  is  to  grow  and  develope  into  an 
up-to-date  Institutional  Library,  it  will  be  necessary  for  it  to 
be  under  the  supervision  of  a  trained  librarian,  we  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Prison  Library  become  a  branch  of  the 
State  Library,  and  to  be  so  administered. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $250.00  be  ap- 
propriated annually  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  inmates 
of  the  State  prison  and  the  maintenance  of  the  Library.

The  message  follows : 

March  22, 1917. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

In  compliance  with  Chapter  146  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1915 
authorizing  me  to  appoint  Commissioners  of  the  State  Sana- 
torium for  the  Treatment  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  I  ap- 
pointed as  the  two  physicians  required,  Dr.  Olin  West  of  Nash- 
ville and  Dr.  Jere  L.  Crook  of  Jackson,  and  Mr.  Geo.  L.  Berry 
of  Hawkins  County,  Mr.  W.  P.  Shipp  of  Hickman  County,  and 
Mr.  James  D.  Eichardson,  Jr.  of  Eutherford  County,  and  is- 
sned  to  them  their  commissions.  The  first  two  stand,  in  Ten- 
nessee, as  physicians  of  high  character  and  experience;  Mr. 
Berry  has  experience  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  a 
sanatorium  similar  to  the  one  proposed  here;  Mr.  Shipp  is  a 
successful  farmer  and  timber  man  of  wide  experience  as  to  the 
price  of  lands,  while  Mr.  Eichardson  is  a  successful  practition- 
er of  law.  The  Act  authorized  the  selection  and  purchase  of 
a  site,  if  necessary,  and  erection  of  a  sanatorium  for  the  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis,  upon  an  elevation  of  1000  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  to  contain  5000  acres.  For  this  purpose  $50,000 
only,  was  appropriated. 

This  Board  has  spent  much  time  and  thought  on  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  under  which  they  were  appointed.  After 
full  investigation  and  consideration  of  the  undertaking  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Commissioners  have  reached  the  conclusion  that 
the  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  purpose  of  a  site  and  erec- 
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tion  of  a  hospital  of  this  character  is'  not  only  wholly  inade- 
quate for  such  a  purpose,  as  contemplated  by  the  Act,  but  that, 
in  view  of  the  great  numlber  of  victims  dying  in  the  State  from 
this  plague,  it  is  not  practical  for  the  State  to  build  and  oper- 
ate an  adequate  hospital  or  sanatorium  for  this  purpose. 

Eeference  is  made  to  the  majority  report  for  a  more  full  and 
complete  statement  of  the  facts  and  reasons  compelling  this 
conclusion,  and  the  same  is  asked  to  be  made  a  part  of  this 
message.  Attention  is  also  directed  to  the  suggestions  made 
by  these  Commissioners  in  regard  to  a  campaign  of  alleviation 
and  prevention,  which,  in  their  judgment,  will  accomplish 
greater  results  for  less  money  than  could  be  hoped  for  from  a 
sanatorium,  on  account  of  the  great  cost  of  building  and  equip- 
ment and  the  great  number  needing  the  service. 

The  report  is  commended  to  your  careful  consideration,  as 
it  is  an  honest  expression  of  a  competent  Commission,  after 
an  investigation  and  study  of  this  great  problem,  which  has 
for  so  long  baffled  the  skill  of  scientists,  and  yet  challenges 
our  best  thought  as  to  what  to  do  with  and  for  our  victims  of 
tuberculosis.  In  calling  your  attention  to  this  important  sub- 
ject, as  treated  by  the  majority,  I  desire  also  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  position  and  remarks  of  Mr.  Geo.  L.  Berry,  one 
of  the  Commissioners,  in  his  letters,  which  he  asks  to  be  treated 
as  his  minority  report,  in  which  he  points  out  that  the  last 
Legislature  settled  the  matter  of  State  policy,  or  method  of 
handling  this  great  question,  and  that  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sioners was  defined  in  the  Act  of  1915,  which  authorized  the 
building  of  a  sanatorium  and  equipment  of  it  to  whatever  ex- 
tent the  appropriation  would  go.  Mr.  Berry  is  also  a  man  of 
experience  and  wide  vision,  and  his  views  are  entitled  to  con- 
sideration. 

If  the  majority  report  is  adopted,  the  Act  of  1915  should  be 
repealed.  If  not  concurred  in,  but  you  agree  with  the  minori- 
ty report,  such  an  expression  would  be  in  order.

The  following  message  in  writing  was  received  from  the 
Governor : 

March  23,  1917. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate-. 

I  am  returning  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  54,  without  my 
approval  for  the  following  reasons : 

J.  D.  Foute,  mientioned  in  the  Resolution,  was  Sheriff  of  his 
County,  and  as  such  failed  to  account  for  certain  moneys  col- 
lected by  him  belonging  to  the  State.  Suit  was  instituted  and 
a  recovery  had,  and  property  owned  by  him  snbjected  to  the 
payment,  in  part,  of  this  indebtedness. 

In  this  case,  the  Chancery  Court,  in  order  to  protect  the 
homestead  rights  of  the  said  Foute  and  his  family,  set  apart 
$1000,00  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Foute 's"  real  estate 


i 
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and  directed  that  the  same  be  invested  in  a  homestead,  not 
only  for  the  said  Fioute,  but  also  for  the  benefit  of  his  wife 
and  children,  as  stated  in  the  Resolution,  and  the  title  of  the 
land,  to  be  purchased,  to  be  vested  in  the  said  Poute  for  him- 
self, his  wife  and  his  children,  and  the  remainder  interest  in 
the  same  to  be  subjected  to  the  debts  of  the  said  J.  D.  Foute, 
on  the  termination  of  the  life  estate  of  himself,  his  wife  and 
his'  children,  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  same  to 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  due  the  State. 
The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  would  make  the  title  absolute 
in  them,  thereby  preventing  the  real  estate  or  the  thousand 
dollars  being  subjected  to  the  payment  of  Foute 's  indebtedness 
upon  the  termination  of  the  life  estate,  changing  the  entire 
tenor  and  effect  of  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  what  the  Court  of  Chancery 
had  jurisdiction  of  the  matters  in  the  controversy,  and  its 
solemn  judgments  and  decrees  cannot  be  altered,  amended  or 
abridged  by  a  Resolution  of  the  Legislature,  and  for  this  rea- 
son, I  am  compelled  to  decline  to  give  my  approval  to  this*

Joint  Resolution  No.  56,  to  draft  and  recommend  a  bill  to 
meet  and  take  advantage  of  the  Federal  Aid  Road  Act,  desire 
to  make  the  following  report : 

We  have  had  a  number  of  meetings  of  our  Committee  have 
corresponded  with  the  Federal  Authorities  and  conferred  with 
officials  of  the  State  Highway  Department.  We  have  gone 
into  every  feature  to  be  sure  we  had  a  bill  which  would  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Grovernment  and  at  the  same 
time  protect  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Tennessee. 

We  realize  that  this  Legislature  must  pass  a  satisfactory  bill 
at  this  session  to  guarantee  not  only  this  Federal  appropria- 
tion, but  possibly  future  appropriations.  We  have,  therefore, 
gone  into  the  question  most  thoroughly  and  we  recommend 
Senate  Bill  No.  232  with  a  committee  substitute  amendment, 
which  is  herewith  submitted. 

This  is  a  very  important  bill  and  we  trust  it  will  pass  with- 
out any  further  amendments  for  the  reason,  amendments  made 
at  random  might  change  the  bill  so  it  would  not  meet  the 
Grovernment  requirements.

AMENDMENT  TO  SENATE  BILL  NUMBER  308. 

That  all  party  nominations  for  candidates'  hereafter  in  this 
State  made  for  office — for  members  of  the  General  As'sembly, 
Governor,  Railroad  Commissioner  and  Representatives  and 
Senators  in  the  United  States  Congress — elected  by  the  elec- 
tors of  the  State  at  the  regular  November  election,  shall  be 
made  in  and  by  party  primary  elections  held  for  each  political 
party  within  the  terms  of  this  Act  and  in  the  manner,  at  the 
time  and  under  the  requirements  prescribed  by  this  Act,  and 
unless'  this  Act  is  complied  with,  party  nominations  falling 
within  the  terms  of  samie  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the  official 
ballots  provided  for  by  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee 
for  general  elections;  provided,  however,  that  Presidential 
electors  shall  be  excluded  from  the  provisions'  of  this  Act;  and 
provided  further  that  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  non-partisan 
candidates,  or  to  candidates  desiring  to  become  candidates'  in- 
dependent of  party  nominations,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  persons' 
of  an^  party  affiliation  which  party  did  not  at  the  general 
November  election  next  preceding  the  primary  election  cast 
more  than  ten  percent.  (i0%)  of  the  entire  vote  of  the  State 
for  such  party's  nominee  for  Governor. 

Section  ii:  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  on  the  day  of  the 
next  regular  August  election,  to  be  held  upon  the  first  Thurs- 
day in  August,  1918,  and  biennially  thereafter  on  said  day 
there  shall  be  held  in  all  voting  precincts  of  this'  State  primary 
elections  for  making  the  nominations  provided  for  in  Section 
(1)  hereof,  the  said  primary  elections  to  be  held  within  the 
legal  hours  for  elections  now  applicable  thereto  by  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  the  State. 
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Section  hi  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  party  nominations 
in  the  primaries  provided  for  by  this  Act  shall  be  determined 
by  the  candidate  or  candidates,  who  receive  the  highest  num- 
ber of  popular  votes  cast  in  such  primaries;  and  such  candi- 
dates so  receiving  the  hig^hest  number  of  votes  in  said  election 
shall  be  declared  the  party  nominees  in  the  manner  prescrib- 
ed by  this  Act. 

Section  iv:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  tlie  Executive 
Committee  for  the  State,  or  governing  body  of  the  State,  for 
each  of  the  political  parties  provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall 
have  and  exercise  the  powers  conferred  and  perform  the  duties 
prescribed  by  this  Act  as  Primary  Election  Commissioners  for 
the  party  the  same  represent.  The  following  citizens  and 
residents  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  now  composing  the  Demo- 
cratic State  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  of  Tennessee 
shall  be  and  hereby  are  constituted  the  first  Democratic  State 
Primary  Election  Commissioners,  to-wit:

/S'ection  v.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  State  Execu- 
tive Committeemen  here  above  named,  acting'  in  their  respect- 
ive capacities  as  Primary  Election  Commissionersi,  shall,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  respectively 
take  oaths  of  office,  to  be  filled  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
State,  to  snpport  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the 
Const itution  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  that  they  will 
honestly,  fairly  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
office  without  fear,  favor  or  impartiality  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  and  a  similar  oath  shall  be  taken  by  the  County  Pri- 
mary Election  Commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for  by  this 
Act,  the  same  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  respective  County 
Court  Clerks  of  the  counties  for  which  they  are  selected. 

Section  vi  :  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  upon  the  date  of  the 
first  primary  to  be  held  under  this  Act  and  biennially  there- 
after new  party  State  Executive  Committees  shall  be  elected 
by  Congressional  Districts,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  for  y)olitical  parties,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof,  to 
consist  of  two  (2)  from  each  Congressional  District  in  the  State 
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and  the  said  State  Executive  Committeemen  thus  elected  shall 
constitute  the  respective  Boards  of  Primary  Election  Commis- 
sioners for  their  respective  parties  for  the  ensuing  two  (2) 
years,  to  take  office  on  Septemiber  1st  following  their  election, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  they  are  qualified. 

Section  vii:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  respective 
members  of  the  State  Primary  Election  Boards  herein  provid- 
ed for  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  in  their 
membership  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  their 
terms  of  office.  The  said  respective  Primary  Election  Boards 
in  their  meetings  and  deliberations  shall  be  controlled  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 
either  of  said  Primary  Election  Boards  shall  be  necessary  to 
carry  any  motion,  order  or  resolution,  or  other  act  of  said 
Boards,  and  fifteen  (15)  members  of  said  Primary  Election 
Board  shall  consittute  a  quorum  thereof  for  the  purpose  of 
transacting  business',  but  a  less  nmnber  than  a  quorum  may 
meet  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may,  by  proper  pro- 
cess, compel  the  presence  of  absent  members. 

Section  viii  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  s'aid  respective 
State  Boards  of  Primary  Election  Commissioners  hereinbefore 
provided  for  shall  meet  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  City  of  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  subject  to  the  calls  of  their  respective  Chair- 
men, on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1918,  and  on  the 
first  Monday  in  June  every  two  years  thereafter,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selecting  and  appointing  County  Boards  of  Primary 
Election  Commissioners  for  each  County  in  the  State.  At 
wliich  meeting  the  said  Democratic  State  Board  of  Primary 
Election  Commissioners  shall  appoint  five  (5)  Commissioners 
to  compose  the  County  Democratic  Primary  Boards  in  each 
County  of  the  State  and  the  said  Republican  State  Board  of 
Primary  Election  Commissioners  shall  appoint  five  (5)  Com- 
missioners to  compose  the  County  Republican  Primary  Boards 
of  the  respective  Counties.  Said  County  Primary  Election 
Commissioners  shall  be  members  of  their  respective  Executive 
Committees,  to  be  nominated  and  certified  by  the  County  Com- 
mittee to  the  State  Bbard  of  Primary  Commissioners,  from 
lists  furnished  the  County  Committee  by  the  candidates  who 
may  have  qualified  in  said  election  for  the  respective  offices 
for  which  nominations  are  to  be  made  in  the  primary  election 
to  be  held,  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  candidates  as  pos- 
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sible,  three  of  whom  shall  oonstitute  a  quorum  for  the  .trans- 
action of  business. 

Section  ix  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  terms*  of  office 
of  the  said  County  Primary  Election  Boards  shall  be  for  two 
(2)  years  from  the  date  of  their  respective  appointments; 
provided,  however,  that  the  said  County  Primary  Ele<jtion 
Boards  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed and  qualify,  and  provided  further  that  the  said  County 
Primary  Election  Boards,  before  organization  and  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties  shall  subscribe  to 
the  oath  hereinabove  provided.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in 
the  said  Primlary  Election  Boards  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  said  State  Primary  Election 
Board  appointing  the  said  County  Commissioners,  and  such 
Commissioner  so  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  shall  hold  office  dur- 
ing the  unexpired  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

Section  x  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Chairman  of  any 
State  Primary  Board,  or  of  any  County  Primary  Board,  may 
call  special  meetings  of  the  said  respective  Boards  upon  five 
(5)  days  written  notice,  served  either  in  person,  or  by  regis- 
tered letter,  upon  the  respective  Committeemen.  Said  notice 
to  name  the  time,  place  and  purpose  for  which  the  said  special 
or  extraordinary  meeting  is  called. 

Section  xi  :  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  officers  selected 
to  hold  primary  elections  under  this  Act  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  respective  County  Election  Boards,  to  wit:  A  receiving 
officer,  three  (3)  judges  and  two  (2)  clerks  for  each  party  and 
in  making  such  appointments  the  said  County  Primary  Board 
shall  select  or  appoint  bona  fide  members  of  the  patry  holding 
said  Primary  and  as  near  as  possible  divide  the  respective  pre- 
cinct officers  between  the  candidates  running  in  said  party  pri- 
maries, the  said  selection  of  precinct  officers  to  be  made  from  a 
list  furnished  by  candidates  running,  or  by  their  respective 
County  Managers  where  snch  lists  are  furnished  to  the  said 
County  Primary  Boards.  Before  the  said  precinct  election 
officers  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  respective  du- 
ties they  shall  subscribe  to  an  oath  to  faithfully,  impartially 
and  honestly  hold  and  conduct  the  said  Primary  Election,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  the  State  and  without  fear,  favor  or  par- 
tiality to  any  candidate.  No  officer  appointed  or  offi'ciating 
in  any  party  primary  shall  interfere  or  have  any  authority 
over  the  conduct  of  any  other  primary.     If  any  precint  elec- 
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tion  officer  so  selected  by  the  County  Primary  Boards  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  act  and  the  said  County  Primary  Election 
Board  shall  not  fill  the  vacancy  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
polls',  then  such  vacancy  shall  be  fillled  by  the  officers  appearing 
and  serving.  The  officers  so  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  to  be 
from  the  supporters  of  the  candidate,  or  candidates,  represent- 
ed by  the  officer  whose  failure  to  serve  causes  such  vacancy. 
Should  all  of  the  officers  selected  to  serve  in  any  precinct  fail 
or  refuse  to  serve,  then,  in  that  event,  the  voters  of  the  said 
political  party  represented  by  said  declining  officers  present  at 
the  opening  of  the  polls  shall  select  the  precinct  election  offi 
cers  to  hold  said  primary  election  in  siic'h  precinct,  giving  as 
near  equal  represenation  as  possible  to  all  candidates  running 
in  said  Primary,  and  such  officers  so  selected  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  open  and  hold  said  Primary  Election. 

The  said  County  Primary  Election  Board  shall  select  and 
publish  the  precint  election  officers  at  least  ten  (10)  days  be- 
fore the  date  of  any  primary  election  to  be  held  under  this 
Act.  The  names'  of  the  officers  so  selected  shall  be  published 
in  some  newspaper  in  the  county  for  which  they  are  selected, 
if  there  be  such  published  therein,  and  if  not,  their  names 
shall  be  posted  for  ten  (10)  days  at  the  Court  House  door  of 
said  County. 

Section  xii  :  Be  it  further  enacted^  Any  act  or  deed  declared 
by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  an  offense  in  the  case  of  the 
officers  of  a  general  election  is  hereby  made  an  offense  in  the 
case  of  officers  of  such  Primary  Election,  and  shall  be  punisha- 
ble in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  now  prescribed  by  law. 

The  officers  of  the  said  Primary  Election  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  way  as  now  provid- 
ed by  law,  for  the  payment  of  officers  of  regular  elections. 
The  compensation  of  the  said  County  Primary  Election  Boards 
shall  be  fixed  and  paid  by  the  respective  County  Courts  of  the 
counties  in  which  they  serve. 

Section  xiii  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ballots  to  be 
used  in  said  primary  elections,  the  poll  lists  and  tally  sheets 
thereof  shall  be  prepared  and  provided  for  by  tlie  respective 
County  Primary  Election  Boards  and  shall  be  paid  for  out  of 
the  County  funds.  At  least  two  hundred  (200)  ballots  to 
each  one  hundred  (100)  votes  cast  at  the  last  regular  election 
shall  be  provided  and  furnished  at  each  voting  place ;  each  set 
of  election  officers  shall  be  furnished  with  a  duplicate  set  of  poll 
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lists  and  tally  sheets,  upon  wMcli  are  to  be  recorded  the  name 
of  eaoli  voter.  Eaob  tally  sheet  shall  have  printed  or  writ- 
ten thereon  the  names'  of  all  candidates'  to  be  voted  for  by 
the  voters  of  the  party  for  which  it  is  provided,  which  names 
shall  be  arrang-ed  in  alphabetical  order,  under  the  heads  of  the 
offices  for  which  they  are  candidates,  and  the  same  arrange- 
ment of  names  shall  be  made  upon  the  printed  ballots  used 
therein.  The  ballots  cast  in  such  primary  elections  shall  be 
counted  and  the  results  certified  to  by  the  officers  on  the  tally 
sheets  provided  for  the  respective  parties  in  like  manner  as  is 
provided  for  the  counting,  certification,  attestation  and  return 
of  the  ballots,  poll  lists,  tally  sheets  and  returns  in  regular 
elections,  and  all  of  the  ballots,  poll  lists  and  tally  sheets  used 
in  said  elections  shall  be  delivered  to  the  respective  Chairmen 
of  the  County  Primary  Boards  of  the  county  for  which  said 
election  officers  shall  have  received  their  appointments  not 
later  than  12  o  'clock,  noon,  on  Monday  following  said  primar- 
ies. "When  the  counting  of  the  ballots  in  any  precinct  is  com- 
pleted the  officers  of  election  shall  publicly  announce  and  pro- 
claim the  result  thereof  and  the  officers  thereof  shall,  on  de- 
mand of  any  voter  present,  furnish  to  him  a  certified  copy  of 
the  result  of  the  said  election  in  said  precinct. 

Section  xiv  :  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  vote  in  the  primaries  provided  for  in  this  Act  wiho 
shall  not  be  qualified  to  vote  in  the  next  general  election  held 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  in  the  following  November.  Each 
voter,  before  voting  in  such  primaries,  shall  produce  the  regu- 
lar evidence  required  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  that  he 
has  paid  his  poll  tax  imposed  upon  him  by  law  for  the  year 
next  preceding  the  primary  election,  if  he  be  subject  to  the 
payment  of  poll  tax,  and  shall  also  establish,  if  the  registration 
laws  prevail  in  his  voting  precinct,  that  he  has  been  duly  regis- 
tered in  the  same  manner  as  required  in  the  general  election. 

As  before  provided,  there  shall  be  a  set  of  election  officrs  at 
each  precinct  in  the  State,  appointed  by  their  respective  Coun- 
ty Primary  Election  Boards,  the  voting  of  each  party  to  be  in 
a  separate  ballot  box,  with  separate  poll  lists,  ballots  and 
tally  sheets  provided  and  kept  therefor.  No  voter  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  vote  in  a  primary  election  of  any  party  unless  he  be  a 
hona  fide  member  of  such  political  party  and  affiliated  there- 
with, or  unless  at  the  time  he  shall  offer  to  vote  he  shall  de- 
clare his  allegiance  to  the  political  party  in  whose  primary  he 
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offers  to  vote,  and  states  upon  oath,  if  challenged,  that  he  ex- 
pects to  affiliate  with  such  party  in  whose  primary  he  is  offer- 
ing to  vote. 

In  precincts  where  registration  is  required  by  law  the  pre- 
cinct registrars  appointed  according  to  the  law,  and  having 
charge  of  the  registration  books,  are  required  to  have  and 
keep  one  or  more  of  such  precinct  registrars  present  at  such 
primary  election  from  the  opening  to  the  closing  of  the  polls. 
In^lieu  of  such  registration  books,  a  certified  copy  thereof 
miay  be  there  kept,  the  said  booksi  to  be  used  as'  evidence  of 
registration  or  non-registration  of  the  voters  of  such  precinct, 
in  case  registration  receipts  issued  to  voters  have  been  lost  or 
mislaid,  or  cannot  be  produced.  The  County  Trustee  of  each 
and  every  County  shall  have  at  each  voting  precinct  a  certified 
copy  of  the  list  of  voters  of  such  district  or  precinct  who  have 
paid  their  poll  tax  for  the  preceding  year,  which  list  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  or  judges  of  election  on  or 
before  the  opening  of  the  polls.  The  re'spective  counties  shall 
make  such  compensiation  for  the  service  of  registrars,  county 
election  commissioners  and  of  the  County  Trustee  for  render- 
ing the  services  provided  in  this  Section  as  is  made  in  the  case 
of  regular  elections. 

Section  xv  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  Monday  follow- 
ing the  Primary  Election  the  respective  County  Primary  Elec- 
tion Boards  shall  meet  at  the  Court  House  of  such  County  at 
12  o'clock,  noon,  and  publicly  canvass  and  compile  the  result 
of  the  primary  election  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  election 
officers  and  shall  make  and  sign  duplicate  certificates  of  the  re- 
sult of  said  election,  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  said 
primary  for  each  candidate  for  all  the  offices  in  their  respective 
parties.  One  copy  of  such  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the 
County  Court  Clerk  of  their  respective  counties  and  the  other 
copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  by  registered  m^ail  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  to  be  held  by  him  until  can- 
vassed by  the  respective  State  Primary  Election  Boards.  The 
said  County  Primary  Election  Board  shall  file  one  copy  of  the 
precinct  returns,  to  wit :  the  ballots,  poll  lists  and  tally  sheets, 
with  the  County  Court  Clerks  of  their  respective  counties,  and 
shall  forward  the  other  copy  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  preservation. 

Section  xvi:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  respective 
State  Boards  of  Primary  Election  Commissioners  hereby  ere- 
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ated  shall  constitute  tlie  Board  of  Canvassers  of  the  Primaries 
held  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Section  xvii  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  the  twentieth 
day  after  the  holding  of  any  primary  election  under  this  Act, 
unless  the  same  falls  upon  Sunday,  then  upon  the  21st  day  after 
such  election,  the  said. respective  State  Boards  of  Primary 
Election  Commissioners  herein  provided  for  shall  mieet  at  the 
Capitol  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  pursuant  to  notice  given  by 
the  respective  Chairmen  thereof,  and  they  shall  then  proceed 
to  publicly  canvass  the  returns  of  said  primary  elections,  and 
determine  and  declare  who  shall  have  been  nominated  for  all 
offices. 

When  there  is  a  tie  between  the  two  highest  candidates 
another  primary  shall  be  ordered  within  thirty  (30)  days,  and 
not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days,  to  decide  the  same  between 
those  candidates,  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to 
all  the  rules  and  provisions  governing  the  first  primary  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  candidate  receiving  the 
highest  vote  in  such  run-off  shall  be  declared  the  nominee  of 
the  party  for  said  office. 

Section  xviii:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  State  Pri- 
mary Election  Boards  hereby  empower  to  declare  the  nominee 
of  their  respective  primaries  shall  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days 
before  the  regular  November  election  for  which  such  nomina- 
tions have  been  made  certify  to  the  election  commissioners  of 
each  county  in  which  such  nominees  are  candidates  for  office 
the  names  of  all  the  nominees  of  their  respective  parties  with- 
in the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  offices  to  be  voted  for  in  s'aid 
respective  counties  in  the  said  general  election  and  the  names 
so  certified  by  the  said  State  Primary  Election  Boards  shall 
be  by  the  County  Election  Commissioners  printed  and  placed 
upon  the  official  ballots  provided  by  law  for  use  in  said  regular 
November  election. 

Section  xix:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  only  the  official 
ballots  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  be  used  in  holding  said 
primaries.  The  official  ballots  of  the  different  political  parties 
shall  be  of  different  colors  or  tints,  the  same  to  be  determined 
by  the  State  Board  of  Primary  Election  Commissioners,  but 
the  color  of  the  ballot  of  each  party  shall  be  uniform  through- 
out the  State  and  shall  be  of  uniform:  width,  not  less  than  nine 
(9)  inches,  nor  more  than  nine  and  one-half  (9  1-2)  inches 
wide,  and  of  such  length  as  is  necessary  to  contain  the  offices 
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and  names  of  the  candidates  required  to  be  printed  thereon. 
On  the  back  of  the  ballot  shall  be  conspicuously  printed  the 

words :    ^'Official  Primary  Ballot  

Party  Election  day  of  

giving  the  name  of  the  party  for  which  it  is  designated  and  the 
date  of  the  election  to  be  held,  and  shall  also  have  printed  on 
the  l)ack  thereof  the  facsimile  of  the  signatures  of  the  County 
Board  of  Primary  Election  Commissioners  of  the  party  holding 
said  election.  The  ballots  shall  have  printed  on  the  face  there- 
of the  name  of  all  candidates  for  the  various  offices,  arranged 
alphabetically  under  the  head  of  the  offices  for  which  they  are 
candidates.  The  ballots  of  each  political  party  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  respective  County  Boards  of  Primary  Election 
Commissioners  to  the  judges  or  offiicer  of  election  in  each  pre- 
cinct, and  on  the  day  of  such  primary  election  the  judges  shall 
take  charge  of  the  ballots  of  the  respective  parties  for  which 
they  are  appointed  and  shall  by  them  be  delivered  to  the  voters 
of  their  party,  as  herein  provided.  It  shall  be  a  misdemean- 
or for  any  judge  to  allow  the  ballots  delivered  to  him  to  go  out 
of  his  possession,  except  as  provided,  or  to  be  delivered  to  any 
voter,  until  the  voter  has  properly  qualified  and  announced  his 
intention  to  vote  in  the  primary  of  that  party.  In  case  any 
voter  after  receiving  the  ballot  shall  fail  to  vote,  or  to  give 
his  ballot  to  the  officers  to  be  deposited  in  the  ballot  box,  the 
judges  shall  require  that  such  ballot  be  surrendered  to  them 
and  at  once  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the  voters  and  the 
officers  of  the  election.  It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any 
voter  to  refuse  to  so  surrender  any  ballot,  or  to  take  any  ballot 
away  from  the  polling  place.  In  precincts  where  the  Dortch 
Election  Law  applies,  all  provisions  of  the  general  law  as  to 
the  manner  of  voting  in  regular  elections  shall  apply  to  voting 
in  primaries  at  such  precincts.  In  precincts  where  the  Dortch 
Law  does  not  apply,  a  suitable  table  or  desk  shall  be  supplied, 
on  which  the  ballots  may  be  marked,  and  in  all  precincts  of  the 
State  the  voters  shall  vote  by  making  a  cross  mark  before  or 
after  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  whom  he  wis'hes  to  vote, 
provided  that  in  such  precincts  the  voter  may  retire  from  the 
polling  place  and  have  assistance  in  marking  his  ballot,  and  no 
ballot  shall  be  rejected  because  improperly  folded. 

Section  xx:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  name  of  no 
candidate  shall  be  printed  upon  any  official  ballot  used  in  any 
primarv  under  this  Act,  unless  in  case  of  candidates  voted  for 
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in  all  the  counties  of  the  State,  or  of  a  Congressional  District, 
at  least  sixty  (60)  days,  and  in  all  other  cases  at  least  thirty 
(30)  days  before  such  primary  a  nominating  petition  shall  be 
tiled  in  his  behalf  with  the  authorities  herein  designated,  sign- 
ed by  qualified  voters  of  the  party  whose  nomination  he  seeks, 
to  the  number  of  twenty-five  (25) .  Such  nominating  petitions 
shall  be  in  substance  as  follows :  ' '  We,  the  undersigned  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  County  of  ,  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, and  members  of  the  Party,  here- 
by nominate   "  of  

County  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  to 

be  voted  for  in  the  primary  election  to  be  held  by  the  said 

party  on  the  day  of   We 

request  that  his  name  be  printed  upon  the  official  ballots  to  be 
used  in  such  primary, ' '  provided  that  where  only  one  candidate 
for  any  office  for  which  a  candidate  is  to  be  nominated  under 
this  Act  shall  so  qualify,  he  shall  be  declared  the  nominee  for 
that  office,  and  his  name  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  official  bal- 
lot, and  provided  further,  that  should  no  contest  exist  in  any 
county  of  the  State  for  any  of  the  nominations  provided  for  in 
this  Act,  the  Board  of  Primary  Election  Commissioners  for 
such  County  shall  so  declare,  and  no  primary  election  shall  be 
held  in  such  County.  Said  declaration  annulling  such  election 
shall  be  made  by  said  Board  within  not  less  than  twenty  (20) 
days  preceding  such  primary. 

In  nominating  the  candidates  elected  by  the  electors  of  the 
entire  State  the  nominating  petitions  shall  be  filed  with  the 
respective  Chairmen  or  Secretaries  of  the  State  Board  of  Pri- 
mary Election  Commissioners  for  the  particular  party ;  for  all 
'other  offices  such  nominating  petitions  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chairmen  of  the  respective  County  Boards*  of  Primary  Election 
ComLmissioners  in  all  counties  participating  in  the  election  for 
which  the  person  nominated  is  a  candidate. 

Section  xxi:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  respective  State  Boards  of  Pri- 
mary Election  Commissioners  to  certify  to  the  Chairmen  of 
the  various  County  Primary  Boards  the  names'  of  all  candi- 
dates in  whose  behalf  proper  nominating  petitions  have  been 
filed  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  date  of  the 
primary,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Primary  Elec- 
tion Commissioners  to  have  printed  upon  the  official  primary 
ballots  herein  provided  for  the  names  of  all  candidates  so  cer- 
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tified  to  them  and  of  all  candidates  in  whose  behalf  proper 
•nominating  petitions  have  been  filed  with  them.  Where  a 
petition  is  required  to  be  filed  in  more  than  one  county,  certi- 
fied duplicates  of  such  nominating  petitions,  duly  attested  un- 
der oath  to  be  corrected  by  one  of  the  signers  thereof,  shall  be 
sufficient  to  be  filed  with  the  respective  county  boards  in  lieu 
of  the  original,  but  the  original  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the 
County  Chairman  of  at  least  one  of  the  counties  participating 
in  such  primary. 

Section  xxii  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  a  mis- 
demeanor for  any  person  to  vote  in  the  primary  of  more  than 
lone  party  in  any  primary  election  held  under  this  Act,  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  nor  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00). 

Section  xxiii:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  candidate 
for  a  primary  nomination  under  this  Act,  shall,  upon  his  con- 
ferring that  authority,  either  in  writing,  in  person,  or  by  his 
duly  authorized  County  Manager,  have  from  the  opening  of 
the  polls  until  the  vote  shall  have  been  counted  and  certified, 
an  inspector  or  watcher  of  election,  who  shall  have  the  right  to 
-watch  the  holding  of  said  election,  the  counting  of  the  votes 
therein  cast  and  the  certification  of  the  returns,  such  watcher 
or  inspector  to  have  the  right  to  challenge,  question  and  ex- 
amine any  voter  who  may  offer  to  vote  in  said  primary  election, 
and  upon  the  request  of  such  inspector  or  watcher  the  officers, 
judges  and  clerks  of  such  election  shall  give  him  a  statement 
signed  by  them  setting  forth  the  vote  of  each  candidate  as  cast 
and  counted  in  said  precinct.  Such  inspector  or  watcher 
shall  have  a  right  to  examine  the  ballots  as  they  are  counted. 
Such  watchers  or  inspectors,  however,  shall  not  offer  or  at- 
tempt to  influence  the  vote  of  any  elector  for  or  against  any 
candidate,  nor  shall  he  interfere  with  the  proper  holding  and 
conducting  of  said  election. 

Section  xxiv:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Acts  apply- 
ing to  regular  or  general  elections,  not  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  shall  apply  to  primary  elections  held  there- 
under. 

Section  xxv  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  candidates  in 
primary  elections  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  in  person 
and  to  exercise  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  the  watchers 
and  inspectors  of  elections  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  the 
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said  candidates'  shall  have  the  right  to  have  delivered  to  him. 
upon  demand  certified  copies  of  all  poll  lists  and  tally  sheets- 
nsed  in  any  primary  election  upon  applying  to  any  County 
Primary  Board  or  State  Primary  Election  Board,  upon  the 
payment  of  the  regular  legal  fees  therefor. 

SIection  XXV :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  officer  of  election  to  inter- 
fere with  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  inspector  or  watch- 
er of  election  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  to 
prevent  him  from  witnessing  the  casting,  counting  and  certi- 
fication of  the  ballots  cast  in  any  primary  election. 

Section  xxvii:  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary  of  the  State  Committee  of  each  party,  and  their 
successors  duly  elected,  shall  be  the  Chairman  and  Secretary 
of  the  respective  State  Primary  Election  Boards,  and  in  the 
event  of  a  tie  vote  in  any  matter,  the  Chairman  may  cast  the 
deciding  vote.  The  said  respective  County  Primary  Election 
Boards  shall  organize  within  ten  (10)  days  after  their  appoint- 
UDcnt  by  the  election  of  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  such 
County  Boards. 

Section  xxviii:  Be  it  further  enacted.  If  any  County  Pri- 
mary Election  Board  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  in  the  appointment  of  the  precinct  election  officers, 
and  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  as  near  as  possible  equal  repre- 
vsentation  to  all  candidates  at  the  polls,  an  appeal  from  such 
action  shall  lie  to  the  State  Board  of  Primary  Commissioners 
for  the  party  in  question  and  this  Board  shall  be  at  once  con- 
vened upon  not  less  than  three  (3)  days  written  notice  to  all 
members,  at  which  time  the  said  State  Primary  Board  shall  re- 
view the  action  of  the  said  County  Primary  Board  and  take 
such  action  as  will  carry  out  the  termsi  and  spirit  of  this-  Act 
and  give  equal  representation  as  near  as  possible  to  all  candi- 
dates in  the  appointment  of  precinct  election  officers.  If  the 
conduct  of  any  County  Primary  Election  Commissioner  shall 
by  the  State  Primary  Election  Bbard  be  held  to  have  been 
fraudulently  or  corruptly  done,  he  may  be  removed  and  his 
■successor  appointed  from  a  member  of  the  County  Executive 
Committee  of  the  party  to  which  he  belongs. 

Section  xxix  :  Be  it  further  enacted.  If  any  contest  shall  be 
instituted  as  a  result  of  the  holding  of  any  primary  under  this 
Act,  a  candidate,  or  candidates,  so  desiring  to  contest  shall 
give  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Cliairman  of  the  State 
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Primary  Election:  Board  holding  said  primary  election  within 
five  (5)  days  after  the  said  County  Primary  Election  Boards 
have  met  and  canvassed  the  returns.  Said  notice  of  contest 
shall  likewise  be  served  upon  all  candidates  adversely  interest- 
ed within  a  like  period.  In  the  said  notice  of  contest  grounds 
thereof  shall  be  fully  stated,  so  as  to  enable  the  contestants 
adversely  interested  to  prepare  their  defense  thereto.  After 
the  filing  of  such  notice  of  contest  the  same  shall  be  considered 
and  passed  upon  by  the  said  State  Primary  Election  Board, 
which  shall  hear  and  determine  such  contests  and  make  such 
disposition  thereof  as  fairness  and  justice  shall  require. 

Section  xxx  :  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Acts  and  parts 
of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed, and  that  this  Act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pass- 
age, the  public  welfare  requiring  it. 

On  motion  Senate  Bill  No.  308,  as  amended,  was  put  on  its 
third  and  final  reading  for  passage. 

Mr.  Bates  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  bill  must  be 
read.

The  Senate  met  at  10:30  o'clock  a.  m.,  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment  and  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Speaker  Crabtree. 

The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Chaplain, 
Rev.  T.  J.  McGill.

REPORT  FROM  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  appointed  under  Senate  Joint  Eesolution 
No.  73  made  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and 
ordered  spread  on  the  Journal : 
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GrOVERNOR  ToM  C.  EyB, 

Nashville,  Tennessee. 

Sir: 

The  undersigned  memibers'  of  the  Committee  ^appointed  hy 
you  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  a  Senate  Joint  Eesolu- 
tion  to  visit,  inspect,  examine  and  report  on  the  value  of  a  body 
of  farming  lands  in  the  13th  Civil  District  of  Davidson  Coun- 
ty, on  the  Cumberland  Eiver,  in  what  is  known  as  ''Bell's 
B^end''  and  report  back  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  G-er- 
eral  Assembly  both  as  to  its  value  and  desirability  for  the  lo- 
cation of  a  Department  of  the  Tennessee  Reformatory  for 
Boys  thereon,  and  also  to  report  as  to  the  needs  of  said  in- 
stitution in  the  matter  of  additional  buildings  and  land  beg  to 
report  that  they  visited  the  farm  referred  to  on  Saturday, 
March  24th,  1917,  and  made  as  thorough  an  inspection  thereof, 
as  the  limited  time  and  high  water  would  permit :  that  your 
Conunittee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  State  to  purchase  said  farm  for  the  purpose  for 
whicih  we  examined  it  at  this  time.  But  it  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  money  required  to  purchase  this  body  of  land  should 
be  used  in  developing  the  State's  property  Imown  as  the 
''Herbert  Domain,"  with  a  view  of  placing  the  Boys  Eeforma- 
tory  thereon. 

Your  Committee  found  upon  investigation  of  conditions  at 
the  Tennessee  Eeformiatory  for  Boys  that  it  is  badly  over- 
crowded, both  as  regards  the  number  of  boys  sleeping  in  the 
rooms  or  dormitories  and  the  number  sleeping  in  the  same 
beds,  a  condition  ^hich  should  be  remedied  at  once.  We  find 
234  boys  are  sleeping  in  78  beds,  or  three  boys  to  each  bed; 
and  to  relieve  the  congestion  in  the  Negro  Department  from 
twenty  to  forty  small  boys  are  being  kept  at  the  Negro  De- 
partment of  the  Tennessee  Industrial  School.  We  further 
found  that  the  Superintendent  is  forced  to  decline  to  receive  ^ 
both  white  and  colored  boys  almost  daily  on  account  of  these 
crowded  conditions. 

In  this  situation  your  Committee  unhesitatingly  recommends* 
that  additional  buildings  and  facilities  and  lands  should  be 
provided  at  once,  and  inasmuch  as  the  State  of  Tennessee 
owns  a  splendid  body  of  lands  on  the  Cumberland  Plauteu  in 
Bledsoe,  Cumberland,  White  and  Van  Buren  Counties  compris- 
ing about  eleven  thousand  acres,  suited  to  general  farming  and 
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S'toek  growing,  especially  adapted  to  fruits  and  vegetables,  con 
taining  immense  quantities'  of  splendid  timber,  stone  and  ex- 
tensive areas  of  coal,  with  water  power  and  other  natural  con- 
ditions favorable  to  the  proper  development  of  a  successful 
institution,  w'here  the  labor  of  the  inmates  can  be  profitably 
employed  under  conditions  that  will  favor  both  their  moral  and 
physical  development,  therefore,  it  recommends  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  make  sufficient  appropriation  for  removing  the 
said  Eeformatory  or  a  Department  thereof  to  said  'MIerbert 
Domain"  and  for  erecting  the  necessary  buildings  and  procur- 
ing the  needed  furnishings,  equipment,  live  stock,  machinery 
and  for  the  successful  development  of  the  same,  and  your 
Committee  further  reports  that  the  Board  of  Control  has  an 
option  on  a  tract  of  land  consisting  of  89  acres  lying  between 
the  lands  owned  by  the  Reformatory  and  the  Cumberland  River 
on  which  it  has  the  option  to  purchase  at  the  price  of  $10,000.- 
00 ;  also  there  is  a  25  acre  tract,  lying  immediately  behind  the 
DairyBarn  and  Manufacturing  Building  of  the  institution 
which  is  under  option  and  can  be  bought  for  $4500.00.  Both 
of  the  said  tracts  of  land  are  very  desirable  and  very  neces- 
sary to  the  institution.  Your  Committee  recommends^  the  pur- 
chase of  these  two  tracts  at  once  at  the  option  prices.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  bill  has  yet 
been  passed  to  make  the  laws  of  this  State  regarding  the  Na- 
tional Guard  of  this  State  conform  to  the  National  Defense 
Act  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on  June  3, 
1916. 

In  order  to  secure  the  benefits  of  this  Act  the  General  As- 
sembly miust  pass  an  Act  at  this  session  to  conform  to  the  terms 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  above  referred  to. 

If  such  an  act  is  not  passed  the  appropriation  for  the  Na- 
tional Guard  of  the  State  from  the  National  Government, 
amounting  to  something  like  $250,000  for  this  year  and -in- 
creasing yearly,  would  not  be  available,  and  the  Guard  of  the 
State  would  get  no  benefit  from  it.  I  deem  it  not  only  neces- 
sary to  call  your  attention  to  the  matter  in  order  that  it  may 
secure  your  prompt  attention.  The  time  is'  short  and  the 
calender  greatly  congested,  and  I  feared  that,  unless*  I  called 
your  special  attention  to  it  in  these  last  days  of  the  session,  this 
most  important  legislation  might  possibly  be  overlooked.  A 
bill  has  been  prepared  and  I  understand  has  already  been  in- 
troduced in  both  Houses,  which  conforms  to  the  necessary  re- 
quirements of  the  National  Government,  and  I  earnestly  hope 
that  it  will  be  passed  by  your  Honorable  Bod^^-  without  delay. 

In  view  of  the  splendid  record  made  by  the  members  of  the 
National  Guard  of  Tennessee  on  the  Mexican  border  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  sacrifice  they  have  made  in  the  service 
of  their  country,  I  wish  to  recommend  that  an  Act  be  passed 
appropriating  the  necessary  funds'  for  the  purchase  of  a  suit- 
able bronze  service  miedal  to  be  given  to  each  officer  and  man 
who  served  on  the  Mexican  Border  in  the  National  Guard  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  this  medal  to  be  an  official  recognitioji 
from  the  State  of  Tennessee  of  the  appreciation  of  the  people 
of  the  State  for  the  sacrifice  the  Guard  has  made  and  the  pa- 
triotism they  have  shown  in  serving  their  country.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  That  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee,  and  all  Acts  amendatory  thereof  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  amended  so  as  to  add  to  the  corporate  limits 
thereof  the  following  territory  within  the  following  described 
lines,  south  of  the  Tennessee  River,  to-wit :

State  line  to  a  point  on  the  west  line  of  the  Missionary  Ridge 
Taxing  District  extended;  thence  northward  in  a  direct  line 
to  the  south  west  corner  of  the  said  Missionary  Ridge  Taxing 
District ;  thence  northward  along  the  western  boundary  of  the 
said  Taxing  District  to  the  extreme  northwest  corner  thereof ; 
thence  eastward  along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  said  Tax- 
ing District  to  the  east  line  of  Section  23 ;  thence  northward 
along  the  east  line  of  Sections  23,  14,  and  11  of  the  township 
and  range  hereinbefore  mentioned  to  the  north  of  Section  11, 
thence  westward  along  the  north  line  of  said  Section  11  to  the 
east  line  of  Sherman  Avenue;  thence  northward  along  the 
east  line  of  said  Sherman  Avenue,  which  is  also  the  east  line 
of  the  Southwest  quarter  of  Section  2  of  the  township  and 
range  aforesaid,  to  the  Northeast  corner  of  the  said  quarter 
section ;  thence  westward  along  the  north  line  of  the  aforesaid 
southwest  quarter  of  Section  2  to  the  Avest  line  of  the  right  of 
way  and  land  of  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Railroad;  thence 
southward  along  the  west  line  of  the  right  of  way  and  lands 
of  the  said  Cincinnati  Southern  Railroad  to  the  center  of  Cit- 
ico  Creek  ;south  of  the  Southern  Railway  Crossing  of  the  said 
Cincinnati  Southern  Railroad ;  thence  westward  along  the 
center  of  the  said  Citico  Creek  to  the  low  water  line  of  the 
Tennessee  River;  thence  westward  along  said  low  water  line 
to  the  present  city  boundary  at  tlie  west  side  of  said  Citico 
Creek. 

And  the  following  territory  within  the  following  described 
boundary  lines  north  of  the  Tennessee  River,  to-mt : 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  low  water  line  of  the  Tennessee 
River  on  the  extreme  northern  boundary  of  the  Riverview 
Taxing  District  extended  ;thence  westward  along  the  North- 
ern and  western  boundary  of  the  said  Riverview  Taxing  Dis- 
trict to  a  point  on  the  south  line  extended  of  a  road  or  street

ing the  S.  R.  Read  and  Clift  lots,  as  indicated  on  the  Plat  Book 
aforesaid;  thence  westward  along  the  last  mentioned  line  to 
the  east  line  of  the  tier  of  lots  in  the  Valambrosia  or  Wayne 's 
addition  fronting  on  Bell  Avenue  and  Stringer  road;  thence 
southward  along  the  last  mentioned  line,  which  passes  east  of 
the  Stringer's  Ridge  Tunnel,  to  the  south  line  of  lot  269  in  the 
aforesaid  Valambrosia  or  Wayne's  addition;  thence  along  the 
southern  line  of  said  lot  269  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
said  addition  ;thence  southward  along  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  said  addition  to  the  southern  boundary  thereof  and 
continuing  in  the  same  direction  to  low  water  mark  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Tennessee  River;  thence  up  the  said  river 
following  the  low  water  line  thereof  to  the  point  of  beginning. 
Sec.  2.    Be  it  further  enacted,  Tliat  tlie  territory  here- 
inbefore described  and  hereby  annexed  to  and  made  a  part  of 
the  City  of  Chattanooga,  is  hereby  divided  into  wards  as  fol- 
lows 

All  that  part  of  said  territory  lying  south  of  McCallie  Ave- 
nue and  the  McC^dlie  Avenue  Tunnel  shall  be  and  become  the 
Twelfth  Ward  of  said  City.  And  all  of  that  part  annexed 
territory  south  and  east  of  tlie  Tennessee  River  lying  north 
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of  McCallie  Avenue  and  the  Missionary  Ridge  Tunnel  shall 
be  and  become  the  Thirteenth  Ward  of  said  City.  And  all  of 
that  territory  hereby  annexed  lying  north  and  west  of  the  Ten- 
nessee River  shall  be  and  become  the  Fourteenth  Ward  of 
said  City. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  purpose  of 
building  sewers,  installing  fire  plugs  and  building  fire  halls 
and  equiping  the  same,  for  additional  and  enlarged  school 
buildings  within  territory  above  described,  and  for  other 
legitimate  expenses  incident  to  tlie  incorporation  within  the 
city  of  said  territory,  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  in  their  corporate  capacity  to  issue  the  bonds 
of  the  City  of  Chattanooga,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  counter- 
signed or  attested  by  the  Auditor  and  under  its  corporate 
seal,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,000,000,  payable  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States.  Said  bonds  may  be  executed  in 
denominations  of  $100.00  or  the  multiplies  thereof,  no  single 
bond  to  exceed  $1,000.00.  Said  bonds  shall  be  payable  thirty 
(30)  years  from  the  date  of  the  issuance  thereof,  or  shall  be 
issued  as  ^'serial  bonds"  with  maturities  in  such  amounts 
and  at  such  times  within  1  to  30  years,  as  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  determine ;  and  shall  bear  in- 
terest at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  four  and  one-half  (4  1-2) 
per  cent,  said  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and  to  be  evi- 
denced by  semi-annual  coupons  attached,  and  the  interest 
coupons  attached  to  said  bonds  may  bear  the  printed  or  litho- 
graphed facsimile  of  the  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  Auditor 
of  said  City;  and  in  no  caSe  shall  said  bonds  be  sold  for  less 
than  par. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  whatever  bonds  may 
be  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  herein  granted  shall 
be  known  and  designated  as  the  ^'Annexation  Improvement 
Bonds  of  the  City  of  Chattanooga,"  and  the  same  shall  be 
sold  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  City  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn- 
essee, shall  direct.  Said  bonds  shall  contain  a  recital  that  they 
are  issued  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  such  recital  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
their  legality. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  corporate  authorities  of  the  said  City  of  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee,  for  the  year  1910,  and  for    each  succeeding 
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year  thereafter,  to  make  provisions  in  the  tax  levy  and  to 
levy  a  tax  for  the  interest  to  become  due  on  said  bonds ;  and 
for  a  sinking  fund  which  will  be  sufficient,  with  its  accumula- 
tions, as  nearly  as  may  be  estimated,  to  meet  the  principal 
indebtedness  at  its  maturity. 

Provided,  That  in  the  event  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  shall  issue  ^'serial  bonds"  as  authorized  in 
Section  2  hereof,  the  tax  levied  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
be  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  said  bonds  and 
the  principal  as  the  same  may  from  time  to  time  mature.  The 
funds  thus  realized  from  said  tax  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate 
fund  by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  than  paying  the  interest  upon  said  bonds  and  the 
installments  thereof  as  they  reach  maturity. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  sinking  fund  trustees 
now  provided  for  by  law  for  the  City  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn- 
essee, shall  have  charge  of  the  sinking  fund  to  be  raised  for 
the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  tax  hereby 
directed  to  be  levied,  and  their  powers  and  duties  in  reference 
to  those  bonds  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescibed  and  defined 
for  said  trustees  by  an  Act  passed  March  20th,  1873,  Chapter 
59,  entitled  ^^An  Act  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  by 
cities,"  except  that  said  Trustees  shall  loan  the  money  at  six 
per  cent  (6%)  interest,  and  shall  not  purchase  any  bonds 
therewith  except  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  this 
Act ;  and  the  said  Trustees  shall  give  such  bonds  from  time  to 
time  as  the  corporate  authorities  of  said  City  shall  prescribe. 
It  shall  not  be  necessary  that  said  bonds  be  counter-signed  by 
the  sinking  fund  trustees. 

Provided,  That  the  above  provisions  as  to  the  sinking  fund 
and  sinking  fund  trustees  shall  not  apply,  in  tlie  event  the 
corporate  authorities  issue  serial  bonds"  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act ;  but  the  payment  of  interest  and  principal 
upon  said  serial  bonds"  shall  be  provided  for  and  made  as  in 
the  manner  set  out  in  the  last  paragraph  of  Section  5  hereof. 

Sec.  7.    Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  bond  money  shall 
be  expended  as  follows 

(1)  $850,000,or  so  much  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary, 
shall  be  used  for  installing  a  sewer  system  for  the  territory 
herein  annexed. 

(2)  $100,000,  or  so  mucli  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall 
be  used  to  install  necessary  fire  plugs  and  erect  necessary  fire 
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halls  and  purchase  necessary  fire  apparatus  for  said  halls 
within  the  territory  herein  annexed. 

(3)  $50,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  shall 
be  expended  in  additional  school  buildings,  and  improvement, 
or  in  enlarging  the  buildings  already  erected  for  the  use  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  territory  herein  annexed. 

(4)  Any  money  remaining  after  providing  for  the  expendi- 
tures above  set  out,  shall  be  used  for  street  work  for  such 
annexed  territory. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  City  of  Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee,  shall,  and  does  hereby,  assume  any  out- 
standing bonded  indebtedness  of  the  town  of  Riverview,  a 
municipal  corporation  chartered  by  Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  State  of  Tennessee  for  the  year 
1913;  and  of  the  town  of  St.  Elmo,  a  municipal  corporation 
chartered  by  Chapter  252  of  the  Private  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  the  year  1911 ;  and  of  the  town  of  North  Chatta 
nooga,  a  municipality  incorporated  by  Chapter  299  of  the 
Private  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see for  the  year  1915 ;  all  of  said  municipalities  being  within 
the  territory  herein  annexed  to  the  City  of  Chattanooga. 

It  is  further  provided  that  said  municipalities  are  hereby 
prohibited  from  issuing  any  additional  bonds  between  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  Act  and  the  date  when  the  same  shall 
go  into  effect. 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  go  into  effect 
January  1st,  1919,  the  public  welfare  requiring  it.

The  report 
follows : 

Report  of  Insurance  Investigating  Committee,  to  the  Six- 
tieth General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee : 
By  the  Committee : 

Pursuant  to  the  adoption  of  House  Joint  Resolution  No. 
29,  the  following  named  were  appointed  as  a  committee  to 
conduct  the  investigation  of  the  Insurance  Department  and 
of  Honorable  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  as  Insurance  Commissioner: 

Senator  Eugene  Fulghum  of  Jackson,  Madison  County. 

Senator  L.  C.  Jarvis  of  Sneedville,  Hancock  County. 

Representative  Horace  E.  Cate  of  Knoxville,  Knox  County. 

Representative  N.  M.  McDaniel  of  Tellico  Plains,  Monroe 
County. 

Representative  M.  M.  Hussey  of  Palmyra,  Montgomery 
County. 

The  committee  met  promptly  and  organized,  by  electing 
Senator  Eugene  Fulghum  Chairman  and  Representative 
Horace  E.  Cate,  Secretary. 

The  first  duty  of  the  committee  was  to  call  at  the  Insurance 
Department    and    to    serve    formal    notice    of    this  in- 
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vestigation  upon  Commissioner  Dunbar  and  to  arrange 
such  other  details  as  would  make  a  thorough  and  speedy 
investigation.  Commissioner  Dunbar  was  very  courteous 
and  stated  that  his  entire  office  force  would  be 
placed  at  the  convenience  and  command  of  the  committee. 
Commissioner  Dunbar  has  kept  this  promise  to  the  letter, 
and  in  doing  resulted  in  great  help  and  convenience,  and  the 
committee  desires  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  and  thanks 
for  these  courtesies ;  also  to  his  very  efficient  deputy,  Honor- 
able L.  K.  Arrington,  as  well  as  to  the  other  employes  who 
have  at  all  times  quickly  responded  to  the  demands  of  the 
committee 

The  committee  was  fortunate  in  securing  headquarters  in 
the  Banking  Department,  Eoom  5,  because  of  its  close  proxi- 
mity to  the  Insurance  Department,  where  the  records  of  that 
office  could  be  quickly  consulted  without  having  to  interrupt 
the  usual  routine  work  of  the  employes,  by  having  records 
brought  back  and  forth. 

On  receiving  information  that  there  had  been  no  audit  of 
the  Department  since  Commissioner  Dunbar  had  assumed  the 
duties  of  office,  June  1, 1915,  it  seemed  very  important  that  an 
audit  should  be  made  without  delay,  for  the  reason  that  no 
report  would  be  complete  or  reliable  without  the  committee 
having  information  and  knowledge  of  the  correctness  of  the 
Commissioner's  acts  since  having  assumed  office. 

That  the  members  of  the  Sixtieth  General  Assembly  may 
have  knowledge  of  the  import  and  extent  of  the  Insurance 
Department,  merely  as  a  revenue  producing  agency,  it  is 
worth  while  to  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Honorable  Jno. 
B.  Thomason,  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  as  follows :

For  the  Years  1915-1916. 
Page  10. 

Insurance  Department. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  receipts  of  this  Department 
amounted  to  $870,383.03  as  compared  with  $737,043.73  for 
the  two  years  previous.  This  is  a  net  increase  for  the  two 
years  of  $143,339.30. 

As  compared  with  the  two  previous  years  there  is  a  decrease 
in  the  expenses  in  the  department  of  $11,387.00.  This  is  an 
exceptionally  good  showing  for  this  department. 
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The  Insurance  Commissioner,  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  has  installed 
a  new  system  and  systematized  the  work,  providing  a  system 
of  checking  and  counter-checking  which  assures  the  collection 
of  all  the  taxes  and  fees  due  the  State. 

While  a  part  of  the  increase  shown  above  is  normal,  it  is 
due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  business-like  administration  of 
the  office. 

In  connection  with  the  statement  of  the  Comptroller  it  is 
worth  while  to  note  the  cash  receipts  of  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment for  the  past  two  months  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  the  year  1916,  as  follows : 

1917  1916 

January  $  95,485.00  $  52,858.00 

February   165,734.00  179,132.00 

Total  $261,219.00  $231,990.00 

The  increase  in  receipts  amounts  to  $29,229.00. 

The  amount  already  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  in  the 
past  two  months  is  $196,000. 

This  increase  in  receipts  is  very  gratifying,  and  is  wholly 
attributable  to  the  improved  system  of  handling  the  business 
and  in  the  department's  collecting  system,  and  the  committee 
is  informed  that  this  system  has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  a 
great  deal  of  labor  and  expense  to  the  State. 

The  committee,  not  wishing  to  put  the  State  to  the  expense 
of  employing  an  auditor,  called  on  Honorable  Hays  Flowers, 
State  Auditor,  and  requested  him  to  make  an  audit  of  the  In- 
surance Department,  as  none  had  been  made  since  June  1, 
1915.  He  very  promptly  decided  to  postpone  some  very  im- 
portant work  and  to  devote  his  full  time  to  this  work  until 
completed.  The  report  of  the  auditor  will  be  found  ap- 
pended and  it  is  well  worth  the  study  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, as  showing, — and  as  a  comparative  fact, — that  the 
Insurance  Department  of  the  State  is,  in  its  essentials,  one  of 
the  most  important,  if  not  the  most  important,  department 
connected  with  our  State  government.  His  report  likewise 
shows  the  correctness  of  the  records  as  found  in  the  Insurance 
Department  for  a  period  extending  about  20  months,  and  as 
these  records  are  kept  under  the  immediate  supervision  and 
direction  of  Deputy  Commissioner  Arrington,  it  is  quite  a 
compliment,  indeed,  and  this  very  efficient  official  is  deserving 
of  something  more  than  a  compliment,  as  will  be  mentioned 
later  by  this  committee  in  its  report. 
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When  initiating  the  work  of  the  investigation,  the  General 
Assembly  should  keep  clearly  in  mind  the  preamble  as  set  out 
in  Joint  House  Resolution  No.  29,  under  which  the  committee 
was  acting,  for  by  so  doing  it  will  be  quite  apparent  why  every 
reliable  avenue  likely  to  lead  to  anything  like  reliable  infor- 
•  mation  was  was  employed,  in  order  to  make  certain  that  the 
purpose,  intent  and  scope  of  the  investigation  has  been  fully 
complied  with,  and  that  no  criticism  should  or  could  develop 
by  way  of  charging  the  committee  with  having  prescribed 
undue  limitations.  The  plan  of  the  committee  was  to  supple- 
ment as  thorough  an  investigation  as  possible,  at  public  hear- 
ings, newspaper  notices,  and  by  letters  and  correspondence. 
It  is  proper,  therefore,  that  the  committee  state  about  what 
efforts  it  made  and  what  agencies  it  employed  to  obtain  in- 
formation. 

1.  The  newspapers  of  the  State  were  furnished  daily  with 
items  giving  the  location  of  the  committee  and  its  purpose; 
that  it  was  in  session  daily  and  would  be  pleased  to  have  any 
information  with  respect  to  the  affairs  and  conduct  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioner,  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Dunbar.  The  com- 
mittee feels  indebted  to  the  press  of  the  State  for  the  wide 
publicity  given,  and  especially  to  the  Nashville  papers,  the 
Banner  and  the  Tennessean,for  the  publicity  given  resulted 
in  large  number  of  the  Nashville  representatives  of  various 
companies  calling  on  and  giving  to  the  committee  their  exper- 
iences with  the  Insurance  Department  and  with  Commissioner 
Dunbar  as  the  Insurance  Commissioner. 

2.  To  be  certain  that  no  one  would  be  overlooked,  the 
committee  determined  to  send  to  the  representatives  of  various 
companies  doing  business  in  the  State  a  letter,  in  which  they 
were  invited  to  appear  before  the  committee,  or  to  file  in 
writing  any  complaints  or  criticisms  of  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment, and  about  500  of  these  letters  were  mailed,  and  read  as 
follows :

The  numerous  replies  received  by  the  committee,  both  in 
person  and  in  writing,  indicate  very  clearly  just  how  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Dunbar  as  Insurance  Com- 
missioner is  regarded  by  the  Insurance  Representatives,  not 
of  this  State,  by  the  officials  and  representatives  of  foreign 
companies  (not  Tennessee  companies).  It  is  also  to  be  espec- 
ially observed, — and  this  must  be  with  the  greatest  satisfac- 
tion, the  very  high  regard  and  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by 
the  officials  of  Tennessee  (or  home)  companies,  and  the  un- 
animity with  which  they  have  testified  to  his  ability,  character, 
and  impartial  efforts  to  advance  to  a  higher,  more  dignified 
and  honorable  basis,  the  transaction  of  the  great  business  of 
insurance,  which  business  has  grown  to  be  of  such  vast  import 
that  today  it  is  exceeded  only  by  that  of  the  combined  trans- 
portation companies  of  the  country. 

The  General  Assembly  should  and  will  be  interested  in  the 
information  that  the  people  of  this  State  are  paying  nearly 
Twenty  Million  Dollars  annually  in  premiums  for  insurance 
indemnity  and  protection,  of  one  kind  and  another,  and  when 
it  is  considered  that  this  vast  business  must,  of  necessity,  be 
closely  observed  and  that  the  interests  of  the  policy  holders 
of  this  State  safeguarded,  and  that  crooked  companies  and 
their  representatives  must  not,  if  it  can  be  prevented,  be 
allowed  to  ply  their  trade  and  to  filch  the  people  out  of  their 
hard  earned  money,  it  will  be  recognized  at  once  that  the  office 
of  Insurance  Commissioner  requires,  not  only  a  man  of  integ- 
rity, but  one  qualified  in  the  rough  schools  of  experience  with 
tie  courage  and  ability  to  see  that  the  game  is  played  fairly 
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and  squarely,  and  that  all  alike  receiving  nothing  more,  and 
certainly  nothing  less,  than  a  square  deal. 

Just  at  this  point  the  committee  feels  impelled  to  introduce 
into,  this  report  a  letter  from  Mr.  Charles  J.  Haase  of  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee,  an  insurance  man  of  great  ability,  wide 
experience,  and  of  the  highest  integrity,  which  letter  sets 
forth  with  remarkable  clearness  and  accuracy  the  views  enter- 
tained by  this  committee.  It  is  well  worth  close  perusal  by 
every  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  should  be  read 
with  care  and  avidity  by  those  who  are  but  partially  informed 
as  to  the  responsibilities  necessarily  imposed  upon  those  who 
are  entrusted  with  the  care  of  Trust  funds,  with  all  its  event- 
ualities. 

Mr.  Haase 's  letter  is  as  follows: 

Memphis,  Tennessee,  Feb.  17,  1917. 

* '  As  requested  by  you,  I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  in 
writing  the  suggestions  made  to  you  in  person  on  last  Wed- 
nesday, in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  office  of 
the  Insurance  Commissioner. 

^'To  properly  understand  the  embarrassing  situation  in 
which  the  Commissioner  frequently  finds  himself,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  first  fully  understand  that  insurance  premiums  wheth- 
er paid  for  life,  casualty,  fire  or  any  other  form  of  insurance, 
are  like  the  deposits  in  a  bank,  in  the  nature  of  trust  funds, 
placed  temporarily  in  the  control  of  officers,  directors  and 
stockholders  of  insurance  companies,  but  belonging  to  the 
policy-holder  and  constantly  subject  to  his  call,  when  the  risk 
against  which  the  insurance  is  taken  happens  and  makes  it 
necessary  to  present  that  call. 

^*With  this  understanding  of  the  nature  of  insurance  prem- 
iums, we  can  better  understand  the  position  of  the  officers, 
directors  and  stockholders  of  insurance  companies,  who  have 
in  organizing  the  companies,  asked  the  general  public  to  accept 
them  as  trustees  to  hold  these  trust  funds.  As  the  fundamen- 
tal basis  of  their  right  to  occupy  this  position  as  trustees 
holding  in  trust  the  money  of  hundreds  of  people,  they  must 
be  men  of  both  integrity  and  ability,  they  must  have  that 
character  that  insures  an  honest  administration  of  the  funds 
in  their  charge  and  must  also  have  that  knowledge  of  insur- 
ance that  will  make  certain  that  the  affairs  of  the  company 
are  capably  directed  and  funds  safely  invested.  Regardless 
of  the  capital  invested,  a  company  would  necessarily  be  weak 
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if  the  men  operating  the  company  were  not  of  this  character, 
the  capital  itself  being  merely  an  additional  guarantee  of 
faithful  care  of  funds  entrusted  to  them. 

Because  insurance  companies  do  business  over  a  very 
wide  territory,  it  has  become  impossible  for  each  policy  holder 
who  is  intrusting  his  money  in  the  shape  of  premiums  to  the 
officers  and  directors  of  the  company  to  know  personally 
whether  or  not  they  are  honest  and  efficient,  and  his  money 
consequently  safe.  To  meet  this  condition,  the  several  States 
have  attempted  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  their  citizens  in 
two  ways :  first  by  fixing  a  minimum  amount  of  capital  which 
must  be  invested  by  the  would  he  trustees  (the  organizers  of 
the  company)  as  a  guarantee  of  their  own  confidence  in  their 
ability  to  run  an  insurance  company,  and  as  a  guarantee  of 
their  good  faith  in  dealing  with  their  policy  holders,  and 
second,  by  creating  the  office  of  an  Insurance  Commissioner 
and  empowering  this  Commissioner  to  supervise  the  opera- 
tions of  the  companies  organized  in  the  State,  or  licensed  to 
do  business  therein,  so  as  to  act  in  a  measure  as  the  personal 
guardian  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  to  make  sure  that 
the  company  management  is  honest  and  capable  and  its  in- 
vestments complete  and  sound. 

^^If  there  were  two  million  people  in  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
it  is  hardly  probable  that  two  thousand  of  this  number  would 
have  either  the  time  or  the  technical  ability  to  judge  the 
soundness  of  an  insurance  company,  even  if  they  attempted 
to  make  an  investigation.  Recognizing  this  fact,  it  must  be 
clearly  apparent  that  the  duty  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
in  this  respect  is  a  serious  one,  and  one  which  must  be  admin- 
istered without  restraint,  and  without  consideration  of  any 
personal  feeling,  either  for  or  against  individuals,  and  partic- 
ularly without  any  consideration  for  the  one  thing  which  has 
so  frequently  made  thorny  the  path  of  honest  executives — that 
is,  local  pride. 

^^In  view  of  the  large  accumulation  of  trust  funds  of  this 
character  that  has  naturally  grown  up  in  the  extensive  opera- 
tion of  the  business,  it  is  most  natural  that  local  communities 
all  over  the  United  States  should  wish  to  keep  within  the 
confines  of  the  State  or  municipality  some  part  of  these  funds 
in  the  control  of  the  local  people.  Spurred  by  this  very 
natural  desire,  individuals  in  every  community  have  organized 
themselves  into  local  companies,  and  the  State  of  Tennessee 
has  a  number  of  such  companies  at  the  present  time,  organ- 
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ized  on  a  sound  business  basis  and  honestly  and  ably  managed. 

^^Very  frequently,  however,  the  personal  desire  for  profit, 
or  an  over-confidence  in  their  own  ability,  or  a  lack  of  technical 
knowledge  of  the  business  blinds  company  organizers  to  the 
actual  nature  of  the  thing  they  are  undertaking  and  to  the 
fact  the  first  obligation  of  the  company  thus  organized  is  to 
the  policy-holders,  who  are  expected  to  intrust  their  money 
to  the  institution  on  a  faith  in  its  management.  The  interests 
of  the  company  organizers  and  stockholders  must  always  be 
second  to  the  interests  to  the  policy-holders. 

^'This  first  error  in  properly  understanding  the  correct 
nature  of  the  undertaking  frequently  induces  these  company 
owners,  or  organizers,  to  attempt  to  operate  a  company  with 
insufficient  assets,  or  with  assets  of  a  questionable  character — 
assets,  in  fact,  which  would  not  make  the  cash  available  to 
meet  the  death  or  fire,  or  other  calamity  insured  against.  These 
frequently  well-meaning  company  organizers  first  delude  them- 
selves into  belief  that  the  assets  are  of  the  value  accepted  by 
them.  For  instance,  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  real  estate 
within  the  local  community  to  be  accepted  at  values  placed 
upon  it  by  over-enthusiastic  local  people,  which  values  would 
largely  fade  away,  if  necessity  arose  for  any  prompt  effort  to 
realize  anything  whatever  thereon. 

Again  there  are  frequent  instances  of  the  acceptance  of 
individual  obligations  of  local  people  in  payment  of  stock 
subcriptions,  secured  in  unsatisfactory  manner,  or  guaranteed 
by  stock  in  local  concerns  of  speculative,  or  semi-speculative, 
nature,  all  of  which  assets  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  in- 
dividual organizers  of  the  company,  be  perfectly  good  for  the 
amount  they  represent,  but  which  would  be  hopelessly  value- 
less to  meet  a  demand  for  cash  to  pay  death,  fire  or  other 
claims. 

^'When  a  conscientious  Insurance  Commissioner  recogniz- 
ing his  duty  to  the  citizens  of  the  State  to  make  certain  that 
there  shall  l3e  ready  for  them  at  all  times  their  own  trust  funds 
thus  placed  in  companies  seeking  to  write  insurance  within 
the  State,  endeavors  in  dealing  with  such  local  companies  to 
have  the  assets  of  the  company  put  upon  a  sound  basis, 
wholly  in  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  he  is  fre- 
quently confronted  with  charges  of  prejudice  against  local 
institutions,  or  individuals,  and  frequently  honest,  well-intent- 
ioned citizens  of  a  community  accept  sucli  charges  without 
investigation,  when  some  local  citizen,  who  has  a  personal  *  *  axe 
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to  grind,  in  preventing'  the  correction  of  defects  in  his  com- 
pany, sets  up  the  cry  that  the  Commissioner  is  unfair. 

^'The  Insurance  Commissioner's  office  being  larg-ely  one 
political  appointment,  it  is  easily  possible  for  this  local  pride 
to  induce  threats  against  him  of  such  a  nature  that  only  the 
Commissioner  of  courage  and  independent  character,  fully 
confident  of  the  correctness  of  his  position,  can  withstand 
them.  As  a  result,  we  find  that  a  large  number  of  Insurance 
Commissioners  in  various  States,  actuated  simply  by  a  desire 
to  hold  their  jobs,  pass  lightly  over  the  requirements  as  to  the 
soundness  of  assets  of  tlieir  local  companies,  and  these  com- 
panies then  seek  admission  into  other  States  on  -the  strength 
of  the  satisfactory  ^^bill  of  health"  given  them  by  their  local 
Commissioner. 

''An  examination  of  the  failures  of  insurance  companies, 
which  have  been  unfortunately  far  too  numerous  in  recent 
years,  will  show  that  this  condition  has  been  the  principal 
reason  for  the  failure  of  such  undertakings  and  the  consequent 
loss  to  innocent  policy-holders  who  have  intrusted  their  money 
to  officers  and  directors  whom  they  did  not  know,  relying  upon 
the  supervision  of  State  authorities  who  did  not  have  the 
courage  or  ability  to  properly  fulfill  their  obligations. 

' '  No  Insurance  Department  of  any  State  can  be  considered 
satisfactory  that  is  not  headed  by  a  man  with  intelligent  know- 
ledge of  insurance  and  that  independence  of  character  and 
personal  courage  that  will  enable  him  to  perform  his  duty, 
once  seen,  without  respect  for  the  local  pressure  brought  to 
bear  to  induce  a  lenient  attitude  toward  unsound  conditions 
and  unsafe  practices.  He  should  be  fortified  with  such  actuar- 
ial assistance  as  will  enable  the  immediate  thorough  and 
impartial  investigation  of  the  financial  affairs  of  any  company 
organized  within,  or  seeking  to  enter  the  State.  Only  with 
such  an  organization  may  the  citizens  of  any  State  feel  perfect 
confidence  in  indemnity  offered  them  in  case  of  loss,  in  return 
for  the  premiums  they  have  paid.

Eepresentative  Ernest  S.  Bell  of  Shelby  County,  author  of 
House  Joint  Resolution  No.  29,  under  which  this  committee 
was  created  and  acted,  was  invited,  among  others,  to  appear 
before  the  committee  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what 
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information,  if  any,  he  possessed  in  reference  to  the  Insurance 
Department,  and  with  especial  reference  to  the  administration 
of  the  duties  of  Insurance  Commissioner  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Dunbar. 
The  letter  to  Mr.  Bell  reads  as  follows : 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  February  8,  1917 

Hon.  Eknest  S.  Bell, 

Memphis,  Tennessee. 
Dear  Sir : 

The  Insurance  Investigating  Committee  are  informed  that 
you  are  the  author  of  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  29,  which 
Resolution  requests  the  appointment  of  an  Investigating 
Committee  to  investigate  into  the  conduct  and  affairs  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  etc. 

This  committee  would  respectfully  suggest  and  request  that 
you  appear  before  said  committee  at  your  very  earliest  con- 
venience for  the  purpose  of  giving  such  information  as  you 
may  possess  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  will  be  indicated 
by  the  committee.

Mr.  Bell  stated  frankly  that  he  did  not  know  Mr.  Dunbar, 
and  so  far  as  he  could  remember,  had  never  met  him ;  that  he 
had  read  in  one  of  the  newspapers  a  decision  by  Chancellor 
Allison  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  a  case  State  of  Tennessee 
ex  rel  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  Commissioner  vs.  Independent  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  America,  et  al,  and  that  he  felt  like 
the  language  used  by  the  Court  warranted  him  in  introducting 
a  resolution  asking  for  an  investigation,  and  that  as  others 
were  introducing  a  variety  of  resolutions  asking  for  this  and 
that  department  to  be  investigated,  he  thought  that  he  would 
also  ^^get  into  the  game";  that  he  had  no  reliable  information 
to  offer  the  committee  and  possessed  none  at  the  time  of  intro- 
ducing this  resolijtion. 

The  committee  found  upon  investigation  that  Chancellor 
Allison  had  rendered  an  interlocutory  decree,  and  that  the 
case  referred  to  by  Mr.  Bell  is  now  or  will  be  decided  by  the 
Chancellor  on  its  merits.  As  this  lawsuit  will  undoubtedly  find 
its  way  to  the  Supreme  Court,  the  committee  felt  disposed  to 
accept  the  view  as  set  forth  by  Mr.  Paul  Roberts,  President  oP 
the  Independent  Life  Insurance  Company,  which  views  will 
be  found  in  a  letter  appended  to  this  report,  under  date  of 
February  12th. 
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As  the  Independent  Life  Insurance  Company  is  a  Tennessee 
Company,  the  committee  deems  it  important  to  introduce  into 
record  the  several  letters  received  from  the  offices  of  all  the 
other  Tennessee  companies  giving  their  experiences  with  Com- 
missioner Dunbar,  and  these  letters  will  be  found  to  be  very 
interesting,  in  that  they  show  the  very  pleasant  and  cordial  re- 
lations existing  between  the  home  companies  and  the  Insurance 
Department.  Several  of  the  officials  of  the  Tennessee  compa- 
nies called  on  your  committee  and  testified  freely  and  with 
some  eagerness  as  to  the  ability,  high  character  and  esteem 
both  as  a  man  and  as  an  official,  in  which  Commissioner  Dun- 
bar is  held  and  regarded  by  the  insurance  men  throughout  the 
State,  and  especially  by  them  as  officials.  The  committee 
believes  it  well  worth  the  space  to  give  the  names  of  the  gen- 
tlemen who  honored  the  committee  with  a  visit,  and  who  un- 
hesitatingly gave  a  great  deal  of  valuable  information  with 
respect  to  their  dealings  and  experiences  with  the  Insurance 
Department.  The  committee  wishes  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  there  was  not  one  among  them  who  sounded  a  discordant 
note,  but  all  alike  testified  in  the  very  highest  terms  to  the 
ability,  courage  and  patience  exercised  by  Mr.  Dunbar  in  the 
performance  of  his  official  duties.

The  testimony  of  such  men  is  impressive  and  highly  impor- 
tant, and  when  it  is  accentuated  by  other  testimony  of  such 
men  as  Hon.  Reau  Folk  and  Hon.  J.  Will  Taylor,  both  former 
Insurance  Commissioners,  it  is  indeed  most  complimentary. 
In  view  of  this  kind  of  testimony, — most  of  it  voluntary,  cor- 
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roborated  by  the  numerous  letters  from  the  various  insurance 
representatives  of  this  and  other  states,  as  well  as  from  the 
officials  of  foreign  companies,  it  can  hardly  be  wondered  at 
that  the  committee  found  it  a  rather  easy  matter  to  reach  a 
unanimous  conclusion.  The  committee  desires  to  express  its 
appreciation  to  both  of  the  former  Insurance  Commissioners 
for  the  information  given  and  for  the  promptness  and  court- 
esy they  exhibited  in  responding  to  the  invitation. 

The  committee  likewise  desires  to  acknowdedge  with  thanks 
the  voluntar^^  visit  of  a  delegation  of  representative  insur- 
ance men  from  Memphis,  Tennessee,  viz :  S.  M.  Williamson, 
Charles  J.  Haase,  L.  Y.  Mason  and  S.  H.  Stout,  all  of  whom 
testified  to  the  very  high  character  of  Commissioner  Dunbar, 
not  only  as  an  official,  but  as  a  citizen,  and  with  having  asso- 
ciated with  him  daily  and  intimately  for  many  years  they 
were  in  position  to  speak  knowingly  of  him  and  to  place  the 
proper  estimate  on  his  true  worth. 

The  committee  likewise  acknowledges  with  pleasure  the 
voluntary  visit  of  the  Mayor  of  Memphis  and  his  letter,  here- 
with reproduced,  which  conveys  his  estimate  of  Commission- 
er Dunbar : 

Statement  of  the  Honorable  T.  C.  Ashcroft^  Mayor  of  Mem- 
phis, Before  the  Legislative  Committee  Investigating 
THE  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen : 

I  arrived  in  Nashville  this  morning,  and  was  indeed  glad  to 
learn  that  your  committee  was  in  session,  because  I  believe  I 
would  have  been  remiss  in  my  duty  had  I  not  come  here 
and  asked  you  to  permit  me  to  say  a  word  relative  to  Commis- 
sioner Dunbar. 

In  Memphis  we  think  a  lot  of  Mr.  Dunbar.  We  believe  that 
he  is  a  man  of  splendid  integrity  and  of  large  executive  abili- 
ty, and  in  my  humble  opinion  his  conduct  of  the  Insurance  De- 
partment during  the  past  two  years  has  been  excellent.  I  will 
say  frankly  that  I  personally  urged  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Dunbar,  and  said  to  the  Governor  all  that  I  have  just  said  to 
you. 

I  read  with  considerable  surprise  the  announcement  that  a 
committee  had  been  appointed  by  the  legislature  to  investigate 
this  department.  I  thought  at  the  time  that  there  was  no 
need  for  any  such  investigation ;  but  I  now  believe  that  it  ^vill 
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be  one  of  the  most  fortunate  things  that  has  happened  in  in- 
surance atfairs  in  Tennessee  for  a  long  time.  I  make  this 
statement  because  I  am  convinced  the  people  of  the  State  do 
not  know  what  an  important  bureau  this  is.  They  do  not 
realize  what  a  tremendous  revenue  is  derived  from  the  Insur- 
ance Department,  and  permit  me  to  say  right  here  that  I  did 
not  know  these  facts  until  as  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Finance, 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  legislature  two  years  ago, 
I  looked  into  the  affairs  of  the  State  to  see  just  where  the 
revenue  came  from,.  I  am  sure  you  will  find  that  in  Mr.  Dun- 
bar's administration,  more  money  has  been  collected  than  by 
any  other  commissioner,  and  I  am  also  certain  that  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  affairs  of  the  office  has  been  above  re- 
proach. 

It  is  extremely  fortunate,  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  that 
your  distinguished  chairman,  the  Senator  from  Madison,  is 
an  old  insurance  man,  and  is  fully  informed  along  these  lines. 
He,  I  am  sure,  can  appreciate  much  better  than  myself,  the 
good  work  that  this  commissioner  is  doing,  and  I  respectfully 
represent  that  Mr.  Dunbar,  in  the  two  years  that  he  has  oc- 
cupied this  office,  has  only  begun  the  work  that  he  has  mapped 
out,  and  that  in  the  next  two  years,  if  he  should  be  so  fortunate 
as  to  be  reappointed — and  I  believe  he  will  be  reappointed — 
his  real  worth  will  be  recognized. 

I  only  desired  to  take  a  moment  of  your  time,  gentlemen,  to 
speak  a  word  in  behalf  of  this  splendid  officer,  and  his  admin 
istration  of  the  affairs  of  this  important  department. 

I  thank  you  for  your  courteous  attention. 

The  committee  felt  that  it  would  like  to  know  how  Mr.  Dun- 
bar was  regarded  by  the  Commissioners  of  other  States,  and 
accordingly  addressed  a  letter  to  twenty-four  in  number,  copy 
of  which  letter  will  be  found  appended;  and  the  answers  to 
these  letters  are  likewise  appended  and  are  accordingly  sub- 
mitted herewith. 

The  committee  is  called  upon  to  chronicle  the  most  remark- 
able declaration  and  fact  connected  with  this  extensive  inves- 
tigation, and  that  is  the  charge  emanating  from  Eufus  M. 
Potts,  Commissioner  of  Insurance  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  It 
is  remarkable  for  two  distinct  reasons. 

1st.  It  is  the  only  charge  the  committee  has  been  able  to 
find  from  any  source  either  in  or  out  of  this  State. 

2nd.  Remarkable  as  the  above  statement  appears  to  be  it 
is  the  more  remarkable  that  after  an  extensive  and  impartial 
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investigation  of  tlie  charges  submitted  by  this  Commissioner, 
(complete  correspondence  and  proof  in  regard  to  same  being 
on  file  with  the  committee  in  connection  with  the  other  corre- 
spondence in  this  case)  the  committee  finds  it  to  be  entirely 
and  absolutely  unwarranted,  and  without  the  slightest  founda- 
tion. 

The  committee  ^s  attention  has  been  called  to  the  authority 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  in  requiring  of  each  and  every 
agent  soliciting  business  the  payment  of  the  privilege  tax 
amounting  to  $10.00  per  annum.  It  does  not  seem  to  admit 
of  any  sort  of  doubt  as  to  the  authority  and  duty  of  the  Com- 
missioner in  requiring  the  payment  of  this  tax,  and  for  the 
information  of  the  General  Assembly  a  reference  to  Section 
6,  of  the  Revenue  Bill  of  1915,  disposes  of  this  matter;  and 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  is  to  be  commended  for  his  im- 
partial efforts  to  enforce  this  law  without  an  attempt  at  dis- 
crimination. 

It  might  further  be  remarked  in  this  connection  that  under 
date  of  December  30,  1915,  Attorney-General  Frank  M. 
Thompson,  rendered  an  opinion  stating,  in  effect,  that  the  In- 
surance Commissioner  under  the  law  was  bound  to  exact  the 
payment  of  this  tax  from  each  insurance  agent  or  solicitor, 
exempting  only  those  representing  domestic  mutual  insur- 
ance companies. 

It  might  be  further  remarked  that  the  opinion  of  the  At- 
torney-General was  sustained  by  Hon.  Jas.  B.  Newman,  Chan- 
cellor, Davison  County,  Part  II,  under  date  of  April  14,  1916, 
and  it  is  quite  significant  that  from  this  opinion  no  appeal  w^as 
taken. 

Just  here  the  committee  feels  warranted  in  introducing  into 
this  record  a  letter  from  the  Honorable  Attorney-General  un- 
der date  of  February  24,  1917,  which  letter  relates  to  the  gen- 
eral preamble  as  contained  in  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  29, 
and  which  is  self-explanatory. 

^'Nashville,  Tennessee,  February  24,  1917. 

''I  have  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.  in  which  you  quote  the 
following  paragraph  from  a  resolution  introduced  and  passed 
in  the  legislature : 

^Whereas,  certain  charges  have  been  made  against  the 
conduct  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  the  State,  to-wit : 
being  prejudiced  and  unfair,  and  of  exercising  his  powers 
toward  and  upon  certain  interests  in  this  State  in  an  arbitrary, 
unreasonable  and  prejudiced  way  and  manner. ' 
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*^You  then  say: 

'This  committee  would  like  to  be  advised  as  to  whether  or 
not  tlie  Insurance  Commissioner,  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  exer- 
cised such  powers  Howard  and  upon  certain  interests  in  this 
State  in  an  arbitrary,  unreasonable  and  prejudiced  way  and 
manner,'  and  whether  or  not  the  Insurance  Commissioner, 
Hon.  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  has  consulted  you  freely  upon  and  relat- 
ing to  any  or  all  litigation  concerning  and  connected  with  the 
Insurance  Department,  also  whether  or  not  the  Insurance 
Commissioner,  Hon.  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  has  at  all  times  and  in 
all  such  instances  been  guided  by  and  followed  your  advice. ' 

''I  know  of  no  instance  in  which  Commissioner  Dunbar  has 
acted  in  a  prejudiced  or  unfair  manner,  nor  do  I  know  of  any 
arbitrary  or  unreasonable  conduct  of  his  of  any  kind.  Mr.  Dun- 
bar has  consulted  me  freely  about  all  of  the  litigation  that  I 
know  anything  of  in  his  department,  and  has  at  all  times,  so 
far  as  I  know,  been  guided  by  the  advice  I  have  given  him.  I 
have  seen  nothing  in  his  conduct  and  in  his  dealings  with  me 
that  is  not  commendable,  both  as  a  man  and  an  officer.

So  that  the  General  Assembly  may  be  fully  informed  as  to 
the  duty  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  in  granting  certifi- 
cates of  authority  to  insurance  companies  to  issue  policies  or 
make  contracts  of  insurance,  as  well  as  to  his  duty  as  referred 
to  above  with  reference  to  the  privilege  tax  imposed  upon  in- 
surance agents  or  solicitors,  it  is  deemed  worth  while  to  quote 
for  the  information  of  the  General  Assembly  Section  4,  Chap- 
ter 160,  Acts  of  1895,  as  follows : 

Acts  of  1895,  Chapter  160,  Section  4. 

Be  it  Further  Enacted,  That  before  granting  certificates  of 
authority  to  an  insurance  company  to  issue  policies  or  make 
contracts  of  insurance,  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  be 
satisfied,  by  such  examination  and  evidence  as  he  sees  fit  to 
make  and  require,  that  such  company  is  duly  qualified  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  to  transact  business  herein.  As  often  as 
once  in  three  years  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall,  per- 
sonally, or  by  his  deputy,  or  some  competent  person  appointed 
by  him  for  that  purpose,  visit  each  domestic  insurance  com- 
pany and  examine  its  affairs,  (^sp(^cially  as  to  its  financial  con- 
dition and  ability  to  fulfill  its  obligations,  and  whether  it  has 
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complied  with  the  law.  He  shall  also  make  an  examination  of 
any  such  company  whenever  he  deems  it  prudent  to  do  so,  or 
upon  the  request  of  five  or  more  of  the  stockholders  or  per- 
sons peculiarly  (pecuniarily)  interested  therein,  who  shall 
make  affidavit  of  their  belief,  with  specifications  of  their  rea- 
sons therefor,  that  such  company  is  in  an  unsound  condition. 
Whenever  he  deems  it  prudent  for  the  protection  of  policy 
holders  in  this  State,  he  shall,  in  like  manner,  visit  and  exam- 
ine, or  cause  to  be  visited  and  examined  by  some  competent 
person  or  persons  he  may  appoint  for  that  purpose,  any  for- 
eign insurance  company  applying  for  admission  or  already 
admitted  to  do  business,  by  agencies,  in  this  State.  For  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  Commissioner  or  his  deputy,  or  person 
making  the  examination,  shall  have  free  access  to  all  the  books 
and  papers  of  an  insurance  company  that  relates-  to  its  busi- 
ness, and  to  the  books  and  papers  kept  by  any  of  its  agents, 
and  may  summon  and  qualify  as  witnesses,  under  oath,  and 
examine  the  directors,  officers,  agents  and  trustees  of  any  such 
company  and  any  other  persons  in  relation  to  its  affairs, 
transactions  and  condition.  Any  insurance  company  exam- 
ined under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  pay  the  proper 
charges  incurred  in  such  examination,  including  the  expenses 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  or  his  deputy,  and  the  ex- 
penses and  compensation  of  his  assistants  employed  therein ; 
the  compensation  of  no  expert  for  examining  the  books  or 
business  of  any  local  company  shall  exceed  $10  per  day. 

The  committee  feels  inclined  to  recommend  for  the  careful 
study  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  tlie  report  sub- 
mitted to  this  committee  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner, 
Honorable  Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  and  suggests  that  it  be  read  with 
careful  attention. 

In  our  opinion  it  relates  to  the  most  valuable  department 
connected  with  our  State  government,  and  it  certainly  relates 
to  the  general  welfare  and  interest  of  all  of  our  citizens. 

In  bringing  this  repart  to  a  termination  the  committee  ap- 
pends correspondence,  letters  and  copies  of  resolutions  in  the 
order  named.

Therefore :  The  committee  respectfully  reports,  as  its  con- 
clusions and  findings,  as  follows : 

1st.  That  this  investigation  has  been  conducted  in  as  thor- 
ough and  impartial  a  manner  as  possible. 

2nd.  The  expenses  incurred  by  the  committee  were  held  to 
the  minimum,  namely  $65.00  for  stenographic  services. 

3rd.    The  committee  found  that  the  records  of  the  depai-t- 
ment  and  the  great  and  intricate  mass  of  detail  matter  con- 
nected therewith  were  kept  in  admirable  shape,  and  the  sys- 1 
tem  now  used  in  its  book-keeping  and  keeping  the  records  of  ^ 
V     the  department  has  resulted  in  a  great  saving  in  labor  and 
money  to  the  State.  | 

4th.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  Insurance  Depart-^ 
ment  to  the  whole  people  of  the  State,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  doubtless  the  largest  revenue  producing  agency  of 
the  State,  the  committee  respectfully  submits  that  the  quar- 
ters or  offices  now  occupied,  and  known  as  the  Insurance  De- 
partment, located  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  Avenue,  North,  and 
Cedar  Street,  are  totally  inadequate.  Its  important  records 
are  subject  to  complete  destruction  by  fire,  and  the  offices  are^ 
dark,  damp,  unsanitary,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  and  the  dignity  and  im- 
portance of  the  department,  as  should  be  the  case.  The  com- 
mittee, therefore,  recommends  that  a  suitable  department,  or 
offices,  be  obtained,  such  as  will  reflect  credit  on  this  departi 
ment  and  the  State. 

5th.  The  committee  wishes  to  emphasize  the  importance 
and  necessity  of  a  strong  Insurance  Department,  and  recom- 
mend to  the  General  Assembly  that  no  laws  or  modification  oi 
laws  now  existing  be  enacted  that  would  tend  to,  or  in  the 
slightest,  impair  the  usefulness  and  present  efficiency  of  the 
present  Insurance  Department;  and  the  committee  further 
urges  and  recommends  that  no  laws  or  modification  of  laws 
now  existing  be  enacted  which  would  tend  to  reduce  the  reve- 
nue as  is  at  present  produced  by  this  department. 
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6th.  The  committee  urgently  recommends  that  the  salary 
now  paid  to  the  Deputy  Insurance  Commissioner  be  increased 
from  $1800.00  to  $2500.00  per  annum.  This  increase  in  salary 
is  fully  warranted  from  the  fact  that  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment requires  the  services  of  an  official  who  possesses  ability 
and  knowledge  of  the  intricate  subject  of  insurance,  and  who 
must  be  qualified  to  pass  upon  contracts  submitted  by  the  va- 
rious companies,  and  who  must  necessarily  be  informed  as  to 
the  essentials  connected  with  a  technical  business  of  such  vast 
volume  and  importance.  As  an  illustration  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  present  Deputy  Insurance  Commissioner  it  is  proper 
for  the  committee  to  state  that  he  perfected  and  introduced  a 
system  of  issuing  licenses  which  results  in  a  large  saving  to 
the  State  annually.  It  should  also  be  remarked  that  the  in- 
surance companies  of  the  country  employ,  at  large  salaries, 
the  best  talent  available  for  the  purpose  of  writing  contracts 
that  will  stand  the  test  of  experience  and  of  the  courts,  and 
hence,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment should  have  officials  who  are  qualified  to  correctly  inter- 
pret and  pass  upon  such  contracts  before  the  companies  are 
authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  State. 

7th.  The  committee  wishes  to  congratulate  the  people  of 
the  State  that  in  Commissioner  Dunbar  they  have  an  official 
who  deems  it  his  first  and  foremost  duty  to  zealously  guard 
the  interests  of  the  policy-holders  of  this  State,  and  whose  of- 
ficial conduct  has  shown  him  to  be  a  man  who  will  not  tolerate 
those  who  look  lightly  upon,  or  in  any  measure  disregard  the 
fundamental  law  of  safety  in  handling  trust  funds.  He  is 
especially  to  be  commended  for  discouraging  any  and  every- 
thing of  a  speculative  character  or  nature  associated  with,  or 
in  any  manner  whatsoever  connected  wdth  the  management 
and  direction  of  insurance  companies,  believing  that  the  spec- 
ulative element  renders  unsafe  the  great  institutions  which  in 
their  last  analysis  represent  the  savings  and  frugality  of  a 
people  and  their  dependents. 

8th.  The  committee  finds,  therefore,  that  the  testim^ony  ad- 
duced, both  oral  and  written,  overwhelmingly  refutes  the 
charge  or  implication  that  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  Hon. 
Wm.  F.  Dunbar,  has  been  either  arbitrary,  unreasonable  or 
prejudiced  in  any  way  or  manner  in  the  discharge  of  his  of- 
ficial duties. 

The  committee  would  especially  commend  for  the  thought- 
ful consideration  and  approbation  of  the  members  of  the 
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Sixtieth  General  Assembly  his  official  acts,  and  his  earnest 
and  painstaking  efforts  to  ENFORCE  THE  LAW  and  to 
EXACT  from  ALL  alike  full  compliance  therewith.

Extract  From  Report  of  Hon.  Hays  Flowers,  State  Auditor 
TO  THE  Insurance  Investigating  Committee. 

Your  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  amount  of  interest 
which  the  department  has  received  on  its  current  deposits.  By 
reference  to  Exhibit  ^^E"  of  this  report  you  will  see  this 
amounts  to  $3,221.95.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
this  department  that  interest  has  been  received  on  deposits  by 
this  department. 

Exhibit  *'H"  will  give  you  an  idea  of  how  the  receipts  of 
this  department  have  increased.  Your  particular  attention  is 
called  to  the  increase  in  receipts  in  1916  over  1915. 

At  the  time  Mr.  Dunbar  took  over  the  office  we  made  some 
suggestions  to  him  with  reference  to  the  keeping  of  his  rec- 
ords. Every  suggestion  made  by  us  to  Mr.  Dunbar  was  cheer- 
fully complied  with,  and  improvements  have  been  made  by  Mr. 
L.  K.  Arrington,  Deputy  Commissioner,  who  has  direct  charge 
of  the  records.  The  work  of  the  office  has  been  greatly  facili- 
tated by  reason  of  these  changes  in  the  system,  and  the  cost 
for  clerical  help  has  been  materially  reduced.  It  has  been  a 
real  pleasure  to  check  the  books  since  Mr.  Arrington  has  had 
charge  of  them.  We  found  every  voucher  in  place,  so  that  it 
was  an  easy  matter  to  check  the  disbursements,  and  a  carbon 
copy  of  the  receipts  issued  for  every  dollar  collected  by  the  de- 
partment, which  made  it  possible  for  us  to  check  the  receipts 
as  shown  by  the  cash  book  quickly  and  accurately. 

We  did  not  find  a  single  error  in  the  course  of  the  whole 
audit.  We  have  included  in  the  report  copies  of  letters  receiv- 
ed from  several  banks  in  which  deposits  are  carried,  which 
verify  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  to  a  penny.

GOVERNOR  ^S  MESSAGE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor 
through  his  private  secretary : 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  return  to 
you  Senate  Bill  No.  755  without  his  approval,  for  the  reason 
stated  in  his  message  hereto  attached. 

Hallum  W.  Goodloe,  Secretary. 

The  message  of  the  Governor  giving  his  reasons  of  the  veto 
of  Senate  Bill  No.  755,  follows : 

April  3, 1917. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate : 

I  am  returning  Senate  Bill  No.  755,  without  my  approval, 
for  the  reason  that  the  bill  makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  State 
to  sell  all  unclaimed  and  undisputed  lands  of  tlie  State  at  a  val- 
uation to  be  fixed  by  the  affidavit  of  the  Tax  Assessor  and  the 
County  Surveyor.  The  State  Land  Commissioner  is  left  with 
no  discretion,  but  is  compelled  to  accept  payment  for  the  land 
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at  whatever  price  may  be  fixed  by  the  affidavit  of  these  two 
officials,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the  bill  to  prohibit  tliem,  or 
either  of  them,  from  entertaining  and  purchasing  the  lands 
themselves,  or  being  interested  in  the  same. 

The  bill  also  provided  that  when  the  purchase  money  is 
forwarded  to  the  Land  Commissioner,  that  he  shall  turn  it 
In  to  the  Comptroller  and  take  a  voucher  therefor.  There  is 
no  direction  as  to  what  shall  be  done  with  the  voucher  or  to 
whom  it  shall  be  made  payable. 

The  bill  also  provides  that  the  Commissioner  shall  have  ten 
per  cent  as  compensation,  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  lands 
sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  provided  that  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  amount  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
in  which  event  the  whole  amount  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  State,  so  that  the  compensation  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, as  fixed  by  the  bill,  is  shrouded  in  doubt. 

The  serious  objection  to  the  bill  is  that  the  State  is  com- 
pelled to  sell  lands  at  whatever  valuation  is  fixed  and  has  no 
discretion  in  the  matter  and  for  this  and  other  reasons  men- 
tioned, I  am  returning  the  same  without  my  approval.

On  motion  the  message  was  received  and  ordered  spread 
on  the  Journal.   The  message  follows : 
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To  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly : 

I  regret  that  I  feel  it  necessary  to  again  address  you,  but  in 
view  of  existing  conditions  and  current  rumors,  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  but  three  more  days  re- 
main of  the  present  session  and  that,  up  to  this  time,  the  Gen- 
eral Appropriation  Bill,  already  passed  by  the  Senate  and 
transmitted  to  the  House,  has  not  been  considered  by  that 
body,  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  has  declined  to  consider  it  by  an 
affirmiative  vote.  This  bill  provides  for  the  maintenance  of  all 
the  State  institutions,  and  of  course  I  need  not  call  your  at- 
tention to  its'  importance.  It  is  true,  it  carries,  perhaps,  one 
of  the  largest  appropriations  ever  made  by  a  legislature.  Some 
of  the  increases'  therein  made  is  necessary  by  jeason  of  chang- 
ed conditions  land  the  high  cost  of  living,  and  for  this  increase 
I  commend  the  members  of  the  legislature.  However,  it  is  my 
humble  opinion  that  the  increase  of  certain  salaries  at  this 
time,  on  account  of  the  State's  financial  condition,  was  ill- 
timed  and  not  necessary  or  needed.  I  have  strongly  insisted 
that  salaries,  in  the  main,  shouM  not  be  increased,  but  remain 
as  they  were,  so  that  whatever  additional  burden  the  people 
wauld  have  to  bear  by  way  of  increased  revenue,  on  account  of 
governmental  expense,  would  go  to  better  support,  care  for  and 
maintain  our  helpless  land  dependent  ones. 

I  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  immediate  action  upon 
this  measure  which,  as*  you  know,  is  the  very  life  and  existence 
of  our  State  institutions.  However,  if  you,  as  representatives 
of  the  people,  think  and  believe  that  you  should  adjourn  with- 
out making  proper  provisions  for  the  maintenance  of  the  State 
institutions,  I  am  willing  for  you  to  determine  that  matter  for 
yourselves'  and  act  in  accordance  with  your  ideas  of  right,  be- 
lieving, as  I  do,  that  it  is'  no  part  of  my  duty  as  Chief  Execu- 
tive, to,  in  any  way,  seek  to  compel  obedience  to  my  ideas  of 
governmental  duty  imposed  upon  you.  The  province  of  my 
duty  and  privilege  is  to  call  attention  to  these  matters  and 
leave  you  to  act  for  yourselves. 

In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  state  that  there  is  yet  to  be 
considered  the  Miscellaneous  Appropriation  Bill,  upon  the 
part  of  the  House,  and  the  Assessment  Bill,  and  I  earnestly 
hope  that  these  two  important  measures  may  also  have  speedy 
consideration  at  your  hands.  As  the  chosen  representatives 
of  your  constituents,  you  have  voted  for  and  passed  bills  carry- 
ing large  appropriations  to  be  paid  by  the  State.    You  had  a

perfect  right  to  do  this  and  if,  in  your  judgment,  they  were 
worthy  measures,  it  was  not  only  your  right,  but  your  duty  to 
support  them.  By  that  act  and  that  duty  performed,  you  have 
placed  upon  the  State  the  sacred  duty  and  binding  obligation 
to  promptly  meet  these  expenditures,  and,  as  one  charged  with 
the  duty  and  responsibility  of  executing  the  laws  you  pass  and 
carrying  out  your  contracts,  I  call  upon  you  to  hasten  to  meet 
the  additional  responsibility  of  furnishing  and  providing  a 
means  by  which  the  State  may  derive  revenue  with  which  to 
pay  off  and  discharge  these  obligations. 

For  more  than  a  week  there  have  been  current  rumors  there 
was  a  well-laid  plan  to  prevent  consideration  of  important 
measures  so  as  to  force  the  calling  of  an  extra  session.  I  have 
been  slow  to  believe  this  and  am  loath  to  believe  it  now,  and 
yet  existing  conditions  suggest  that  there  may  be  some  truth, 
in  these  reports.  I  trust,  however,  that  no  member  of  the  leg- 
islature would  be  willing  to  lend  himself  to  such  a  scheme  or 
enter  into  such  an  agreement,  no  matter  for  what  purpose.  I 
cannot  believe  that  the  wish  or  desire  to  embarrass  an  admin- 
istration or  thrust  upon  the  shoulders  of  some  official  a  re- 
sponsibility for  some  political  or  personal  advantage,  can  find 
lodgment  in  the  heart  of  any  member  of  the  present  legislature. 
Certainly  no  one  would  want  the  State  to  suffer,  in  order  that 
some  feeling  of  political  animosity  might  be  gratified.  I  have^ 
more  faith  in  your  honor  and  integrity  and  in  your  hig^h  sense* 
of  duty,  as  representatives,  than  to  credit  this  idea,  and  only 
your  own  conduct  can  convince  me  that  my  confidence  in  you, 
as  representatives,  has  been  misplaced.         Tom  C.  Eye,

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  before  the  owner  of  any 
automobile,  motorcycle,  auto-truck,  or  other  vehicle  of  like 
character  used  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  persons  or  freight 
or  for  any  other  purposes,  whether  such  vehicle  is  propelled  by 
steam  or  gasoline,  or  electricity  or  any  other  mechanical 
power,  shall  operate  or  be  permitted  to  operate  upon  any 
street,  road  highway  or  any  other  public  throughfare  in 
Tennessee,  such  owner  shall  register  such  vehicle  with  the 
State  Department  of  Highways  through  the  County  Court 
Clerk  in  the  county  in  which  owner  resides,  giving  the  motor 
number,  rated  horse  power,  tonnage  capacity  of  motor  trucks 
and  make  of  same  together  with  the  name  and  residence  of 
such  owner,  and  shall  upon  payment  of  the  following  fees : 

For  all  motor  trucks,  freight  and  passenger,  30  cents  per 
rated  horse  power  of  motor  so  operated  as  rated  by  the  Society 
of  Automobile  Engineers  and  an  additional  fee  of  $3.00  per 
ton  for  each  ton  carrying  capacity;  (factory  rating);  for 
automobiles,  motorcycles  or  other  vehicles  of  like  character 
30  cents  per  rated  horse  power  of  the  motor  so  operated  as 
rated  by  the  Society  of  Automobile  Engineers  and  shall  receive 
from  the  State  Department  of  Highways  a  certificate  showing- 
such  registration,  provided  that  if  application  shall  be  made 
for  registration  of  an  automobile,  motorcycle,  auto-truck,  or 
otlier  vehicle  of  like  character  under  this  Section,  after  the 
first  of  September  in  any  year,  the  applicant  shall  be  required 
to  pay  but  one-half  the  registration  fee  herein  above  provided 
for;  Provided,  however,  that  owners  of  regularly  licensed 
vehicles  registered  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United 
States,  Canada,  or  Mexico,  upon  application  to  tlie  State 
Department  of  Highways  through  the  County  Court  Clerk 
may  have  the  privilege  of  operating  upon  the  public  roads  of 
Tennessee  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  Provided 
further  that  upon  the  sworn  statement  from  the  head  of  any 
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department  of  tlie  State  Government,  or  County  Judge  or 
Chairman  of  the  County  Court  of  any  County,  or  the  Mayor 
of  any  town  or  city  that  the  vehicle  for  which  application  is 
made  for  registration,  is  owned  by  or  operated  exclusively 
for  the  State,  County,  City,  or  town,  the  State  Department 
of  Highways  through  the  County  Court  Clerk  shall  issue  a 
license  and  number  plate  as  above  provided  except  that  no 
charge  shall  be  made  for  same  by  the  State,  but  County  Court 
Clerk  shall  have  the  right  to  collect  the  fee  of  twenty-five  cents 
for  registration,  but  in  all  such  cases  the  application  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  sworn  statement  as  above  provided  and  the 
County  Court  Clerk  shall  not  issue  any  number  plate  until 
special  authority  is  obtained  from  the  State  Department  of 
Highways.

The  number  plate  shall 
show,  in  addition  to  the  registration  number  of  such  machine, 
the  year  and  the  abbreviation  of  Tennessee.

That  all  dealers  in,  or  manu- 
facturers of  motor  vehicles,  motorcycles,  auto  trucks,  or  like 
vehicle  shall,  instead  of  registering  each  motor  vehicles,  mo- 
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torcycle,  auto-truck,  or  like  vehicle  owned  by  him,  make  appli- 
cation to  and  receive  from  the  said  State  Department  of  High- 
ways through  the  County  Court  Clerk  a  general  distinguishing 
number  or  mark.  This  certificate  and  number  shall  be  of  differ- 
ent color  and  number  from  that  of  any  owner  of  a  motor  ve- 
hicle, motorcycle,  auto-truck,  or  like  vehicle  as  described  in 
Sec.  2  of  this  Act,  and  shall  be  known  as  a  demonstration  num- 
ber, and  the  same  number  shall  be  used  by  said  dealer  or  manu- 
facturer only  while  such  vehicle  is  actually  being  demonstrat- 
ed to  a  customer  or  prospective  purchaser.  Motor  vehicles,  mo- 
torcycles, auto-trucks,  or  like  vehicles  used  in  the  service  of  the 
manufacturer,  sales  agent  or  dealer  must  be  provided  with  a 
regular  license  number  plate  and  pay  therefor  the  fee  set  forth 
in  Sec-  2  of  this  Act,  and  shall  not  at  any  time  use  or  display 
the  special  or  demonstrative  number  plate  while  in  the  service 
of  the  owner,  agent  or  dealer  other  than  for  demonstration  as 
aforesaid.  Said  dealer  or  manufacturer  shall  register  with 
jp:  and  pay  to  the  State  Department  of  Highways  through  the 
County  Court  Clerk  for  such  special  demonstration  number 
the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars.  This  registration  shall  be  renewed 
annually  as  other  registrations  and  the  annual  registration 
fee  shall  be  Ten  Dollars,  and  the  owner  shall  register  same 
with  the  County  Court  Clerk  and  pay  a  fee  of  twenty- five 
cents;  Provided,  that  duplicate  demonstration  number  plates 
in  series  may  be  issued  upon  application  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  through  the  County  Court  Clerk,  at  a  cost 
of  fifty  cents  each. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  owner  of  a  motor 
vehicle,  motorcycle,  auto-truck  or  like  vehicle  shall  annually 
hereafter,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year 
make  application  to  the  State  Department  of  Highways 
through  the  County  Court  Clerk  for  annual  registration,  giving 
the  same  information  and  paying  the  same  fees  as  required 
in  an  original  registration  including  re-registration  with  the 
County  Court  Clerk,  and  upon  payment  of  such  fees  shall 
receive  from  the  State  Department  of  Highways  through  the 
County  Court  Clerk  a  certificate  showing  such  registration, 
and  shall  also  receive  from  the  State  Department  of  Highways 
through  the  County  Court  Clerk  a  set  of  two  number  plates 
on  which  shall,  in  addition  to  the  registration  number,  have 
the  year  and  the  abbreviation  of  Tennessee. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  County  Court  Clerk  of  each  County  to  collect  the  fees 
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herein  provided  and  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  ascertain  the  names  of  the  owners  of  all 
automobiles,  motor  trucks,  motorcycles,  and  vehicles  of  like 
character  in  his  county  and  to  issue  distress  warrants  against 
any  such  owner  who  is  operating  such  vehicle  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  this  Act  after  March  1st  of  any  year,  in  which 
case  the  usual  distress  warrant  fee  shall  obtain;  he  shall 
take  registration  applications  from  the  owners  of  all  such 
vehicles  specified  in  this  Act;  shall  collect  the  fees  provided 
in  this  Act;  shall  distribute  the  number  plates  provided  by 
the  State  Department  of  Highways:  shall  keep  a  complete 
record  in  his  office  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public  of  all 
such  vehicles  registered  in  his  county;  shall  deposit  daily  in 
some  state  depositary  in  his  county  designated  by  the  State 
Treasurer  all  Highway  or  road  funds  collected  under  this 
Act  for  the  State,  said  funds  to  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of 
the  State  Treasurer  for  the  State  Highway  Fund;  shall  make 
a  report  not  later  than  the  fifth  of  each  month  to  the  State 
Treasurer  or  Comptroller  showing  the  amount  of  such  deposits 
and  shall  make  a  report  not  later  than  the  fifth  of  each  month 
to  the  State  Department  of  Highways  showing  number  in 
numerical  order  of  each  number  plate  issued  during  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  give  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  issued  and  the  amount  collected  and  shall  account  to  the 
State  Department  of  Highways  for  all  number  plates  consign- 
ed to  him;  he  shall  collect  from  the  owner  making  application 
for  registration  of  a  vehicle  a  fee  of  25  cents  which  shall 
be  his  compensation  in  full;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
State  Treasurer  to  designate  to  the  County  Court  Clerk  in  each 
county  a  state  depositary  in  such  county  in  which  the  funds 
collected  under  this  Act  shall  be  deposited,  he  shall  keep  an 
accurate  and  separate  account  of  such  funds  and  shall  on  the 
first  day  of  March,  June,  September  and  December,  or  as 
much  oftener  as  may  be  required  by  the  State  Department  of 
Highways,  withdraw  from  each  of  such  banks  fifteen  per 
cent  of  the  fund  deposited  since  the  last  such  withdrawal 
which  fund  shall  be  placed  in  the  State  Treasurer  to  the 
credit  of  the  State  Department  of  Highways  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  Department  and  for  the  payment  of  all  the 
to  the  Department  of  the  collection  of  such  fund,  which  shall 
include  cost  of  number  plates,  printing  certificates  and  other 
pertaining  to  collection  of  such  fund,  postage,  clerical  help, 
and  such  other  expense  as  may  incurred  by  the  Department  in

who  fails  or  refuses  to  give  the  correct  rated  tonnage  capac- 
ity of  any  motor  truck  whether  freight  or  passenger  or  who 
violates  any  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdenmeanor  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  nor  more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dol- 
lars together  with  the  costs  of  said  prosecution,  such  fines  to 
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be  turned  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  be  placed  to  the  credit* 
of  the  County  in  which  such  offense  occurs,  for  the  State  De-

Such  a  plank  was  contained  in  the  platforms  of  both 
political  parties,  adopted  by  their  respective  coifventions 
last  year. 
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A  bill,  fair  and  reasonable,  in  its  provisions,  as  I  am 
informed,  has  been  introduced  in  both  branches  of  the  present 
Legislature.  Up  to  this  hour  the  friends  of  the  bill  have  been 
unable  to  secure  a  vote  upon  the  same.  This  bill  is  in  the 
interest  of  a  certain  class  of  our  citizenship  who  are  justly- 
entitled  to  the  consideration  and  fair  treatment  at  the  hands 
of  the  law-making  body  of  the  State.  I  am  sure  that  the 
omission  to  consider  this  bill  has  not  intentional,  but  that  it 
has  been  overlooked  in  the  pressure  of  business.  The  closing 
hour  of  the  Legislature  is  fast  approaching,  so  that  whatever 
consideration  is  given  this  bill  must  be  speedily  done,  and  I 
respectfully  urge  and  insist  that  House  Bill  No.  846,  Senate 
Bill  No.  622,  be  made  a  special  order  of  business  and  set  for 
consideration  immediately  after  you  have  disposed  of  the 
General  Appropriation,  the  Miscellaneous,  and  the  Assess- 
ment Bills.

1.  By  striking  out  of  line  six  (6)  of  Section  4  the  words 
*^one  year"  and  insert  in  the  place  thereof  the  words  *^two 
years." 
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2.  By  adding  at  the  end  of  Section  6,  sub-section  19  another 
sub-section  as  "follows: 

'^20.  To  require  all  male  citizens  within  said  town  between 
the  ages  of  18  and  45  to  work  tive  days  upon  the  streets  of  the 
town,  or  in  lieu  thereof  commute  said  work  by  paying  not  less 
than  $1.00  per  day  for  each  day  not  worked,  unless  previously 
released  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  on  account  of 
physical  inability  to  perform  manual  labor." 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage,  the  public  welfare  requiring  the 
same.

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  return 
you  herewith  Senate  Bill  No.  775  without  his  approval  for  the 
reasons  stated  in  his  message,  hereto  attached.

The  message  from  the  Governor,  in  writing,  follows : 

April  3,  1917. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate : 

The  City  of  Knoxville,  for  some  time,  seems  to  have  been 
sorely  afflicted  with  officials  who  prey  upon  the  public,  espec- 
ially the  poorer  classes,  by  frivolous,  unnecessary  and  useless 
arrests,  prosecutions  and  fines,  and  especially  have  they  proven 
themselves  adepts  in  the  art  of  stuffing  fee  bills,  and  by  this 
method  have  succeeded  in  robbing  the  county,  the  State  and 
the  individual.  For  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  citizens  of 
Knoxville  of  this  class  of  fee-grabbers  and  protect  her  citi- 
zens, tliis  bill  was  presented  and  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body.  The  motives  which  prompted  the  introduction  of  the 
bill  and  its  y)assage  are  indeed  commendable,  and  I  regret  that 
I  cannot  find  it  consistant  with  my  ideas  of  official  duty  to 
give  my  apy)roval  to  tlu^  bill  as  j)assed.  In  reaching  this  con- 
clusion, I  am  moved  alone  by  i)rovisions  on  the  face  of  the  bill, 
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independent  of  the  wishes  of  any  wlio  may  favor  or  oppose  the 
proposed  law. 

In  the  first  place,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  bill  as  passed 
will  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally  intended. 
The  bill,  by  its  provisions,  seeks  to  deprive  Justices  of  the 
j^eace,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Knoxville, 
from  exercising  the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  them  by  sta- 
tute in  the  trial  of  misdemeanor  cases,  punishable  by  fine  up 
to  $50.00,  and  in  an  effort  to  deprive  these  officials  of  such 
jurisdiction  the  bill  provides  that  a  City  Judge  shall  be 
appointed,  first  by  the  Mayor,  and  afterwards  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  city. 

Section  3  provides  that  he  shall  have  original  and  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  all  violations  of  municipal  ordinances  and 
shall  have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction,  as  now  possessed 
by  the  Justices  of  Peace  to  hear  and  determine  all  misdemean- 
or cases  arising  within  the  city  limits,  the  fine  for  which  does 
not  exceed  $50.00,  etc. 

Section  4  provides  that  if,  for  any  reason,  that  part  of 
Section  3  of  the  Act,  giving  the  City  Court  thus  created, 
original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  offenses  against 
the  laws  of  the  State,  committed  within  the  city  limits,  be  held 
invalid;  then,  in  that  event,  said  City  Court  so  created  shall 
liave  the  same  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  and  powers  of 
Justice  of  Peace,  etc.'' 

By  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  the  City  Judge  of  Knoxville 
is  given  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  misdemean- 
ors, as  hereinbefore  stated,  thereby  depriving  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Knox  County  of  its  jurisdiction  over  such  cases,  and 
lodging  in  the  City  Court,  limited  in  its  punishment  to  only 
a  $50  fine,  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  try  and  determine  these 
cases,  and  no  provision  for  an  appeal  is  made  by  the  terms 
of  the  bill.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  misdemeanors  may 
be  punished  other  than  by  mere  fine  of  $50  or  less,  but  the 
power  to  administer  such  additional  punishment  and  impose  a 
fine  over  $50  must  be  by  jury,  empanelled  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  punishment. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  fines,  forfeitures,  costs,  etc.,  im- 
posed by  the  City  Judge  for  the  violation  of  State  laws  as 
well  as  city  ordinances,  are  to  be  turned  into  the  city  treasury, 
out  of  which  the  salary  of  the  City  Judge,  which  is  $2500.00 
per  annum,  and  the  salary  of  the  Recorder  or  City  Clerk  shall 
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be  paid,  together  with  the  actual  cost  of  conducting  the  City 
Court,  and  all  excess  fines  and  costs  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
city  school  fund.  Under  the  State  law  the  Justices  of  Peace 
are  clothed  with  the  jurisdiction  to  impose  fines  under  *Hhe 
small  otfense  law,''  and  are  required  to  turn  the  fines  and  for- 
feitures when  collected  into  the  county  treasury  by  paying  the 
same  to  the  County  Trustee.  This  bill,  by  its  provisions 
diverts  this  county  revenue  from  its  legitimate  channel  and 
turns  it  into  the  city  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  employing 
a  City  Judge  and  City  Clerk.  This,  in  my  judgment,  cannot 
be  legally  done,  or  at  any  rate,  should  not  be  done. 

This  bill  also  provides  that  the  City  Judge  shall  be  required 
to  subcribe  to  the  same  oath  of  office,  in  the  same  manner  and 
form  as  now  required  of  Circuit  Judges  and  Chancellors  in 
the  State,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  from  office  in  the 
same  manner  now  provided  for  removal  of  Circuit  Judges 
and  Chancellors.  I  call  you  attention  to  the  fact  that  Justices 
of  Peace,  whose  juricdiction  is  conferred  upon  the  City  Judge 
may  be  indicted  and  removed  from  office.  He  may  also  be 
removed  from  office  by  proceedings  in  ouster,  but  the  City 
Judge  of  Knoxville,  under  this  bill,  no  matter  w^hat  laws  he  may 
violate  cannot  be  removed  by  any  of  these  methods.  So  that, 
while  every  other  City  Judge  of  the  State  could  be  removed 
by  indictment  and  conviction,  or  proceedings  in  ouster,  it 
would  require  the  action  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to 
interfere  with  the  title  of  the  City  Judge  of  Knoxville  to  his 
office,  no  matter  what  his  derelictions  of  duty  might  be. 

Under  the  bill,  the  people  of  the  City  of  Knoxville  cannot 
escape  double  fines  and  punishments  for  the  City  Judge  would 
be  compelled  to  assess  separate  fines,  the  one  for  the  violation 
of  the  State  law,  and  the  other  for  the  violation  of  the  city 
ordinance.  Article  6,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  provides  that  ^Hhe  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  Circuit,  Chancery 
and  other  inferior  Courts  as  the  Legislature  shall  from  time 
to  time  ordain  and  establish ;  in  the  Judges  thereof  and  in  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace.'' 

Article  6,  Section  15,  provides,  *Hhat  the  jurisdiction  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  County." 

This  bill  does  not  seek  to  abridge  or  deprive  all  of  the  Jus- 
tices of  Knox  County  of  the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  them 
by  law,  but  only  those  who  reside  in  a  certain  designated

territory  in  said  County.  It  leaves  the  other  Justices  to 
exercise  all  the  jurisdiction  both  civil  and  criminal,  conferred 
by  statute.  So  that,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  practice  of 
arrests,  trials  and  convictions  by  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  Knox 
County  should  continue,  as  heretofore,  even  though  this  bill 
should  become  a  law.  A  Justice  of  the  Peace,  whose  jurisdic- 
tion is  CO-  extensive  with  the  county,  may  open  an  office  and 
do  business  in  any  Civil  District  of  the  County  so  he  keeps  his 
residence  in  the  District  in  which  he  was  elected,  and  an  office 
to  do  business  there  when  required,  (10th  Pickle  658)  and  the 
mere  fact  that  the  crime  was  committed  inside  the  city  limits 
would  not  deprive  any  Justice  of  the  County  of  his  jurisdiction 
and  his  right  to  impose  a  fine  under  ^^the  small  offense  law.^' 
For  these  reasons  I  am  returning  Senate  Bill  No.  775,  with- 
out my  approval.
